Section  1.  The  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Cor- 
poration, or  either  of  them,  may  re-locate  the  railroad 
now  owned  and  nsed  by  them  between  Woodlawn  sta- 
tion, in  the  town  of  Pawtucket,  and  their  passenger 
'  Station  in  the  city  of  Providence,  so  as  to  widen  their 

present  location  and  road  bed  to  an  extent  not  exceed- 
ing eighty  feet  in  addition  to  its  present  road  bed  width; 
and  either  or  both  said  corporations  are  hereby  autho- 
rized and  empowered  to  locate,  lay  out,  construct  and 
complete  a  railroad  with  a  road  bed  of  the  width  of 
eighty  feet  additional  to  the  present  railroad  of  said 
corporations,  south  of  said  Woodlawn  station,  and  on 
either  side  or  on  both  sides  of  their  road  bed  as  now 
located  and  used.

CHAPTER  389. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  64  OF  THE  PUBLIC 
STATUTES.  "OF  LAYING  OUT  AND  MAKING  HIGHWAYS 
AND  DRIFTWAYS." 

It  18  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  a^  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  46  of  chapter  64  of  the  Public 
Statutes  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  include  the  town 
of  Barrington  in  the  provisions  of  said  section  ;  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  46.  The  preceding  fourteen  sections  of  this 
chapter  shall  apply  only  to  the  city  of  Newport  and  the 
towns  of  Pawtucket,  Lincoln,  Woonsocket,  Cranston, 
Johnston,  Warren,  Bristol,  Middletown,  East  Green- 
wich, East  Providence,  New  Shoreham,  Little  Compton, 
Warwick,  Cumberland,  and  Barrington."

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A  feature  of  the  statistics  for  the  past  year  is  that  the 
increase  in  the  average  attendance  has  been  not  only  rela- 
tively but  actually  greater  than  the  increase  in  the  enroll- 
ment. Less  than  sixty-eight  per  cent.,  however,  of  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  children  enumerated  were  enrolled 
in  the  schools. 

The  Compulsory  Truant  and  Education  Law,  passed  at 
the  last  January  session,  went  into  effect  October  1st  The 
brief  period  that  it  has  been  in  force,  has  not  been  enough 
to  produce  any  marked  effect  There  has  been,  however,  a 
general  disposition  to  assist  in  carrying  its  provisions  into 
effect,  especially  among  our  manufacturers  employing  chil- 
dren who  will  be  required  to  attend  school  as  provided  by 
the  law.  Most  of  the  towns  have  taken  the  required  action 
under  the  law  and  an  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  scholars 
has  no  doubt  been  caused  by  such  action.  The  average 
attendance  during  the  year  has  been  but  66.9  per  cent  of 
those  enrolled.  In  1868  the  average  attendance  was  79.6 
per  cent.,  showing  that  for  some  unexplained  reason  the 
average  attendance  last  year  was  12.7  per  cent  less,  propor- 
tionately, than  in  1868.  Of  the  14,610  children  returned 
as  attending  no  school,  no  doubt  a  large  proportion,  esti- 
mated by  the  Commissioner  as  7,000,  were  kept  from  school 
on  account  of  their  age,  ill  health,  or  other  proper  reasons. 
This  would  leave  about  12.5  per  cent,  of  our  school  popula- 
tion that  should  be  compelled  by  the  law  to  attend  school. 
In  many  of  the  towns,  however,  the  schools  are  crowded, 
and  the  expected  increase  cannot  be  accommodated  except 
by  a  large  expenditure  of  money  for  new  school  houses, 
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and  for  the  necessary  resulting  expenses  of  carrying  on  an 
increased  number  of  schools.  According  to  the  census  of 
1880  there  were  58,332  children  of  the  legal  school  age — 
41,524  sittings  and  42,489  enrolled  as  attending  school.  By 
comparing  these  statistics  with  those  of  the  other  New  Eng- 
land States,  I  find  that  Rhode  Island  has  the  smallest  per- 
centage of  school  accommodations.  Massachusetts  has  sit- 
tings for  87.9  per  cent,  of  its  school  population,  Connecticut 
for  83.4  per  cent,  and  Rhode  Island  for  71,2  per  cent. 

The  amount  annually  appropriated  by  the  State  for  pub- 
lic schools  is  $90,000.  This  sum  was  fixed  in  1868  when 
the  enrollment  of  scholars  was  only  28,000,  and  when  the 
total  expenditures  for  public  schools  was  only  $286,852.48. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  large  increase  of  expenditures 
and  of  the  large  amounts  necessary  for  new  school  build- 
ings, I  recommend  that  the  annual  appropriation  be  increased 
to  $120,000.00,  and  I  also  recommend  that  the  towns  receiv- 
ing the  increase  be  required  to  expend  a  portion  of  it  to 
secure  suitable  paid  supervision  of  their  schools.  Such 
supervision  would  give  greatly  increased  value  and  efficiency 
to  the  amounts  appropriated  in  towns  where  there  is  prac- 
tically no  supervision. 

The  claims  of  Industrial  education  upon  both  public  and 
private  capital  remain  unanswered.  Our  neighbors,  and 
more  distant  States,  with  far  less  at  stake  in  this  direction 
than  we  have,  are  moving  in  various  ways  to  meet  the 
growing  feeling  that  a  skillful  hand  should  accompany  a  well 
stored  and  cultivated  mind  and  a  sound  heart.  The  only 
approach  that  we  make  to  meeting  this  want  is  through  the 
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Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  for  which  the  State  makes  a 
small  annual  appropriation.  This  school  has  done  a  most 
excellent  work  in  the  line  of  mechanical  and  free  hand  draw- 
ing, draughting  and  designing.  It  only  needs  for  means  to 
become  of  still  more  value  to  the  State.     We  have  many 

young  men  and  women  possessed  of  native  aptness  for  draw- 
ing, who  would  unquestionably  attain  to  marked  success  in 
the  various  departments  of  manufacture,  and  thus  add  to 
the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  the  State,  if  they  could  have 
the  opportunity  to  develop  their  faculties  in  such  a  school. 
I  commend  the  subject  of  Industrial  Education,  and  especially 
this  school  to  your  serious  and  favorable  consideration. 

The  principal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Greenough,  resigned  his  position  at  the  end  of  the  last  sum- 
mer term,  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Agricultural  College.  He  had  been  connected  with 
the  school  since  its  reorganization,  and  by  his  undivided 
care  and  attention  had  brought  it  to  a  high  state  of  eflB- 
ciency.  The  State  is  certainly  indebted  to  him  for  his  valu- 
able services  and  will  be  interested  in  his  success  in  his  new 
field  of  labor.  The  trustees  have  unanimously  chosen  Dr. 
Thomas  J.  Morgan  of  Potsdam,  N.  Y.,  as  Mr.  Greenough's 
successor.  Dr.  Morgan  has  had  a  varied  and  successful  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher  in  all  grades  of  schools,  including 
normal  schools,  and  brings  to  his  work  a  broad  culture  and 
a  ripe  scholarship,  that  gives  promise  that  the  work  laid 
down  by  Mr.  Greenough  will  be  taken  up  and  carried  for- 
ward with  increasing  profit  and  credit  to  the  State.  Dr. 
Morgan  enters  upon  his  duties  at  the  close  of  the  winter 
term. 
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From  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Greenough  to  that  date  the 
Commissioner  of  Education,  Mr.  Thomas  B.  Stockwell, 
in  addition  to  his  other  laborious  duties,  has  taken  charge 
of  the  school  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Trustees. 

THE    MILITIA. 

The  annual  encampment  of  the  Brigade  was  held  at  Oak- 
land Beach  in  July  last.  At  my  request  the  Secretary  of 
War  ordered  Capt.  W.  C.  Gushing,  Brevet  Major  4th  U.  S. 
Artillery,  to  inspect  the  camp.  His  report  will  be  submitted 
to  you  with  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General.  I  had  the 
honor  of  reviewing  the  troops  during  the  encampment  and 
was  well  pleased  with  their  discipline  and  drill,  as  well  as 
with  the  neatness  and  regularity  of  the  camp.  The  appro- 
priation for  the  militia  was  $23,000,  of  which  $22,992.97 
has  been  expended.  The  increased  pay  of  officers  was 
allowed  by  the  General  Assembly  after  the  passage  of  the 
appropriation  bill,  and  no  appropriation  was  made  to  meet 
the  additional  expense  of  about  $1000.  In  consequence  a 
small  amount  of  necessary  expenditures  for  1883  should  be 
provided  for  in  the  appropriation  for  1884.  The  increased 
pay  of  officers  has  given  great  satisfaction,  as  it  has  enabled 
them  to  pay  their  expenses  while  in  camp,  when  before  many 
could  not  affi)rd  to  absent  themselves  from  their  work  for 
the  allowance  of  $1.50  per  day. 

The  Adjutant  General  recommends  that  there  should  be 
a  fund  of  $1000  provided  by  law  to  repair  uniforms,  to  sup- 
ply articles  lost  or  used  up  in  the  service  or  to  purchase 
what  is  absolutely  needed,  and  that  this  fund  should  be 
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placed  annually  at  the  disposal  of  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral's Department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 
The  Adjutant  General  also  recommends  that  the  law  relating 
to  the  annual  encampment  of  troops  be  so  amended  as  to 
allow  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  dispense  with  the  encamp- 
ment once  in  every  two  years  and  instead  to  order  the  troops 
to  perform  some  other  equivalent  duty.  They  might,  among 
other  duties,  be  required  to  perform  duty  one  day  each  in 
the  spring  and  fall  in  the  open  country,  and  also  to  assemble 
in  Providence  or  some  other  part  of  the  State  in  order  to 
accustom  the  oflScers  and  men  to  the  moving  of  troops  from 
place  to  place,  as  well  as  to  the  tactics  in  the  open  field. 

I  have  advised  that  more  attention  be  paid  to  target  prac- 
tice. Instruction  in  the  manual  of  arms  and  in  marching  are 
but  part  of  the  duty  expected  of  a  soldier.  Unless  he  can 
use  the  musket  placed  in  his  hands  with  proper  effect,  and 
be  commanded  by  oflBcers  who  know  how  to  move  their  com- 
mands from  place  to  place,  and  unless  both  officers  and  men 
have  some  knowledge  of  the  tactical  movements  necessary 
to  an  attack  or  defence,  the  militia  can  be  used  to  but  little 
advantage  in  actual  service.  Each  company  throughout  the 
State  should  be  ordered  out,  under  a  competent  instructor,  for 
target  practice.  But  we  have  no  proper  rifle  ranges  where 
the  troops  can  fire.  If,  however,  the  annual  encampment 
should  be  dispensed  with  as  proposed,  every  other  year, 
enough  could  be  saved  from  the  annual  appropriations  to 
provide  suitable  ranges. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  our  muskets,  which  are  of  .50 
calibre,  should  be  exchanged  for  those  of  .45  calibre  with 
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which  the  army  of  the  United  States  is  supplied.  We 
should  also  have  two  Gatling  or  Hotchkiss  guns,  and  our 
battery  of  artillery  should  be  exchanged  for  serviceable 
guns.  I  am  informed  by  Brig.  General  E.  H.  Rhodes,  that 
no  shot  or  shell  can  be  procured  for  the  battery  unless  it  is 
made  to  order.  In  case  of  emergency,  after  the  shot  and 
shell  on  hand  should  be  expended,  no  more  could  be  pro- 
cured from  any  magazine  in  the  country. 

The  three  independent  companies  of  militia  in  the  State 
are  all  artillery  companies.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that 
arrangement  be  made  with  the  proper  authorities  for  them 
to  be  quartered  in  Fort  Adams  for  a  few  days  in  each  year, 
so  they  might  be  taught  the  heavy  gun  practice  by  United 
\  States  oflScers.     It  is  very  important  that  there  should  be 

in  the  State  some  troops  that  are  instructed  in  this  practice. 

RAILROADS. 

During  the  year  6.062  miles  of  track  have  been  built  in 
our  State.  With  the  exception  of  one  corporation  the  earn- 
ings have  been  very  satisfactory,  the  usual  dividends  paid, 
and  additions  made  to  the  surplus  account.  The  returns 
show  a  very  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers, 
but  a  large  decrease  in  the  tonnage  of  merchandise.  There 
have  been  forty-two  accidents,  sixteen  of  which  proved 
fatal.  The  Commissioner  has  given  attention  the  past  year 
to  having  the  low  grade  bridges  raised,  so  as  to  remove  largely 
the  danger  to  brakemen  on  moving  trains.  He  reports  that 
he  has  every  reason  to  expect  that  during  the  coming  year 
all  the  low  grade  bridges  can  be  raised  to  a  proper  height. 
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He  will  ask  for  additional  legislation  respecting  grade  cross- 
ings and  the  employment  of  a  suitable  number  of  brakemen 
on  passenger  trains. 

For  a  number  of  years  our  citizens  have  been  inconven- 
ienced because  the  railroads  terminating  in  Providence  have 
had  insufficient  and  unsuitable  accommodations  for  both  pas- 
sengers and  freight.  The  city  of  Providence  has  made 
several  attempts  to  arrange  with  the  railroads  to  make  the 
necessary  improvements,  but  has  been  unable  to  do  so  until 
recently.  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  city  reported 
in  December  a  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  terminal 
facilities  in  Providence,  which  were  agreed  to  by  all  rail- 
roads. These  improvements  interest  the  citizens  of  the  State 
generally  almost  as  much  as  the  city  of  Providence,  and  any 
legislation  that  may  be  required  to  carry  them  into  eflFect 
should  have  prompt  and  favorable  consideration.  I  under- 
stand that  the  city  will  ask  for  authority  to  condemn  for 
public  purposes  certain  lands  that  the  railroads  will  aban- 
don, and  that  some  legislation  will  be  necessary  to  enable 
the  roads  to  make  the  changes. 

THE    STATE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  was  established  April  12, 
1878,  and  was  designed  to  secure  greater  order,  unity  and 
completeness  in  the  work  previously  performed  by  various 
persons  engaged  in  diflFerent  pursuits,  and  attended  to  as 
occasion  demanded  or  convenience  permitted.  The  collec- 
tion, classification  and  tabulation  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
State  is  a  work  of  rapidly  increasing  labor  and  of  largely 
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increasing  importance.  The  Rhode  Island  reports  on  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  State  are  quoted  with  frequency  by 
writers  on  Social  Science,  Life  Insurance  and  Annuities, 
Mortality  Statistics  and  other  kindred  topics,  and  are  often 
called  for  by  persons  engaged  in  literary  and  scientific  pur- 
suits. This  department  of  the  work  of  the  Board,  as  well 
as  the  restriction  and  prevention  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  among  domestic  animals,  has  had  careful  attention 
during  the  year. 

A  disease,  '^Anthrax,"  having  many  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  Texas  cattle  disease,  as  shown  by  ante-mortem  symp- 
toms and  'postmortem  examinations,  and  apparently  infec- 
tious, but  sporadic  in  occurrence,  has  appeared  in  different 
j^  localities  and  has  been  promptly  attended  to.     It  is  not 

believed  to  be  contagious  through  the  medium  of  the  atmos- 
phere, but  may  be  communicated  through  the  medium  of 
saliva  and  the  excretions  falling  upon  grass  or  other  food 
taken  by  other  animals.  It  is  not  necessarily  fatal,  the  mor- 
tality comprising  about  one-third  of  the  cases  investigated. 

The  disease  called  Glanders  has  been  reduced  to  less  than 
one-sixth  the  prevalence  of  a  few  years  ago.  The  disease 
might,  without  doubt,  be  completely  extirpated,  were  it 
not  for  the  introduction  of  diseased  horses  from  other  States. 

Such  nuisances  as  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  and 
considered  by  them  prejudicial  to  health,  have  been  promptly 
abated  by  the  parties  responsible  for  them,  upon  request  of 
the  Board. 

The  Board  have  had  under  consideration  the  gigantic 
nuisance  that  stretches  entirely  through  the  city  of  Provi- 
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dence,  and  have  made  it  a  subject  of  investigation,  confer- 
ence and  correspondence.  But  in  view  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  nuisance  and  the  enormous  expense  involved  in  any 
proposed  abatement,  and  in  view  of  the  exertions  made  by 
the  city  of  Providence  through  its  engineering  department 
to  prepare  plans  for  its  abatement,  the  Board  has  deemed 
a  public  presentation  unnecessary. 

SHELL   FISHERIES. 

The  oyster  industry  has  been  in  a  prosperous  condition 
during  the  past  year.  There  has  bpen  an  increase  in  the 
annual  rent  paid  the  State,  in  the  yield  of  oysters,  and  in 
the  number  of  lessees  and  of  citizens  who  through  this  busi- 
ness find  employment.  The  oysters  have  been  of  excellent 
quality  and  the  supply  largely  in  excess  of  the  home  demand. 
In  other  markets  Providence  River  oysters  are  regarded  as 
among  the  best,  and  are  sold  at  the  highest  prices.  There 
has  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  for  rents  of  beds, 
$10,757.00,  a  larger  sum  than  for  any  previous  year.  The 
estimated  amount  for  1884  is  $12,000.00.  The  expected 
increase  is  due  partly  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
lots  and  partly  to  the  legislation  which  permits  the  letting 
of  lots  in  deep  water  for  raising  '*  seed,"  at  one  dollar  per 
acre.  Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  the  law 
was  enacted,  but  comparatively  few  acres  were  leased  under 
its  provisions,  and  those  insuflBcient  to  test  our  ability  to 
raise  ''  seed  "  artificially,  as  has  been  done  elsewhere. 

I  regret  to  report  that  the  stealing  of  oysters  from  the 
beds  is  on  the  increase.     It  is  estimated  that  during  the  past 
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year  the  value  of  the  oysters  stolen  from  the  beds  leased  by 
the  State  was  more  than  the  entire  rental  paid  for  the  beds. 
The  Commissioners  have  several  times  called  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly  to  the  need  of  further  legislation 
for  the  greater  protection  of  oyster  beds.  They  also  recom- 
mend that  the  oyster  laws  generally  be  revised,  as  the  rapid 
growth  of  this  industry  has  surpassed  the  provisions  made 
for  it  by  law. 

It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  laws  relating  to  the  scollop 
fisheries  have  been  systematically  and  openly  violated  for 
several  years.  Unless  some  measures  are  speedily  taken  to 
protect  this  important  fishery,  it  will  soon  become  extinct. 
Penalties  have  been  affixed  to  the  taking  of  scollops  in  vio- 
lation of  law,  but  unfortunately,  as  in  too  many  other  cases, 
it  seems  to  be  no  one's  business  to  enforce  the  law.  The 
beds  were  ravished  early  in  the  season,  the  market  over- 
stocked, and  the  scollop  fishermen  encroached  on  the  private 
oyster  beds  to  secure  what  had  escaped  their  drags  on  the 
public  beds.  Proper  legislation  would  and  should  protect 
both  these  industries,  and  with  sufficient  machinery  for  their 
enforcement,  would  be  of  great  benefit  not  only  to  the  pub- 
lic, but  to  the  fishermen  themselves. 

I  recommend  that  the  scollop  fishery  be  placed  under 
the  charge  of  the  Shell  Fish  Commissioners,  and  that  paid 
officials  be  appointed  whose  special  duties  it  should  be  to 
enforce  the  laws  relating  to  the  fisheries  in  public  waters, 
both  for  scollops  and  oysters,  as  well  as  to  afibrd  greater 
protection  to  private  beds.  The  Commissioners  suggest  that 
boats  be  licensed  to  fish  for  scollops,  at  a  reasonable  sum  to 
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meet  the  expense  of  the  police  required — and  that  none 
others  be  permitted  to  fish. 

Unless  more  protection  is  given  to  our  public  oyster 
fisheries  they,  too,  will  soon  become  extinct.  In  other 
states  where  similar  conditions  exist,  special  attention  has 
been  paid  to  the  natural  oysters  and  to  their  cultivation, 
notably  in  Maryland  and  Virginia.  In  a  recent  report 
made  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland  after  an  exhaustive 
examination  by  a  scientific  and  highly  intelligent  com- 
mission, the  extermination  of  the  oyster  beds  in  Maryland 
waters  is  regarded  as  certain  unless  restrictive  laws  are 
enacted  and  attention  given  to  artificial  propagation.  Pro- 
fessor Baird,  the  Fish  Commissioner  of  the  United  States, 
has  said  that  if  the  present  rate  of  shipping  from  the  beds  is 
continued  we  shall  have  no  oysters  worthy  of  mention  in 
thirty  years. 

The  excess  of  income  expected  for  this  year  is  more  than 
the  entire  revenue  when  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioners 
were  fixed.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  as  their  labors  have 
increased  proportionately  with  the  increase  in  the  revenue, 
will  it  not  be  wise  to  revise  their  salaries?  Arrangements 
should  certainly  be  made  for  the  office  of  the  Commissioners 
to  be  open  for  one  or  two  hours  daily  for  the  transaction  of 
this  increasing  business. 

HARBOR    COMMISSIONERS. 

At  the  May  session  of  the  General  Assembly  Henry  C. 
Bradford  was  appointed  a  commissioner  for  three  years. 
He  assumed  his  duties  July  1st,  that  date  being  regarded  as 
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the  beginning  of  the  commissioners'  year.  During  the  year 
harbor  lines  have  been  established  on  the  west  side  of  Paw- 
tucket  River  from  Bensley's  Point  to  Red  Bridge ;  and  on 
the  west  side  of  Providence  River  from  Point  Street  to  Hen- 
derson Street.  Surveys  are  making  for  the  designing  of  a 
harbor  line  in  Wickford  harbor  from  Quonset  Point  to  Bis- 
sell's  Cove,  and  for  the  readjusting  of  the  harbor  line  in 
Providence  harbor  between  Fox  Point  and  India  Point. 

Under  a  contract  approved  by  the  Attorney  General,  the 
city  of  Providence  is  bound  to  do  certain  dredging  as  re- 
quired  by  the  commissioners,  in  compensation  for  obstruc- 
tions caused  by  filling  near  Bird  Street.  No  action  has  yet 
been  taken  on  this  contract  for  the  reason  that  the  work  can 

L  be  more  satisfactorily  defined  after  the  completion  of  the 

new  bridge  across  the  Seekonk  river. 

I  The  commissioners  have   had  several  hearings  relative 

I 

to  the  construction  and  reconstruction  of  bridges  and  to 
other  matters,  and  a  number  of  permits  have  been  given  for 
the  construction  and  enlargements  of  several  wharves,  and 
for  other  purposes,  the  details  of  which  will  be  laid  before 
you  by  the  commissioners. 

Complaints  have  been  made  by  the  citizens  of  Westerly 
relative  to  encroachments  on  the  river,  and  the  attention  of 
the  commissioners  has  been  called  to  the  subject  by  the 
oflScers  of  the  United  States  engineering  department.  No 
action  can  be  taken,  unless  the  General  Assembly  will  make 
the  necessary  legislation.  Application  from  numerous  cit- 
izens of  Wickford  for  the  establishment  of  a  harbor  line  in 
Wickford  was  refused  for  want  of  jurisdiction.     The  com- 
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missioners,  however,  are  designing  a  harbor  line  under  the 
provision  of  a  special  act. 

The  commissioners  renew  their  recommendation  that  fur- 
ther legislation  is  needed  to  regulate  the  times  for  opening 
draw  bridges,  and  to  prevent  the  blocking  of  approaches 
thereto. 

The  boundary  line  of  tide  water  between  this  State  and 
Massachusetts  should  be  defined.  Massachusetts  has  taken 
the  proper  action,  but  the  Act  as  proposed  by  the  commis- 
sioners failed  to  receive  action  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives at  the  last  January  session. 

RIVER   AND   HARBOR   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  work  of  improving  our  rivers  and  harbors  was,  after 
the  death  of  Col.  Warren,  under  the  charge  of  Major  J.  W. 
Barlow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  until  Nov.  24,  1882,  when  it 
was  assigned  to  Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  En- 
gineers. The  plans  for  the  improvement  of  Providence 
River  and  harbor,  contemplate  a  channel  300  feet  wide  and 
25  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  through  Gaspee  Shoal  and 
from  the  lower  end  of  Pawtuxet  Shoal  to  Fields  Point,  a 
channel  which  shall  be  25  feet  deep  for  300  feet  in  width, 
18  feet  deep  for  500  feet  in  width  and  14  feet  deep  for  700  feet 
in  width,  thus  making  a  channel  1500  feet  wide  with  a  mini- 
mum depth. of  14  feet  at  mean  low  water;  and  between 
Field's  Point  and  Fox  Point  an  anchorage  basin  which  shall 
be  25  feet  deep  for  300  feet  in  width,  20  feet  deep  for  600 
feet  in  width,  18  feet  deep  for  725  feet  in  width,  12  feet  deep 
for  940  feet  in  width  and  6  feet  deep  for  1060  feet  in  width. 
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thus  making  a  basin  2565  feet  wide  with  a  minimum  depth 
of  12  feet  at  mean  low  water.  Below  Pawtuxet  Shoal  no 
plans  have  been  matured  except  for  the  channel  300  feet 
wide  and  25  feet  deep  through  Gaspee  Shoal.  Between 
Gaspee  Shoal  and  Pawtuxet  Shoal  the  natural  channel  is 
about  500  feet  wide  and  from  21  to  37  feet  deep  at  mean 
low  water. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1883, 
the  following  widths  had  been  gained,  with  a  least  depth  of 
26  feet  at  mean  low  water.  In  the  Fox  Point  channel  180 
feet ;  in  the  Sassafras  Point  channel  230  feet ;  in  the  Field's 
Point  channel  200  feet ;  in  the  Pawtuxet  channel  120  feet, 
and  in  the  Gaspee  channel  200  feet.  The  amount  re- 
quired for  the  contemplated  improvements  is  estimated  at 
$793,000.00,  of  which  $355,000.00  has  been  appropriated. 
The  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1883,  was  $36,163.98,  with 
which  it  was  expected  that  something  in  excess  of  the  300 
feet  in  width  of  the  25  feet  channel  could  be  completed. 
The  appropriation  recommended  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1885,  is  $150,000.00. 

No  work  has  been  done  on  the  Pawtucket  river  since  1880, 
and  no  plans  have  been  made  for  its  improvement,  as  the 
obstructions  caused  by  Washington  Bridge  was  a  bar  to 
recommendations  by  the  engineers  in  charge.  But  since  the 
passage  of  the  act  for  the  removal  of  the  obstructions,  and 
for  the  building  of  a  new  bridge,  the  engineer  has  renewed 
his  recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  the  river.  An 
allotment  has  been  made  from  the  appropriation  for  the  ex- 
amination and  survey  of  rivers  and  harbors,  for  the  survey 
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of  this  river.  Col.  Elliot  has  reported  to  the  present  session 
of  Congress  a  project  for  the  improvement  of  the  Pawtucket 
River.  From  this  report,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  the 
courtesy  of  Lt.-Col.  Elliot,  I  am  enabled  to  make  the  follow- 
ing statement : 

The  river  extends  from  Providence  to  Pawtucket,  a  distance 
of  about  4^  miles,  and  forms  a  tidal  basin  of  about  1^  square 
miles,  with  a  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  of  about  5  feet 
At  its  mouth  it  is  spanned  by  two  bridges,  parallel,  and 
about  250  feet  apart — the  Washington  and  the  Railroad 
Bridge.  The  draw  of  the  Washington  Bridge  is  close  to 
the  eastern  shore,  and  is  so  narrow  and  illy  located  and  con- 
structed as  to  render  navigation  through  it  difficult  and 
dangerous.  By  reason  of  this  obstruction  to  the  navigation 
of  the  river,  the  late  General  Warren  refused,  for  several 
years  before  his  death,  to  estimate  for  further  appropriations 
for  its  improvement.  The  rail  road  bridge  does  not  seriously 
obstruct  the  tidal  flow,  but  the  draw  is  badly  located  and  is 
too  narrow.  The  draw  openings  are  only  60  feet  wide,  and 
fender  piles  reduce  the  available  width  to  about  47  feet.  It 
is  probable  that  when  Washington  Bridge  is  rebuilt  the 
navigation  interests  and  the  town  of  Pawtucket  will  demand 
an  amelioration  of  the  draw  of  the  rail  road  bridge.  About 
four-fifths  of  a  mile  above  Washington  Bridge  is  the  Red 
Bridge  with  two  draw  openings  of  80  feet  wide  each,  dredged 
in  1875  to  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  mean  low  water,  but  which 
has  now  increased  to  a  depth  of  18.7  feet. 

A  survey  of  the  river  above  Red  Bridge  was  commenced 
in  August  last,  and  it  was  found  that  the  deposits  in  the 
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channel  since  1873  were  not  excessive  and  that  the  depth 
of  water  in  the  channel  has  held  its  own  as  well  as  could  be 
expected. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey,  Col.  Elliot  recommends  an  ap- 
propriation of  $382,478.00,  with  which  it  is  estimated  a 
channel  100  feet  wide  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water, 
from  Red  Bridge  to  the  ledge  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf 
in  Pawtucket  and  thence  through  the  ledge  40  feet  wide, 
can  be  constructed.  But,  in  view  of  the  delay  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  act  which  provides  for  the  rebuild- 
ing of  Washington  Bridge,  with  proper  draw  openings  (80 
feet)  and  for  the  removal  of  the  stone  and  other  materials 
which  have  been  deposited  under  it,  he  further  recommends 
that  the  first  appropriation  for  the  work  be  accompanied  by 
the  following  proviso : 

"  Provided  that  this  appropriation  shall  not  be  available 
until  the  officer  in  charge  shall  have  reported  that  the  re- 
building of  Washington  Bridge  with  good  and  sufficient 
draw  openings  has  been  commenced." 

In  Newport  harbor  the  anchorage  area  has  been  increased 
about  ten  acres,  and  the  entrance  way  between  Lime  Rock 
and  Goat  Island  has  bebn  increased  to  about  250  feet  in 
width  with  a  minimum  depth  of  13  feet  at  mean  low  water. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  improvements  in  New- 
port harbor  was  $138,000.00;  of  this  sum  $45,000.00  has 
been  appropriated.  The  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1883, 
was  only  $358.77.  The  engineer  in  charge,  however, 
recommends  an  appropriation  of  $50,000.00  for  the  ensuing 
year. 
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By  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  $19,000.00 
was  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  harbor  wall  of 
coursed  granite  to  replace  the  crib  work  filled  in  with  stone 
which  formed  the  East  side  of  the  inner  harbor  at  the  Block 
Island  breakwater,  and  which  had  become  decayed,  and  for 
the  construction  of  a  jetty  extending  from  the  foot  of  the 
cliflF  which  lies  to  the  southward  and  eastward  of  the  harbor 
of  refuge.  These  works  have  been  prosecuted  and  com- 
pleted. The  engineer  in  charge  recommends  a  further 
appropriation  of  $65,000.00  for  the  extension  of  the  break- 
water to  secure  additional  shelter,  and  thus  to  relieve  the 
inner  harbor,  and  for  the  replacing  of  the  timber  crib-work 
on  the  west  and  north  sides  of  the  harbor,  by  walls  of  stone. 

The  channel  in  Little  Narragansett  Bay  from  Pawcatuck 
Point  deep  water  has  during  the  year  been  completed  to  a 
width  of  200  feet  and  a  depth  of  7i  feet  at  mean  low  water, 
in  accordance  with  the  original  project  adopted  in  1878. 

A  new  light  house  to  be  known  as  Sakonnet  Light  Station, 
is  established  on  Little  Oomorant  Rock,  about  nine  hundred 
feet  North-west  of  West  Island  near  Sakonnet  Point  on  the 
East  side  of  the  mouth  of  Sakonnet  river,  where  a  light- 
house is  now  building  by  the  General  Government  This 
will  make  the  number  of  lights  in  Rhode  Island  waters  and 
Narragansett  'Bay  twenty-six. 

THE    BOARD    OF    STATE    CHARITIES   AND    CORRECTIONS. 

The  appropriation  for  this  Board  for  the  year  was 
$100,000.00,  in  addition  to  the  amount  received  for  labor, 
board  of  inmates  and  the  sale  of  the  product  of  the  farm  and 
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workshop,  which  amounted  to  $52, 563. 50.  An  appropriation 
of  $23,153.55  was  also  made  to  meet  the  deficiency  of  1882. 
The  Board  have  drawn  from  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  $97,- 
011.30  in  addition  to  the  amounts  received  by  them  as  above. 
This  sum  of  $97,011.30  represents  the  actual  cost  to  the  State 
of  supporting  the  State  Prison,  the  Providence  County  Jail, 
the  Sockanosset  School  for  Boys,  the  Oaklawn  School  for 
Girls,  the  State  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  the 
State  Almshouse,  and  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Incurable 
Insane.  As  the  bills  of  the  Board  unpaid  December  31, 
1883,  were  less  than  the  amount  due  for  labor,  there  will  be 
no  deficiency  to  provide  for  this  year.  An  appropriation  of 
$16,000.00  was  also  made  for  completing  and  furnishing  the 
Reform  School  buildings,  and  for  fencing  and  grading  the 
grounds.  About  $10,000  of  this  was  for  ind.ebtedness  al- 
ready incurred,  and  the  balance  has  been  expended  for  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated. 

The  number  of  inmates  in  each  of  the  departments,  De- 
cember 31,  was  as  follows :  In  the  State  Prison,  95 ;  in  the 
Providence  County  Jail,  174 ;  in  the  Sockanosset  School  for 
Boys,  173;  in  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls,  37;  in  the 
State  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction,  240 ;  in  the 
State  Almshouse,  200 ;  in  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Incur- 
able Insane,  300.     Total,  1,219. 

The  number  of  boys  in  the  Reform  School  has  increased 
from  138,  December  31,  1882,  to  173,  December  31,  1883, 
so  that  the  Board  will  be  obliged  to  ask  for  an  appropriation 
for  another  building.  This  they  estimate  will  cost  about 
$15,000.     They  also  estimate  that  $5,000  will  be  needed 
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during  the  year  to  complete  the  wall  around  the  grounds, 
the  grading  and  other  improvements.  A  large  amount  of 
work  has  been  accomplished  the  past  year  by  the  workhouse 
men  and  the  boys  from  the  school,  and  much  can  be  done 
the  coming  year,  but  an  appropriation  is  needed  for  skilled 
labor,  powder,  steel,  tools,  concreting  walks,  and  other  neces- 
sary purposes. 

The  supply  of  water  at  the  State  Farm  has  failed  at  times 
for  several  years  past,  and  the  deficiency  has  been  supplied 
with  water  furnished  from  the  city  of  Providence.  The 
amount  thus  paid  in  1883  was  about  $1,100.  The  Board 
have  caused  to  be  made  plans  for  a  pumping  station  on  the 
banks  of  the  Pawtuxet  River,  suflScient  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  all  the  institutions,  which  is  estimated  to  cost  about 
$10,000.00.  They  are,  however,  negotiating  with  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Providence  for  a  supply. 
Pending  the  negotiations  they  are  unprepared  to  make  any 
recommendation  concerning  the  pumping  station. 

By  the  terms  of  chapter  348  of  the  Public  Laws,  which 
act  takes  eflFect  July  1,  1884,  every  lunatic  having  no  legal 
settlement  in  this  state,  who  is  supported  as  a  pauper  by  the 
state  or  by  any  town  in  the  state,  shall  be  sent  to  the  State 
Almshouse  or  to  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  there  to 
be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  The  act  also 
provides  that  the  Board  may  receive,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  insane  persons  who  have  a  legal  settle- 
ment in  any  town  in  the  State,  but  as  the  authority  to  pay  a 
portion  of  the  support  of  these  insane  paupers  at  the  Butler 
Hospital  is  repealed,  the  effect  seems  to  be  that  the  Board 
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must  either  receive  them  or  the  towns  must  pay  the  entire 
expense  of  their  support  at  the  Butler  Hospital  or  some  other 
curative  asylum.  According  to  the  practice  under  the  present 
statute,  insane  paupers  not  regarded  as  incurable  are  sent  for 
treatment  to  the  Butler  Hospital,  the  State  aiding  in  their 
support  to  the  extent  of  $120.00  per  year  whether  they  have 
or  have  not  legal  settlements  in  the  town.  During  the  past 
year  the  State  has  paid  the  Butler  Hospital  for  this  class  of 
insane  $3,091.71  and  all  the  towns  $5,905.62. 

It  is  said  in  support  of  the  change  that  the  patients, 
although  recent  cases,  will  be  as  well  oflF  at  the  State 
Asylum  as  at  a  curative  hospital.  But  whether  this  is  true 
or  not  the  Board  think  that  public  opinion  throughout  the 
land  is  against  such  a  course,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  costly 
curative  hospitals  established  by  all  the  leading  States. 
They  also  think  that,  sooner  or  later,  the  latter  course  would 
be  pursued  here,  with  the  result  of  a  largely  increased  cost 
of  supporting  the  insane,  the  expenses  of  a  curative  hospital 
being  much  larger  than  that  of  one  for  chronic  cases  alone. 
To  make  separate  institutions  would  increase  the  cost  of  con- 
struction as  well  as  of  supervision. 

The  Board  estimate  that  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  will 
be  necessary  to  carry  the  law  into  effect,  provided  they  are 
not  required  to  arrange  for  curative  treatment.  The  pro- 
posed new  buildings  are  planned  for  thirty-five  patients  of 
each  sex,  and  the  sum  above  named  covers  also  some  other 
needed  improvements. 

As  the  additional  cases  will  be  mostly  violent  and  excited 
insane,  the  additional  accommodations  must  be  in  the  form 
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of  buildings  with  separate  rooms,  the  most  costly  kind  of 
construction.  There  have  been  at  times  under  treatment  at 
the  Butler  Hospital  thirty-five  of  the  pauper  insane,  who 
tinder  the  new  law  would  be  probably  transferred  to  the 
State  Asylum.  Besides  these  to  be  provided  for  are  about 
fifteen  for  whom  there  is  now  no  proper  accommodation  at 
the  State  Asylum,  and  the  Board  think  it  would  be  wise,  if 
new  buildings  are  to  be  constructed,  to  make,  in  addition 
thereto,  further  provision  for  at  least  ten  persons  of  each  sex. 

The  law  makes  no  reference  to  curative  treatment  at  the 
State  Asylum,  and,  doubtless,  such  treatment  was  not  con- 
templated by  those  who  framed  it.  Should,  however,  the 
establishment  of  a  curative  hospital  by  the  State  be  de- 
manded hereafter,  the  Board  estimate  that  it  would  be  ne- 
cessary to  make  provision  for  a  hundred  patients,  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

It  may  be  well  to  consider,  in  view  of  the  large  expendi- 
tures necessary  to  carry  the  law  into  eflFect,  whether  it  will 
not  be  better  to  continue  as  at  present  for  a  few  years,  es- 
pecially as  it  will  be  practically  impossible  to  prepare  suitable 
accommodations  by  July  1st,  when  the  law  will  go  into  eflFect. 

The  State  as  well  as  the  Board  has  sufiered  a  severe  loss 
during  the  past  year  in  the  resignation  of  Professor  Chace  as 
chairman  and  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  For  many  years 
he  has  been  connected  with  the  work,  and  has  contributed 
perhaps  more  than  any  other  person  to  the  success  of  the 
institutions.  He  took  an  especial  interest  in  the  Reform 
School,  and,  when  the  school  passed  from  the  control  of  the 
city  to  that  of  the  State,  introduced  into  its  management  that 
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admirable  method  whereby  the  boys  and  girls  are  practically 
under  moral  restraint  only.  There  are  no  cells  in  this  insti- 
tution, and  none  are  required.  The  theory  and  object  of  the 
school  as  stated  in  the  law  is  the  instruction  and  reformation 
of  juvenile  offenders,  and  not  necessarily  their  punishment 
as  criminals.  The  workings  of  the  present  system  seem  to 
promise  the  practical  attainment  of  those  objects.  The 
vacancy  in  the  Board,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Professor 
Chace,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Ex-Mayor 
William  S.  Hayward,  of  Providence. 


THE  STATE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF. 

The  State  School  for  the  Deaf  has  satisfactorily  continued 
its  workings  during  the  year  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Katharine  H.  Austin  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  The  number  of  pupils  attending  at  any 
time  was  33,  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year,  but  the 
average  attendance  was  greater,  having  been  21.9  against 
18  in  1882.  The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  the  school 
is  the  same  as  heretofore  in  its  general  aims  and  methods. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  a  free  use  of  written  language 
and  more  particularly  to  colloquial  and  idiomatic  forms  of 
expression.  The  scholars  are  taught  to  understand  speech 
by  watching  the  lips  of  a  speaker,  and  also  to  speak.  Some 
of  the  scholars  have  acquired  surprising  skill  in  speaking, 
and  can  speak  in  distinct  and  agreeable  tones.  The  tuition 
is  free,  and  provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  the  travel- 
ling expenses  of  those  children  whose  parents  are  too  poor 
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to  pay  them.  Every  deaf  and  dumb  child  in  the  State  ought 
to  be  educated,  and  this  school  affords  to  them  all  a  good 
education. 

INSTITUTIONS    FOR   SAVINGS. 

Whether  we  consider  the  amount  of  capital  invested  in 
these  institutions  or  the  number  of  depositors,  they  will  be 
found  to  be  among  our  most  important  institutions.  There 
has  been  an  increase  the  past  year  both  in  the  number  of 
depositors  and  in  the  amounts  deposited. 

The  amount  of  deposits  and  of  profits  on  hand  December 
31st  was  $52,445,334.43,  an  increase  of  $1,787,457.63.  The 
number  of  depositors  was  120,482,  an  increase  of  8,010. 
The  average  amount  due  each  depositor  was  $41 6. 07.  There 
has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  small  de- 
positors, as  the  number  of  those  having  less  than  $500  de- 
posited has  increased  6,796. 

INLAND    FISHERIES. 

Mr.  Newton  Dexter  and  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Reed  having 
resigned  as  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  in  April, 
1883,  my  predecessor  appointed  Mr.  Henry  T.  Root,  of 
Providence,  and  Mr.  Amos  Sherman,  of  Woonsocket,  to 
fill  the  vacancies.  The  Commissioners  have  devoted  much 
time  and  attention  the  past  year  to  the  Bay  Fisheries.  By 
the  end  of  April  ninety  traps  were  located  and  in  operation, 
covering  almost  the  entire  coast  line  of  the  State,  commen- 
cing on  the  Pawcatuck  below  Westerly,  following  the  shore 
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through  Little  Narragansett  Bay  around  Sandy  Point  by 
Watch  Hill,  and  with  more  or  less  frequency  the  whole 
southern  ocean  boundary  of  the  State,  and  both  shores  of 
the  East,  West,  and  Middle  passages  as  far  north  as  Cowe- 
set  Bay,  and  to  and  above  Stone  Bridge,  making  it  nearly 
impossible  for  fish  to  move  along  the  coast  without  being 
caught.  By  the  10th  of  June  over  five  thousand  barrels  of 
fish  had  been  shipped  from  Newport  to  New  York.  The 
Commissioners  report  that  owing  to  the  large  number  em- 
ployed in  trap  fishing  but  few  find  it  remunerative,  and  that 
many  of  the  trappers  do  not  hesitate  to  violate  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  weekly  close-time.  The  Grand  Jury,  at  the 
last  June  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Providence, 
indicted  for  violation  of  the  law  two  influential  parties  who 
persisted  in  the  violation  after  repeated  warnings  by  the 
Commissioners.     The  cases  have  not  yet  been  tried. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  that  if  trap  fishing  is  al- 
lowed to  be  continued,  the  trappers  should  be  licensed  and 
required  to  give  bond  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law.  The  present  system  is  of  no  benefit  to  the  State  or  to 
the  individuals  engaged  in  trapping,  with  rare  exceptions, 
and  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  rapidly  destroy- 
ing our  fisheries. 

The  fresh  waters  of  the  State  have  received  but  limited 
attention.  The  Commissioners  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  shad  spawn.  One  thousand  carp  have  been  distributed 
in  small  lots  to  applicants  having  suitable  ponds.  The 
stocked  ponds  as  a  rule  have  yielded  good  supplies  of  fish. 
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STATE   BENEFICIARlEa 

The  sum  of  $15,000.00  was  appropriated  for  the  support 
of  the  insane  poor  at  Butler  Hospital  and  for  the  education 
of  indigent  deaf,  dumb,  idiotic  and  blind  persons,  for  the 
year  1883. 

'  Of  these  beneficiaries  of  the  State  there  were,  December 
31st,  thirteen  at  the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts 
Asylum  for  the  Blind  at  South  Boston  ;  four  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts School  for  Feeble  Minded  Youth;  five  at  the 
American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  Hartford; 
forty-five  at  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  twenty  of 
whom  are  aided  by  the  State  to  the  extent  of  one  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  and  twenty -five  of  whom  are  city  and 
town  paupers,  towards  whose  support  the  State  contributes 
one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  each  per  annum,  the  balance 
being  paid  by  the  city  or  town. 

Those  of  our  beneficiaries  who  are  at  the  educational  in- 
stitutions named  are  reported  by  the  respective  Superin- 
tendents as  making  good  progress. 


THE   COMMISSIONER   OF   DAMS   AND   RESERVOIRS. 

The  Commissioner  of  Dams  and  Reservoirs  reports  that 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dams  and  reservoirs,  being  all 
that  had  not  been  previously  inspected,  have  been  passed 
upon  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  four  hundred  and 
fifteen  in  the  State.  The  work  on  the  auxiliary  sluice-way 
through  the  Georgiaville  dam   has  been  completed.     The 
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interior  slope  of  the  dam  is  now  exposed  to  view  and  its 
condition  justifies  the  order  for  the  redaction  of  the  water. 
The  Commissioner  further  reports  that  there  are  a  number 
of  dams  whose  stability  is  at  least  questionable  and  whose 

behavior  will  be  attentively  observed. 


THE  ENFORCEMENT  OF  LAW. 

The  Governor  is  required  by  the  Constitution  to  take  care 
that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed.  But  the  powers  en- 
trusted to  him  in  this  respect  by  statute  seem  to  be  practi- 
cally limited  to  calling  the  militia  into  service  in  case  of 
necessity.  From  my  observations  and  from  events  that  have 
transpired  during  the  past  few  months,  I  think  that  some 
change  should  be  made  in  our  statutes  relating  to  the  en- 
forcement of  laws.  By  our  present  system  the  sheriflFs  of 
the  several  counties  and  their  deputies,  and  the  town 
sergeants,  constables,  and  chiefs  of  police  of  the  several 
towns  and  cities  constitute  the  State  police,  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  State  are  observed  and 
enforced  within  their  respective  counties  and  towns.  Cus- 
tom, however,  has  confined  the  duties  of  sheriflFs  and  their 
deputies  chiefly  to  attendance  on  courts  and  the  service  of 
writs,  and  the  other  members  to  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  their  respective  town  oflficials.  In  the  cities  of  Providence 
and  Newport  and  in  some  of  the  larger  towns  there  are 
organized  police  forces  and  competent  solicitors  employed 
whose  duty  it  is  to  make  complaints  and  attend  to  the  trial 
of  cases  in  the  Justice  Courts.     But  in  many  towns  no  action 
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whatever  in  criminal  cases  is  usually  taken  unless  hj  the 
persons  interested  or  aggrieved,  and  at  their  awn  cost^  until 
the  case  reaches  the  grand  jury,  where  the  Attorney-General 
takes  charge  of  it.  In  a  late  murder  trial  in  Kent  county, 
the  most  important  that  has  been  before  our  courts  for  many 
years,  the  State  relied  entirely  on  counsel  furnished  by  the 
family  of  the  murdered  man  to  conduct  the  preliminary  ex- 
amination of  the  accused  and  to  collect  and  present  the 
testimony  to  the  Justice  Court.  In  other  words,  the  State 
required  the  family  of  the  victim,  at  their  own  expense,  to 
enforce  the  laws,  which  the  State  has  enacted  for  the  better 
security  of  all. 

This  case  is  not  an  isolated  one,  but  has  been  brought  to 
your  attention  as  being  perhaps  the  most  prominent  and  of 
recent  occurrence.  The  town  where  the  crime  was  commit- 
ted had  no  solicitor  who  could  be  called  upon.  It  was  not 
considered  the  duty'  of  the  Attorney-General  or  of  his  assist- 
ant to  attend  to  the  preliminary  examination.  Whatever 
may  be  the  intention  of  our  statutes,  there  is  an  absence  of 
any  provision  for  the  enforcement  of  laws  before  Justice 
Courts,  except  to  provide  for  the  issuing  of  warrants,  and 
these  even  cannot  be  issued  for  many  crimes  unless  the  per- 
son who  makes  the  complaint  will  give  his  recognizance  to 
personally  pay  the  costs  in  case  the  defendant  is  discharged. 

I  think  that  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  laws  our  present 
system  of  SheriflFs  and  Justice  Courts  should  be  modified. 
I  recommend  that  an  additional  officer  be  appointed  whose 
jurisdiction  should  be  the  whole  State  and  whose  duties 
should  be  similar  to  those  now  required  of  the  State  Police. 
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He  might  be  called  the  "  High  Sheriff,"  or  the  ''  State 
Sheriff.'*  The  sheriffs  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  and 
their  deputies,  as  well  as  other  members  of  the  State  Police 
should  be  subject  to  his  orders  and  control  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  laws,  and  should  be  liable  to  be  removed 
by  him  for  non-performance  of  duty.  All  should  be  liable 
to  removal  by  the  Governor  for  the  same  cause.  The  sheriffs 
should  be  paid  a  sufficient  salary  to  secure  competent  men, 
and  should  not  be  required  to  give  bond  in  criminal  cases. 
All  fees  received  by  them  should  be  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury.  They  should  be  officers  of  the  State  whose  sole 
duty  should  be  to  enforce  all  the  laws  of  the  State  with  im- 
partiality. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  organization  and  jurisdiction 
of  Justice  Courts  be  modified.  The  State  should  be  divided 
into  districts  of  convenient  size  and  their  jurisdiction  some- 
what enlarged.  The  justices  should  be  paid  a  competent 
salary,  so  that  the  services  of  men  versed  in  the  law  can  be 
procured,  and  all  their  fees  should  be  abolished  or  required 
to  be  paid  into  the  State  Treasury.  District  attorneys  should 
be  appointed  whose  business  it  should  be  to  prosecute  be- 
fore these  courts,  in  behalf  of  the  State,  all  violation  of  its 
criminal  law.  These  attorneys  should  be  appointed  by  the 
Attorney-General  and  subject  to  his  control.  The  entire 
expense  of  such  a  re-organization  of  the  State  Police  and  the 
Justice  Courts,  and  the  expense  for  the  District  Attorneys, 
need  not  be  largely  in  excess  of  the  present  cost  to  the 
State  of  the  Sheriffs  and  Justice  Courts. 
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VISIT    OF   THE     PRESIDENT. 

The  State  has  been  honored  during  the  year  by  a  visit 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States.  During  his  visit 
he  assisted  in  the  exercises  at  the  laying  of  a  corner  stone 
of  a  building  in  memory  of  the  lamented  General  A.  E. 
Bumside,  at  Bristol,  September  25  th.  A  large  gathering  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State  was  present  to  greet  the  distin- 
guished visitor  and  to  witness  the  ceremonies  which  were 
under  the  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  Rhode 
Island.  After  the  ceremonies  the  President  received  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  State  oflBcers  and 
the  citizens  generally,  at  my  residence. 

REPAIRS   TO   THE   STATE   HOUSE. 

At  the  last  session  an  appropriation  was  made  for  repairs 
to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  Committee  ap- 
pointed have  caused  the  room  to  be  thoroughly  repaired. 
A  new  floor  has  been  laid,  the  panels  restored,  the  room 
repainted  and  carpeted,  and  the  old  fireplace  reopened. 
The  floor  to  this  room,  as  well  as  the  ceiling  underneath,  was 
found  to  be  in  a  highly  dangerous  condition.  The  chimney 
also  required  to  be  partly  taken  down  and  rebuilt  to  ensure 
safety  from  fire.  Two  posts  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  under  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  were 
found  to  sustain  nothing,  both  being  placed  between  the 
timbers  of  the  floor  above.  The  timbers  themselves  were 
improperly  supported,  were  not  bridged  and  were  not  se- 
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cutely  attached  to  the  plastering  underneath.  A  large 
amount  of  useless  lumber  was  removed,  the  timbers  remain- 
ing properly  bridged,  the  truss  supporting  the  timbers 
strengthened,  and  the  ceiling  underneath  properly  attached. 
In  consequence  of  these  necessary  and  unexpected  repairs, 
the  appropriation  has  been  slightly  exceeded  and  you  will 
be  asked  to  make  a  small  additional  appropriation  to  cover 
the  increased  expenditure. 

THE   NORTHERN    BOUNDARY   LINE. 

At  the  January  Session,  1883,  the  Commissioners  on  the 
Northern  Boundary  Line  of  the  State,  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  causing  to  be  removed  the  stone  monuments  erected 
by  the  Commissioners  in  1847  and  1848,  were  authorized, 
acting  jointly  with  the  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts,  to 
set  up  proper  monuments  to  mark  the  northern  boundary 
line,  as  established  by  Chapter  342  of  the  Public  Laws,  and 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  Commission- 
ers of  the  two  States  have  completed  their  duties  and  placed 
substantial  stone  monuments  upon  the  line  as  agreed  upon. 
On  the  7th  of  December  last,  in  company  with  our  State 
oflScers,  a  number  of  citizens,  and  our  Commissioners,  I  pro- 
ceeded to  the  point  agreed  upon  at  Burnt  Swamp  Corner, 
whence,  in  company  with  the  Governor  and  Council,  and 
the  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts,  we  passed  over  the  en- 
tire new  boundary  line  as  far  as  the  monument  in  Blackstone, 
Mass.,  and  found  that  the  Commissioners  had  faithfully  per- 
formed their  duties.  Thus,  after  disputes  which  have  ex- 
isted from  the  first  settlement  of  the  State,  are  our  boundary 
lines  finally  agreed  upon  with  all  our  neighbors. 
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QUALIFICATIONS   OF  JURORS. 

The  Supreme  Court  by  a  recent  decision  has  so  construed 
the  law  defining  the  qualifications  of  grand  jurors,  as  to  allow 
the  qualifications  of  each  juror  to  be  enquired  into  upon  the 
trial  of  persons  indicted,  even  though  the  boards  of  canvass- 
ers have  passed  upon  their  qualifications  as  voters.  The 
Court  had  before  declared  that  the  decision  of  the  board  of 
canvassers  as  to  the  right  of  a  man  to  vote  was  final.  The 
Attorney-General  informs  me  that  it  is  highly  desirable  to 
so  amend  the  present  law,  that  the  decision  of  the  board  of 
canvassers  upon  the  qualifications  of  a  voter  to  serve  on  a 
jury,  may  be  final,  as  it  is  in  case  of  a  dispute  as  to  his  right 
to  vote. 

THE   SEEKONK   RIVER   BRIDGE. 

The  City  of  Providence  not  having  elected  to  dredge  and 
clear  the  channel  of  Seekonk  River,  and  to  reconstruct 
Washington  Bridge  as  permitted  by  the  "  Act  providing  for 
clearing  the  channel  of  the  Seekonk  River  at  India  Point,  in 
Providence,  of  obstructions,  and  for  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  near  the  site  of  the  Providence  Washington  Bridge," 
I  appointed  as  Commissioners  to  remove  the  obstructions, 
dredge  and  clear  the  channel  and  to  build  the  bridge,  George 
E.  Newell,  of  Pawtucket,  and  Joseph  P.  Cotton,  of  Newport. 
George  E.  Webster  was  appointed  by  the  town  of  East  Prov- 
idence, and  Amos  C.  Barstow  and  Lodowick  Brayton  by  the 
City  of  Providence.  As  required  by  the  act  they  have  been 
commissioned  as  officers  of  the  State.     It  is  hoped  that  this 
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long   needed   improvement  will  soon   be  commenced  and 
pushed  to  completion. 

SUIT   OF   THE    CITY    OF   PROVIDENCE   AGAINST   THE   STATE. 

At  the  January  Session,  1870,  a  resolution  was  passed 
authorizing  a  release  to  be  made  to  the  city  of  Providence  of 
^^  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  that  the  State  has  in  and  to 
the  Cove  lands  (so  called)  in  said  city ;  being  the  lands  now 
or  heretofore  flowed  by  tide  water  above  Weybosset  Bridge 
in  said  city."  The  city  of  Providence  claiming  that  a  small 
portion  of  the  Old  State  Prison  lot  in  Providence  belonging 
to  the  State  was  once  flowed  by  tide  water,  in  that  it  was 
between  high  and  low  water  mark,  and  that  the  release  con- 
veyed the  title  of  this  part  of  the  lot  to  the  city,  brought  a 
suit  against  a  tenant  of  the  State  to  recover  possession  of  it. 
The  General  Assembly  by  a  resolution  passed  March  27, 1883, 
having  authorized  the  Governor  to  employ  counsel  to  defend 
the  suit,  my  predecessor  retained  Hon.  Benjamin  N.  Lap- 
ham  as  counsel  for  the  State.  The  case  is  now  pending  in 
the  Supreme  Court.  If  this  technical  claim  of  the  city  of 
Providence  to  this  strip  of  land  is  persisted  in,  should  not 
a  technical  construction  of  the  release  be  applied  by  the 
State  to  a  large  portion  of  the  cove  lands  which  were  never 
flowed  by  tide  water  but  which  are  claimed  by  the  city  to 
have  been  released  to  them  by  the  State. 

STATE  CENSUS. 

A  State  census  is  required  to  be  taken  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  1885.     Prior  to  the  first  day  of  December  next  the 
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Governor  is  required  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  census, 
whose  first  duty  it  will  be  to  prepare  and  print  the  requisite 
blanks.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  make  at  this  or  at 
the  May  session  an  appropriation  to  cover  such  expenses  as 
may  be  incurred  during  the  current  year. 

DIVORCE. 

The  State  of  Rhode  Island  has  acquired  a  reputation  in 
regard  to  divorces,  as  unenviable  as  it  has  in  the  matter  of 
illiteracy.  The  proportion  of  divorces  to  marriages  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  In  1882  there  was  one  divorce  to  every 
9.7  marriages.  And  when  we  consider  that  probably  one- 
third  of  our  population  are  adherents  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  in  which  divorces  are  not  recognized  for  any  cause, 
the  proportion  of  divorces  becomes  absolutely  startling.  For 
the  ten  years  ending  Dec.  31,  1882,  there  were  2824  applica- 
tions for  divorce  in  the  State,  of  which  2201  were  granted. 
The  large  majority  of  these  divorces  were  granted  without 
opposition,  and  therefore  upon  ex  parte  depositions,  which 
are  practically  only  such  depositions  of  interested  parties  as 
would  make  a  prima  facte  case.  Though  the  law  provides 
that  no  divorce  shall  be  granted  if  it  shall  appear  that  there 
is  collusion  between  the  parties,  yet  it  is  a  well  known  fact 
that  in  a  large  number  of  cases  there  is  actual  collusion, 
though  it  may  not  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  court. 
About  one-fifth  of  the  applications  allege  adultery  as  a*  cause 
for  divorce,  and  yet  I  am  informed  by  the  Attorney-General 
that  no  prosecution  for  adultery  was  ever  known  to  him 
based  on  evidence  brought  out  in  a  divorce  case.     In  fact  a 
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divorce  for  this  cause  would  be  granted  upon  evidence  that 
would  not  warrant  for  a  moment  the  holding  of  a  person 
upon  a  criminal  charge  for  the  commission  of  the  crime. 
Our  statute  practically  limits  the  causes  of  divorce  to  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  and  is  so  much  more  favorable  to 
easy  divorces  that  instances  are  not  rare  of  persons  coming 
to  the  State  and  remaining  the  time  required  to  obtain 
standing  in  our  courts. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  dangers  to 
society  of  a  continued  weakening  of  the  marriage  contract. 
I  trust  that  the  subject  will  receive  your  serious  and  careful 
attention,  and  I  recommend,  as  tending  in  some  degree  to 
prevent  the  granting  of  divorces  by  collusion,  that  appli- 
cants be  compelled  to  produce  their  witnesses  in  open 
court,  to  give  their  testimony  in  all  cases  where  this  course 
is  practicable. 

HOURS   OF   LABOR. 

The  act  relative  to  Truant  Children  makes  special  provis- 
ion that  no  child  under  the  age  of  ten  shall  be  employed  in 
any  manufacturing  establishment.  It  also  forbids  the  em- 
ployment of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  unless  they 
shall  have  attended  school  twelve  weeks  in  the  year  preced- 
ing such  employment.  No  child  under  fifteen  can  be  so 
employed  unless  he  can  write  legibly  his  name,  age  and 
residence. 

Section  23  of  chapter  169  of  the  Public  Statutes,  provid- 
ing that  no  child  under  fifteen  years  of  age  should  be  em- 
ployed for  more  than  eleven  hours  in  a  day  in  any  manufac- 
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turing  establishment,  was  repealed  by  the  act  relative  to  truant 
children.  There  is,  therefore,  now  no  limitation  as  to  the 
time  that  children  may  be  required  to  work.  Chapter  169 
also  provides  that  ten  hours  shall  be  a  legal  day^s  work  in 
any  mechanical  or  manufacturing  business.  Would  it  not 
be  a  step  in  the  right  direction  to  provide,  as  other  States 
have  done,  that  no  woman  or  minor  under  the  age  of  fifteen 
shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  for 
more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day.  Ten  hours  is  surely 
long  enough  to  require  continuous  labor  of  women  and 
children. 

Senators  and  Representatives  : 

You  have  been  chosen  by  the  people  of  this  State  to 
represent  them  in  this  Assembly,  which  is  convened  for  the 
purpose  of  enacting  such  laws  as  may  best  promote  their 
prosperity  and  happiness.  Do  not  forget  that  you  are  but 
the  representatives  of  the  people  and  are  accountable  to 
them  for  all  your  acts.

Girculars  were  issned  from  this  office  on  the  20th  day  of  Noyember, 
1883,  requesting  of  the  Cashiers  of  the  State  Banks  and  Treasurers 
of  the  several  Institutions  for  Savings  statements  as  required  by  law, 
showing  the  condition  of  the  respective  institutions  on  Monday,  the 
19th  day  of  November,  1883. 

Betums  were  received  from  ten  State  Banks,  nine  of  which  con- 
tinned  business  during  the  year. 

The  Atlantic  Bank  and  the  Liberty  Bank,  both  of  Providence, 
have  ceased  to  do  business  during  the  year,  and  the  Pawtuxet  Bank 
of  Providence,  has  done  no  business  except  that  incidental  to  the 
closing  up  of  its  affairs. 

The  decrease  in  capital  of  the  State  Banks  during  the  year,  includ- 
ing that  of  the  Atlantic  and  Liberty  Banks,  has  been  $190,186.00. 

Statements  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law,  were  received  from 
thirty-eight  Institutions  for  Savings.  The  assets  of  two  of  these  in- 
stitutions, as  will  be  seen  by  the  returns,  are  divided  into  quick  assets 
and  reserved  assets. 

The  Rhode  Island  Institution  for  Savings,  of  Providence,  the  Pas- 
coag  Savings  Bank,  of  Pascoag,  and  the  Union  Savings  Bank,  of 
Providence,  are  in  liquidation,  and  have  paid  several  dividends  to 
their  respective  depositors. 


6  STATE  auditor's   REPORT. 

The  receiver  of  the  Cranston  Savings  Bank  in  Providence,  Mr.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  at 
their  January  Session,  A.  D.  188 4, 

The  Railroad  Commissioner  respectfally  submits  the  following 
report: 

The  aggregate  reports  of  the  financial  results  of  our  railroad  corpo- 
rations for  the  year,  shows  a  much  more  unfavorable  position  than 
ever  before  reported,  but  the  cause  is  very  easily  perceived.  The 
New  York  and  New  England  Company  commenced  the  year  with  a 
surplus  of  $801,007.41,  and  closed  with  this  surplus  entirely  gone, 
and  such  a  very  large  amount  as  this,  to  be  lost  in  one  year's  business, 
materially  effects  the  aggregate  results  of  all  our  corporations.  Leav- 
ing therefore  this  corporation  out,  all  our  leading  corporations  show 
a  very  satisfactory  business.  The  usual  dividends  have  been  earned 
and  paid,  and  nine  corporations  have  materially  increased  their  sur- 
plus, and  another  corporation  would  also  have  done  so,  had  it  not 
been  for  its  peculiarly  strong  conservative  management  of  its  busi- 
ness. The  only  competition  for  travel  between  Providence  and 
Boston  is  either  on  the  New  York  and  New  England  road,  or  on 
the  Boston  and  Providence,  and  while  the  former  during  the  year 
expended  $170,704.39  for  new  rolling  stock,  all  of  which  was  charged 
to  rolling  stock  account,  and  without  the  slightest  expectation  of 
paying  any  dividend,  and  also  used  up  the  above  named  surplus 
account,  the  Boston  and  Providence  Company  expended  $244,555.34 
for  new  rolling  stock,  all  of  which  was  charged  to  expenses,  and  then 
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after  paying  two  diyidends  of  four  per  cent,  each,  had  a  sarplns 
remaining.  We  also  have  within  our  State  one  other  corporation 
which  for  conserrative  management  must  ever  stand  prominent — a 
corporation  of  $50^000  capital,  no  indebtedness,  no  dividends  ever 
paid,  and  a  sarplns  nearly  equal  to  its  capital. 

During  the  year  6  V^  miles  of  track  have  been  added  in  our  State. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  has  been  2,836,339,  while 
during  the  same  time  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  merchandise  trans- 
ported of  698,977i  tons. 

The  Bhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  Company  have  not  yet  com- 
menced their  much  needed  work  of  finishing  their  road,  by  extending 
their  track  to  Providence.  The  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol 
Company  are  about  to  commence  tunnelling  '^Fort  Hill."  This 
when  finished  will  be  a  decided  improvement,  inasmuch  as  the  run- 
ning time  of  all  trains  over  this  road  will  be  shortened,  but  particu- 
larly so,  as  it  will  entirely  obviate  the  necessity  of  any  of  their  trains 
going  over  the  grade  crossing  at  Warren  Avenue.  The  terminal 
of  this  corporation  still  remains  on  India  Street,  there  depending 
upon  horse  car  connections  to  arrive  at  the  Union  Depot.  This  is 
one  of  the  serious  drawbacks  to  the  prosperity  of  this  corporation, 
and  one  of  the  principal  inducements  whereby  the  would  be  patrons 
of  the  road  patronize  the  river  steamers  during  the  summer  season, 
is  because  they  land  so  near  the  centre  of  the  city.  This  corporation 
should  cross  the  river  perhaps  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Butler 
Hospital,  thence  to  the  Union  Depot.  I  am  aware  that  such  an  ex- 
tension would  involve  a  large  expenditure,  still  I  believe  the  increased 
travel  would  soon  pay  it.  If  the  controlling  interest  in  this  corpora- 
tion was  owned  by  its  patrons,  I  think  the  extension  would  be 
promptly  made. 

The  Apponaug  Company  remains  in  the  same  position  as  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  but  it  is  lo  be  hoped  that  their  rails  will 
soon  be  extended  from  Buttonwood  to  Apponaug. 

The  Ponegansett  Company,  although  having  their  charter  revived, 
have  not  accomplished  anything  during  the  year  in  the  way  of  com- 
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tnencing  work,  thereby  leaving  this  portion  of  our  State  sadly  bereft 
of  railroad  facilities,  and  I  have  also  to  report  that  the  terminal  of  the 
Providence  and  Springfield  Company  remains  still  at  Pascoag. 

The  Union  Company  have  extended  their  track  into  East  Provi- 
dence, materially  benefitting  the  citizens  there,  and  have  also  com- 
pleted several  new  routes  within  the  City  of  Providence.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  with  the  long  consideration  as  to  what  kind  of  a  bridge  is 
best  to  be  built  over  the  Seekonk  Biver  near  Watchemoket,  that  the 
result  will  be,  a  bridge  for  vehicles  over  the  tracks  at  Warren  Avenue 
crossing.  Aside  from  the  danger  at  this  grade  crossing  from  the 
numerous  trains  daily  passing  there,  which  number  will  of  necessity 
be  materially  increased  when  the  improvements  contemplated  by  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Company  at,  and  adjoining  the  Wilkes- 
barre  pier,  are  made,  notwithstanding  the  withdrawal  of  the  trains 
of  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Company  after  their  improve- 
ments are  completed,  still  there  remains  the  unavoidable  and  ever 
vexatious  delays  of  vehicles  stopped  at  this  grade  crossing  by  the 
passing  trains.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  construction  and  location 
of  a  bridge  in  this  locality,  one  of  the  first  things  to  be  considered  is 
safety  of  passage,  and  this  can  only  be  attained  by  abolishing  the 
grade  crossing,  and  having  the  roadway  over  the  railroad  tracks. 

The  able  commission  on  terminal  facilities  of  our  railroads  in  the 
City  of  Providence,  after  having  given  this  very  important  matter 
their  most  careful  consideration  for  over  two  years,  have  at  last  re- 
ported a  plan  which  should  commend  itself  to  all,  and  receive  their 
most  hearty  approval.  Many  of  our  citizens,  after  having  had  the 
general  passenger  station  located  so  near  the  centre  of  the  City  of 
Providence,  looked  upon  it  as  a  matter  of  course,  and  never  appre- 
ciated its  advantages,  and  when  quite  a  strong  influence  showed  itself 
in  favor  of  changing  the  location  quite  a  distance  to  the  north  and 
west,  it  was  feared  that  such  advice  might  have  prevailed.  We  have 
for  many  years  had  in  the  present  location,  what  one  of  our  cities 
has  recently  paid  several  millions  of  dollars  to  secure,  and  had  we 
adopted  the  proposed  changed  of  location,  in  a  very  short  time  we 
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should  have  been  willing  to  make  large  expenditures  to  have  had  it 
back  again.  The  present  location  is  practically  to  be  retained  as 
recommended  by  this  Commission,  all  grade  crossings  abolished,  all 
approaches  widened — roomy,  accessible,  convenient  freight  depots, 
while  the  passenger  station  itself,  so  admirably  arranged,  and  con- 
venient, and  so  attractive  in  itself,  among  the  many  attractive  build- 
ings in  the  City.

An  explanation  in  reference  to  the  total  miles  of  track  in  the  State 
is  necessary.  If  we  take  the  report  from  each  corporation,  we  find 
the  aggregate  to  be  308. tWv,  but  the  Providence  and  Springfield 
report  3.tVW  less  than  the  previous  year.  This  has  been  operated  by 
the  New  York  and  New  England,  but  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  report 
any  increase,  it  is  to  be  added  to  the  aggregate;  also  i^  miles  of  the 
Apponaug  Company  not  reported.     From  this  is  to  be  deducted  the 
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7.^Ws  reported  by  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  Company,,  but 
leased  to  and  operated  by  the  New  York  and  New  England  Company 
and  included  in  the  amount  reported  by  them. 

BRIDGES. 

During  the  year  I  have  given  considerable  attention  to  the  low 
bi'idges  over  the  railroad  tracks  which  cause  such  fearful  loss  of 
life  among  the  brakemen  employed  on  the  freight  trains.  There 
are  dangers  enough  now  attending  the  duties  of  these  employes, 
which  with  the  present  construction  of  freight  cars  cannot  well  be 
avoided,  and  therefore  I  considered  that  every  safeguard  that  could 
be  added,  should  be.  When  these  bridges  were  built,  they  were  of 
sufficient  height  for  all  purposes,  but  since  then  monitor  top  passen- 
ger cars,  securing  a  much  better  ventilation,  and  materially  adding 
to  the  comfort  of  the  traveling  public,  have  replaced  all  the  flat  roof 
cars.  The  alterations  in  freight  cars  have  undergone  nearly  as  much 
change.  Commencing  with  those  of  a  comparative  modern  date, 
known  as  '^hay  cars,"  and  finding  their  storage  capacity  so  much  the 
greater,  a  similar  or  an  approximate  height  has  been  adopted  for  trans- 
portation of  very  many  descriptions  of  merchandise.    ^ 

The  duties  of  a  brakeman  of  a  frieght  train  require  him  fos  a  large 
proportion  of  the  time,  when  the  train  is  in  motion,  to  be  upon  the 
top  of  the  car,  hence  every  additional  inch  added  to  the  height  of  a 
car  increases  his  liability  for  accidents.  It  is  unfortunate  that  all 
these  bridges  throughout  our  State  cannot  be  changed,  but  many 
of  them  are  for  highways  much  used,  almost  in  constant  use,  and 
being  in  thickly  settled  communities  would  involve  a  tremendous  out- 
lay of  money  to  bring  these  approaches  to  the  new  grade  resulting 
from  the  change  of  height  of  the  bridges.  There  are  many  such 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Providence,  and  for  the  present  they 
must  remain. 

At  my  suggestion  a  law  was  passed  at  the  January  Session,  1876, 
specifying  the  height  that  all  bridges  should  be  built,  and  since  then 
all  bridges  built  have  been  to  conform  to  it     That  height  is  a  safe 
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standard  to-day,  and  when  all  the  low  bridges  that  we  have,  that  are 
found  possible  to  be  raised,  have  been,  then  I  shall  recommend  the 
passage  of  a  law  requiring  the  payment  of  quite  a  sum  by  any  cor- 
poration who  shall  have  in  their  possession  any  freight  cars  whose 
height  shall  exceed  a  certain  measurement  then  to  be  determined 
upon  and  named  in  the  law.  Unless  some  such  protection  shall  be 
taken,  as  the  tendency  of  some  of  the  western  corporations  is  such  as 
to  be  often  adding  to  the  height  of  their  cars,  all  precautions  now 
may  prove  fruitless  then. 

In  December  last,  accompanied  by  the  Honorable  Town  Councils  of 
Warwick,  North  Kingstown,  Bichmond,  Charlestown  and  Westerly, 
we  made  a  trip  over  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad 
from  Providence  to  the  State  line.  Having  first,  through  the  efforts 
of  Assistant  Engineer  Dawley  of  this  corporation,  had  all  these  low 
bridges  carefully  measured,  and  estimates  made  of  the  quantity  of 
dirt  required,  and  the  cost  thereof  to  bring  the  highways  on  each  side 
up  to  the  new  height  and  grade,  I  apportioned  to  each  what  I  consid- 
ered their  proportional  part,  viz:  to  the  railroad  corporation  the 
expense  of  all  masons'  and  carpenters'  work  on  each  bridge,  and  the 
filling  of  all  land  within  their  enclosures,  with  a  wall  if  necessary  to 
retain  the  gravel  on  each  approach,  and  to  the  several  towns  all  the 
highway  work  required  outside  of  the  railroad  enclosures,  and  I  am 
highly  gratified  to  report  that  the  apportionment  was  satisfactory, 
and  I  believe  the  suggestions  will  be  complied  with  in  each  instance. 
By  having  these  town  councils  present  they  could  consider  and  act 
upon  the  business  presented.  Several  of  them  voted  to  adopt  the 
plans  presented,  and  others  would  have  done  so  had  not  other  sug- 
gestions incidentally  and  of  necessity  been  woven  in,  such  as,  in  one 
instance,  to  change  the  lay  out  of  a  highway  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  and  in  another  case  to  learn  specifically  in  reference  to  a 
highway,  and  to  ascertain  where  the  gravel  could  be  obtained.  In 
addition  to  the  advantages  already  named  as  having  been  attained  by 
this  trip,  the  town  of  Westerly  obtained  a  now  bridge,  with  much 
wider  drive  and  footway. 
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My  design  is  during  the  present  year  to  pay  particular  attention  to 
every  low  bridge  witbin  our  State^  and  I  hope  the  next  report  will 
state  that  every  bridge  where  it  was  found  practicable  to  raise,  has 
been. 

ELECTRIC  SIGNALS. 

In  my  two  last  reports  I  made  reference  to  the  syscem  of  Electric 
Signals  as  operated  by  the  Providence  and  Worcester.  It  seemed  to 
me  to  be  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  to  our  railroad  interests 
as  to  warrant  material  expenditures  for  practical  tests.  After  prac- 
tically testing  them,  almost  step  by  step,  they  have  proved  so  com- 
pletely and  so  thoroughly  satisfactory,  that  they  now  cover  their  entire 
road.  I  made  many  inquiries  concerning  them,  and  addressed  a  note 
to  Superintendent  Ohamberlain,  asking  for  a  detailed  account  of  its 
working  and  received  the  following  reply: 

Providbncb,  Jan.  11th,  1884. 
Hon,  Henry  StapUt,  BaUroad  Commiananer  far  Rhode  Island: 

Dear  Sir:— In  answer  to  your  letter  of  January  4th,  1884,  would  say  that  the 
19  Union  Electric  Railroad  Circuit  Signals  have  been  in  operation  on  the  Provi- 
dence &  Worcester  Railroad  on  what  we  term  the  1st  Division,  21  months;  also 
9  of  the  same  system  of  signals,  but  called  "special,'*  which  are  connected  with 
switches,  have  been  in  operation  during  same  time. 

Tou  are  aware,  from  personal  inspection,  that  the  end  of  our  1st  Division, 
known  as  Boston  Switch,  is  protected  by  a  *' distance"  signal,  located  on  the 
Boston  A  Providence  Railroad,  one  thousand  feet  from  the  switch;  also  by  a 
signal  at  clearing  point,  just  above  the  switch.  Trains  approaching  on  the 
B.  &  P.  R.  R.,  if  the  "distance"  signal  shows  danger,  do  not  stop,  but  run  slow 
and  under  control;  then  if  the  "home"  signal  shows  danger,  come  to  a  full 
stop.  The  same  system  of  signals,  and  manner  of  running  trains,  is  in  operation 
on  Ihe  P.  &  W.  R.  R.  above  the  switch. 

When  I  made  the  contract  with  Mr.  Henry  Snyder,  agent  of  the  Union  Switch 
and  Signal  Co.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  I  informed  him  at  that  time,  that,  if  he  could 
make  the  signals  work  successfully  on  this  Division,  he  need  have  no  apprehen- 
sions of  its  satisfactory  operation  on  any  other  road  in  the  country.  The  road 
bed  at  that  time  was  of  a  very  sandy  nature,  requiring  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
labor,  from  the  nature  of  its  condition,  to  keep  ^t  in  first-class  working  order. 

I  mformed  you  in  my  letter  of  December  30th,  1881 : — 
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Ist — (See  page  62  of  Commissioner's  Report  of  1882)  that  no  other  system  can 
operate  a  signal  through  a  long  section  of  rails,  consequently : — 

2nd — There  is  no  other  which  will  show  the  presence  of  a  portion  of  the  train 
on  the  signal  section  when  a  part  of  the  train,  having  broken  loose,  has  passed 
beyond  the  section. 

8rd— It  is  the  only  system  which  will  show  the  danger  signal  when  a  train  has 
entered  within  the  block  section,  from  a  side  track,  or  from  the  opposite  end 
from  that  usually  entered  upon. 

4th— It  is  the  only  system  in  which  a  broken  or  torn  up  rail  will  show  the 
danger  signal. 

5th — Any  tampering  with  or  derangement  of  the  mechanism  or  battery  in  the 
block  system  will  show  the  danger  signal,  so  that  any  error  from  any  cause  will 
be  in  favor  of  safety.  It  is  impossible  to  show  *'  safety ''  when  the  danger  exists 
which  the  signal  is  designed  to  avert. 

6th — It  is  the  only  system  in  which  obstructions,  caused  by  placing  rails  across 
the  track,  will  show  the  danger  signal. 

These  assertions  I  am  now  prepared  to  confirm  by  totals  shown  in  the  21 
months*  report  sent  to  you  herewith. 

I  informed  you  that  it  afforded  a  more  perfect  protection  than  is  possible  with 
the  English  block  system,  controlled  from  stations,  or  any  other  system. 

It  is  evident  that  railroad  companies  in  protecting  their  trains  must  have  a 
system  whereby  the  signal  to  any  section  is  controlled  by  the  train  or  any  part 
of  the  train  during  the  entire  time  of  its  being  in  that  section.  This  system  we 
have  in  practical  operation. 

I  also  stated  that  we  had  contracted  for  about  10  miles  of  these  signals  in 
Massachusetts,  on  what  is  known  as  the  2nd  Division;  that  we  had  guarded  all 
the  railroad  crossings  at  grade,  from  Worcester,  Mass.,  to  Hamlet,  R  I.,  with 
bells  twelve  inches  in  diameter,  set  on  both  sides  of  the  track  to  protect  the 
travelling  public  when  trains  are  nearing  the  crossings  from  either  direction. 

These  bells  commence  ringing  when  trains  in  either  direction  or  both  direc- 
tions are  within  1500  feet  of  the  crossings,  and  continue  to  ring  until  trains  have 
passed  the  same. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  Co.  has 
now  equipped  its  2nd  Division  from  Boston  Switch  to  Worcester  with  a  complete 
system  of  these  signals. 

I  herewith  send  you  a  detail  report  of  working  of  the  signals  on  the  1st 

Division,  from  April  Ist,  1882,  to  Decemoer  Slst,  1883,  inclusive,  (21  months.) 

In  regard  to  the  working  of  signals  on  our  2d  Division :— there  are  48  regular 
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block  signals;  all  switches  are  connected  in  the  blocks.  I  herewith  send  70a  a 
report  of  their  operation  for  87  days,  from  Nov.  Ivth  to  Dec.  81st,  1883,  show- 
ing totals;  also  present  a  statement  of  grand  totals  for  the  entire  length  of  road 
from  Provideoce,  R.  L,  to  Worcester,  Mass.,  (44  miles). 

The  reports  show  for  themselves  that  my  expectations  have  been  more  than 
realized  in  regard  to  the  results  obtained. 

You  are  aware  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  is  the  only  road  in 
the  country  thoroughly  equipped  with  the  Automatic  Electric  Block  system  of 
signals. 

No  new  device  of  any  nature  was  ever  known  to  be  perfect  when  first  intro- 
duced. 

Many  of  the  failures  were  caused  by  some  of  the  parts  not  being  properly 
proportioned,  and  required  experimental  tests  to  make  them  perfect.  We  find 
from  the  monthly  reports  of  the  signals  that  failures  caused  by  the  mechanism 
is  gradually  disappearing  and  we  expect  to  be  able  within  a  short  time  to  have 
the  system  so  perfect  that  a  failure  will  be  a  rare  occurrence. 

But,  more  fully  to  illustrate  it;  our  report  shows  that  in  the  first  8  months  in 
operating  the  signals,  the  percentage  of  failures  to  number  of  operations  was 
.00096  per  cent.,  while  in  the  last  8  months  ending  Dec.  81st,  1888,  there  is  only 
a  showing  of  .00016  per  cent,  failure. 

You  will  bear  in  mind  that  in  all  the  failures  the  signals  have  shown  danger, 
and  have  fully  performed  the  duty  for  which  they  were  erected. 

Our  instructions  to  engineers  and  other  employees  are  as  follows: — 

"The  Block  Signals  are  constructed  so  that  they  will  show  danger  under  the 
following  conditions,  viz: — 

If  a  block  ahead  is  occupied  by  a  train,  engine,  car  of  detached  train,  or  a 
hand  car;  a  switch  misplaced,  a  car  standing  on  side  track  so  as  to  obstruct 
the  main  track,  a  broken  rail,  or  battery  out  of  order. 

On  each  side  track  there  has  been  placed  a  post  marked  S.  Nothing  must  be 
left  standing  on  any  side  track  between  that  post  and  the  switch  on  main  track, 
because  that  will  show  an  obstruction  of  the  main  track.  Your  attention  is 
called  to  this  important  order. 

Engineers,  Conductors,  and  Trainmen  will  be  governed  by  these  Electric 
Block  and  Special  Signals,  as  per  following  instructions :~ 

Block  and  Switch  signals  bearing  odd  numbers  are  for  the  government  of 
Outward  trains ;  even  numbers  governing  Inward  trains. 

Special  Signals,  governing  switches  only,  are  lettered  and  may  have  special 
colors  for  danger  or  safety. 
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The  Safety  Signal  is 
a  round  white  target  bj 
daj  and  a  greea  ligbl 
b;  ulgbt,  thuB  |^ 


The  Danger  Signal 
is  a  flat  red  target  by 
day  and  a  red  light  by 
night,  thus  ^^ 


When  B  Signal  shows  danger,  you  will  come  to  a  full  atop  before  entering  the 
block  which  the  signal  protects,  or,  if  a  special  dgnal  you  will  come  to  a  full  slop 
before  coTering  the  switches  it  protects.  Tou  may  then  proceed  carefully,  but 
under  full  coDtrol,  expecting  to  find  the  block  obatrucled,  or  a  switch  set  wrong, 
or  a  rail  broken. 

If  no  trouble  is  found  and  the  next  Signal  is  at  Safety,  you  may  proceed  at 
usual  speed,  but  if  at  danger,  proceed  as  before  from  block  to  block  until  the 
obstruction  is  passed.  Bepoit  all  stops  or  detentions  on  blanks  furnished  for 
that  purpose.     Study  carefully  the  description  of  Blocks  and  Special  Signals. 

Road  Masters  and  Section  Foremen  will  thoroughly  post  themselves  In  regard 
to  the  working  of  the  Electric  Signals,  and  teach  tbeir  men  to  keep  the  track 
wires  and  insulations  in  perfect  order,  bearing  in  mind  (hat  on  you,  in  a  measure, 
depends  the  proper  working  of  the  Signals.  No  rail  or  frog  must  be  changed 
(except  in  case  of  emergency)  unless  the  Foreman  in  charge  of  Signals  is  on 
band  to  make  the  proper  connections. 

Bells  have  been  placed  at  each  road  croaslng  to  warn  gatemen  of  approaching 
trains;  when  either  bell  rings  the  gateman  will  immediately  close  the  gales  and 
keep  them  closed  until  the  train  has  passed,  except  at  points  where  switching  is 
being  done  within  the  bell  circuit'' 

The  cost  of  m^nlenance  per  mile  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  as  yet  on  account 
of  improvements  made  from  time  to  time. 

Hoping  that  my  explanations  have  been  satisfactory,

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Not  only  our  entire  railroad  interests,  but  our  whole  community 
owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitnde  to  this  corporation,  and  to  their  zealous 
and  efBcient  Superintendent,  for  the  trial  and  adoption  of  this  Elec- 
tric Signal. 

It  does  seem  as  if  we  had  reached  that  era  when  it  is  utterly  impos- 
sible to  have  railroad  accidents.  To  be  sure  bridges  may  give  way 
under  the  pressure  of  heavily  loaded  trains,  or  wheels  or  axles  of 
cars  may  break,  but  barring  carelessness  of  employees  by  their  non- 
attendance  to  their  written  instructions,  collisions  are  utterly  impos- 
sible— ^the  danger  from  a  broken  rail  is  announced  before  it  is  discoY- 
ered — danger  from  misplaced  switches  are  avoided,  and  all  grade 
crossings  are  carefully  guarded. 

To  obtain  such  a  result  as  this  system  of  signals  has  developed, 
much  time  has  been  consumed,  much  patience  exhausted,  and  withal 
much  money  required,  but  the  result  has  fully  repaid  for  alL 

Such  a  system  in  operation  over  our  entire  State  would  wonderfully 
add  to  the  protection  of  life  and  limb  while  travelling  in  the  cars,  and 
also  to  safety  at  all  grade  crossings. 

I  would  recommend  that  Section  39,  Chapter  158  of  the  laws  of 
our  State,  be  declared  inoperative  as  against  the  Providence  and  Wor- 
cester Bailroad  Company,  and  against  all  such  other  railroad  corpora- 
tions as  will  cover  their  road  by  Electric  Signals. 

DISCRIMINATION  IN  CHARGES 

is  a  subject  which  at  present  is  receiving  much  attention  in  various 
parts  of  our  land,  and  has  reached  us.  The  discussion  of  this  ques- 
tion opens  a  much  broader  and  wider  scope  than  can  be  well  met  here, 
as  the  first  point  that  would  arise  is,  what  is  discrimination? 

If  A  is  a  few  miles  further  from  Providence  than  B,  and  at  A  there 
is  water  communication,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  tracks  of  several 
railroad  corporations,  thereby  creating  sharp  competition  for  freight, 
would  it  be  a  discrimination  to  charge  the  same  carriage  to  B  as  to  A  ? 

There  are  several  circumstances  to  be  well  considered  before  a  reply 
can  be  given.     In  the  first  place  the  necessities  of  A  may  require 
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many  car  loads  each  week^  and  with  side  tracks  and  conveniences  to 
meet  these  requirements,  while  a  single  car  load  at  B  may  suffice  for 
a  long  time,  and  with  no  side  tracks  there,  the  railroad  employees 
would  be  required  to  unload  all  the  freight  there,  while  at  A  all  the 
labor  is  performed  by  the  consignees. 

Does  the  proportional  part  of  freight  which  belongs  to  the  Provi- 
dence and  Worcester  Company,  from  pool  rates  made  in  Chicago,  for 
a  car  load  of  flour  from  Chicago  to  Providence,  establish  the  rate  to 
be  charged  by  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company  for  another 
car  load  of  flour  to  be  carried  from  Worcester  to  Providence? 

This  must  also  be  well  considered.  In  the  one  case,  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  Company  do  not  furnish  either  cars  or  labor  in  loading 
them,  while  in  the  other  case  they  furnish  both — in  one  case  numer- 
ous car  loads  are  almost  daily  transported,  while  in  the  other  a  single 
car  load  will  be  only  rarely  brought. 

We  certainly  could  not  say  that  with  a  fixed  price  per  ton  for 
transporting  coal  to  A  10  miles  distant,  that  half  the  price  should  be 
charged  to  B  just  half  the  distance,  because  the  cost  of  unloading  in 
either  case  being  the  same,  this  expense  might  take  all  the  receipts  at 
B,  and  if  such  a  charge  should  be  just,  then  less  distances  must  be 
proportional,  so  at  the  one  mile  distance  the  actual  expenses  would 
be  far  in  excess  of  the  entire  receipts.  Neither  could  we  say  that  if 
the  price  of  carriage  was  fixed  to  A,  in  one  hundred  ton  lots,  that  a 
less  quantity  should  be  in  the  same  proportion. 

As  far  as  our  railroad  corporations  are  concerned,  it  seems  to  me 
that  all  the  difficulties  can  be  easily  met,  for  while  they  certainly 
should  be  allowed  to  establish  their  own  rates  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  charge  less  to  some  than  to  others,  the  carriage,  the  quan- 
tity, the  kind,  and  the  labor  performed  being  equal,  but  for  every  such 
under  charge  there  should  be  quite  a  penalty  exacted. 

LOCOMOTIVB  WHISTLING. 

Eeferring  to  my  reference  in  my  last  report  to  this  subject,  and 
with  one  more  year's  experience,  I  am  fully  ready  to  endorse  all  the 
suggestions  I  then  made. 
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It  is  on  this  subject,  that  I  am  more  frequently  importuned  by  our 
citizens  than  upon  any  other  relating  to  railroad  matters.  Particu- 
larly so  is  this  the  case  by  persons  accustomed  to  trayelling  abroad, 
these  noticing  its  entire  absence,  wonder  why  it  should  be  tolerated 
here.  Our  people's  nerves  and  ears  are  as  sensitive  as  the  nerves  and 
ears  of  others,  and  why  should  they  be  subjected  to  such  trials? 
With  freight  and  passenger  trains  entering  and  leaving  Providence 
during  most  of  the  hours  supposed  to  be  devoted  for  sleep,  there  is  a 
just  cause  of  complaint  against  this  abominable  practice  of  incessant 
locomotive  whistling.  If  it  accomplished  a  particle  of  good  there  might 
possibly  be  some  excuse  for  it^  but  as  many  other  ways  can  be  much 
better  used  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  this  uneartlily  whistle 
is  used^  it  had  much  better  be  dispensed  with.  Originally  used  as  a 
signal  of  danger,  it  has  now  been  so  far  perverted  from  its  original 
use  that  it  is  now  very  seldom  intended  to  convey  any  such  warning. 
I  would  therefore  recommend  an  amendment  to  our  railroad  law,  that 
locomotive  whistling  shall  only  be  used  as  a  signal  of  danger,  and  all 
other  uses  for  other  purposes  to  be  punished  by  a  fine. 

The  power  brake  has  certainly  proved  itself  to  be  one  of  the  most 
yaluable  and  reliable  inventions  of  the  age,  and  upon  its  adoption  the 
number  of  employees  on  the  trains  was  reduced,  until  now  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  number  at  times  is  not  sufficient  to  insure  the  safety 
that  it  should,  or  to  guard  against  accidents  that  may  arise.  If  upon 
any  contingency  the  power  brake  should  for  the  time  prove  ineffi- 
cient, and  on  long  trains  of  passenger  cars,  the  liability  of  accidents 
would  be  materially  increased.  And  further,  at  many  of  our  stations 
passengers  enter  or  leave  the  cars  on  each  side,  and  a  train  may  start 
under  the  closest  scrutiny  and  watchful  care  of  the  limited  number 
of  employees,  and  accidents  result  therefrom. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  an  amendment  to  our  railroad  law 
requiring  each  corporation  to  provide  a  brakeman  for  each  two  pas- 
senger cars  on  a  train,  and  affix  a  penalty  for  every  violation. 
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ORADE  CROSSINGS. 

Every  experienced  board  of  railroad  directors  will  very  readily 
assume  quite  heavy  expenditures  to  be  relieved  from  grade  crossings, 
and  the  responsibilities  attached  thereto,  and  civil  engineers,  experi- 
enced in  railroad  matters,  in  deciding  upon  the  lay  out  of  a  new  road, 
deliberate  long  before  they  establish  a  grade  crossing. 

The  commission  appointed  on  terminal  facilities  in  Providence, 
recognizing  and  acknowledging  the  liability  of  accidents  at  these 
crossings,  have .  materially  added  to  their  proposed  expenditure  in 
recommending  a  plan  that  entirely  disposes  and  dispenses  with  many 
of  these  dangerous  grade  crossings  in  Providence. 

Our  neighboring  States  have  by  legislation  made  it  so  difficult  to 
add  to  the  present  number  of  their  grade  crossings,  that  a  petition  for 
an  additional  one  requires  first  to  be  shown  that  it  cannot  practically 
be  avoided,  and  second  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  necessity  that  it 
should  be  made.  Our  own  State  laws  and  customs  marks  a  sad  con- 
trast and  unfavorable  comparison  with  the  requirements  of  our  sur- 
rounding States.  Not  that  we  value  life  and  limb  less  than  they,  but 
from  the  desire  to  adhere  to  old  ways. 

With  us  grade  crossings  can  be  established  with  despatch  and  with- 
out limit  in  number,  or  without  any  regard  to  the  dauger  surround- 
ing them.     There  are  three  ways  of  obtaining  them. 

Firsty  in  awarding  land  damages  by  commissioners  in  the  lay  out 
of  a  new  railroad.  This  is  in  accordance  with  custom,  but  entirely 
devoid  of  any  legal  authority,  but  grade  crossings  thus  allowed  remain 
so,  without  any  apparent  authority  to  close  them. 

Second,  grade  crossings  are  allowed  to  be  made  by  railroad  directors 
but  these  are  only  attained  through  inexperienced  boards  of  directors. 
When  a  new  railroad  is  organized  the  directors  are  usually  selected 
from  those  whose  business  interests  required  the  road,  or  from  those 
having  large  landed  interests  on  the  line  of  the  road,  or  from  those 
by  whose  labors  the  road  was  built,  and  we  have  frequently  had  in 
our  own  State  a  large  majority  of  those  men  entirely  inexperienced  in 
railroad  matters,  or  railroad  management. 
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Third,  grade  crossings  can  be  established  by  the  Town  Councils  of 
the  several  towns.  Let  a  petition  for  a  grade  crossing  be  presented 
the  Town  Councils  numerously  signed,  or  else  signed  by  the  leading 
influential  citizens  of  that  town,  and  usually  it  is  promptly  granted. 

All  this  seems  to  me  to  be  radically  wrong.  The  commissioners 
represent  no  one  but  themselves,  and  with  the  exception  that  appeals 
are  frequently  taken  from  the  awards  allowed  by  them,  their  actions 
are  seldom  criticised.  The  boards  of  directors  simply  represent  their 
respective  corporations,  while  the  honorable  town  councils  solely 
represent  their  constituents.  The  great  body,  the  general  public,  or 
the  travelling  public,  most  interested  of  all,  are  not  even  consulted  in 
these '  matters.  Take  the  largest  town  in  our  State  intersected  by  a 
railroad,  and  it  is  perfectly  safe  to  say  that  each  business  day  of  the 
year  more  people  are  carried  through  these  towns  than  reside  there. 
If,  then,  the  public  have  a  vital  interest  in  grade  crossings,  why 
should  they  not  have  a  voice  in  establishing  them.  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  the  appointment  of  three  persons,  whose  services 
shall  be  paid  for  by  those  requiring  them,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  petitions  of  railroad  corporations  to  cross  any  highway  at  grade, 
or  all  petitions  to  cross  any  railroad  at  grade  by  any  highway,  requir- 
ing said  commissioners  to  give  public  notice  of  said  petition  and  after 
granting  a  hearing  to  all,  to  decide  whether  the  petition  shall  or  shall 
not  be  granted,  and  that  decision  to  be  final,  and  to  prohibit  the 
establishment  of  any  more  such  crossings  except  through  said  com- 
mission. 

ACCIDENTS. 

January  2.  Ex-Policeman  Johk  A.  Boss  of  Pawtucket,  was 
seriously  injured  near  Dexter  street  crossing.  He  was  a  passenger  on 
a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  and  when  the  train 
stopped  to  allow  a  freight  train  to  pass,  he,  in  attempting  to  get  off 
stepped  directly  in  front  of  another  train,  the  engine  of  which  struck 
him  and  ran  over  his  right  leg. 

January  17.  E.  McOillib,  an  employee  of  the  New  York  and  New 
jBngland  Company,  in  attempting  to  step  from  one  passenger  car  to 
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another,  on  another  train,  which  was  moving  slowly  along  the  side 
track  in  the  yard  in  Providence,  was  canght  and  rolled  between  the 
cars,  breaking  his  collar  and  pelvis  bones. 

Jannary  22.  Winsor  Aldrigh,  a  brakeman  on  switching  train, 
employed  by  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  while  coup- 
ling, got  his  right  hand  severely  bruised  by  being  caught  between  the 
draw  bars. 

Feb.  12.  Two  cars  of  a  passenger  train  of  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Company  were  derailed  by  a  broken  rail,  near  Arnold's  Mills, 
whereby  Mrs.  Lydia  Maxfield  and  the  conductor,  S.  T.  Crafts, 
were  slightly  injured. 

February  16.  Abner  Rogers  was  killed  near  East  Oreetiwich, 
while  walking  upon  the  track,  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence 
and  Boston  Company. 

March  1.  Willard  A.  Short,  a  passenger  on  one  of  the  trains  of 
the  Boston  and  Providence  Company,  jumped  from  it,  when  near  the 
station  in  Providence,  and  while  in  motion,  whereby  his  left  foot  was 
crushed. 

March  29.  Thomas  Babcock,  freight  brakeman,  employed  by  the 
New  York  and  New  England  Company,  lost  a  portion  of  a  finger, 
while  coupling,  near  Anthony. 

March  '60,  George  Bex,  one  of  the  boys  that  sells  papers  on  the 
trains  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  fell  off  the  train  in 
station  at  Providence,  striking  on  his  face,  receiving  slight  injuries. 

April  9.  Mrs.  H.  M.  Ladd  was  somewhat  injured  in  attempting 
to  get  off  of  a  car  of  the  Union  Company  in  Pawtucket,  when  it  was 
in  motion. 

April  26.  James  Malone  was  injured  by  a  train  of  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  Company,  between  Ashton  and  Albion.  When  first 
seen  he  was  sitting  on  the  track,  so  near  as  to  prevent  the  accident, 
he  not  heeding  the  signals. 

March  12.  George  Throe,  an  employee  of  the  Providence  and 
Worcester  Company,  was  killed  by  a  train  of  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Company,  near  Branch  bridge.  Providence,  while  walking  on 
the  track. 
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May  12.  Henry  Whone,  a  passenger  upon  one  of  the  trains  of 
the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  fell  from  the  train  when 
near  Martin  Street  bridge,  and  was  injured  slightly. 

June  14.  WrLLiAM  Collins,  a  boy  about  12  years  of  age,  had  his 
left  foot  jammed  by  being  caught  between  the  hunters  of  two  cars  of 
the  ProYidence  and  Worcester  Company  in  the  yard  at  Providence, 
by  being  where  he  ought  not  to  have  been. 

June  29.  A.  J.  Lewis,  yard  master,  in  the  employ  of  the  New 
York  and  New  England  Company,  was  run  over  by  a  freight  train 
and  killed,  in  the  yard  at  Providence. 

June  30.  James  E.  Early,  a  boy  about  15  years  of  age,  was 
fatally  injured  on  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company's  road  in 
Providence.  The  train  was  being  made  up,  and  when  in  motion  this 
boy,  while  attempting  to  climb  up  between  the  cars,  was  knocked  off 
by  coming  in  contact  with  Smith  Street  bridge,  and  run  over,  as  he 
was  picked  up  with  one  leg  off,  and  died  within  a  few  hours.  This 
boy  with  others  had  been  driven  from  the  yard  before  this  accident. 

July  5.  James  Holahan,  a  passenger  on  one  of  trains  of  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  fell  from  the  train  when  near 
Albion  and  broke  his  nose.  He  was  in  company  with  a  friend  who 
jumped  off  safely,  the  train  being  in  motion. 

July  6.  Mrs.  Alfred  Bradshaw  was  injured  in  jumping  from 
the  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  at  Woodlawn, 
before  the  train  stopped. 

July  17.  George  O'Neill  was  killed  by  atrain  of  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Company,  near  Greenwich  station,  while  at- 
tempting to  cross  the  track. 

July  17.  Joseph  Baggs  and  Willie  Baggs,  two  boys  aged  about 
7  and  14,  while  walking  on  the  track  between  Carolina  and  Richmond 
stations,  were  killed  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and 
Boston  Company. 

July  18.  Rock  Cummings,  a  French  Canadian  boy  about  11  years 
of  age,  deaf  and  dumb,  was  killed  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and 
Worcester  Company,  while  walking  on  the  track  near  Albion. 

10 
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July  23.  John  Hawley  was  fatally  injured  by  a  train  of  the 
New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Company  while  walking  on  the 
track  near  Atwell's  Avenue  bridge,  Providence. 

August  7.  Eugene  J.  MoCabthy  was  killed  by  coming  in  contact 
with  High  Street  bridge.  Providence,  he  being  on  the  top  of  a  car  on 
the  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Company,  evi- 
dently intending  to  evade  his  fare. 

August  11.  James  F.  Murphy,  freight  conductor,  employed  by 
Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Company,  was  instantly  killed  in 
East  Providence  by  falling  from  the  train. 

August  18.  Joseph  Bates,  an  employee  of  the  Moshassuck  Valley 
Company,  was  seriously  injured  at  Saylesville  in  attempting  to  get  on 
to  a  moving  locomotive. 

September  13.  Samuel  Brooks  was  quite  seriously  injured  by  a 
train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  near  Martin  Street 
bridge,  Providence.  He  was  seen  standing  near  the  track,  and  when 
the  train  approached  he  walked  in  front  of  it  and  remained  there. 

September  21.  Master  Ernest  Carl  was  quite  severely  injured 
by  means  of  a  collision  of  two  cars  of  the  Union  Company  on  High 
Street,  Providence.  These  cars  in  passing,  one  jumped  the  track  at 
tlie  switch,  while  passing  the  other. 

September  22.  Richard  Barry,  while  attempting  to  jump  from 
a  moving  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company  at  Valley 
Falls,  fell  in  such  position  that  both  ankles  were  run  over  by  the 
train. 

September  23.  Samuel  Hartley  was  fatally  injured  by  a  ear  of 
the  Union  Company  in  Cranston.  He  was  standing  with  three  com- 
panions near  the  turnout,  and  as  the  car  approached  he  was  pushed 
by  his  companions,  falling  directly  in  front  of  the  car,  and  was  run 
over  by  it. 

September  26.  A  boy  named  Benjamin  Hartman  got  on  to  the 
front  platform  of  a  car  of  the  Union  Company,  in  Pawtucket,  and 
after  riding  a  short  distance  he  jumped  off  and  fell  so  that  the  car 
went  over  his  foot. 
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September  27.  James  Corcoran  was  injured  on  the  Union  road 
under  very  peculiar  circumstances.  He  came  upon  the  front  plat- 
form of  a  car  on  Eddy  Street,  and  was  followed  by  three  men  who 
began  to  strike  him.  The  conductor  began  to  remonstrate  with 
them,  when  they  turned  upon  him,  and  the  driver  left  the  car  and 
went  to  the  assistance  of  the  conductor.  The  horses  started  but  a 
short  distance  and  the  front  wheel  of  the  car  passed  over  Mr.  Oor- 
coran's  leg. 

October  4.  Joseph  Roach  was  severely  injured  by  a  train  of  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Company  near  Pawtucket  station.  He 
was  first  seen  walking  on  the  outward  track,  and  as  the  engineer 
blew  the  whistle,  the  train  at  the  same  time  fast  approaching  him, 
he  stepped  in  front  of  the  train,  was  struck  and  his  left  leg  broken 
and  a  cut  on  the  back  of  the  head. 

October  9.  George  Wilkinson,  quite  a  small  boy,  was  fatally 
injured  by  a  car  of  the  Union  Company  on  High  Street,  Provi- 
dence. A  locomotive  had  just  passed  leaving  a  large  amount  of 
steam.  This  boy  ran  once  across  the  track,  and  in  attempting  to  run 
back  again  (the  steam  from  the  locomotive  frightening  the  horses  so 
the  driver  could  not  possibly  stop  the  car  as  promptly  as  he  otherwise 
would)  fell,  and  the  forward  wheel  of  the  car  crushed  one  of  his  legs 
BO  it  was  obliged  to  be  amputated,  and  he  very  shortly  died. 

October  26.  William  Chassey,  a  brakeman  at  the  coal  pier  East 
Providence,  while  putting  on  the  brakes  of  a  train  of  dump  cars,  fell 
from  the  car  and  had  one  of  his  legs  cut  off. 

November  15.  George  Gardiner,  a  brakeman  on  the  Shore  Line 
freight  train,  an  employee  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
Company,  was  fatally  injured  by  coming  in  contact  with  a  bridge. 

November  17.  John  Moffatt  was  fatally  injured  by  a  train  of 
the  Providence  and  Springfield  Company,  while  walking  on  the  track 
near  Pascoag. 

December  13.  Michael  McDonald  was  fatally  injured  by  cars 
of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company  in  the  freight  yard  at 
Providence.

was  caagbt  between  them. 

December  18.  William  McCarthy,  switchman  and  brakeman  in 
the  employ  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  while  coup- 
ling cars  was  so  injured  as  to  lose  three  fingers. 

December  20.  William  Haslowe,  flagman,  in  the  employ  of  the 
New  York  and  New  England  Company,  was  severely  injured  at  Val- 
ley Falls  while  coupling  cars. 

December  21.  Frederick  Bumpus,  freight  brakeman  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company,  was  quite  seriously 
injured  while  coupling  cars  at  Valley  Falls. 

December  24.  Fredeiuck  Mathewson,  while  attempting  to  get 
on  a  moving  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Company  at  Val- 
ley Falls,  was  hit  in  the  head  by  one  of  the  steps  of  a  car,  and  also 
slightly  injuring  one  of  his  legs. 

Total  accidents,  40;  persons  injured,  26;  killed  or  fatally  injured,  16.

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  organization  during  the  past  year. 
The  brigade  comprises  eighteen  companies  of  infantry  divided  into 
battalions  as  heretofore,  two  companies  of  cavalry,  forming  one  bat- 
talion, one  light  battery,  and  the  signal  corps. 

The  independent  chartered  companies  remain  as  last  year.

Three  national  salates  have  been  fired  by  Battery  A,  light  artillery, 
one  presidential  and  one  national  salute  by  the  Bristol  Train  of  Artil- 
lery, and  one  national  salute  by  the  Newport  Artillery. 

INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  months  of  February  and  Mai*ch  the  armory  inspections 
of  the  several  companies  throughout  the  State,  were  made  by  the 
Adjutant  General.  Inspections  of  the  State  property  were  also  made 
by  the  Quartermaster  General.  Detailed  reports  of  these  inspections 
are  herewith  presented. 

ENROLLED    MILITIA. 

From  returns  made  to  this  office  the  enrolled  militia  of  the  State 
numbered  47,000,  against  44,888  for  the  year  1882. 

RECORDS  OF  THE  LATE  REBELLION. 

During  the  last  January  session  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation 
of  12000  was  voted  "  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting,  restoring,  copying 
and  preserving  the  military  records  of  the  State,''  the  work  to  be 
performed  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State 
and  the  Adjutant  General.         ♦  •  •  •  • 

In  accordance  with  this  action  a  large  safe  has  been  purchased, 
and  the  records,  rolls,  &c.,  deposited  therein,  secured  from  fire  for  the 
first  time  in  nearly  twejity  years. 

Brig.  Gen.  Charles  B.  Dennis  was  requested  by  the  committee  to 
undertake  the  task  of  getting  these  documents  into  shape,  and  has  at 
my  request  made  a  report  to  the  committee  which  will  be  found 
among  the  appendices  of  this  report. 
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BXPENBES  OF  THE  MILITIA. 


The  expenses  of  the  militia  have  overrnn  the  appropriation  of 
$239000.00  voted  at  the  last  January  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
•The  increased  pay  of  officers,  the  pay  voted  the  independent  char- 
tered companies  for  annnal  fees,  and  the  incidental  expenses  which 
cannot  be  foreseen  or  prevented  in  maintaining  the  equipment  of  the 
State,  and  keeping  it  always  in  readiness  for  immediate  use,  have 
caused  the  amount  to  be  greater  than  last  year.  In  1882  there  was 
covered  back  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  $1,908.10,  which,  if  it 
could  have  remained  to  the  credit  of  the  military  appropriation,  would  . 
leave  in  round  numbers  $1000  after  paying  all  the  bills. 

OFFICE  BUSINESS. 

During  the  year  823  letters  have  been  received,  and  652  letters 
written.  Ten  General  Orders,  and  67  Special  Orders  have  been 
issued,  with  a  distribution  of  over  3,000  copies;  60  commissions  have 
been  issued,  53  testimonials,  and  252  certificates  of  service  have  been 
given,  and  24  applications  provided  for  admission  to  the  National 
Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers.

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  testifying  as  I  do  most  justly  to  the  continued  effi- 
ciency of  the  militia,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  it  is  not 
yet  in  every  way  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  a  State  like  our  own. 
N  Fewer  battalions,  of  larger  cfimpanies,  biennial  instead  of  annual 
encampments;  more  variety  in  the  company  drills  during  the  winter 
to  interest  the  men,  and,  of  an  equally  important  nature,  one  field 
day  for  the  entire  brigade  spring  and  fall,  during  the  year  in  which 
no  encampment  is  held,  and  the  instruction  of  the  independent  char- 
tered companies  in  the  working  of  heavy  guns  for  coast  defence,  are 
some  of  the  more  important  changes  which  I  would  suggest  and 
which  in  time  I  have  no  doubt  will  receive  the  consideration  they 
deserve,  tending  as  they  must  in  a  great  measure  to  adapt  our  State 
militia  to  the  work  for  which  it  was  created  and  is  so  liberally  sus- 
tained.

Previous  to  each  inspection,  instructions  were  sent  to  the  company  commander 
containing  such  movements  as  the  inspector  desired  to  have  executed  in  his  pres- 
ence. The  object  of  this  was  to  require  every  company  comnutnder  to  exercise 
the  members  of  his  command  in  certain  necessary  movements  laid  down  in  the 
tactics  which  would  be  required  of  them  whenever  called  into  active  service  or 
in  performing  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  soldier. 

In  addition  to  this,  each  company  was  inspected  as  to  its  knowledge  of  the 
inspection  ceremonies,  its  military  appearance,  condition  of  arms,  equipments 
and  clothing,  and  method  of  keeping  its  books  and  papers. 

The  accompanying  tables  exhibit  the  relative  standing  of  each  company  and 
organization  comprising  the  militia  of  the  State. 
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TabtUated  Report  of  Inspections  made  under  Oeneral  Orden,  No.  1,  series  of  1883, 
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The  companies  attached  to  the  Brigade  paraded  in  the  State  uniform  in  heavj 
marching  order  without  canteens  and  haversacks.  The  independent  companies 
were  inspected  in  the  uniforms  belonging  to  them. 

Each  year  exhibits  a  decided  improvement  in  the  knowledge  of  drill  and 
duties.  Officers  and  men  become  more  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  the 
service,  and  as  a  rule  are  anxious  to  learn,  and  to  excel.  It  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  '* standing"  of  a  company  in  relation  to  its  drill  and  discipline  should 
vary  from  year  to  year.  Changes  in  officers  and  men  are  inevitable,  but  so  far 
as  the  In8i)ector  can  discern  the  "spirit"  throughout  the  militia  is  the  same,  as 
untiring  and  as  excellent  as  ever. 

The  condition  of  the  clothing  issued  to  the  militia  is  not  in  all  cases  what  it 
it  should  be,  and  calls  for  greater  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  several  company 
commanders,  and  prompt  action  at  headquarters. 

The  ''books  and  papers"  are  generally  well  kept — in  several  instances  re- 
markably well,  but  the  absence  of  any  prescribed  system  renders  it  very  difficult 
to  judge  each  company  correctly. 

Eighty-one  per  cent,  of  the  total  militia  turned  out  for  inspection,  and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  these  inspections  were  made  during  the  severe  winter 
weather,  many  of  them  upon  stormy  nights,  and  in  the  country  towns  where  the 
members  of  the  company  inspected  had  to  walk  long  distances  and  received  no 
pay,  the  fact  is  very  gratifying. 

On  Friday,  April  20th,  by  invitation  of  Brig.  Qen.  Chas.  R.  Dennis,  military 
Instructor  at  the  school,  I  inspected  four  companies  of  the  Mo  wry  and  Gk)ff 
School  Battalion. 

m 

This  inspection  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  any  that  I  have  made.  The 
intelligence  of  the  boys,  their  quickness  in  executing  different  movements,  their 
marching  and  manual  of  arms,  together  with  their  drilling  as  a  battalion,  is 
hardly  equalled  in  the  militia.  Since  1866,  military  drill  has  been  a  part  of  the 
instruction,  at  this  school,  and  Messrs.  Mo  wry  and  Goff  deserve  the  thanks  of 
the  State  for  the  military  education  they  have  given  to  the  two  thousand  pupils 
who  have,  at  different  times,  been  members  of  their  school. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  Brig.  Qen.  Chas.  R  Dennis, 
Quartermaster-General,  R.  I.,  and  to  Lieut. -Col.  Nickerson  for  valuable  assist- 
ance rendered  me,  and  also  to  Lieut. -Col.  Hunter  C.  White,  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General,  who  has  accompanied  me  upon  my  tour  of  duty.

BRIGADIER-GENERAL  E.  H.  RHODES,  COMMAND- 
ING BRIGADE  RHODE  ISLAND  MILITIA. 


Headquarters  Brigade  Rhode  Island  Militia,

AdjutanUOenercU  of  Rhode  Island: 

General: — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  with  Special  Orders 
No.  28,  c.  s.,  A.  G.  O.,  the  Brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia  encamped  at  Oak- 
land Beach  for  five  days,  beginning  July  10th.  As  a  compliment  to  His  Excel- 
lency the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  encampment  was  named  Camp  Bourn.  The 
camp  in  appearance  presented  the  same  general  features  of  previous  years,  ex- 
perience  having  shown  that  Captain  John  Howe,  Brigade  Engineer,  has  availed 
himself  of  every  improvement  which  the  nature  of  the  grounds  will  admit. 

On  Monday,  July  9th,  details  from  the  Brigade  reported  to  the  Brigade  En- 
gineer and  the  camp  was  set  up.  Although  a  severe  storm  was  raging  the  men 
performed  the  work  willingly,  and  are  entitled  to  credit  for  their  soldierly 
deportment.  The  details  were  much  smaller  than  usual,  but  the  experience 
gained  in  former  years  was  of  great  advantage  both  to  the  officers  and  men  who 
were  engaged  in  the  work. 

The  troops  arrived  Tuesday  morning  and  immediately  began  the  routine  work 
of  camp,  which  was  continued  without  interruption  until  Saturday. 

Wednesday  morning  a  brigade  drill  was  held  the  result  of  which  was  exceed- 
ingly satisfactory  to  the  Brigade  Commander.  Besides  a  general  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  and  men  to  acquit  themselves  in  a  soldierly  manner,  there 
was  a  spirit  of  earnestness  about  the  work  performed  that  was  very  gratifying  to 
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the  officers  in  command.  In  the  afternoon  I  tendered  a  Review  to  Adjutant 
Generi^  Dyer,  as  a  personal  compliment  to  him  for  the  kindly  interest  he  has 
manifested  in  the  Brigade. 

Thursday  morning  the  Brigade  moved  from  camp  in  light  marching  order, 
haversacks  and  canteens  filled  and  with  sixteen  rounds  blank  ammunition  in 
cartridge  boxes.  Company  A,  Ist  Battalion  Cavalry,  took  the  advance,  followed 
by  the  4th  Battalion  Infantry,  a  platoon  of  artillery,  2d  Battalion  Infantry,  5th 
Battalion  Infantry,  a  platoon  of  artillery.  1st  Battalion  Infantry,  and  Company 
B,  1st  Battalion  Cavalry. 

The  route  led  through  cultivated  fields  and  by  highways  until  the  ground  was 
reached  where  the  enemy  was  supposed  to  be  posted.  The  entire  day  was  given 
to  this  field  work,  and  the  various  movements  of  a  battle,  including  the  attack 
and  defense,  were  performed.  This  field  day  or  drill  was  of  a  similar  character 
to  that  of  last  year,  and  the  result  gave  much  satisfaction  to  the  entire  command. 

Friday  the  Brigade  was  reviewed  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  in  the 
presence  of  thousands  of  visitors,  including  officers  of  the  United  States  army 
and  navy  and  the  militia  of  other  States. 

Saturday  the  Brigade  broke  camp,  and  after  the  usual  parade  in  Providence, 
the  troops  were  dismissed. 

The  entire  work  of  the  week  gave  great  satisfaction  to  me,  and  I  desire  to 
place  upon  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  officers  and  men  to  make 
Camp  Bourn  a  success.  The  discipline  of  the  camp  was  almost  perfect.  While 
much  improvement  in  military  bearing  and  courtesy  is  needed  to  bring  the 
troops  to  a  high  standard,  yet  their  conduct,  I  am  proud  to  report,  was  almost 
faultless. 

Lieut. -Col.  George  W.  Carr,  Medical  Director  of  the  Brigade,  being  absent  in 
Europe,  I  requested  His  Excellency  to  assign  Lieut. -Col.  Charles  B.  Mathewson, 
Assistant  Surgeon  General,  as  Acting  Medical  Director  at  Camp  Bourn.  Col. 
Mathewson  performed  the  duties  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  health  of 
the  troops  was  excellent,  no  serious  cases  of  sickness  being  reported.  The  men 
are  fast  learning  that  it  is  the  first  duty  of  a  soldier  to  protect  his  health,  and 
acting  upon  this  knowledge  they  go  into  camp  better  prepared  to  withstand  the 
sudden  changes  to  which  they  are  exposed.

The  attendance,  considering  the  number  of  men  on  the  rolls,  was  fair,  but  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  have  been  greater  but  for  the  hostility  mani- 
fested by  certain  employers,  who  positively  refuse  to  allow  their  employees  to 
attend  camp  except  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  business  positions.  I  again 
respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  this  growing  evil, 
and  suggest  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  convince  those  selfish  citizens  that  the 
militia  is  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  their  lives  and  property,  as  well  as  of 
those  who  give  us  substantial  aid  and  sympathy. 

Brevet  Major  Harry  C.  Cushing,  Captain  4th  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  having  been 
detailed  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  War  to  inspect  the  Brigade,  reported  to  me  on 
the  morning  of  July  9th,  and  accompanied  the  details  to  camp.  During  the 
entire  week  Major  Cushing  was  constantly  on  duty,  and  performed  his  work  in 
a  manner  that  reflected  credit  upon  himself  as  an  officer,  and  won  the  respect  and 
commendation  of  the  entire  command.  He  not  only  showed  a  familiarity  with 
his  military  duties,  but  the  interest  and  kindly  sympathy  that  he  manifested  in 
the  work  of  the  camp  will  be  long  remembered. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  my  last  report, 
that  the  guns  of  Battery  A  be  exchanged  for  a  Battery  of  three  inch  rifle  guns, 
known  as  the  ordnance  gun.  The  guns  now  in  service  are  of  an  obsolete  pattern 
and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  suitable  ammunition  for  target  practice.  The  con- 
dition of  Battery  A  is  excellent,  and  I  trust  it  may  be  furnished  with  guns  that 
in  case  of  need  would  prove  effective.

Gbkbral:  Having,  in  compliance  with  Special  Orders  No.  110,  current  series, 
Headquarters  Department  of  the  East,  Tisited  and  inspected  the  encampment  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Militia  at  Oakland  Beach,  R  I.,  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for 
the  information  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War,  the  conclusions  I  have  ar- 
rived at  through  said  inspection,  both  as  to  the  present  military  condition  of  the 
troops  there  assembled  and  as  to  what  seems  requisite  to  further  increase  their 
ef9ciency,  in  view  of  any  call  upon  them  for  active  service. 

On  Monday,  the  9th  instant,  I  accompanied  the  brigade  commander  to  the 
camp  ground  to  witness  the  manner  in  which  the  business  preliminary  to  the 
arrival  of  the  troops  was  conducted  in  the  matter  of  the  disembarkation  of  ma- 
terial, its  distribution  among  the  various  camps,  and  the  pitching  of  the  tents,  &c. 

On  the  10th,  I  witnessed  the  arrival  of  the  main  body,  the  mounting  and  pos^ 
ing  of  the  first  guards,  and  the  settling  down  to  camp  life.  In  the  afternoon  I 
thoroughly  inspected  the  First  and  Fourth  Battalions  of  Infantry  and  their  re- 
spective camps. 

On  the  11th,  I  inspected  the  Second  Battalion  of  Infantry  and  Light  Batteiy, 
and  in  the  afternoon  I  accompanied  Adjutant-General  Elisha  Dyer,  Jr. ,  in  his 
review  of  the  brigade. 

On  the  12th,  I  accompanied  the  brigade  commander  and  witnessed  the  maneu- 
vers of  the  whole  force  in  a  general  field  day,  during  which  the  brigade  was 
exercised  in  skirmishing,  deploying,  firing,  the  posting  and  relieving  of  pickets, 
reconnoitering,  and  other  movements.  This  consumed  the  whole  day,  and  was 
especially  valuable  as  instruction,  as  well  as  exceedingly  interesting  as  a  spec- 
tacle. 
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On  the  Idth,  I  inspected  the  Fifth  Battalion,  and  accompanied  his  excellency 
Goveraor  Boarn,  at  the  review  given  to  him. 

On  Saturday,  the  14th,  I  witnessed  the  breaking  up  of  camp,  and  the  street 
parade  in  Providence,  R  I.,  which  terminated  the  work  of  the  week. 

At  various  times  during  the  week  I  witnessed  company,  battalion,  and  brigade 
drills,  the  workings  of  the  signal  corps,  the  daily  guard  mountings  and  evening 
parades,  visited  the  various  camps,  inspected  the  messes  and  the  methods  of 
carrying  on  the  routine  of  camp.  I  inspected  the  books  and  papers  of  the  brigade 
headquarters,  the  arrangements  of  the  medical  department,  and  generally  every- 
thing which  was  to  be  seen. 

Without  entering  into  details  personal  to  any  organization,  I  have  to  report  in 
general  terms  as  follows: 

This  brigade— a  consolidated  report  of  which  is  herewith  appended — is  organized 
as  nearly  as  possible  on  the  method  of  the  regular  establishment.  The  aim  seems 
to  be  to  secure  in  its  organization,  equipment  and  instruction,  a  body  of  troops 
which  shall  be  immediately  available  for  service  at  the  call  of  the  State  or  Gene- 
ral Government.  To  attain  this  end,  therefore,  the  regulations  of  the  Army  are 
carried  out  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  a  body  of  citizen  soldiers.  The  uniforms 
and  equipments  are,  with  some  immaterial  differences,  the  same  as  those  of  the 
Army,  and  the  tactical  instruction  is  mainly  in  such  exercises  and  movements  as 
have  practical  application  in  war.  Such  being  the  case,  it  appears  to  me  that  this 
force  could  be  readily  and  quickly  placed  in  the  field,  and  having  a  thoroughly  com- 
plete organization  and  a  competent  staff,  very  little  trouble  would  be  experienced 
in  increasing  its  strength  to  the  maximum,  and  incorporating  it  as  a  whole  in 
any  army  it  would  be  necessary  to  raise.  As  far  as  my  observation  went,  it  is  of 
excellent  material,  the  officers  being  enthusiastic  and  competent,  and  the  men 
intelligent,  and,  as  a  rule,  well  instructed.  While,  of  course,  there  are  some  who 
are  not  as  robust  as  the  others,  the  physique  of  the  whole  force  is  good,  and  the 
men  seemed  able  to  undergo  the  ordinary  hardships  of  service.  There  was  no 
sickness  of  any  moment  during  the  whole  encampment. 

This  brigade  is  fortunate  in  having  in  General  Elisha  H.  Rhodes,  its  com- 
mander, an  officer  who  combines  the  judgment  which  results  from  experience  in 
war  with  a  zeal  which  is  governed  by  a  just  appreciation  of  the  differences  be- 
tween regular  and  citizen  soldiers.  Generally  speaking,  there  is  in  national  guard 
organizations  too  little  attention  given  to  the  practical  duties  of  a  military  life,  or 
going  to  the  other  extreme,  a  too  strenuous  attempt  is  made  to  convert  the  militia 
man  into  a  regular.  In  the  latter  case,  the  inexperienced  are  disgusted  by  a 
rigidity  of  discipline  which  they  do  not  understiind,  and  are  driven  from  a  ser- 
vice which,  in  its  very  nature,  is  opposed  to  a  regular  army.  On  the  other  hand, 
a  too  great  attention  to  purely  ceremonial  exercises  and  the  measuring  of  the 
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ef9ciency  of  a  force  by  its  proficieDcy  in  parades  and  reviews  tends  to  keep  out 
of  the  militia  many  who  are  thus  led  to  regard  it  simply  ns  a  body  of  holiday 
soldiers,  and  its  encampments  as  a  waste  of  time. 

General  Rhodes  seems  to  have  struck  the  happy  mean,  for  while  he  has  brought 
his  brigade  to  a  very  creditable  condition  as  regards  its  performance  of  ceremo- 
nies, it  is  equally  well  versed  in  the  more  prosaic  duties  of  a  soldier.  In  the 
accomplishment  of  this  he  has  been  assisted  by  an  excellent  staff,  and  is  re-en 
forced  by  his  subordinate  commander.  The  discipline  of  the  force  was  excellent. 
While  this  in  a  great  measure  resulted  from  the  character  of  the  men  themselves, 
it  was  easy  to  see  that  it  was  not  simply  the  consequence  of  a  reliance  on  that 
alone,  but  followed  from  the  strict  attention  of  the  officers  to  their  duties  and  to 
the  regulations  governing  the  camp.  Visiting  the  various  camps  at  all  hours,  I 
never  observed  any  disorder  nor  any  willful  infraction  of  the  orders  in  force.  I 
must,  however,  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  I  rarely  saw  a  soldier  salute  his 
officer;  but  this  was  evidently  more  the  result  of  ignorance  than  intention.  It 
would  be  well  if  this  point  were  more  insisted  on  in  the  future,  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  its  propriety,  but  also  for  the  influence  it  has  on  the  general  discipline 
of  a  command. 

I  was  particularly  struck  with  the  way  in  which  the  regular  routine  of  camp 
duty  went  on.  The  police  of  the  camp  was  excellent  and  systematically  done. 
I  was  careful  to  extend  my  observation  in  this  particular  to  the  out-of-the-way 
places  and  at  irregular  times,  and  invariably  found  not  only  the  main  streets  but 
the  purlieus  of  the  camp  in  thorough  police.  The  condition  of  the  tents  and 
other  camp  equipage  was  excellent.  I  am  informed  that  they  have  been  now  in 
use  for  several  years.  I  did  not  observe  any  defacing  marks  on  any.  There  was 
no  established  method  of  arranging  the  tents  for  inspection  of  quarters,  and  it 
was  different  not  only  in  the  different  battalions,  but  also  in  the  different  com- 
panies of  the  same  battalion.  This  should  be  remedied,  for,  while  it  seems  com- 
paratively unimportant  how  a  tent  is  arrnnged,  provided  it  is  orderly  and  clean, 
yet  a  certain  prescribed  system  should  obtain.  It  was  from  the  evidence  which 
the  familiarity  of  the  brigade  in  these  details  furnished  me  that  I  formed  my 
opinion  of  its  availability  for  sudden  service.  It  was  easy  to  see  that  the  majority, 
officers  and  men,  were  well  versed  in  the  economy  of  camp  life. 

Guard  duty  was  measurably  well  done.  It  is  one  of  the  most  trying  of  all 
duties  to  a  militiaman,  and  as  he  is  rarely  instructed  in  it  until  he  goes  into  camp, 
he  has  to  obtain  his  knowledge  just  when  he  wants  to  use  it.  The  questionable 
practice  of  subjecting  sentinels  to  mock  inspections,  by  unauthorized  parties, 
did  not  obtain  here;  neither  was  there,  as  far  as  I  am  aware,  any  attempt  to 
puzzle  them  with  extraordinary  questions  as  to  what  they  would  do  under  hypo- 
thetical circum^ttances.    But  it  was  evident  that  many  on  post  had  very  indefinite 
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ideas  as  to  their  duties.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  if  every  battalion 
commander  would  devote  a  certain  amount  of  time  to  preparing  his  officers  and 
men  for  this  most  important  duty.  It  could  readily  be  done  by  mounting  a  guard 
and  posting  and  instructing  sentiuels  in  the  armory  during  the  winter,  and  such 
an  exercise  would  be  of  more  practical  use  than  the  acquisition  of  a  perfect 
manual  of  arms.  Too  much  time  is  devoted  to  that  and  in  acquiring  a  painful 
precision  in  marching.  The  real  effort  should  be  expended  in  preparation  for 
the  emergencies  for  which  the  militia  is  primarily  organized,  and  neither  in  riot 
nor  in  actual  war  is  there  ever  any  pressing  need  for  an  ideal  alignment,  or  that 
every  musket  should  move  as  one.  But  there  is  a  most  decided  necessity  that 
the  soldier  should  thoroughly  understand  the  duties  of  a  sentinel,  and  compre- 
hend the  extreme  honor  and  importance  of  his  position  as  such. 

Another  most  important  item  of  a  soldier^s  education  is  apparently  ignored, 
and  that  is  the  personal  care  of  his  arms  and  equipments.  I  am  fully  aware  that 
it  would  be  impracticable  to  require  the  men  to  habitually  take  care  of  them, 
but  they  should  at  least  be  instructed  how  to  do  it,  so  that  when  they  go  into 
active  service  they  can  know  how.  A.11  should  know  how  to  dismount  and  re- 
assemble their  arms,  and  how  to  keep  them  in  order,  and  in  camp  they  should  be 
required  so  to  do.  This  is  not  only  absolutely  essential  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
soldier  personally,  but  it  should  be  made  obligatory  on  all  who  are  intrusted  with 
the  care  of  valuable  arms  and  equipments  in  the  interest  of  the  State  which  has 
to  supply  them.  It  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  if  this  encampment  had  been 
marked  by  rainy  weather,  that  many  guns  would  have  been  in  a  measure  unser- 
viceable. As  it  was,  one  rainy  night  afforded,  by  the  rusty  guns  which  it  pro- 
duced, an  example  of  the  absurdity  of  relying  on  a  company  armorer  entirely. 
In  this  connection  I  would  urge  that  the  .60-caliber  muskets  now  in  the  hands  of 
this  brigade  be  replaced  by  the  regulation  .45  caliber  arm.  The  mere  fact  that 
it  must  be  provided  with  a  special  ammunition,  and  the  danger  that  in  some 
future  of  active  service  such  ammunition  could  not  be  replaced,  is  argument 
sufficient.  This  matter  should  be  attended  to  at  once.  I  found  the  arms  in  fair 
order,  the  equipments  about  the  same.  The  exterior  of  the  guns  were  as  a  rule 
clean,  but  the  sights,  breech,  mechanism,  and  assembling  screws  were  in  too 
many  instances  illy  cared  for.  The  cartidge  boxes  and  belts  were  clean,  but  not 
thoroughly  blackened;  the  brasses  in  some  companies  were  clean,  in  others  coated 
with  verdigris.  Bayonets  and  scabbards  were  generally  in  good  order.  £napsacks, 
haversacks,  and  canteens  were  all  in  excellent  condition.  The  uniforms  were 
serviceable,  cleanly,  and  as  a  whole  well  fitted  to  the  person  ;  the  fatigue  uni- 
form was  very  good.  The  personal  neatness  of  all  was  marked,  the  hair  being 
closely  cut  The  men  were  steady  in  ranks  as  a  rule,  though  I  noticed  in  the 
beginning  of  the  encampment  some  exceptions. 
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In  the  matter  of  inspectioD  of  arms  and  equipments,  it  is  evident  that  where 
the  soldier  himself  is  not  personally  responsible  for  the  condition  thereof  such  a 
ceremony  is  of  no  practical  importance  save  as  an  exercise.  In  this  connection 
I  present  for  consideration  the  advisability  of  encamping  k  company  or  battalion 
of  regular  troops  either  with  or,  preferably,  in  the  vicinity  of  a  militia  encamp- 
ment, in  order  to  afford  the  citizen  soldier  an  opportunity  of  learning  how  pro- 
fessional soldiers  care  for  their  arms  and  equipments,  perform  guard  duty,  and 
carry  on  the  daily  routine  of  camp  life.  It  is  in  these  matters  that  the  example 
of  the  regular  troops  would  be  of  immediate  benefit. 

In  the  matter  of  drill  there  need  be  no  essential  difference  between  either  ser- 
vice, and  I  have  found  that  such  is  th^  case.  In  this  brigade  I  noticed  that  where 
the  men  had  been  any  reasonable  time  in  the  service  they  were  well  drilled.  But 
the  presence  of  quite  a  number  of  recruits  destroyed  the  effectiveness  of  some  of 
the  companies.  It  appears  that  the  regular  term  of  service  of  the  men  expires 
in  June,  just  before  the  annual  encampment.  The  old  men  then  re-enlist  and 
the  new  ones  join,  and  the  brigade  goes  into  camp  with  a  considerable  number 
of  green  hands.  The  encampment  which  both  for  purposes  of  instruction  and 
display  should  terminate  the  soldier's  military  career,  is  in  fact  the  commence- 
ment of  it.  Ignorant  of  drill  and  duty,  he  is  called  upon  in  the  outset  to  exhibit 
his  awkwardness  before  a  throng  of  spectators.  Feeling  that  he  annoys  his  offi- 
cers and  comrades,  whose  efficiency  he  impugns  and  whose  display  he  destroys, 
he  acquires  in  the  very  beginning  of  his  military  life  a  disgust  for  it.  and  is  only 
too  glad  to  escape  from  it.  It  would  seem  proper,  therefore,  that  the  enlistment 
of  new  men  should  take  place  after  the  annual  encampment,  in  order  that  none 
be  taken  to  it  save  those  who  have  had  a  year*B  preliminary  instruction  in  their 
duties.  The  encampment  will  then  be  a  benefit  to  the  soldier  himself  and  more 
satisfactory  in  its  results  to  all. 

The  distinguishing  characteristic  of  this  brigade  is  its  evenness.  In  most  militia 
assemblages  there  are  usually  some  two  or  more  organizations  which  stand  out 
head  and  shoulders  above  the  rest.  In  this  body  there  was  a  noticeable  equality 
in  drill,  appearance  and  discipline,  the  best  evidence,  in  my  opinion,  of  the  pro- 
ficiency of  the  brigade,  in  that  it  showed  that  all  were  equally  conscientious  in 
their  work.  No  battalion  notably  excelled  the  other  either  on  review,  parade,  or 
in  maneuvers,  and  no  company  in  any  battalion  was  so  far  superior  to  the  others 
as  to  warrant  me  in  specially  noting  it.  During  the  field  maneuvers  of  the  12th 
all  were  called  upon  to  perform  various  evolutions.  No  effort  was  made  to  dis- 
play one  body  more  than  another,  nor  to  specially  utilize  any,  save  in  the  case  of 
the  Fourth  or  colored  Battalion.  This  did  all  the  skirmishing,  and  did  it  in  an 
easy  and  workmanlike  way.  I  am  unable  to  say  whether  the  selection  of  this 
particular  battalion  for  that  special  service  was  accidental  or  intentional.    If, 
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however,  this  most  important  branch  of  tactics  has  been  neglected  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  other  organizations,  it  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  upon  their  com- 
manders to  devote  more  attention  to  it.  Modern  arms,  and  especially  the  con- 
ditions which  govern  war  in  this  country,  make  skirmishing  the  most  important 
item  in  the  American  soldier's  tactical  education.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enlarge 
upon  its  prime  importance.  Independent  of  its  war  value,  it  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  spectacles  to  the  visitors  at  a  camp,  for  nothing  affords  the  variety 
which  the  exhibition  of  a  well-handled  skirmish  line  offers. 

In  direct  connection  with  skirmishing  comes  the  subject  of  target  practice, 
which  was  the  one  important  military  duty  entirely  omitted,  so  far  as  I  am  aware, 
at  this  encampment.  It  was  stated  that  there  was  no  opportunity  to  attend  to 
it,  and  that  even  if  there  had  been  it  would  be  impossible  to  achieve  any  satis- 
factory result  in  the  short  time  at  disposal.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  prefer- 
able to  omit  almost  any  other  exercise  than  that  of  target  practice.  It  is  a  mere 
waste  of  time  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  a  variety  of  movements,  which  lead  to 
no  practical  result.  The  end  of  all  tactics,  all  organization,  is  to  bring  the  soldier 
to  the  firing  point.  If,  when  you  get  him  there,  he  is  unable  to  shoot  his  enemy, 
the  impropriety  of  his  military  existence  is  obvious. 

To  conclude  the  subject  of  the  foot  troops,  I  believe  that,  with  the  exceptions 
above  noted,  they  are  very  good.  I  noted  each  day  a  marked  improvement  in 
all  they  did.  A  month's  encampment  with  a  wise  and  varied  military  regimen 
would  make  this  brigade  well  nigh  perfect  in  all  save  war  experience. 

As  far  as  the  personnel  of  the  cavalry  and  artillery  is  concerned,  the  same  re- 
marks apply.  The  officers  and  men  are  equally  earnest  and  painstaking.  But 
the  efficiency  of  such  forces  is  limited  by  the  deficiency  of  their  horses.  In  the 
case  of  the  light  battery,  the  drivers  are  simply  hired  for  the  occasion.  But  even 
if  these  two  arms  were  all  that  it  were  possible  to  make  them,  we  must  take  into 
consideration  the  purposes  and  probable  employment  of  this  particular  body  of 
State  troops.  The  propriety  of  continuing  a  mounted  force  which  forms  such  a 
large  item  in  such  a  small  brigade  may  be  well  doubted.  As  Rhode  Island  can 
never  expect  to  maintain  a  larger  body  of  militia,  it  would  appear  that  it  should 
mainly,  in  fact  entirely,  encourage  such  as  would  be  of  special  value  to  it.  Lia- 
ble as  a  sea-board  State  to  attack  at  all  times  by  a  maritime  enemy,  especially, 
from  its  situation  between  Massachusetts  and  New  York,  destined  to  be  the  first 
point  for  assault,  it  should  especially  foster  the  heavy  artillery  service.  In  event 
of  any  war,  the  regular  artillery  would  be  amply  sufficient  to  supply  the  first 
need  for  light  artillery,  and  its  place  in  the  sea-coasts  forts  must  be  supplied  by 
the  local  militia.  This  seems  to  be  good  policy  in  regard  to  the  militia  of  all  the 
sea-board  States  ;  but  Rhode  Island  has  a  more  direct  interest  than  any  in  the 
existence  of  heavy  artillery,  for  it  is  evident  that  a  naval  enemy  has  the  State  at

a  disadvantage  ODce  it  penetrates  into  Narragansett  Bay.  Furthermore,  it  might 
as  well  be  understood  that  a  mounted  force  is  an  exotic  in  a  manufacturing,  me- 
chanical State,  like  Rhode  Island.  Our  dependence  for  cavalry  in  any  war  must 
be  in  those  States  where  not  only  the  horses  are  raised  but  the  people  are  eques- 
trian. This  is  not  the  case  in  Rhode  Island,  and  it  seems  folly  to  try  to  continue 
in  existence  there  an  arm  of  the  service  which  not  only  is  of  no  practical  value 
to  it,  but  which,  from  the  very  condition  of  things,  is  incapable  of  expansion. 
If,  however,  it  is  desired  to  keep  up  a  light  artillery  organization,  it  should  be 
one  of  machine  guns,  Gatlings,  or  others,  for  they  are  of  use.  I  am  aware  that 
Rhode  Island  furnished  during  the  rebellion  an  admirable  light  artillery  and 
also  cavalry  regiment ;  but  that  is  no  argument  in  favor  of  their  being  a  part 
of  its  militia.  In  any  scheme  of  organization  of  her  small  force  her  wisest  course 
is  to  consider  the  probable,  and  not  the  possible.  Under  these  circumstances, 
considering  what  demand  would  first  be  made  on  her  militia,  it  does  not  seem 
unadvisable  for  her  to  make  the  whole  of  it  a  heavy  artillery  force.  In  becoming 
heavy  artillery  the  troops  would  still  be  drilled  and  equipped  as  infantry,  while, 
from  their  knowledge  of  the  use  of  sea-coast  guns,  they  would  immensely  in- 
crease their  effectiveness.  In  case  of  any  sudden  war,  the  militia  of  the  country 
will  be  a  most  important  element  in  the  immediately  formed  army.  It  will  be 
a  body  of  men  decidedly  different  in  all  the  essentials  of  soldiership  to  the  militia 
of  1861,  and  therefore  it  seems  to  be  good  policy  for  the  superior  military  authori- 
ties to  exert  their  influence  to  induce  State  authorities  to  organize  their  forces 
for  local  needs.  Let  the  great  interior  States,  which  are  not  exposed  to  sudden 
attack,  provide  the  infantry  and  cavalry,  and  the  sea-board  States  furnish  the 
garrisons  for  the  harbor  defences;  in  other  words,  have  the  round  pegs  in  the 
round  holes  and  the  square  pegs  in  the  square  holes. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  admirable  system  with  which  the 
railroad  performed  its  part  in  this  encampment.  There  were  no  vexatious  de- 
lays; the  troops  and  supplies  were  handled  rapidly  and  comfortably.  The  expe- 
rience gained  in  this  item  is  not  the  most  unimportant  result  of  this  encampment. 

I  am  under  many  obligations  to  General  Rhodes  and  the  officers  of  his  staff  for 
their  hospitality,  as  well  as  to  General  Dyer,  the  adjutant-general,  and  Cteneral 
Dennis,  quartermaster-general,  for  courteous  attentions.

At  this  command  each  man  will  bring  up  his  left  hand  promptly  to  the  right 
shoulder,  back  of  hand  to  the  front,  and  steady  his  piece  against  the  shoulder 
and  with  the  right  hand  open  the  box,  holding  the  flap  against  the  body,  palm 
of  the  hand  against  the  flap,  until  inspected.  Each  man  as  his  box  is  inspected, 
closes  it,  and  resumes  the  order  amu. 

8.  Whenever  the  knapsack  is  not  carried,  the  cartridge  box  will  be  worn  in 
the  rear  and  upon  the  right  side,  and  the  box  will  be  opened  in  the  same  manner 
as  if  in  front  with  the  exception  that  the  flap  will  be  held  against  the  body  with 
the  palm  of  the  right  hand  to  the  rear,  as  per  par.  115,  Upton's  Infantry  Tactics. 

4.  To  unsling  knapeack. — At  the  command,  UnaUng,  carry  the  left  hand  to 
the  rear  and  slightly  raise  the  knapsack  ;  carry  the  right  hand  to  the  rear  and 
unhook  the  right  hand  strap  ;  carry  the  right  hand  to  the  left  shoulder  in  front, 
place  the  right  thumb  under  the  strap  and  slip  it  off,  at  same  time  take  the 
unhooked  strap  in  the  left  hand  bringing  the  knapsack  in  front  of  the  centre  of 
the  body  with  the  hands  as  high  as  the  waist  belt.  At  the  command,  ** Knap- 
sodba,*'  swing  the  bottom  of  the  knapsack  to  the  front,  at  same  time  grasp  the 
knapsack  with  both  hands  under  and  near  the  centre,  back  of  the  hands  toward 
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the  ground,  stoop  and  place  it  upon  the  ground  or  floor,  flap  upward,  the  roll 
about  ten  inches  from  the  feet,  and  then  stand  at  attention. 

5.  At  the  command, 

Open,— Knapsackb  ! 

Open  the  knapsack,  turning  the  flap  toward  the  feet  and  placing  the  great-coat 
upon  the  flap,  and  then  stand  at  attention. 

"Repack"  and  ''Sling"  "Knapsack"  as  per  par.  816,  Upton's  Infantry  Tactics.

A.  D.  1888,  are  published  for  the  information  of  aJl  concerned : 

CHAPTER  345. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  258,  OF  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES,    '*  OF  THE 

MILITIA." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  foUows : 

Section  1.    Section  88  of  Chapter  258  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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"Sec.  38.  The  Adjutant-General,  Quartermaster-General,  Surgeon-G«nera1, 
Judge  Advocate-General,  and  the  Brigadier-General  of  the  Brigade,  the  latter 
upon  the  nomination  of  the  Held  officers  and  captains  of  unattached  companies 
of  the  brigade,  shall  be  elected  by  the  general  assembly  in  grand  committee,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  five  years,  respectively,  from  the  date  of  such  election. 
This  section  shall  apply  to  all  said  officers  now  in  office,  or  hereafter  elected 
under  the  provisions  of  this  title." 

Sec.  3.  Section  47  of  Chapter  258  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  47.  Every  field  officer  of  a  regiment  or  battalion  now  in  office,  or  here- 
after elected,  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  election,  and 
every  company  officer  now  in  office,  or  hereafter  elected,  for  three  years  from  the 
date  of  his  election.  Before  the  expiration  of  the  respective  terms  of  office,  as 
herein  provided,  and  of  succeeding  terms,  elections  shall  be  ordered  by  the  com- 
mander-in  chief  for  a  new  term,  in  order  that  at  least  one  week's  notice  in  writing 
of  such  meetings  for  election  shall  be  given  to  the  field  and  line  officers  of  each 
regiment  and  battalion  by  the  adjutant,  and  to  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians  and  privates  of  each  company,  by  the  first  sergeant  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

CHAPTER  350. 

AN  ACT  IN   ADDITION  TO   AND   IN   AMENDMENT   OP   CHAPTER  258,    OF   THE    PUB- 
LIC STATUTES,    "OF  THE  MILITIA.*' 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  67  of  Chapter  258  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  67.  The  uniform  so  furnished  shall  remain  and  continue  to  be  the 
property  of  the  state,  shall  be  used  for  military  purposes  only,  and  when  issued 
shall  be  receipted  for.  kept  and  accounted  for,  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  securities  as  provided  by  this  title  in  the  case  of  arms  and  equipments. 
Any  person  who  shall  convert  to  his  own  use,  secrete,  sell,  dispose  of,  offer  for 
sale,  or  in  any  manner  pawn  or  pledge  any  arms,  uniforms  or  equipments,  or 
any  part  thereof,  belonging  to  the  state,  and  any  person  to  whom  any  such  arms, 
uniforms  and  equipments  shall  have  been  issued,  and  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  return  the  same  within  ten  days  after  being  notified  so  to  do  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  company,  of  which  such  person  is  or  has  been  a  member,  or  by 
the  quartermaster-general,  assistant  quartermaster-general,  or  brigade  quarter- 
master; and  any  member  of  the  state  militia  who  shall  wear  any  such  uniform 
or  equipments  when  not  on  duty,  except  by  permission  of  his  commanding  officer, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  ten  days  or  more 
than  three  months,  or  both.  And  the  officers  herein  mentioned,  or  either  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorized  to  apply  to  any  justice  court  or  justice  of  the  peace 
acting  as  trial  justice,  for  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  such  offender;  and  such 
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court  or  justice  shall  issue  such  warrant  upon  the  affidavit  of  such  officer  with- 
out requiring  said  officer  to  enter  into  recognizance,  give  surety  or  in  any  way  to 
become  liable  for  the  costs  that  may  accrue  thereon." 

CHAPTER  875. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OP  CHAPTER  258  OF  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES,    **  OF  THE 

MILITIA." 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Aeeembly  ae  fdUotDB : 

Section  1.  Section  25  of  Chapter  258  of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Seo.  25.  For  the  brigade  there  shall  be  a  brigadier-general,  whose  staff 
shall  consist  of  one  assistant  adjutant-general  with  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel, 
one  medical  director  with  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  one  assistant  inspector- 
general  with  rank  of  major,  who  shall  also  act  as  brigade  paymaster  and  as 
paymaster  for  unattached  companies  of  the  brigade,  one  quartermaster,  one 
commissary,  one  judge  advocate,  one  engineer  and  two  aide&  de-camp,  each  with 
the  rank  of  captain.  There  may  be  attached  to  the  brigade  staff  a  provost  mar- 
shal with  rank  of  captain,  and  a  signal  corps  consisting  of  one  officer  with  the 
rank  of  captain  who  shall  be  attached  to  the  brigade  staff,  and  five  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  privates.  Whenever  the  commander-in-chief  shall  deem  it 
advisable  he  may  authorize  the  mounting  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the 
signal  corps.'* 

Sec.  2.  Section  112  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Seo.  112.  There  shall  be  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  service  rendered, 
to  each  commissioned  officer,  such  sum  per  day  for  each  day's  service  performed 
as  is  allowed  commissioned  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States  for  the  like  service,  and  to  each  other  member  of  the  brigade,  and  of  a 
regiment,  battalion  or  company  attached  to  the  brigade,  except  musicians,  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  service  performed.*' 

Sec.  8.  Section  118  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Sec.  118.  No  military  organization  or  members  thereof  shall  receive  any  pay 
or  allowance  under  this  title  unless  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  same:  Pro- 
tided,  nevertheless,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to  exclude  any  of  the 
existing  independent  chartered  companies  from  receiving  pay  whenever  specially 
ordered  to  perform  duty  by  the  commander-in-chief,  or  for  the  allowance  of 
arms,  ammunition,  equipments  and  accoutrements  as  the  same  are  now  enjoyed 
by  them." 

Sec.  4  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  all  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  876. 

AN   ACT   m   ADDITION   TO   CHAFTEB  258,   OF   THB    PUBLIC    STATUTES,    "OF   THX 

MILITIA.*' 

B  is  enacted  by  the  General  Auembly  a»  fdlloun : 

Section  1.  Each  independent  chartered  military  organization  shall  annually 
receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  armorer's  pay,  to  be  paid  in  January 
of  each  year,  upon  the  approval  of  the  quartermaster-general,  but  said  officer 
shall  not  allow  said  sums  unless  the  duties  of  the  armorer  have  been  properly 
performed. 

Sec.  3.  Each  independent  chartered  military  organization  shall  be  reimbursed 
the  necessary  expenses  of  heating  and  lighting  their  respective  armories  when 
said  armories  are  required  to  be  used  by  order  of  the  commander-in-chief. 

Sec.  3.    All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its  passage.

General: — I  haye  the  honor,  in  accordance  with  your  yerbal  request,  to  make 
the  following  report  upon  the  work  being  done  upon  the  Soldiers'  records  and 
the  books  and  papers  in  that  department.  The  room  that  was  secured  by  the 
State  under  the  new  lease  of  this  building,  and  devoted  to  this  work,  and  as  a 
depository  of  these  books,  papers,  &c.,  was  put  in  excellent  order  by  the  owners 
of  the  building,  and  has  been  furnished  from  the  appropriation  for  offices  with 
a  suitable  covering  for  the  floor,  and  by  the  Sheriff  with  sufficient  chairs,  tables, 
&c.  The  Committee  of  which  you  are  a  member,  purchased  a  large  flre-proof 
safe,  which  in  June  last  was  put  into  the  office,  and  to  which  the  valuable  papers 
were  removed,  and  they  are  now  for  the  first  time  in  20  years  in  a  place  of  prob- 
able security.  The  Committee  have  also  furnished  a  fine  black  walnut  book 
case,  for  the  regimental  and  company  books  and  papers  that  have  been  found  at 
various  times  and  places,  or  have  been  deposited  with  the  office  for  reference  and 
preservation.  In  accordance  with  arrangements  made  with  the  Committee  in 
charge,  then  Gov.  A.  H.  Littlefleld,  yourself,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  en- 
tered upon  the  work  of  collecting,  assorting,  filing  the  papers,  &c.,  and  collecting 
and  marking  the  books  and  placing  them  in  such  manner  or  order  that  they  could 
be  readily  referred  to,  which  work  was  commenced  late  in  May.  Since  that 
time,  I  have  removed  from  the  Quartermaster-General's  storehouse,  where  it  was 
found  packed  with  miscellaneous  material,  a  large  number  of  books  and  papers 
to  the  room  devoted  to  this  work,  and  have  received  from  two  officers,  but  prin- 
cipally from  Gen.  Nelson  Viall,  various  company  and  regimental  books  and 
papers  of  the  2d  R.  I.  Vols.,  and  from  Gen.  Viall,  also,  a  gilt  eagle  that  came 
from  the  color  staff  of  the  2d  R.  I.  Hegt. ,  which  was  picked  up  on  the  battle 
field  of  Bull  Run,  July  2l8t,  1861,  and  brought  home  by  him.  The  papers  that 
are  in  the  safe  were  in  much  disorder,  irregularly  filed  and  placed,  and  are  im- 
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perfect.  These  valuable  relics  were  for  many  years  kept  in  an  open  case  in  the 
office,  where  every  one  who  desired  could  handle  them  at  pleasure,  and  many 
are  soiled  and  torn.  It  is  my  intention,  under  direction  of  your  Committee,  to 
have  printed  the  proper  blanks  for  copying  all  that  should  be,  for  reference,  and 
have  bound  into  books  by  companies  or  regiments,  and  the  originals  held  in  se- 
curity in  the  safe  provided .  Although  it  may  seem  the  work  has  progressed 
slowly,  yet  it  has  not  been  pushed,  as  it  is  found  that  there  is  need  of  delibera- 
tion, in  order  to  get  all  papers  possible,  and  correct  the  records  as  the  work  pro- 
gresses. I  have  had  the  volume  of  Adjutant-General's  report  of  1866  re-bound 
by  regiments,  in  order  to  make  corrections  of  names  and  dates  more  easily. 
There  has  been  already  about  400  errors  discovered,  and  the  work  is  steadily  in 
progress.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  snbmit  to  His  Excellency 
the  GoYemor  and  Oommander-in-Ohief,  the  annual  report  of  this 
department,  with  iuTentories  of  the  military  property  of  the  State. 

arks,  acooutremekts  and  ordkakce  stores. 

The  property  under  this  head  is  nearly  the  same  as  was  reported 
last  year,  the  additions  being  sabre  knots,  spurs  and  straps  for  cavalry, 
sponges  and  whips  for  artillery,  and  blank  ammunition  for  infantry, 
all  of  which  was  drawn  from  the  Ordnance  Department,  U.  S.  (See 
Appendix  C.) 

In  consequence  of  the  new  apportionment  of  representation  of  the 
States  in  the  U.  S.  Congress,  the  amount  in  ordnance  stores  placed  to 
the  credit  of  this  State  for  1883  was  reduced  from  $1,919.14  to 
$1,775.65,  the  distribution  of  the  $200,000  annually,  being  based 
upon  that  representation.     (See  Appendix  B.) 

In  accordance  with  your  expressed  wish,  negotiations  are  pending 
for  some  exchanges  of  arms,  which  will  require  more  than  the  amount 
to  our  credit  with  U.  S.  Ordnance  Department  to  accomplish.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  biU  recently  re-introduced  into  the  U.  S.  Senate  for  a 
larger  sum  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  militia  (S.  No.  156,  for 
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$600,000)  will  receive  encouragement  from  this,  as  it  will  from  nearly 
all  the  States,  and  be  promptly  passed,  as  has  been  recommended  by 
the  Committee,  the  Adjutant-General  and  the  Chief  of  Ordnauce, 
U.  S. 

quartermaster's  stores. 

During  the  past  year,  and  previous  to  the  Brigade  Encampment, 
I  had  made  50  sets  of  tent  poles,  that  the  flies  might  be  set  in  front 
of  a  portion  of  the  officers  tents  in  camp,  thus  giving  them  increased 
shelter  from  the  sun  or  r^in;  and  also  had  made  a  canopy,  or  tent 
without  sides,  40  by  24  feet,  for  use  at  Brigade  Headquarters,  which 
proved  to  be  a  most  serviceable  and  convenient  addition,  as  well  as  an 
improvement  to  the  appearance  of  the  camp.  Other  camp  equipage 
has  been  furnished  for  use  in  camp,  the  permanent  portion  of  which 
will  be  seen  by  Appendix  C.  The  tents  are  in  excellent  order,  and 
upon  making  a  thorough  inspection  of  them  while  they  were  stand- 
ing, in  camp,  I  failed  to  find  any  that  had  received  damage  by  mark- 
ing or  otherwise  defacing,  or,  with  two  exceptions,  that  had  nails 
driven  into  the  poles.  Although  the  tents  are  not  rolled  and  tied  for 
the  return  transportation,  as  it  is  my  wish  they  should  be,  I  find  the 
officers  and  men  are  careful  and  considerate  in  the  use  of  this  prop- 
erty. The  principal  losses  consist  of  tent  pins,  water  pails,  and  sink 
screens.  A  permanent  stable  has  been  built  at  the  camp  ground,  near 
to>and  for  the  use  of  Brigade  Headquarters,  with  stalls  for  16  horses, 
and  which  is  used  after  camp  for  storing  tent  floors  and  like  property, 
at  a  cost,  including  doors  and  painting  the  roof,  of  $175.00. 

The  harnesses  of  the  light  battery  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  repaired,  at  a  cost  of  $306.80,  which  was  absolutely  necessary. 
These  harnesses  have  received  good  care  from  the  P.  M.  C.  A.  and 
the  battery,  to  require  so  little  expenditure  in  past  years.  The  sad- 
dles and  bridles  of  the  cavalry  have  received  only  partial  needed  re- 
pairs, at  a  cost  of  about  tl05.00.  By  authority  of  your  order,  I 
delivered  the  Kentish  Artillery  Company,  May  10th,  50  rifles,  and  the 
two  four-pounder  guns  received  from  Company  D,  3d  Battalion,  and 
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on  Nov.  30th,  to  the  Kentish  Guards,  45  rifles  and  45  sets  of  accoatre- 
ments.     (See  Appendix  D.) 

UNIFORMS. 

"So  change  of,  or  addition  to,  the  uniform  has  been  made  during 
the  past  year,  but  those  of  several  companies  are  in  need  of  repairs, 
most  noticeable  of  which  are  those  of  the  cavalry  and  artillery.  The 
trousers  of  the  cavalry  companies  have  been  in  use  five  years,  and  as 
they  are  worn  during  the  ride  from  Pawtncket  and  Providence  to 
camp  and  return,  they  rei^eive  a  wear  much  greater  than  in  the  case 
of  the  infantry  companies,  and  should  this  year  be  replaced  by  new 
trousers.  Upwards  of  100  uniforms  have  been  repaired  during  the 
year,  at  a  cost  of  about  1 100. 00. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  and  ask  that  a  sum  sufficient  to 
enable  me  to  put  the  uniforms,  where  needed,  in  repair,  be  appro- 
priated in  addition  to  the  regular  appropriation.  The  amount  I  shall 
be  better  able  to  determine  after  a  formal  and  thorough  inspection  of 
the  clothing  that  I  am  preparing  to  make  is  concluded,  and  of  which 
I  will  make  a  special  report. 

The  fatigue  caps  are  in  many  companies,  nearly  all,  in  constant 
use  for  drills  and  duty,  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones,  and  if 
this  is  done,  I  recommend  that  the  style  of  cap  with  falling,  or 
crescent  visor  be  adopted,  being  more  durable,  easier  to  fit  to  men 
where  changes  are  made,  protects  the  eyes,  and  the  ornaments,  let- 
ters, &c.,  can  be  so  placed  upon  them,  they  will  not  be  continually 
faUing  off,  as  is  the  case  with  the  straight  visor  cap. 

That  some  uniforms  and  overcoats,  as  well  as  some  accoutrements, 
have  been  lost,  I  am  well  satisfied,  a  small  portion  unavoidable,  and 
this  will  be  referred  to  under  the  head  of  inspection. 

The  uniforms  are  still  used  by  some  commands  for  purposes  not 
legitimately  military,  without  authority. 

In  accordance  with  General  Order  No.  6,  0.  S.,  I  prepared,  and 
furnished  the  several  companies  with,  suitable  blank  forms  for  the 
quarterly  returns  of  property  required  by  this  order.     The  returns 
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are  not  yet  all  made,  seven  being  due  for  the  September^  and  fire  for 
the  December  report. 

ARMO&IBS. 

The  armories,  both  those  owned  by  the  State  and  those  hired  by 
the  companies,  are  kept  usually  in  good  order  by  those  occupying 
them.  The  armory  owned  by  the  State  and  occupied  by  Battery  A, 
has  been  repaired  under  the  direction  of  a  Legislative  committee,  the 
expenses  being  defrayed  by  a  special  appropriation  of  $800,  which  put 
the  roof  and  water  gutters  in  good  order,  and  caused  the  outside 
walls  and  rooms  in  the  tower  to  present  a  more  respectable  condition. 
The  company,  at  its  own  expense,  laid  an  excellent  floor  of  hard  pine 
in  the  main  hall.  The  armory  at  East  Greenwich  is  now  occupied  by 
the  Kentish  Guards,  and  Beno  Post,  G.  A.  B.,  and  is  in  apparent 
good  order. 

I  have  had  no  reason  to  change  my  opinion  as  expressed  on  a  for- 
mer report,  but  to  the  contrary,  have  had  everything  to  substantiate 
it,  in  regard  to  the  great  and  growing  necessity,  the  policy,  the  ulti- 
mate economy,  as  well  as  the  inestimable  advantage  to  the  militia,  of 
a  substantial  building  of  proper  dimensions  for  the  armories  and  drill 
hall  for  this  force.  Too  much  valuable  time  is  devoted  to  fairs  or 
other  like  entertainments,  annually,  to  raise  funds  to  meet  rents,  &c. 

The  battery,  as  now  located,  may  be  of  little  use  for  any  sudden 
call,  and  the  property  of  this  department,  stored  as  it  is  in  various 
places,  is  neither  convenient  or  safe,  but  should  have  a  place  prepared 
for  it,  where  it  can  be  overhauled  easily  and  properly. 

INSPECTION  OF  ARMS,    UNIFORMS  AND  ACCOUTREMENTS, 

AND  ARMORIES. 

The  annual  inspection  of  this  property  in  the  hands  of  the  militia 
was  made  by  me  during  the  months  of  January  and  February,  in 
which  I  was  occupied  29  half  days  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 
This  work  is  now  done  by  daylight,  in  order  to  better  ascertain  the 
true  condition,  as  it  would  be  found  impossible  to  do  it  all,  or  well. 
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at  the  eyening  inspection  of  drill.  Each  company  was  timely  served 
with  a  notice  to  have  all  the  uniforms  in  the  armory  at  the  time  of 
inspection.  The  equipments  are  expected  to  be  always  there.  The 
result  of  the  inspection  has  been  already  reported  to  you  and  made  a 
part  of  the  figure  of  merit  as  published  in  the  Adjutant  General's 
report.  Too  much  laxity  in  the  responsibility  of  commanding  officers 
is  manifested,  and  upon  resigning  their  command  do  not  properly 
turn  over  the  property  to  their  successor  in  office,  or  the  officer  upon 
whom  the  command  is  devolved.  Officers  assuming  command  of 
companies  do  not  exercise  the  diligence  they  should  in  examination 
of  the  inventories  of  property  thus  placed  in  their  charge^  but  too 
often  leave  the  matter  to  convenience,  or  absolute  necessity,  and  I 
doubt  if  in  some  commands  any  account  would  be  given,  but  for  the 
obligation  required  by  an  annual  inspection.  I  found  the  arms  from 
an  acceptable  condition,  to  that  of  excellent  order.  The  arms  of  two 
companies  were  in  poor  order,  and  were  afterwards  cleaned  and  re-in- 
spected. The  arms  of  one  company  were  in  poor  order,  and  were 
ordered  cleaned,  and  have  since  been  presented  in  fair  order.  The 
uniforms  are  in  very  much  better  order  in  some  companies  than  in 
others.  There  is  need  of  repairs  of  coats  and  blouses,  of  some  new 
blouses  and  trousers,  and  nearly  all  require  new  forage  caps,  these 
being  in  constant  use  at  drills.  Much  of  the  property  not  brought  to 
the  armory  was  said  to  be  where  it  could  be  found,  in  hands  of  men 
who  had  neglected  to  bring  it  in  as  ordered.  To  show  how  large  a 
proportion  of  the  property  was  not  in,  and  that  those  who  deserve 
credit  may  have  it,  I  give  it  in  round  numbers  to  each  battalion,  as  to 
uniforms  and  equipment.  Each  company  of  infantry  has  to  account 
for  375  articles  of  uniform,  and  470  of  equipment.  The  cavalry  and 
battery  have  a  larger  amount  in  property. 

Not  in  the  armories  for  inspection:  Of  the  First  Battalion,  articles 
of  uniform,  68;  of  equipment,  18.  Of  the  Second  Battalion,  articles 
of  uniform,  100;  of  equipment,  61.  Of  the  Fourth  Battalion,  ar- 
ticles of  uniform,  202;  of  equipment,  41.  Of  the  Fifth  Battalion  of 
Infantry,  articles  of  uniform,  203;  of  equipment,  63.     Of  the  Cav- 
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airy,  of  nniform,  15;  of  equipment^  47.     Of  the  Battery  A,  articles 
of  uniform,  68;  of  equipment,  35. 

The  companies  that  presented  all  their  property  for  inspection — ^for 
which  they  were  given  credit — were,  viz. :  Companies  0  and  D,  First 
Battalion  of  Infantry,  and  Troop  B,  of .  the  Oavalry.  Company  E, 
of  the  First  Battalion,  was  short  but  one  pair  of  trousers,  and  Com- 
pany D,  of  the  Second  Battalion,  was  short  but  one  dress  coat,  both 
of  which  were  accounted  for.  The  arms  and  equipments  in  possession 
of  the  Newport  Artillery  Company,  the  United  Train  of  Artillery, 
and  the  Bristol  Artillery,  were  all  in  their  armories  at  inspection,  and

General:  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  "Militia  Law/'  I  have 
the  honor  to  herewith  present  my  report  of  the  worls  pertaining  to  this  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1883. 

I  have  attended  mpst  occasions  of  ceremony  and  duty  in  response  to  invitations 
and  conformity  to  law,  but  owing  to  the  severe  and  continued  illness  of  my 
partner  in  business,  have  not  been  able  to  attend  all. 

This  department  has  examined  for  the  "  Soldier's  Home"  twenty-four  (24)  ap- 
plicants, has  written  many  letters  answering  questions  in  regard  to  pensions, 
possibility  of  procuring  the  same,  the  manner  of  doing  so,  and  an  almost  in- 
numerable number  of  questions  in  relation  to  the  "  Home,'*  pensions,  back  pay, 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.

My  pr«deceuor  In  olBce,  Brig.  Geo.  John  F.  Tobe;,  died  at  his  residence  in 
Providence,  Oct.  0,  1883,  after  n  lingering  and  distressing  Illness,  of  wblch  de- 
tailed mention  wa«  msde  In  the  report  of  this  department  for  the  jeax  1882. 
Kollowing  bit  death,  I  performed  tbe  duties  of  the  department  as  Acting  Judge 
AdvocaW'Oeneral,  at  provided  by  law  in  Sec.  40,  Chap.  268  of  the  Public  Sututes 
until  tbe  Jan.  Hcwlon  of  the  Qeaera]  Assembly  following,  when,  on  the  7tb  day 
itf  February,  1868,  1  was  elected  to  the  posiUon  of  Judge  Advocate-General, 
ritwle  vacsnt  by  (luneral  Tobey's  death.

I  above  referred  to  as  having  been  passed  upon  aroae  upon  a 
tbe  Adjutant- General  from  Lieut.  Col.  G.  H.  Van  Slyck,  corn- 
ed Train  of  Artillery,  an  independent  chartered  company  of 
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ProTidence,  asking,  for  reasons  therein  set  foith,  that  the  commission  of  Alex- 
ander W.  Forsyth,  as  First  Lieutenant  and  Quartermaster  of  said  United  Train 
of  Artillery,  be  revoked  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  Upon  reference  of  that 
communication  to  this  department,  the  law  bearing  upon  the  matters  involved 
was  carefully  examined,  and  on  December  18, 1888,  an  opinion  was  submitted  to 
the  Adjutant-General  setting  forth  as  the  opinion  of  this  department  **  that  Lieut. 
Forsyth  is  a  Staff  Officer  within  the  meaning  of  Sec.  48,  Chap.  258  of  the  Public 
Statutes;  that  Lieut.  Col.  Van  Slyck  may  properly  apply  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  the  revocation  of  Lieut.  Forsyth's  commission ;  and  that  the  power  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief  is  sufficient  under  the  law  to  revoke  such  commission 
upon  such  request,  if  in  bis  judgment  the  reasons  alleged  are  sufficient,  or  in  his 
opinion  the  good  of  the  service  will  be  promoted  by  such  revocation." 

The  most  important  matters  to  be  noticed  in  connection  with  the  Militia  Law 
are  the  enactments  of  the  General  Assembly  during  the  year. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  this  department,  attention  was  called  to  a  draft 
of  an  amendment  submitted  by  me  at  the  January  Session,  1882,  more  accurately 
defining  the  tenure  of  office  of  staff  officers,  and  it  was  recommended  that  the 
whole  subject  of  tenure  of  office  receive  the  early  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. At  the  following  session  (January,  1883)  the  (General  Assembly  acted 
upon  this  matter,  and  by  an  Act  which  appears  as  Chap.  345  of  the  Public  Laws 
enacted  that  all  officers  elected  should  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  years  of 
their  respective  grades,  dating  from  each  election,  and  not  for  the  unexpired 
terms  of  their  predecessors;  and  providing  that  this  Act  should  apply  to  all 
officers  then  in  office,  as  well  as  to  those  afterwards  elected. 

There  was  also  submitted  and  recommended  at  the  same  time  a  bill  for  an  Act 
to  impose  a  penalty  in  cases  where  arms,  uniforms  or  equipments  belonging  to 
the  State  were  improperly  used,  or  secreted,  sold,  or  withheld  when  demanded 
by  the  proper  officers.  That  bill  was  also  enacted  at  the  January  session,  1883, 
and  became  a  law  under  the  caption  of  Chap.  850  of  the  Public  Laws. 

At  the  same  session  (January,  1883)  the  grade  of  Medical  Director  of  the 
Brigade  was  raised  from  Major  to  Lieut. -Colonel;  the  Provost  Marshal  and 
Captain  of  the  Signal  Corps  were  declared  to  be  attached  to  the  brigade  staff; 
independent  chartered  companies  were  authorized  to  receive  pay  whenever 
specially  ordered  to  perform  duty  by  the  Commander-in-Chief;  and  the  pay  of 
all  officers  in  the  militia,  when  on  duty,  was  fixed  to  correspond  to  the  pay  of 
officers  of  the  United  States  Army,  of  the  same  grades.  These  changes  were 
made  by  an  Act  passed  April  18,  1883,  appearing  in  the  Public  Laws  as  Chap. 
875. 

Upon  the  same  date  (April  13,  1883)  was  also  passed  an  Act,  Chap.  376  of  the 
Public  Laws,  providing  that  each  independent  chartered  company  should  receive 
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one  hundred  doUare  per  annum  for  pay  of  an  armorer,  and  should  be  reimbursed 
the  necessary  expenses  of  heating  and  lighting  their  armories,  when  said  armories 
are  required  to  be  used  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

I  have  been  present  upon  occasions  of  duty  and  ceremony  throughout  the  year 
aggregating  twenty -three  days  in  uniform,  including  inspections  by  the  Adjutant 
(General, the  ceremonies  of  inauguration  at  Newport,  the  ceremonies  at  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Burnside  Memorial  at  Bristol,  the  centennial  celebration  at  New- 
burgh,  N.  Y.,  the  celebration  of  Evacuation  Day  in  New  York  City,  and  (at  the 
request  of,  and  representing  His  Excellency  the  €k>vernor)  at  the  celebration  of 
the  Carnival  season  at  Montreal,  Canada,  in  January,  1883. 

There  is  still  pending  in  this  department  a  question  concerning  commissions  of 
officers  in  independent  chartered  companies,  submitted  to  me  upon  the  26th  day 
of  the  present  month,  upon  which  I  shall  have  the  honor  of  submitting  an  opinion 
so  soon  as  the  necessary  documents  and  records  can  be  procured  and  examined.

Governor:— The  Commissioner  of  Dams  and  Reservoirs  herewith 
presents  the  second  annual  report  of  work  performed  under  his  com- 
mission. 

At  the  date  of  the  preceding  repoi*t  there  remained  one  hundred 
and  forty-nine  dams  and  reservoirs  that  had  not  been  passed  upon. 
These  have  since  received  the  personal  inspection  of  the  Commissioner, 
making  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  fifteen  dams  and  reservoirs  within 
the  State.  If  there  are  still  others  that  have  escaped  the  notice  of 
the  Commissioner,  they  are  probably  of  minor  importance,  and  will 
be  reached  at  a  future  time. 

This  large  number  of  structures  preclude  the  possibility  of  other 
than  a  cursory  examination  of  all  of  them  in  the  time  since  the  date 
of  the  commission.  The  location  of  every  one  has  been  ascertained, 
and  may  be  readily  referred  to,  both  in  report  and  on  the  ground. 

The  dimensions  and  form  of  the  structures,  the  material  of  which 
they  are  composed,  the  existence  of  leaks  and  their  actions,  the  extent 
of  reservoir,  and  its  position  as  a  source  of  danger  in  case  of  accident, 
have  all  been  kept  in  view  and  noted. 

In  the  previous  and  accompanying  reports  it  wiU  be  observed  that 
there  are  many  large  and  important  reservoirs  scattered  over  the  State. 
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There  are  a  number  of  this  class  whose  stability  is  at  least  question- 
able. The  ezcessiye  drought  that  has  prevailed  through  the  past  two 
years  has  so  reduced  the  springs  and  watercourses,  that  the  reseryoirs 
in  many  cases  have  become  entirely  empty,  and  others  but  partially 
filled,  so  that  the  strength  of  the  structures  that  confine  them  haye 
not  been  taxed,  nor  their  retaining  capacity  obseryed  as  they  might 
have  been  in  seasons  of  ordinary  rainfall.  This  reduced  condition  of 
the  reservoirs  has  however  afforded  the  Commissioner  the  opportunity 
of  making  many  examinations  that  could  not  otherwise  have  been 
made,  and  which  will  be  of  seryice  in  future  examinations  by  compar- 
isons under  greater  heads  of  water. 

In  reply  to  expressed  doubts  as  to  the  stability  of  a  dam  where  leaks 
are  manifest,  the  Commissioner  is  often  told  that  ''the  dam  has  stood 
for  many  years  in  its  present  condition,"  This  might  appear  to  be 
good  evidence  of  its  future  stability;  but  in  cases  of  marked  and 
prominent  leakage  it  is  difficult  to  determine  **  the  present  condi- 
tion '^  of  the  interior  of  the  dam,  where  slow  but  fatal  changes  may 
be  going  on.  Instances  are  recorded  where  the  ''  present  condition  " 
was  suddenly  changed  to  fatal  results. 

The  reservoirs  of  greatest  magnitude  and  whose  position  render 
them  a  source  of  danger  in  case  of  accident  have  been  noted,  and  will 
receive  special  attention. 

In  cases  of  palpable  and  imminent  danger,  the  attention  of  the 
proprietor  has  been  directed  to  them,  and  the  response  has  been 
prompt  and  courteous. 

The  details  of  the  work  performed  under  the  commission  during 

the  past  year  and  arranged  under  the  heads  of  the  respective  towns,

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SMITHFIELD. 

Oeorgiaville  Dam  and  Reservoir. 

Since  the  date  of  the  preyions  annual  report,  the  work  on  the 
anziliary  sluice-way  through  the  Georgiaville  dam  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  the  Bemon  Manufacturing  Gom- 
pany  petitioned  the  Supreme  Court  to  so  modify  the  order  for  drawing 
off  the  water,  as  to  require  them  to  draw  it  down  to  twenty-five  and 
a  half  feet  below  the  crest  of  the  roUway. 

The  commissioner  recommended  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and 
the  Court  assenting  thereto  the  sluice-way  was  excavated  to  that 
depth,  and  the  natural  stream  flows  through  it  unobstructed. 

Since  the  withdrawing  of  the  water  from  the  reservoir,  every  one 
of  the  numerous  leaks  have  entirely  subsided,  (excepting  the  one 
claimed  by  the  Company  and  admitted  by  the  State  as  proceeding 
from  a  spring)  intimating  with  sufficient  accuracy,  their  origin  and 
course  of  travel,  from  the  reservoir  and  through  the  dam. 

The  interior  slope  of  the  dam  is  also  exposed  to  view,  and  its  con- 
dition justifies  the  order  for  the  reduction  of  the  water. 

The  annexed  diagram  represents  a  transverse  section  of  the  dam, 
and  shows  a  deficiency  of  material  used  in  its  construction,  and  the 
wasting  away  of  much  that  was  probably  used,  by  reason  of  the  slope 
being  too  abrupt  for  the  stability  of  earth  under  water. 

The  statement  made  before  a  former  commission  that  ^^at  one  time 
during  the  construction  of  the  dam,  some  thousands  of  loads  of  gravel 
slid  upon  the  water  side,"  shows  with  startling  clearness,  that  the 
manner  of  construction  was  extremely  faulty,  and  the  structure  from 
the  beginning  a  dangerous  retainer  for  so  great  an  amount  of  water. 

The  commissioner  has  received  no  intimation  as  to  the  future  dis- 
position of  the  dam.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  reservoir  should 
not  be  refilled  until  the  dam  is  properly  strengthened. 
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PROVIDENCE. 

Wanskuck  Company^s  Dam  and  Reservoir  at  the  Whipple  mill  privi- 
lege on  West  River. 

This  dam  has  been  constructed  during  the  past  year  under  the 
direction  of  S.  B.  Gushing,  Engineer  for  the  Company. 

The  Westerly  section  of  the  dam  is  an  embankment  composed  of 
an  excellent  material  of  earth  in  an  abundant  quantity^  and  placed  in 
the  structure  in  well  compacted  layers. 

The  Easterly  section  which  forms  the  roUway  for  the  dam,  is  com- 
posed entirely  of  solid  stone  masonry  with  hammer  dressed  beds  and 
joints  laid  in  continuous  courses  and  cemented^  resting  upon  a  sub- 
stantial frame-work  of  yellow  pine  timber,  a  portion  of  which  rests 
upon  quick-sand  and  is  secured  on  all  sides  by  sheet-piling. 

The  interstices  of  the  timber-work  are  filled  with  concrete^  and  the 
frame  is  floored  with  six  inch  plank  and  covered  with  concrete  one 
foot  in  depth,  and  upon  this  the  structure  rests. 

The  alignment  of  the  dam  forms  the  arc  of  a  circle  whose  radius  is 
eighty  feet,  the  convex  side  opposing  the  current  of  the  stream.  It 
is  sixty-seven  feet  in  length,  measured  on  the  arc,  nine  feet  high, 
eight  feet  wide  on  the  bottom  and  four  feet  on  the  top,  lined  on  the 
back  with  a  coating  of  concrete  and  backed  with  an  abundant  supply 
of  gravel. 

The  abutments  at  each  end  of  the  dam  are  massive  stone  masonry. 

The  sluiceway  is  through  an  iron  cylinder  three  feet  in  diameter 
and  placed  in  the  abutment  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  dam. 

The  entire  structure  ranks  with  dams  of  the  first  class,  and  flows 
an  area  of  about  six  acres. 

SCITUATE. 
Ponagansett  Mill  Privilege,  on  Ponaga7isett  River. 

This  dam  was  constructed  in  1883  under  the  direction  of  S.  B. 
Cashing,  engineer  for  the  company.  It  consists  of  an  embankment 
of  earth  and  a  roUway  of  solid  stone  masonry. 
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The  embankment  is  composed  of  sand  and  gravel  mixed  with  clay, 
and  forming  a  suitable  material  for  its  purpose.  It  is  three  hundred 
feet  in  length,  twenty  feet  wide  on  the  top,  with  the  outer  slope  of 
one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular,  and  the 
inner  slope  of  two  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular  and  pro- 
tected by  eighteen  inches  thick  rip-rap. 

The  foot  of  the  outer  slope  is  held  by  a  retaining  wall  of  substan- 
tial stone  masonry,  seven  feet  high  on  the  average.  The  structure  is 
thirty-six  feet  high,  with  a  concrete  wall  twenty-four  inches  thick  at 
bottom  and  nine  inches  thick  at  the  top,  extending  through  the  center 
of  the  dam  from  end  to  end,  and  from  the  foundation,  to  three  feet 
below  the  top  of  dam. 

The  top  of  embankment  is  five  and  a  half  feet  above  the  crest  of 
roUway.  All  the  material  forming  the  embankment  was  placed  on 
the  work  in  layers  and  puddled.  The  structure  rests  on  a  foundation 
of  solid  rock  and  hard-pan. 

The  roUway  is  composed  of  solid  stone  masonry  laid  in  cement, 
and  faced  with  "  bed  and  build  "  work.  It  is  twenty  seven  feet  high, 
twenty  feet  wide  on  the  bottom  and  eleven  feet  wide  on  the  top,  with 
face  batter  of  one  inch  in  twelve  inches,  and  back  batter  of  three 
inches  in  twelve  inches.  The  alignment  of  the  rollway  is  an  arc  of 
a  circle  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  radius,  and  eighty-one  feet  in 
length. 

The  draw  off  pipe  is  thirty  inches  in  diameter,  laid  in  abutment, 
with  center  of  pipe  twenty-six  inches  below  surface  of  full  pond. 

All  the  masonry  in  the  rollway  and  wing  walls  rest  on  a  foundation 
of  solid  rock. 

The  structure  may  well  rank  with  dams  of  the  first  class. 

ff .  P.  King^s  Bobbin  Mill  Privilege. 

This  privilege  is  on  a  small  stream,  tributary  to  the  Ponagansett 
river,  which  it  joins  about  a  mile  below  Ponagansett  village. 

The  mill,  at  this  date,  (July  24,  1883)  is  not  in  operation.  The 
dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth  three  hundred  feet  in  length  and  ten 
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feet  high,  flowing  abont  fire  acres.  It  is  protected  both  on  the  apper 
and  lower  sides  with  retaining  walls.  The  stnictare  is  in  fair  condi- 
tion and  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  its  parpose. 

The  priTilege  is  supplied  by  three  small  ponds  on  the  same  stream^ 
all  of  which  appear  to  be  secure. 

Saw  Mia  Privilege.     {Next  below  G.  P.  King's.) 

The  saw  mill  formerly  operated  by  this  pririlege  was  recently  de- 
stroyed and  the  privilege  is  not  used.  The  pond  is  of  small  area,  and 
its  retaining  structure  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  its  purpose. 

The  four  last  mentioned  ponds  are  on  a  small  but  rapid  stream, 
which  is  said  to  be  subject  to  heayy  floods,  and  inasmuch  as  on  the 
security  of  these  ponds  depends  the  safety  of  property  below,  it  is 
recommended  that  while  the  ponds  remain  unused,  the  gates  in  the 
dams  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  flow  of  the  natural  stream. 

LINCOLN  AND  NORTH   SMITHFIELD. 

Womsocket  Water  Works. 

The  reservoir  for  the  supply  of  the  Woonsocket  Water  Works  is  on 
Crook  Fall  Brook,  a  tributary  of  the  Blackstone  river  and  the  bound- 
ary line  between  the  towns  of  Lincoln  and  North  Smithfield. 

The  reservoir  and  dam  are  partly  within  the  limits  of  each  of  those 
towns,  and  near  the  confluence  of  those  streams. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth  of  suitable  quality,  placed  in 
layers  and  puddled  with  water. 

It  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  twenty  feet  wide  on  the 
top,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  forty-four 
feet  high  to  the  surface  of  full  pond,  and  fifty  feet  high  to  top  of 
embankment. 

The  structure  is  lined  from  base  to  top  throughout  its  entire  length, 
with  two  separate  walls  of  stone  masonry,  each  four  feet  thick  at  the 
bottom  and  laid  in  cement  so  as  to  be  impervious  to  water,  and  the 
space  between  them  filled  with  concrete. 
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The  inner  slope  is  protected  by  rip-rap  ;  the  exterior  slope  and  top 
of  dam  are  covered  with  eight  inches  soil  dressing. 

The  overflow  of  the  reservoir  is  independent  of  the  dam^  and  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above,  and  is  discharged  into  the  stream 
about  the  same  distance  below  the  dam. 

The  work  of  construction  is  now  (December  1,  1883)  being  prose- 
cuted with  vigor,  under  the  direction  of  John  W.  Ellis,  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the.  Woonsocket  Water  Works. 

The  work  is  far  advanced,  and  when  completed  according  to  the 
plans  and  specifications  filed  in  this  ofiSce,  will  undoubtedly  prove  to 
be  a  reliable  structure. 

COVENTRY. 

PecJeham  Manufacturing  Company's  Mill  Privilege  at  Coventry  Centre. 

Mill  No,  1  {Lower  Privilege). 

The  pond  at  this  priyilege  covers  an  area  of  about  two  and  a  half 
acres,  and  is  retained  by  a  dam  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  twelve 
feet  high  and  twelve  feet  wide  on  the  top.  It  is  composed  of  a  good 
material  of  earth,  backed  by  a  substantial  stone  wall  which  remains 
in  the  same  condition  as  when  constructed  twenty  years  ago.  The 
front  is  a  slope  of  earth  with  an  inclination  of  two  feet  horizontal  to 
one  foot  perpendicular. 

The  rollway  is  thirty-six  feet  in  length,  and  is  composed  of  stone 
and  woodwork,  backed  with  an  ample  supply  of  earth. 

The  flume  is  constructed  of  wood  which  the  company  intend  to 
replace  with  stone  masonry  at  an  early  day. 

The  entire  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

The  privilege  discharges  at  once  into  the  great  reservoir  at  Coventry 
Centre. 

Peckham  Manufacturing  Company's  Mill  Privilege  at  Coventry  Centre. 

No.  2  ( Upper  Privilege). 

The  reservoir  supplying  this  privilege  is  of  great  extent,  covering 
an  area  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres. 
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The  dam  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  length,  fourteen  feet 
high  and  sixteen  feet  wide  on  the  top.  It  is  composed  of  a  good  mar 
terial  of  earth,  and  lined  on  the  back  with  substantial  stone  masonry. 

The  rollway  is  forty  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet  high.  It  is  built 
of  wood  and  backed  with  an  abundant  supply  of  good  material  of 
earth. 

The  company  propose  to  construct  a  new  rollway  of  solid  stone 
masonry  in  place  of  the  present  one,  during  the  next  summer 
months. 

The  water  from  this  reservoir  is  conducted  to  the  works  below 
through  a  long  trench  and  penstock. 

The  whole  structure  is  in  good  condition,  and  appears  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  great  responsibility  imposed  upon  it. 

The  New  York  and  New  England  Bailroad  passes  over  a  portion  of 
this  reservoir. 

Stone  Mill  Privilege,  on  Bowen^a  Hill  Stream. 

The  mill  for  this  privilege  has  not  been  completed,  and  the  pond 
has  not  been  raised. 

The  dam  forms  also  the  public  highway,  which  passes  over  it.  The 
structure  will  undoubtedly  be  sufficient  for  its  requirements  when  put 
in  service. 

Potterville  Bobbin  Shop  and  Saw  Mill  Privilege, 

This  privilege  is  not  occupied.  The  dam  is  three  hundred  feet  in 
length  and  ten  feet  high,  with  a  rollway  thirty  feet  long  and  com- 
posed of  wood- work  which  is  considerably  decayed. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  nine  feet  wide  on  the  top, 
and  backed  with  a  retaining  wall. 

The  structure  is  probably  secure  for  the  present,  and  its  loss  in  any 
event  would  probably  cause  but  slight  damage. 

Artemus  Stone's  Saw  Mill  and  Shingle  Mill  Privilege  on  Bowen'e 

Hill  Brook, 

Dam  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  including  a  rollway  of 
fifty  feet. 
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The  structure  is  slight  and  roughs  and  the  small  quantity  of  water 
which  it  confines  is  of  little  importance  in  any  eyent. 

John  Scotfs  Grist  Mill  Privilege  on  Bowen's  Brook. 

The  dam  is  a  slight  structure^  and  the  pond  which  it  holds  is  cor- 
respondingly diminutive,  and  both  of  little  importance  as  sources  of 
danger  in  any  event. 

• 

Benoni  Havens^  Grist  Mill  and  Shingle  Mill  Privilege  on  Bowen^s 

Hill  Brook, 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  being  constructed  at  this  date  (October 
23d,  1883).  It  is  an  embankment  composed  of  a  good  material  of 
earth  in  sufficient  quantity,  resting  upon  a  foundation  of  hard-pan. 

The  structure  will  be  sufficient  for  its  purpose,  flowing  an  area  of 
about  three  acres  of  shallow  water. 

Olneg  Mathewson  Estate  Mill  Privilege  on  Bowen^s  Hill  Brook. 

The  pond  supplying  this  privilege  is  of  very  small  dimensions,  and 
is  held  by  a  roughly  constructed  dam  about  two  hundred  feet  in 
length,  including  a  roUway  fifty  feet  in  length  and  four  feet  high. 

The  structure  rests  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock  and  appears  to  be 
sufficient  for  its  purpose. 

James  Sheave's  Saw  Mill  Privilege  on  Bowen's  Hill  Brook. 

The  mill  at  this  privilege  is  destroyed,  and  the  water  drawn  off 
from  the  pond. 
The  dam  appears  to  be  in  good  condition  for  service. 

Charles  Vaughan's  Saw  Mill  and  Shingle  Mill  Privilege  on  Moosup 

River. 

This  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  two  acres.  The  dam  is  roughly 
constructed,  but  appears  to  have  answered  its  purpose  for  many  years 
in  about  the  same  condition  as  at  present. 
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It  is  abont  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high, 
including  a  rollway  sixty  feet  long.  It  is  composed  of  an  embankment 
of  earth,  faced  with  retaining  wall.  There  are  apparently  no  danger- 
ous leaks,  and  the  structure  may  be  classed  as  probably  safe.  Its 
rupture  would  cause  but  little  damage  other  than  the  washing  away 
of  the  public  road  immediately  below  it. 

E.  Fairbanks'  Mill  Privilege  on  JUoosup  River. 

The  mill  formerly  operated  by  this  privilege  is  destroyed,  the  dam 
ruptured,  and  the  pond  drawn  off. 

Green's  Grist  Mill  Privilege  on  Buchshorn  River. 

Dam  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  including  a  rollway  sixty 
feet  long  and  ten  feet  high,  built  of  stone,  with  plank  lining  backed 
with  earth.  The  structure  flows  a  shallow  pond  covering  an  area  of 
about  two  acres,  and  appears  to  be  sufficiently  strong  and  safe  for  its 
purpose.  A  long  trench  conducts  the  water  from  pond  to  mill,  where 
a  great  fall  of  water  is  secured. 

Hophins'  Hollow  Reservoir  and  Peirce's  Grist  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  a  rollway  fifteen  feet 
long  and  nine  feet  high,  built  of  stone  and  timber  and  backed  with 
earth. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  lined  on  the  back  with  a  sub- 
stantial retaining  wall  of  stone. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  four  acres. 

A  small  catch-basin  is  located  immediately  below  the  dam,  and  from 
it  the  water  is  conducted  through  a  long  trench  to  the  mill. 

All  the  structures  appear  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Saw  Mill  and  Wheelwright  Shop  Privilege,  next  below  Peirce's  Grist 

Mill. 

This  pond  covers  a  very  small  area,  and  is  of  little  importance  as  a 
source  of  danger.

Its  rupture  would  probably  cause  but  slight  damage,  and  that  only 
to  the  proprietor  and  perhaps  to  the  public  highway  immediately  be- 
low it. 

The  dam  is  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet 
high.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth  backed  with  stone  wall.  The 
roUway  is  of  stone  backed  with  earth.  The  structure  is  rough,  but 
probably  safe  for  its  purpose. 

Ordss  Pond,  Amory  C,  Sampsony  proprietor. 

Cranberry  Pond  on  the  same  stream,  and  next  above  the  two  last- 
named  privileges. 

This  pond  is  said  to  cover  an  area  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres. 
The  public  highway  forms  the  embankment  of  the  two  ends  of  the 
dam,  and  passes  over  the  roUway  on  a  wooden  bridge  elevated  about 
ten  feet  above  it. 

The  roUway  is  thirty-six  feet  in  length  and  six  feet  high,  built  of 
stone  and  appears  to  be  sufficiently  strong  for  a  dam  of  that  height. 

The  pond  at  this  date  (October  26th,  1883)  is  nearly  drawn  off, 
and  there  are  no  indications  of  leakage. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  sufficiently  strong  and  safe  for  a  dam 
of  its  present  height  of  rollway,  which  could  flow  only  a  shallow 
pond.  There  is,  however,  a  supplementary  dam  composed  of  wood 
frame- work  about  eight  feet  high,  standing  on  the  crest  of  the  present 
stone  rollway.  In  case  it  should  hereafter  be  proposed  to  raise  the 
reservoir  to  that  increased  height,  the  proprietor  would  be  required 
to  make  the  structure  sufficiently  strong  to  insure  the  safety  of  the 
lives  and  property  in  its  course  below. 

Wilson's  Cranberry  Bog  Pond. 

This  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  ten  acres  of  shallow  water  flowed 
by  two  dams  aggregating  five  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  each  four 
feet  high.  The  structures  are  embankments  of  earth  in  slight  quan- 
tities, and  have  been  bored  by  musk-rats  so  as  to  endanger  their 
safety.  .  Their  loss  would  probably  cause  but  little  damage,  as  the 
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water  would  spread  over  a  wide  interval  and  soon  lose  itself  in  the 
upper  reservoir  of  the  Peckham  Manufacturing  Company  at  Coventry 
Centre. 

Serril  Oreeii's  Sawmill  Privilege^  next  above  the  upper  reservoir  of 
the  Peckham  Manufacturing  Company  at  Coventry  Centre. 

This  privilege  is  unused,  the  dam  ruptured  and  the  natural  stream 
flowing  through  uninterrupted. 

Flat  River  Reservoir y  {near  Coventry  Centre.) 

This  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  nine  hundred  acres,  and  is  the 
largest  in  area  of  any  artificial  reservoir  within  the  State.  The  dam 
is  divided  into  three  sections  by  two  depressions  or  intervals  of 
ground,  with  their  dividing  ridge.  The  sections  may  be  described  as 
follows  : 

The  southern  section  is  an  embankment  of  earth  of  good  quality 
and  sufficient  quantity.  It  is  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  twenty  feet 
high  and  eight  feet  wide  on  the  top.  The  slopes,  both  front  and  back, 
have  an  inclination  of  one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal,  to  one  foot 
perpendicular,  and  the  front  slope  is  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  middle  section  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  three  hundred  feet 
in  length,  four  feet  wide  on  the  top  and  four  feet  high.  The  surface 
of  the  ground  on  which  it  rests  is  about  level  with  the  surface  of  full 
pond. 

The  northern  section  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  fonr  hundred  and 
sixty-five  feet  in  length,  twenty  feet  high  and  ten  feet  wide  on  the 
top,  with  slopes,  both  front  and  back,  of  one  and  a  half  feet  horizon- 
tal to  one  foot  perpendicular. 

The  front  slope  is  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  sluicewav  is  located  near  the  south  end  of  this  section  of  the 
dam.  It  is  a  substantial  structure,  and  the  water  is  controlled  by 
suitable  gates,  drawing  from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir. 

The  rollwav  is  located  at  the  north  end  of  this  section  of  the  dam, 
and  rests  upon  a  ledge  of  solid  rock.     It  is  one  hundred  and  eighty 
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feet  in  length,  and  sixteen  feet  high  above  the  bottom  of  the  reserroir 
at  the  sluiceway.  It  is  composed  of  sfcone  masonry  laid  in  cement 
and  backed  with  earth  to  the  top  and  extending  on  the  same  level  one 
hundred  feet  into  the  reservoir. 

The  reservoir  at  this  date  (October  27th,  1883,)  is  nearly  empty, 
and  the  face  of  the  dam  exposed  to  view.  It  shows  no  indication  of 
wear  by  wave-wash  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  structure  appears  to 
be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

There  is  not  at  this  date  sufficient  water  in  the  reservoir  to  detect 
leakage,  if  any  should  exist  at  full  pond;  but  there  are  no  indications 
to  show  that  any  serious  leakage  has  ever  appeared. 

Wc^hingion  Mill  {upper privilege)  George  H.  Tyler  <&  Co.j  Proprietors. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  about  eighty  feet  in  length  and  ten 
feet  high,  with  a  roUway  over  its  entire  length.  It  is  a  stone  struc- 
ture resting  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock  and  abutting  on  substantial 
stone  masonry  at  both  ends. 

The  trenches  from  pond  to  mills  on  both  sides  of  the  river  are 
built  of  heavy  stone  masonry,  and  the  entire  work  appears  to  be  in 
good  condition. 

Washifigton  Mill  {lower  privilege,) 

The  mill  formerly  operated  by  this  privilege  is  destroyed.  The 
dam  is  one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  constructed  of 
solid  stone  masonry  and  abutting  on  the  same  character  of  masonry 
at  each  end.  The  entire  structure  will  rank  with  dams  of  the  first 
class. 

Quidnick  Reservoir. 

This  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  four  hundred  acres.  The  dam  is 
six  hundred  feet  in  length,  fourteen  feet  high  and  eighteen  feet  wide 
on  the  top.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth  lined  on  the  back  with 
a  substantial  stone  retaining  wall  which  appears  to  be  in  the  same 
condition  as  when  built.    The  water  at  this  date  (October  26th,  1883) 
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is  drawn  off  so  as  to  leave  the  entire  structare  exposed  to  view.  The 
face  of  the  dam  is  well  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  rollway  (or  overflow)  is  over  the  nataral  surface  of  the  ground 
near  the  east  end  of  the  dam. 

The  structure  has  no  indications  of  danger  in  any  probable  event 

Spring  Lake  Mill  Privilege  on  Mishnock  stream. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  forty  acres.  The 
dam  forms  a  part  of  the  public  highway  which  passes  over  it,  forming 
a  compact  and  substantial  structure.  The  pond  is  about  one  mile  in 
length.     It  is  narrow  and  shallow. 

Pat  Mill  Privilege,  E,  Z.  Anthony,  proprietor. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  an  embankment  of  earth  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet  high.  It  is  composed  of  an  ample 
quantity  of  good  material  of  earth.  The  pond  covers  an  area  of  about 
two  acres,  and  the  structures  appear  to  be  sufficient  to  control  it  at 
all  times. 

Tiogue  Reservoir,  on  a  small  stream,  and  near  its  confluence  with 

Flat  River  at  Anthony. 

The  superficial  area  of  this  reservoir  is  about  two  hundred  acres  ; 
and,  situated  as  it  is,  in  the  vicinity  and  above  a  populous  district,  its 
security  becomes  a  matter  of  importance. 

The  entire  length  of  the  dam  is  about  one-third  of  a  mile,  one-half 
of  which  needs  only  to  be  from  four  to  six  feet  high. 

The  main  body  of  the  dam  has  a  height  of  fourteen  feet,  and  is 
twenty-four  feet  wide  on  the  top.  The  back  is  held  by  a  retaining 
wall,  the  face  being  slightly  out  of  line,  but  whether  by  accident  or 
otherwise  does  not  appear. 

The  water  at  this  date  (October  27th,  1883,)  is  reduced  to  a  point 
where  leakage  might  not  be  discovered,  had  any  existed  at  full  pond. 

Appearances  below  the  dam  seem  to  indicate  that  there  has  been 
leakage  at  some  time. 
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The  rollway  is  located  at  the  east  end  of  the  dam,  and  is  thirty  feet 
in  length. 

The  sluiceway  draws  from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir,  through  an 
iron  cylinder  of  three  feet  diameter.  Both  rollway  and  sluiceway 
might  seem  to  be  of  small  capacity  for  the  discharge  of  so  large  a 
reservoir. 

Anthony  Mill  Privilege  {on  Flat  River). 

This  pond  flows  an  area  of  about  ten  acres,  and  ia  retained  by  a  dam 
sixty-five  feet  in  length,  and  composed  of  wood  frame-work  filled  with 
stone  and  backed  with  earth. 

The  abutments  at  both  ends  of  the  dam  are  of  substantial  stone 
masonry. 

The  rollway  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  and  an  ad- 
ditional rollway  forty  feet  long,  near  the  south  end  of  the  dam,  dis- 
charges the  surplus  water  over  the  natural-formed  earth  and  stones. 

All  the  structures  confining  the  water  at  this  privilege  appear  to  be 
in  good  condition. 

Quidnick  Mill,   Upper  Privilege. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  composed  of  solid  stone  masonry,  with 
a  rollway  extending  over  its  entire  length.  It  is  one  hundred  and 
seven  feet  long  and  fourteen  feet  high,  resting  on  a  foundation  of 
solid  rock. 

The  abutments  at  each  end  of  the  dam  are  of  solid  stone  masonry, 
and  all  the  structures,  both  of  dam  and  trenches,  are  of  first  class 
work. 

Quidnick  Mill,  Lower  Privilege. 

This  dam,  like  the  one  next  above  it,  is  a  solid  stone  structure  with 
a  rollway  over  its  entire  length.  It  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet 
long  and  eight  feet  high,  resting  on  a  foundation  of  hardpan,  and 
abutting  at  each  end  on  massive  stone  masonry.  All  the  work  apper- 
taining to  this  dam,  like  that  of  the  one  next  above  it,  is  of  the  first 
class. 
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Black  Rock  Mill  Privilege,  Edwin  Potter,  Proprietor. 

This  privilege  is  supplied  by  two  ponds  of  very  small  proportions. 
The  dam  at  the  lower  pond  is  formed  by  the  public  highway  which 
passes  on  it,  and  the  upper  pond  is  retained  by  a  slight  embankment 
of  earth.  Both  are  possibly  sufficient  for  their  requirements.  Their 
loss  in  any  event  would  probably  afFect  no  one  besides  the  proprietor. 

Ice-House  Pond,  on  a  small  stream,  and  near  to  the  Black  Rock  MiU. 

The  pond  at  full,  covers  an  area  of  about  two  acres.  At  this  date, 
(October  29th^  1883,)  it  is  nearly  drawn  off.  The  dam  is  a  slightly 
formed  embankment  of  earth,  and  is  considerably  out  of  repair.  It 
should  be  properly  repaired  and  strengthened  before  the  pond  is  again 
filled.  The  position  of  the  privilege  appears  to  indicate  that  no  great 
amount  of  damage  would  result  from  its  loss. 

Piercers  Mill  Privilege  at  Harrisville,  on  Black  Rock  Stream. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  two  acres.  The 
dam  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  (including  sixteen  feet  of  rollway) 
and  ten  feet  high,  with  a  width  on  the  top  of  eight  feet.  The  struc- 
ture is  an  embankment  of  earth,  lined  on  the  back  with  a  substantial 
retaining  wall.  A  long  trench  and  penstock  conducts  the  water  from 
pond  to  mill. 

The  privilege  is  not  a  source  of  probable  danger  in  any  event. 

Harrisville  Mill  Privilege  at  Harrisville. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  with 
rollway  over  all  from  end  to  end.  It  is  constructed  of  stone,  and 
abuts  at  each  end  on  substantial  stone  masonry,  and  all  resting  on  a 
foundation  of  solid  rock. 

The  entire  work  appears  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  and  safe  condition. 
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WARWICK. 
Cro7npton  Mills,  on  Flat  River,  Upper  Privilege, 

This  dam  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  including  roUway 
and  trench  gates. 

It  rests  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock,  and  the  structure  appears  to 
be  substantial  in  all  its  parts. 

A  trench  fifty  feet  wide  and  about  half  a  mile  long  conducts  the 
water  from  pond  to  mills  when  a  fall  of  twenty-nine  feet  is  secured. 

Lower  Privilege, 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  feet  in  length,  with  two 
rollways  aggregating  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  with 
an  intermediate  section  sixty  feet  in  length,  composed  of  earth  and 
protected  by  substantial  stone  masonry. 

The  east  rollway  is  composed  of  wood  frame-work  filled  with  stone 
and  backed  with  earth.  It  has  no  leaks,  and  appears  to  be  in  good 
condition. 

The  west  rollway  is  a  structure  of  wood,  faced  with  substantial 
stone  masonry  laid  with  steps  in  continuous  courses  and  backed  with 
earth. 

All  the  work  appears  to  have  been  well  constructed,  and  remains  in 
good  condition. 

Centreville  Privilege  on  Flat  River. 

This  privilege  has  a  fall  of  fifteen  feet.  The  dam  is  a  wooden 
structure  of  cribs  filled  with  stone  and  backed  with  earth.  It  is  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  and  rests  on  a  foundation 
of  solid  rock.  The  structure  has  no  indications  of  danger  at  this 
time. 

Arctic  Privilege  on  Flat  River  {Quidnick  Company  Proprietors.) 

Dam  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  composed  of  solid  stone  masonry 
and  placed  immediately  below  the  old  dam,  which  is  now  filled  with 
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earth-work,  and  formiDg  a  substantial  backing  for  the  stone  structure. 

The  dam  at  each  end  abuts  on  massive  stone  masonry. 

The  rollway  extends  the  entire  length  of  the  dam  and  is  faced  with 
stone  masonry  laid  in  steps  of  continuous  courses.  The  privilege  has 
a  fall  of  twenty-eight  feet. 

The  sluiceway  is  through  an  iron  cylinder  three  feet  in  diameter. 

The  structure  ranks  with  dams  of  the  first  class. 

Clyde  Print  Works,  River  Point. 

Dam  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  with  rollway  over 
the  entire  length,  with  each  end  abutting  on  substantial  stone  ma- 
sonry. 

The  structure  is  composed  of  wooden  cribs  filled  with  stone,  and 
resting  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock.  Its  height  is  about  seven  feet. 
The  wood-work  is  partially  decayed,  and  some  leakage  is  apparent. 

The  company  contemplate  the  construction  of  a  new  dam  in  place 
of  the  present  one  at  an  early  day. 

A  trench  five  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  to  the 
works,  and  appears  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Lippitt  JfiU,  on  Pawtuxet  River. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  a  wooden  structure,  with  cribs  filled 
with  stone  and  backed  with  earth. 

The  rollway  and  trench  gates  extend  the  entire  length  of  the  dam, 
the  ends  of  which  abut  on  ledge  of  solid  rock,  and  the  whole  structure 
rests  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock. 

The  water  is  taken  from  pond  to  the  works  through  two  hundred 
feet  of  trench.  The  pond  is  of  small  area,  and  the  confining  struc- 
tures appear  to  be  ample  for  the  purpose. 

Phenix  Mill  Privilege  on  Patctuxei  River, 

A  wooden  frame  dam  about  sixteen  feet  high,  with  a  rollway  over 
its  entire  length.  The  back  slo|)e  of  the  frame  is  planked  and  backed 
with  earth.    The  west  end  of  the  structure  abuts  against  solid  ledge 
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of  rock,  and  the  east  end  against  massive  stone  masonry;  the  whole 
work  resting  on  solid  rock. 

A  trench  two  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from  pond 
to  mill. 

The  works  all  appear  to  have  been  well  constructed  and  are  in  good 
condition. 

Greene  Manufacturing  Company's  Upper  Mill,  on  Patotuxet  River. 

This  dam  is  a  first  class  structure  of  solid  stone  masonry.  It  is  one 
hundred  and  fifteen  feet  in  length,  each  end  abutting  against  massive 
stone  masonry,  and  all  resting  upon  solid  rock« 

The  privilege  has  a  fall  of  twenty  feet. 

Greene  Manufacturing  Company's  Lower  Mill,  on  Pawtuzet  River, 

This  dam  is  a  wooden  structure  of  framed  cribs  filled  with  stone. 
The  uppev  slope  of  the  frame  is  planked  and  backed  with  earth.  It 
is  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high. 

The  water  at  this  date  (September  18,  1883,)  is  two  inches  on  the 
roUway.     No  apparent  indications  of  danger. 

Natick  Mill  Privilege^  on  Pawtuxet  River. 

This  dam  was  constructed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty. 
It  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  feet  in  length,  and  twenty  feet  high, 
composed  of  a  well  braced  wooden  frame  with  the  upper  slope  planked 
and  backed  with  earth. 

The  lower  back  compartment  of  the  frame  is  filled  with  concrete 
masonry  to  prevent  leakage  at  the  base. 

The  water  at  this  date  (September  18th,  1883,)  is  two  inches  on 
the  roUway,  which  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

Pontiac  Mill  Privilege,  on  Pawtuxet  River. 

Dam  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  in  length  and  seven  feet  high,  com- 
posed of  wooden  frame-work  with  cribs  filled  with  stone  and  backed 
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with  earth.  There  is  some  leakage  through  the  structure,  but  it  is 
inconsiderable,  and  is  said  to  have  existed  from  the  construction  of 
the  work. 

Richard  Howard's  Woolen  Mill  Privilege, 

Dam  about  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  flowing 
a  pond  of  small  area. 

A  trench  seven  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from 
pond  to  mill. 

The  work  is  of  small  extent  and  unimportant  as  a  source  of  danger 
in  any  event. 

Smithes  Orist  Mill  Privilege. 

This  dam  was  constructed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two.     It  is  sixteen  feet  high  and  flows  an  area  of  about  four  acres. 

It  is  constructed  of  stone  masonry,  and  heavily  backed  with  a  good 
material'  of  earth,  and  appears  to  be  a  substantial  and  safe  structure. 

Oriental  Print  Works  Privilege^ 
A.  Jordan  {of  the  firm  of  Jordan^  Marsh  t^  Co.  y  of  Bostony)  proprietor. 

This  dam  is  about  one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high, 
composed  of  an  embankment  of  earth,  backed  with  a  retaining  wall. 
A  long  trench  connects  the  upper  with  the  lower  pond  from  which 
the  print  works  are  supplied. 

The  structures  which  confine  the  water  are  slight  works,  but  appear 
to  have  been  in  their  present  condition  a  long  time.  Their  destruc- 
tion would  probably  cause  but  little  damage  to  any  one  other  than  the 
proprietor. 

Old  Forge  Privilege,  at  mouth  of  Hunt's  River. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  ten  acres.  The 
dam  is  seventy-five  feet  in  length  and  six  feet  high,  built  of  stone  on 
the  face,  and  backed  with  earth  in  quantity  sufficient  for  its  purpose. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  condition  and  safe.     Its  rup- 
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tnre  in  any  event  would  cause  but  slight  damage^  the  water  falling 
at  once  upon  tide  water. 

Potowomut  Mill  Privilege^  on  Hunt's  River, 

The  entire  length  of  this  dam  is  three  hundred  feet,  including  roll- 
way,  trench  and  sluiceway  gates. 

The  dam  is  composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth,  and  the  lower 
side  is  lined  with  a  retaining  wall. 

The  roUway  is  ten  feet  high,  composed  of  a  wood  frame  filled  with 
stone  and  backed  with  earth. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  in  fair  condition.  Some  leakage  is  ap- 
parent, but  none  that  indicates  present  danger. 

The  river  here  is  the  dividing  line  between  Warwick  and  North 
Kingstown. 

EAST  GREENWICH. 
Oriental  Print  Works,  Bolton  Manufacturing  Co,,  Proprietors. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  was  constructed  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty  two,  and  ranks  with  dams  of  the  first  class.  It  is 
three  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  length,  including  a  roUway  eighty 
feet  long  and  twenty-one  feet  high. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth  of  excellent  quality  and  abun- 
dant quantity,  and  is  lined  in  the  centre  through  its  entire  length 
with  first  class  sheet  piling  driven  into  a  foundation  of  hard-pan. 

The  roll  way  is  a  solid  structure  of  stone  masonry  backed  with  an 
ample  supply  of  a  good  material  of  earth. 

The  pond  covers  an  area  of  eight  acres.  The  privilege  is  the  lowest 
one  on  the  stream,  and  discharges  its  water  at  once  upon  tide  water. 

Grist  Mill  Privilege  on  Frenchtown  River,  Wm.  N,  Allen,  Proprietor. 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eighteen  feet  high,  flowing 
an  area  of  about  four  acres. 

The  roUway  is  sixty  feet  in  length  and  sixteen  feet  high,  composed 
of  a  wooden  frame  partially  filled  with  stone  and  backed  with  earth. 
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The  wood-work  is  somewhat  decayed  and  weakened  by  age,  but 
possibly  secure  and  safe  at  this  time.  It  requires  watching,  and  a 
new  structure  in  its  place  is  recommended. 

Mill  Privilege  on  Frenchtown  River ^  next  above  Alienee  Orist  Mill. 

Dam  one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  flowing  a 
pond  of  very  small  area.  The  pririlege  is  unimportant  as  a  source 
of  danger. 

Saviuel  Madison^ 8  Shingle  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  the  roUway,  and  is 
composed  of  earth  of  good  quality. 

The  roUway  is  of  stone  backed  with  earth.  A  trench  one  hundred 
feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from  pond  to  mill. 

The  p(/nd  is  small  and  unimportant  as  a  cause  for  danger  in  any 
event. 

Oreen^s  Saw  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  long  and  eight  feet  high,  com- 
posed of  gravel  and  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  retaining  wall. 
The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  condition.  The  pond  has  an  area 
of  about  two  acres. 

Frenchtown  Mill  Privilege^  on  Frenchtown  River. 

A  trench  five  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from  pond 
to  mill.    . 

The  dam  is  four  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  including  two 
roUways,  each  twenty-five  feet  long  and  eighteen  feet  high.  The 
pond  covers  an  area  of  about  four  acres. 

The  structures  appear  to  be  in  ordinary  good  condition. 

CarcCs  Sawmill  Privilege. 

Dam  about  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  the  rollwaj, 
which  is  twenty  feet  long. 
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The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  eight  feet  wide  on  the  top, 
and  retained  both  on  the  upper  and  lower  sides  by  rough  cobble-stone 
walls.  The  structure  is  slight,  but  appears  to  have  been  in  about  the 
same  condition  for  many  years. 

The  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  six  acres. 

Payne^s  Oristmill  Privilege,  used  by  the  Bolton  Manufacturing  Co, 
as  a  supply  for  the  Oriental  Print  Works, 

The  dam  is  about  nine  feet  high,  and  is  well  constructed  with  an 
ample  amount  of  good  material  of  earth.  Its  security  may  be  assured 
in  any  probable  event. 

The  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  six  acres. 

WEST   GREENWICH. 
E.  Hopkins^  Mill  Privilege  at  Noose  Neck. 

The  mill  at  this  privilege  is  located  between  two  ponds  of  equal 
height,  connected  by  trench  and  wooden  penstock,  from  which  the 
privilege  is  supplied. 

The  west  pond  covers  only  a  very  small  area  and  its  retaining  struc- 
tures appear  to  be  sufficient  for  their  purpose. 

The  east  pond  forms  a  long  trench,  probably  two  thousand  feet  in 
length,  the  northerly  side  resting  on  the  natural  earth,  and  retained 
on  the  southerly  side  by  an  embankment  of  earth  varying  from  five 
feet  to  fifteen  feet  in  height,  extending  its  entire  length. 

The  embankment  is  slightly  formed,  and  has  at  several  times  been 
ruptured;  its  loss  affecting  only  the  proprietor. 

R.  K.  Edwards^  Tipper  Privilege  at  Noose  Neck, 

This  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  twenty  acres.  The  dam  is  an 
embankment  of  eai*th,  four  hundred  feet  in  length,  with  a  rollway 
one  hundred  feet  long  and  seven  feet  high.  The  embankment  is 
retained  on  the  lower  side  by  a  slightly  formed  stone  wall  which  is 
considerably  out  of  repair. 
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A  trench  two  hundred  feet  in  length  supplies  the  next  pond  below, 
which  flows  about  three  acres.  The  dam  is  three  hundred  feet  in 
length  and  fourteen  feet  high,  composed  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
earth  of  suitable  quality.  The  face  of  the  structure  is  protected  by 
rip-rap,  and  the  back  is  a  slope  of  earth  with  an  inclination  of  one  and 
a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular,  the  whole  forming  a 
substantial  and  safe  structure. 

From  this  pond,  a  trench  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  formerly  con- 
ducted the  water  to  a  mill  which  is  now  destroyed  and  the  privilege  is 
unused.  The  trench  is  empty  and  the  water  returned  to  the  natural 
bed  of  the  river.  The  old  trench  appears  to  have  been  slightly  formed 
for  the  required  service. 

Next  below,  on  the  same  stream,  is  a  slightly  formed  dam  flowing 
a  pond  of  small  area,  which  through  a  long  trench  supplies  the  R  E. 
Edwards  mill  privilege,  next  above  the  E.  Hopkins  mill  at  Noose 
Neck. 

The  three  last  described  dams  are  under  the  control,  and  receive 
the  careful  attention  of  Mr.  R.  K.  Edwards,  who  from  time  to  time, 
as  occasion  requires,  provides  for  their  safety. 

CapwelVs  Saw  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  in  poor  con- 
dition. Pond  of  very  small  area  and  unimportant  as  a  cause  of  danger 
in  any  event. 

Fry^s  Saw  Mill  and  Grist  Mill  Privilege, 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about  forty  acres.  The 
security  of  this  great  body  of  water  is  a  matter  of  importance,  located 
as  it  is  above  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  four  last  named  privileges.  Its 
sudden  discharge  at  full  pond  would  cause  the  destruction  of  mnch 
property,  and  very  probably  of  human  life. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth  two  hundred  feet  in  length, 
nine  feet  high  and  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the  top,  composed  of  a  good 
material  of  earth,  with  the  upper  slope  partially  protected  by  rip-rap. 
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and  the  lower  side  lined  with  a  fair  retaining  wall.  The  quantity  of 
material  used  in  the  structure  is  amply  sufficient  for  its  purpose.  The 
wooden  structures  provided  for  the  outlet  of  the  pond  appear  weak 
and  insufficient  in  case  of  heavy  overflow.  It  is  advised  that  they 
receive  additional  strength,  and  that  more  rip-rap  be  placed  upon  the 
face  slope  before  the  reservoir  be  again  filled. 

The  reservoir  at  this  date  (October  26th,  1883,)  is  nearly  empty. 
The  mills  formerly  operated  here  are  destroyed,  and  the  privilege  un- 
used, excepting,  j^rhaps,  as  a  storage  of  water  for  the  mills  below. 

The  dam  is  used  also  for  the  public  highway,  which  passes  over  its 
entire  length. 

Searles  GapwelVs  Saw  Mill  Privilege. 

The  reservoir  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  forty  acres. 
The  dam  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  including  a  rollway 
thirty  feet  long  and  eight  feet  high,  composed  of  stone  and  backed 
with  earth. 

The  proprietor  is  now  (October  30th,  1883,)  replacing  the  wood- 
work of  the  flume  and  sluiceway  with  new  and  substantial  work,  pre- 
senting a  secure  and  safe  structure.  The  water  from  this  privilege  is 
discharged  at  once  upon  the  Quidnick  Reservoir. 

The  old  Congdon  Lower  Mill  Privilege. 

The  mill  is  destroyed,  the  dam  ruptured  and  the  natural  stream 
flows  unobstructed  through  the  privilege. 

ITie  old  Congdon  Upper  Mill  Privilege. 

The  mill  formerly  operated  at  this  privilege  is  destroyed,  and  the 
dam  has  fallen  into  decay,  presenting  a  dilapidated  condition,  and 
retaining  only  an  unimportant  amount  of  water. 

Daniel  Tillinghaafs  Granherry  Pond. 

This  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  twenty  acres. 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high.     It  is 
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composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth  in  sufficient  quantity  for  its 
security. 

Liberty  Mill  Privilege ,  {on  branch  of  Wood  River.) 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in 
length  and  ten  feet  high,  flowing  an  area  of  about  seventy  acres.  It 
is  slightly  formed  and  in  poor  condition. 

A  trench  five  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from  pond 
to  mill.  The  westerly  side  of  the  trench  is  an  excavation  in  earth, 
and  the  easterly  side  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  slightly  formed  and 
in  poor  condition. 

The  total  fall  at  the  privilege  is  sixteen  feet.  The  proprietor  (Mr. 
Albert  Wells)  intends  making  the  necessary  repairs  during  the  present 
season. 

Sheffield  Phillips'  Saw  Mill  Privilegey  {on  branch  of  Wood  River  J) 

This  dam  is  newly  constructed  and  appeare  to  be  in  very  good  con- 
dition. It  flows  an  area  of  about  three  acres  and  gives  a  fall  of  four- 
teen feet  at  the  wheeL 

John  F.  CottrelVs  Saw  Mitt  Privilege,  {on  branch  of  Wood  River.) 

A  trench  three  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  from 
pond  to  mill.  The  dam  is  eight  feet  high  and  flows  an  area  of  three 
acres.  The  structures  (both  dam  and  trench)  are  slightly  formed  and 
old,  but  probably  safe.  The  privilege  has  a  fall  of  twenty-two  feet. 
The  damage  in  case  of  rupture  would  be  slight. 

John  Tanner's  Mill  Privilege,  {on  branch  of  Wood  River.) 
This  privilege  is  unused,  and  is  unimportant  in  any  probable  event. 

John  Tanmr's  Saw  Mill  Privilege,  on  Wood  River. 

This  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  ten  acres,  flowed  by  a  dam 
three  hundred  feet  in  length  and  nine  feet  high.  It  is  twelve  feet 
wide  on  the  top,  and  composed  of  a  suitable  quality  and  sufficient 
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quantity  of  earth,  with  a  retaining  wall  on  the  lower  side,  and  the  or- 
dinary slope  of  earth  on  the  upper  side. 
The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

Jason  P.  Hazard? 8  Saw  Mill  Privilege^  on  Wood  River. 

The  upper  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  probably  two 
hundred  acres.  It  is  confined  by  a  dam  about  one  hundred  feet  in 
length  and  five  feet  high.  The  structure  appears  to  be  very  old,  and 
although  leaking  profusely,  the  discharges  carry  no  material  from  the 
interior  of  the  work,  but  seem  to  percolate  through  the  mass  of  loose 
stones  which  compose  the  body  of  the  dam. 

The  structure  is  reported  to  have  been  in  its  present  condition  for 
the  last  fifty  years. 

The  proprietor  contemplates  the  use  of  his  entire  privilege  at  an 
early  day,  by  raising  the  pond  five  feet  above  its  present  elevation  and 
substituting  a  new  dam  in  place  of  the  one  now  in  use. 

The  lower  pond,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  above  described  privi- 
lege and  operates  the  saw  mill,  covers  only  a  very  small  area  and  is 
unimportant  as  a  source  of  danger  or  damage  to  any  one  other  than 
the  proprieter. 

EXETER. 

Barherville  Mill  Privilege^  on  Roaring  Brook,  T.  T.  Hoxie,  Proprietor. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  a  very  small  area  (about  half  an 
acre.)  The  dam  is  correspondingly  diminutive,  and  the  loss  of  both 
would  be  a  matter  of  but  little  importance. 

D,  L,  Aldrich  Reservoir,  on  Roaring  Brook. 

This  reservoir  at  full  pond  forms  an  important  body  of  water,  cov- 
ering an  area  of  about  fifty  acres. 

The  dam  is  of  recent  construction,  consisting  of  an  embankment  of 
earth  two  hundred  and  ten  feet  in  length,  including  a  rollway  sixty 
feet  long  and  twenty  feet  high.  The  structure  rests  on  a  foundation 
of  solid  rock. 
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The  lower  side  of  the  embankment  is  lined  with  a  substantial 
retaining  wall. 

The  quantity  of  material  composing  the  stracture  is  ample,  and 
appears  to  be  of  good  quality. 

At  this  date  (October  15,  1883,)  the  reserToir  is  but  partially  filled. 
A  stream  issues  from  the  lower  base  of  the  dam  near  the  westerly  end, 
discharging  about  ten  gallons  per  minute,  of  clear  transparent  water, 
bringing  no  material  from  the  interior  of  the  structure.  It  appears 
to  flow  over  the  top,  or  through  a  seam  of  the  ledge  of  rock  on  which 
the  dam  rests.  If  such  should  prove  to  be  the  case,  its  existence 
might  not  be  a  source  of  danger.  Its  behavior  will  be  carefully  ob- 
served. 

Job  Reynolds^  Mill  Privilege, 

A  small  pond,  covering  about  half  an  acre,  on  a  branch  of  Flat 
Biver,  is  retained  by  a  slightly  constructed  dam,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high.  It  is  lined  on  the  lower  side 
with  a  slightly  built  retaining  wall.  The  privilege  is  unused,  and  is 
unimportant  as  a  source  of  danger  or  damage  in  any  probable  event. 

Rodman  Letois'  Saw  Mill  Privilege^  on  Queen's  River. 

A  pond  flowing  about  two  acres  is  retained  by  a  slightly  formed 
dam  composed  of  earth  embankment  eight  feet  high  and  eight  feet 
wide,  lined  both  on  the  upper  and  lower  sides  with  rough  and  slight 
retaining  walls.  The  locality  of  the  privilege,  together  with  its 
diminutive  size,  render  its  condition  of  little  consequence. 

Eben  SlocunCs  Qrist  Mill  Privilege  at  Exeter  Hollow^  on  Queen's 

River. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  flows  an  area  of  about  six  acres.  It  is 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  ten  feet  wide  on  the  top 
and  twelve  feet  high.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  lined  both  on 
the  upper  and  lower  side  with  retaining  walls.  The  roUway  is  thirty 
feet  long. 
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The  retaining  wall  on  the  lower  side  of  the  dam  is  badly  bulged  at 
the  point  of  deepest  water,  and  has  been  propped  with  timber  which 
affords  but  slight  support.  The  rupture  of  this  dam  at  full  pond 
would  endanger  human  life  and  cause  damage  to  property.  The  water 
at  this  date  (October  19th,  1883J  is  two  feet  below  full  pond. 

A  letter  has  been  addressed  to  the  proprietor,  requesting  that  the 
reservoir  may  not  be  filled  until  the  dam  is  made  secure. 

Fisherville  Mill  Privilege. 

The  mill  at  this  privilege  is  destroyed  and  the  privilege  unused. 

The  dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth  eighty  feet  in  length,  in- 
cluding a  roll  way  twenty-five  and  and  a  flume  twenty  feet  long.  The 
area  flowed  by  the  privilege  is  about  eight  acres.  The  flume  is  con- 
structed of  wood  and  is  badly  decayed.   The  roUway  is  eight  feet  high. 

The  water  at  this  date  (October  19th,  1883,)  is  two  feet  below  the 
crest  of  roll  way.  A  public  highway  passes  over  the  length  of  the 
dam. 

A  wide  and  level  valley  extends  below  the  privilege,  on  which,  in 
case  of  its  sudden  escape,  the  water  would  spread  and  waste  its  force, 
causing  little  damage  other  than  the  loss  of  highway  that  forms  the 
dam. 

Datvley's  Atill  Privilege. 

This  privilege  is  unoccupied  and  the  mill  destroyed. 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  ten  feet  high  and  eight  feet 
wide  on  the  top;  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  retaining  wall,  and 
the  upper  &lope  of  earth  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  flume  is  a  wooden  structure  and  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition. 

The  structure  flows  an  area  of  about  eight  acres  of  shallow  water. 

The  valley  below  the  privilege  is  wide  and  level,  and  the  damage  to 
property,  in  case  of  a  rupture  of  the  dam,  would  probably  be  slight. 

HdlVs  Mill  Privilege. 

The  mill  at  this  privilege  is  destroyed,  the  reservoir  empty,  and  the 
natural  stream  flows  uninterrupted  through  the  privilege. 
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Lawton's  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  a  roUway  twenty  feet 
long  and  eight  feet  high. 

The  roUway  is  composed  of  stone  wall  backed  with  earth  and  pro- 
vided with  flash-boards  two  feet  high,  flowing  an  area  of  two  acres. 

The  structure  is  slightly  formed,  but  its  destruction  would  not 
probably  inyolve  much  damage.  A  long  trench  of  several  hundred 
feet  conducts  the  water  from  pond  to  mill. 

Sherman^ s  Shingle  Mill  Privilege^  on  branch  of  Queen^s  River. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  a  very  small  area  and  is  unimpor- 
tant in  any  probable  event. 

A.  A.  WelW  Mill  Privilege. 

This  privilege  is  not  occupied,  the  reservoir  is  empty  and  the  natu- 
ral stream  flowing  uninterrupted. 

Soss^  Rake  Mill  Privilege. 

The  pond  supplying  this  privilege  is  of  very  small  extent,  and  the 
retaining  structure  appears  to  be  quite  sufficient  for  its  purpose.  Its 
destruction  would  cause  but  little  damage  beyond  its  own  loss,  in  any 
probable  event 

GrinnelFs  Saw  Mill  Privilege,  {next  below  Ross'  Rate  MiU.) 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet  high,  flowing  an  area 
of  two  acres.  The  structure  is  slightly  formed  and  old,  but  probably 
sufficient  for  its  purpose. 

Its  destruction  by  any  probable  event  would  cause  bat  little  damage 

ft 

bevond  its  own  loss. 

Thomas  Gardi^^er's  Acid  Worts. 

The  dam  is  formed  by  the  highway  which  passes  over  it.  It  is 
suffioientlv  secure  for  the  verv  small  amount  of  water  which  it  retains. 
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Tawcoo  Mill  Privilege. 

The  superficial  area  of  the  pond  at  this  privilege  is  about  thirty 
acres.  The  dam  is  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  the  roll- 
way  and  trench  to  the  mill.  It  is  composed  of  an  embankment  of 
earth  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  quantity,  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the 
top  and  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  substantial  retaining  wall. 
The  front,  (or  upper  side)  is  a  slope  of  earth  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  foundation  of  one  side  of  the  mill  forms  a  portion  of  the  re- 
taining wall  on  the  lower  side  of  the  dam.  The  roUway  is  forty  feet 
in  length  and  fourteen  feet  high,  constructed  of  stone  masonry  and 
backed  with  earth. 

At  this  date  (October  19th,  1883,)  the  pond  is  full  and  no  leakage 
is  apparent. 

The  entire  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

James  Sunley^s  Orist  Mill  Privilege. 

The  privilege  is  unoccupied,  the  dam  ruptured,  and  the  natural 
stream  flows  through  unobstructed. 

SOUTH  KINGSTOWN. 

Usquapaug  Mill  Privilege,  on  Usquapaug  River,  J.  8.  Tarhox, 

Proprietor. 

A  full  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  fifteen  acres. 
At  this  date  (November  5th,  1883)  the  privilege  is  unused  and  the 
pond  but  partially  filled.  A  new  mill  is  being  built  in  place  of  a 
former  one  which  was  destroyed. 

The  privilege  has  a  fall  of  eleven  feet.  The  dam  is  three  hundred 
feet  in  length  and  nine  feet  high  at  the  roUway.  It  is  an  embank- 
ment of  earth  of  good  quality  and  abundant  quantity,  and  lined  on 
the  lower  side  with  substantial  retaining  walls,  where  such  are  neces- 
sary. 

The  roUway  is  constructed  of  stone  on  the  lower  side,  and  filled  on 
the  upper  side  with  a  good  and  sufficient  quantity  of  earth.  The 
flumes  and  sluiceway  are  being  rebuilt  with  substantial  timber-work. 
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The  entire  structure  when  completed,  will  undoubtedly  present  a 
satisfactory  and  safe  appearance. 

NORTH   KINGSTOWN. 

Sand  Hill  Mill  Privilege. 

The  dam  is  formed  by  the  public  road  which  makes  a  substantial 
structure.  It  is  about  eight  feet  high  and  flows  ten  acres  of  shallow 
pond. 

Davisville  Mill  Privilege. 

The  easterly  portion  of  the  dam  is  formed  by  the  public  road, 
making  a  compact  and  safe  structure. 

The  westerly  portion  is  a  long  and  slight  embankment,  but  possibly 
sufficient  for  the  shallow  pond  which  it  retains. 

Scrdbhletown  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  twelve  feet  high,  composed  of 
gravel  and  lined  on  the  lower  side  by  a  retaining  wall.  A  trench 
about^five  hundred  feet  long  conducts  the  water  to  the  mill. 

All  the  work  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

The  pond  is  of  small  area,  boding  little  danger  in  any  event. 

La  Fayette  Mill  Privilege. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  including 
a  roUway  twenty  feet  long  and  twenty-one  feet  high,  flowing  an  area 
of  about  one  acre,  and  discharging  directly  upon  the  Bellville  reser- 
voir. The  dam  is  composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth  in  abundant 
quantity. 

The  rollway  is  a  stone  structure  backed  with  earth ;  the  entire 
work  presenting  a  satisfactory  and  safe  appearance. 

Narraganaett  Mill  Privilege,  North  Pond. 

This  privilege  has  a  fall  of  ten  feet,  with  a  pond  covering  an  area 
of  about  three  acres. 
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The  dam  also  forms  a  portion  of  the  public  highway  which  passes 
on  its  entire  lengthy  making  a  substantial  and  safe  structure. 

South  Pond  is  an  auxiliary  to  the  above  named  privilege,  and  the 
dam  is  also  formed  by  a  public  highway  intersecting  with  the  before 
named  highway  at  the  mill,  and  forming  a  structure  amply  sufficient 
for  the  small  and  shallow  pond  which  it  confines. 

Bellvilh  Mill  Privilege^  North  Pond. 

The  privilege  at  this  mill  is  supplied  by  two  reservoirs  named  re- 
spectively the  North  Pond  and  the  South  Pond. 

The  North  Pond  covers  an  area  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres. 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  nine  feet  high,  com- 
posed of  an  embankment  of  earth  which  is  lined  on  the  lower  side  by 
a  retaining  wall.  The  structure  appears  to  be  slightly  formed  for  the 
retention  of  so  large  a  body  of  water.  It  has  some  leakage,  but  none 
bearing  deposits  from  the  interior  of  the  work. 

The  proprietors  report  that  the  dam  is  every  year  strengthened  by 
the  addition  of  new  material. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  work  of  strengthening  be  uninterrupted 
until  the  positive  security  of  the  dam  is  assured. 

Bellvilh  Mill  Privilege^  South  Pond. 

The  superficial  area  of  this  pond  is  about  sixty  acres. 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  is  formed  by  the  public 
highway  which  passes  over  its  entire  length,  making  a  compact  em- 
bankment of  earth. 

The  water  at  this  date,  (October  5th,  1883,)  is  within  eighteen 
inches  of  the  top  of  the  embankment,  which  seems  too  near  the  point 
of  danger  for  such  approach. 

The  slope  of  embankment  on  the  water  side  appears  to  be  too  steep 
for  the  stability  of  earth  under  water. 

The  amount  of  work  required  for  the  additional  height  to  dam,  and 
tbe  strengthening  of  the  upper  slope,  would  not  be  excessive.  Perhaps 
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the  habits  of  the  stream  are  snch  as  to  render  the  suggested  work  un- 
necessary. 

The  difference  in  eleyation  of  the  two  reservoirs  which  snpply  this 
privilege  is  three  feet;  the  level  of  the  Soath  being  three  feet  above 
that  of  the  North  pond;  and  the  two  are  separated  by  a  long  line  of 
embankment  which  forms  a  portion  of  the  public  highway. 

Oak  Hill  Mill  Privilege. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  a  slightly  formed  structure,  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  seven  feet  high,  flowing  an  area 
of  eight  acres.  There  is  no  apparent  leakage,  and  the  dam,  though 
slight,  has  maintained  its  position  for  years,  and  possibly  may  so  con- 
tinue. The  privilege  is  not  in  use,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the 
pond  be  kept  down. 

Shady  Lea  Mill  Privilege. 

The  reservoir  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  ten  acres.  The 
dam  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  the  lower  side  lined  with  a  retaining 
wall.  It  is  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  a  roUway  forty-five 
feet  long  and  ten  feet  high.  The  structure  has  no  indications  of 
danger. 

Annaiuchet  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  flowing  an 
area  of  three  acres. 

The  structure  is  an  embankment  of  gravel,  and  is  lined  on  the 
lower  side  with  a  substantial  retaining  wall.  A  private  street  passes 
over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam.  The  work  is  all  in  good  condition 
and  safe. 

Hamilton  Mill  Privilege. 

This  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  about  twelve  acres.  The  dam  is  an 
embankment  of  earth,  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  lined 
on  both  sides  with  substantial  retaining  walls.  The  public  highway 
passes  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  and  forming  a  compact 
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structure.  A  trench  about  eight  hundred  feet  in  length  conducts  the 
water  from  pond  to  mill.  The  water  from  this  privilege  is  discharged 
at  once  upon  tide  water. 

Stewartdale  Mill  Privilege. 

This  priyilege  operates  a  Grist  Mill  and  Wood- works.  The  pond  is 
of  small  area  and  the  dam  is  sufficient  for  its  retention.  It  is  the  low- 
est priyilege  on  Silverspring  (or  Atattatuxet  Riyer^)  and  its  water  is 
discharged  at  once  upon  tide  water. 

Kettle  Hole  Mill  Privilege. 

Dam  otie  hundred  feet  in  length  and  ten  feet  high,  composed  of 
grayel  embankment  retained  on  the  lower  side  by  a  substantial  stone 
wall.  The  pond  covers  a;n  area  of  about  six  acres,  discharging  its  water 
into  the  Bellyille  South  Pond. 

The  structure  is  new  and  appears  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Silver  Spring  Mill  Privilege. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  ten  acres.  The  dam 
is  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  twelve  feet  high.  The 
rollway  is  forty-five  feet  long,  constructed  of  stone  on  the  lower  side, 
and  backed  with  earth.  The  work  appears  to  be  in  good  condition, 
and  secure. 

RICHMOND. 

KenyorCe  Mill  Privilege,  J.  S.  Eenyon,  Proprietor. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  is  of  small  area,  and  its  sudden  escape 
would  cause  but  little  damage.  It  is  retained  by  a  dam  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  in  length,  and  four  and  a  half  feet  high,  built  of  stone 
and  backed  with  earth.  The  stone- work  is  rough  but  massive,  and  the 
structure  is  sufficient  for  its  purpose. 

ClarVs  Mill  Privilege,  Simeon  Clarh,  Proprietor. 

This  privilege  is  supplied  by  a  pond  covering  an  area  of  about  three 
acres*     The  dam  is  a  substantial  stone  structure  forming  in  alignment 
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an  arc  of  a  circle,  with  convex  side  opposing  the  carrent.   The  trench 
connecting  the  mill  and  pond  is  walled  with  massive  stone  masonry, 
which,  like  that  of  the  dam,  rests  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock. 
The  entire  work  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

Shannock  Mills  Privilege^  Carmichael  Manufacturing  Co.,  Proprieton, 

Dam  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  eleven  feet  high.  It 
is  a  stone  structure  backed  with  earth,  and  resting  on  a  foundation  of 
solid  rock. 

The  trench  from  pond  to  mill  is  walled  with  substantial  stone  ma- 
sonry. 

All  the  work  is  in  good  condition  and  appears  to  be  secure  and  saf^. 

Carolina  Mills,  on  Patocatuck  River,  Metcalf  &  Tinkham,  Proprietors. 

The  mills  at  this  privilege  are  supplied  from  a  large  reservoir  cov- 
ering an  area  of  probably  fifty  acres. 

The  dam  is  four  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  two  roUways 
aggregating  two  hundred  feet  in  length.  It  is  composed  of  a  good 
material  of  earth  sufficient  in  quantity  for  its  security,  lined  on  the 
lower  side  along  its  greatest  height  with  a  substantial  retaining  wall, 
and  the  upper  slope  protected  by  rip-rap.  It  has  no  leakage  that  in- 
dicates danger,  and  although  appearing  to  be  in  good  condition  and 
safe,  at  this  time,  (October  11th,  1883,)  the  proprietors  contemplate 
giving  it  at  once  additional  security  by  raising  the  grade  of  the  high- 
way that  passes  along  its  lower  base. 

A  trench  four  hundred  feet  long  and  eighteen  feet  wide  conducts 
the  water  from  pond  to  mills.  It  is  well  constructed  and  in  good 
condition. 

George  JV.  Unnis'  Mill  Privilege,  on  Meadow  Brook. 

This  privilege  is  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Stonington  Railroad 
and  near  the  Kichmond  Switch. 

Tlie  dam  is  three  hundred  feet  in  length,  eight  feet  high  at  the  roll- 
way  and  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the  top,  composed  of  a  good  material  of 
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eai'th,  with  slopes  of  one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  per- 
pendicular. The  slope  on  the  water  side  is  well  protected  by  rip-rap. 
The  slaiceway  is  eight  feet  wide,  drawing  from  the  bottom  of  the 
pond. 

The  interior  of  the  embankment  is  lined  with  sheet  piling  through 
its  entire  length. 

The  proprietor,  (Mr.  Ennis,)  states  that  with  the  present  means  he 
can  control  the  water  at  all  times  so  as  to  prevent  an  overflow  of  the 
embankment. 

No  event  other  than  an  overflow  would  probably  disturb  the  safety 
of  the  dam. 

Mr.  Ennis  also  states  that  the  stream  is  not  subject  to  sudden  floods. 

The  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  forty  acres. 

Plainville  Mill  Privilege,  on  Wood  River,  Walton  <&  Blakely, 

Proprietors. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  formed  by  the  public  highway,  which 
passes  over  its  entire  length,  forming  a  compact  and  substantial  struc- 
ture. 

The  rollway  is  one  hundred  feet  in  length  and  six  feet  high,  com- 
posed of  massive  stone-work  backed  with  earth. 

A  trench  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length  conducts  the 
water  from  pond  to  mill.  It  is  walled  on  both  sides  with  stone  ma- 
sonry laid  in  cement,  and  the  bottom  is  also  covered  with  cement. 

A  roll-way  extends  the  entire  length  of  the  trench,  affording  ad- 
ditional means  for  the  discharge  of  surplus  water. 

The  entire  work  presents  a  substantial  and  safe  appearance. 

The  pond  covers  an  area  of  about  ten  acres. 

Arcadia  Mill  Privilege,  on  Roaring  Brook,  D.  Z.  Aldrich,  Proper, 

The  upper  pond  of  this  privilege  is  mostly  in  the  town  of  Exeter; 
the  lower  pond  and  mills  are  in  Bichmond. 

The  upper  pond  flows  an  area  of  about  twenty-five  acres  of  shallow 
water.  The  dam  is  four  hundred  feet  in  length  and  six  feet  high  at 
the  rollway,  which  is  eighty  feet  long  and  composed  of  stone. 
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The  water  from  this  pond  is  conducted  through  a  long  trench  to 
the  lower  pond,  which  flows  about  two  acres  of  shallow  water,  which  is 
also  conducted  through  a  long  trench  to  the  mill. 

All  the  works,  both  of  dams  and  trenches,  appear  to  be  in  good 
condition. 

HOPKINTON. 

Ashaway  Line  and  Twine  Companrfs  MiU  Privilege^ 
Oeorge  Carpenter^  TVeasurer. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  a  wooden  structure  with  crib  apart- 
ments filled  with  stone  and  backed  with  earth.  It  is  four  feet  high 
and  seventy  feet  long;  and  sufficiently  secure  for  the  safety  of  the 
small  pond  which  it  retains. 

Ashland  Woolen  Company's  Mill  Privilegey  Briggs  d  Langworthy, 

Proprietors. 

The  westerly  section  of  this  dam  is  a  solid  stone  structure,  fifty 
feet  in  length  and  nine  feet  high,  with  aroUway  over  its  entire  length. 
It  is  well  constructed  and  in  good  condition. 

The  easterly  section  is  twenty- five  feet  in  length,  composed  of  wood 
and  stone,  with  a  rollway  over  its  entire  length.  The  structure  is  old 
and  frail. 

A  public  road-bridge,  resting  on  stone  piers,  spans  the  length  of 
both  sections  of  the  dam. 

Bethel  Mill  Privilege,  on  Parmenter  Brook. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  an  embankment  composed  of  a  good 
material  of  earth,  and  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  retaining  wall. 
It  has  two  roUways  aggregating  sixty  feet  in  length  and  about  eight 
feet  high. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  very  old,  but  has  no  decided  indications 
of  weakness.  It  is  said  to  have  been  in  its  present  condition  for  many 
years,  and  has  at  times  been  overflowed  by  the  floods  to  which  the 
stream  is  subject. 
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The  nature  of  the  country  below  the  privilege  is  such  as  to  excite 
but  little  apprehension  of  danger  from  the  dam  in  any  probable  event. 

BurdicJcville  Mill  Privilege,  on  Pawcatuck  River. 

Dam  about  two  hundred  feet  in  length  dnd  four  and  a  half  feet 
high,  composed  of  stone  roughly  laid^  but  in  quantity  sufficient  to 
form  a  substantial  dam^  sufficiently  strong  to  resist  any  probable  flood. 
A  roUway  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  affording  the 
natural  flow  of  the  river  at  all  times. 

The  flume  constructed  of  wood,  has  been  renewed  during  the 
present  year. 

The  privilege  has  a  fall  of  four  and  a  half  feet,  and  flows  about  six 
acres. 

Woodville,  on  Wood  River, 
Verry  &  Stanton,  Proprietors  of  the  Mill  Privilege, 

The  reservoir  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  fifty  acres. 
The  dam  i^ composed  of  substantial  stone  masonry,  resting  on  a  foun- 
dation of  solid  rock.  It  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  nine  feet 
high,  with  rollway  over  the  entire  length. 

A  trench  six  hundred  feet  long  conducts  the  water  from  pond  to 
mill,  and  forms  a  safe  conduit. 

Another  mill  located  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  dam  is  supplied 
with  water  directly  from  the  pond  through  a  wooden  flume  which  is 
considerably  decayed  and  appears  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition.  The 
attention  of  the  proprietors  has  been  called  to  this  portion  of  the 
work,  and  with  this  exception  the  entire  work  appears  to  be  in  good 
condition.   The  mills  are  not  in  operation  at  this  date  (Oct.  11, 1883.) 

Locustville  Mill  Privilege  at  Hope  Valley,  on  Wood  River. 

This  reservoir  is  a  very  extensive  and  important  body  of  water,  loca- 
ted above  a  populous  community  to  whom  much  suffering  might  en- 
sue in  the  event  of  its  sudden  escape. 

The  entire  length  of  the  dam  is  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  feet, 
including  two  roUways  aggregating  ninety  feet  in  length,  constructed 
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of  stone  backed  with  earth.      The  stone  works  show  no  indication  of 
balging,  and  appear  to  be  the  strongest  portions  of  the  dam. 

The  section  of  dam  between  the  two  roUways  is  an  embankment  of 
earth,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the 
top  and  lined  both  on  the  upper  and  lower  sides  with  roughly  con- 
structed retaining  walls,  which  appear,  however,  to  be  in  about  the 
same  condition  as  when  constructed,  probably  many  years  ago.  There 
are  trees  and  shrubbery  growing  in  the  wall  which  will  have  a  tenden- 
cy to  loosen  and  displace  the  stones.  They  should  be  carefully  re- 
moved. 

The  commissioner  has  received  information  from  a  number  of  per- 
sons residing  in  that  vicinity  that  in  times  of  floods,  when  the  water 
was  working  through  the  embankment,  the  cavities  formed  thereby 
had  been  hastily  filled  with  cotton  waste  and  other  perishable  rubbish 
that  still  remains  in  the  work.  This  should  at  once  be  removed  and 
replaced  with  suitable  material.  The  attention  of  the  proprietors  has 
been  directed  to  the  defects. 

A  trench  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  length  conducts  the 
water  from  pond  to  mill.  It  is  a  slightly  formed  structure,  but  in 
case  of  rupture  at  any  time  the  water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  reser- 
voir by  the  head  gates  at  the  entrance  of  the  trench. 

Canonchet  Mill,  Lower  Privilege,  E.  Oates,  Proprietor, 

The  privilege  flows  a  small  pond  covering  an  area  of  about  one  acre, 
and  retained  by  a  dam  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  including  a  roll- 
way  twenty-five  feet  long  and  nine  feet  high.  The  structure  appears 
to  be  sufficient  for  its  reqirements,  but  not  important  as  a  source  of 
danger  in  any  probable  event. 

Canonchet  Mill,  Middle  Privilege,  Wells  £  Edwards^  Proprietors, 

Dam  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  length,  composed  of  an  em- 
bankment of  earth,  and  lined  on  the  front  with  a  retaining  wall.  The 
structure  contains  a  sufficient  amount  of  material  and  strength  to 
resist  at  all  times  a  pressure  of  full  pond;  but  at  this  dale  (October 
15th,  1883,)  the  elevation  of  the  top  of  dam  is  less  than  one  foot 
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above  the  surface  of  water  in  the  pond,  which  seems  to  approximate 
too  near  the  point  of  danger.  An  overflow  would  probably  sweep 
away  the  dam,  and  with  it  the  one  below.  Additional  length  of  roll- 
way  and  height  of  dam  is  recommended. 

Canonchet  Reservoir, 

A  public  highway  forms  the  dam  for  this  reservoir,  passing  over  its 
entire  length  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  It  is  fifteen  feet  wide  on 
the  top  and  ten  feet  high.  The  lower  side  of  the  embankment  of 
earth  of  which  the  structure  is  composed,  is  lined  with  a  retaining 
wall  which  makes  a  feeble  resistance  to  the  pressure  of  the  embank- 
ment, which  has  forced  it  outward  so  that  the  top  of  the  wall  over- 
hangs the  base  about  three  feet,  and  the  structure  appears  only  not  to 
fall.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  avert  its  fall  by  placing  wooden 
props  which  can  offer  only  a  very  slight  protection. 

Both  dam  and  highway  are  in  imminent  danger^  and  both  parties  in 
interest  have  been  advised  of  their  condition. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  extensive  area,  and  its  sudden  escape,  at 
full  pond,  would  cause  much  damage  to  property,  and  possibly  loss  of 
human  life. 

Long  Pond,  {on  Canonchet  stream,) 

The  dam  at  this  reservoir  is  also  a  portion  of  the  highway,  which 
occupies  its  entire  length.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  feet  in  length,  eight  feet  high  and  twenty  feet 
wide  on  the  top,  and  lined,  both  on  front  and  back  with  retaining 
walls. 

The  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  large  extent,  and  the  dam  appears 
to  be  secure  and  safe  for  its  retention. 

Rockville  Mill  Privilege,  Ira  0.  Briggs,  Proprietor. 

This  mill  privilege  is  supplied  by  the  Wincheck  Reservoir,  which 
covers  an  area  of  about  five  hundred  acres. 

This  immense  reservoir  of  water  is  confined  by  a  dam  two  hundred 
feet  in  length,  including  a  roUway,  and  the  bulk-head  between  the 
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reserToir  and  the  trench.  The  stractare  is  an  embankment  twenty- 
two  feet  wide  on  the  top,  and  ten  feet  high,  composed  of  a  good  mate- 
rial of  earth  and  lined  both  on  the  front  and  back  with  substantial 
stone  retaining  wall. 

The  rollway  is  twenty  feet  in  length,  and  the  provision  for  the  dis- 
charge of  snrplns  water  is  said  to  be  ample  for  any  emergency.  A 
long  trench  conducts  the  water  from  pond  to  mill.  Head-gates  loca- 
ted at  the  dam  control  the  water  in  the  trench. 

All  the  works  controling  the  water  at  the  priyilege,  appear  to  be  in 
good  condition. 

Yagoog  Reservoir. 

This  extensive  reservoir,  covering  an  area  of  six  hundred  acres,  is 
located  immediately  above,  and  connected  with  the  Wincheck  Reser- 
voir last  named. 

The  dam  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  and  twenty  feet 
high.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  twenty-two  feet  wide  on  the  top, 
and  composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth,  and  lined  both  on  the  front 
and  back  with  retaining  walls  which  appear  to  be  in  the  same  condi- 
tion as  when  constructed. 

The  rollway  and  sluiceway  are  reported  to  have  been  ample  at  all 
times  for  the  discharge  of  surplus  water. 

The  reservoir  at  this  date  (October  15th,  1883,)  is  nearly  empty. 
There  appear  no  indications  of  previous  leakage,  and  the  dam  seems 
to  be  secure  in  safety. 

/.  0.  Briggs*  Mill  Privilegey  at  Rockville. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  is  of  very  small  extent,  and  is  not  a 
source  of  danger  in  any  probable  event.  The  dam  is  about  three  hun- 
dred feet  in  length  and  ten  feet  high,  composed  of  earth  in  scant 
quantity,  but  possibly  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  The  structure,  al- 
though of  slight  proportions,  appears  to  have  maintained  its  present 
condition  for  years  past.  Its  rupture  would  not  be  a  matter  of  impor- 
tance, unless  caused  by  the  escape  of  the  great  reservoirs  above. 
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Centremill  Privilege^  Lamphier  <&  Kenyan,  Proprietors. 

Dam  three  hundred  and  forty  feet  in  lengthy  including  a  roUway 
forty-five  feet  long  and  twenty-six  and  a  half  feet  high. 

The  structure  is  an  embankment  composed  of  earth  of  suitable 
quality  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a  slope  of  earth  on  the  upper 
side,  and  the  lower  side  lined  with  a  substantial  retaining  wall. 

The  dam  appears  to  have  been  well  constructed,  and  is  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Mill  Privilege  at  Moscow,  A.  A.  Crandall,  Proprietor. 

The  dam  at  this  pririlege  also  forms  a  portion  of  the  public  high- 
way which  passes  oyer  its  entire  length.  It  is  eight  feet  high  and 
twelve  feet  wide  on  the  top.  The  roUway  is  thirty-six  feet  in  length, 
and  constructed  of  solid  masonry.  The  embankment  is  lined  on  the 
lower  side  with  a  substantial  retaining  wall. 

The  water  in  the  reservoir  covers  an  area  of  ten  acres,  and  is  con- 
ducted to  the  mill  through  a  trench  four  hundred  feet  in  length.  The 
entire  work  appears  to  be  in  good  condition. 

Mill  Privilege  at  Hope  Valley,  on  Wood  River,  Nichols  d  Langley, 

Proprietors. 

The  alignment  of  the  dam  at  this  privilege  forms  the  arc  of  a  circle, 
the  convex  side  opposing  the  current  of  the  river.  It  is  composed  of 
solid  stone  masoniy,  resting  on  a  ledge  of  solid  rock. 

The  roUway  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  and  is  twelve 
feet  high. 

The  flume  has  recently  been  renewed  with  substantial  timber-work. 

The  entire  structure  may  be  ranked  with  dams  of  the  first  class. 

A  manufacturing  establishment  belonging  to  D.  L.  Aldrich  is  loca- 
ted at  the  easterly  end  of  this  dam,  the  water  being  conducted  from 
pond  to  mill  through  a  trench  walled  with  stone  masonry  and  resting 
on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock. 

The  trench  is  somewhat  leaky,  but  in  any  emergency  the  water  may 
be  controlled  by  the  bulk-head  gates  at  the  head  of  the  trench, 
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B.  P.  Langworihy,  Sash  and  Blind  Mill  Privilege^  at  Hope  Valley. 

The  dam  at  this  priyilege  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  in  length,  inclading  a  roUway  eighteen  feet  long. 
The  embankment  is  seven  feet  wide  on  the  top,  with  a  slope  of  earth 
on  the  upper  side,  and  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  retaining  stone 
wall.  The  structure  is  slightly  formed,  but  appears  to  have  retained 
its  present  condition  for  many  years.  The  pond  covers  an  area  of  only 
about  two  acres,  but  its  sudden  escape  would  be  dangerous  and  de- 
structive to  property.     It  should  be  carefully  guarded. 


Mill  Privilege  at  Wyoming,  A.  0.  Sheldon,  Proprietor, 

The  privilege  here  is  formed  by  a  dam  about  three  hundred  feet  in 
length  and  twelve  feet  high,  flowing  an  area  of  about  thirty  acres. 
The  structure  is  composed  of  stone  and  rests  on  a  foundation  of  solid 
rock. 

The  roUway  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  admitting 
the  natural  flow  of  the  river  at  all  times.  The  alignment  of  the  dam 
is  irregular,  being  formed  of  three  straight  lines  with  their  contained 
angles.  The  abutments  at  both  ends  of  the  dam  are  composed  of  stone 
masonry  resting  on  a  foundation  of  solid  rock. 

The  entire  structure  appears  to  be  secure  and  safe. 

Mill  Privilege  at  Barberville,  on  Wood  River. 

The  dam  is  composed  of  a  wooden  frame- work  of  cribs  filled  with 
stone  and  backed  with  an  embankment  of  earth.  It  is  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  with  a  rollway  over  its 
entire  length. 

The  water  is  conducted  from  pond  to  mill  through  a  trench  three 
hundred  feet  in  length,  with  a  rollway  thirty  feet  in  length  and  con- 
structed of  wood. 

The  structure  is  old  and  somewhat  dilapidated. 

The  water  in  trench  is  controlled  by  head-gates,  by  which  the  water 
from  the  pond  may  at  any  time  be  shut  off.

The  danger  resulting  from  a  rnpture  of  this  dam  would  be  greatly 
reduced  by  the  spreading  of  the  water  oyer  the  long,  wide  and  level 
valley  immediately  below  it. 

WESTERLY. 

Stillman  Manufacturing  Company^ s  Mill  Privilege^  on  Paweatuch 

River. 

This  dam  was  newly  constructed  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight.  It  is  a  wooden'  frame  structure  with  cribs  filled  with 
stone  and  backed  with  earth.  The  roUway  extends  over  its  entire 
length  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet.  The  height  of  the  dam 
is  four  and  a  half  feet,  discharging  the  water  of  the  privilege  directly 
upon  tide-water. 

ft 

It  is  a  substantial  structure,  but,  in  any  event,  its  destruction  would 
probably  affect  no  one  besides  the  proprietors. 

Westerly  Woolen  Company's  Mill  Privilege  at  Stillmanville,  on 

Paweatuch  River. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  composed  of  wooden  frame-work,  with 
cribs  filled  with  stone  and  backed  with  earth.  It  is  one  hundred  and 
ten  feet  in  length,  and  four  and  a  half  feet  high,  with  roUway  over  its 
entire  length. 

The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  condition,  secure  and  safe. 

White  Rock  Mill  Privilege,  on  Paweatuch  River,  B,  B.  <&  R.  Knight, 

Proprietors. 

The  dam  at  this  privilege  is  a  wooden  frame  of  cribs  filled  with 
stone  and  abundantly  backed  with  earth  which  covers  also  the  old 
stone  dam  that  was  formerly  used  for  this  privilege.  The  rollway 
extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam.  The  abutments  at  each 
end  are  of  solid  stone  masonry.  The  structure  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  feet  in  length  and  nine  feet  high,  fiowing  about  ten 
acres. 
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A  trench  two  thonsand  feet  in  length  condacts  the  water  from  pond 
to  milL   Ifc  is  lined  on  both  sides  with  substantial  stone  retaining  waUs. 
The  entire  work  appears  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

Potter  Hill  Mill  Privilege,  on  Pawcatuck  River,  J.  P.  Campbell  £  Co. 

Proprietors. 

Dam  eighty  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  composed  of  wooden 
framed  crib-work  filled  with  stone  and  backed  with  earth.  The  roll- 
way  extends  over  the  entire  length  of  the  dam.  The  easterly  end  of 
the  dam  abats  against  massive  stone  masonry,  and  the  westerly  end 
connects  with  the  trench  that  conducts  the  water  to  the  mill. 

Both  dam  and  trench  are  receiving  from  time  to  time  additional 
material  and  strength,  and  there  appears  no  reason  to  doubt  the  secu- 
rity of  the  work. 

Niantic  Mill  Privilege,  John  E.  Weeden,  Proprietor. 

A  solid  stone  structure,  sixty  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high, 
with  a  rollway  extending  over  its  entire  length,  forms  one-half  of  the 
dam  at  this  privilege.     It  appears  to  be  a  substantial  structure. 

Flumes  constructed  of  wood  form  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
dam,  making  the  total  length  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet.  The 
flumes  are  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  the  natural  stream  is  flow- 
ing through  their  broken  sides. 

None  of  the  works  at  this  privilege  are  now  (October  9th,  1883,)  in 
operation. 

LITTLE  COMPTON. 

Orist  Mill  Privilege  at  AdamevilU. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  dam  at  this  privilege  is  appropriated  by 
the  public  highway  which  passes  over  it. 

The  structure  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  five  hundred  feet  in 
length,  twenty  feet  wide  on  the  top,  and  eleven  and  a  half  feet  high. 
It  is  lined  on  the  lower  side  with  a  fair  retaining  wall,  and  the  slope 
of  the  upper  side  is  protected  by  rip-rap.     The  rollway  is  thirty-five 
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feet  in  length,  slightly  constructed,  and  presents  the  weakest  featare 
of  the  dam. 

The  State  line  between  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  crosses 
the  dam,  placing  one  hundred  and  fifty  linear  feet  in  the  first,  and 
three  hundred  and  fifty  in  the  last  named  State. 

The  discharge  of  water  from  the  pond  is  wholly  through  the  Massa- 
chusetts division  of  the  dam,  where  the  mill,  the  flume  and  the  roll- 
way  are  located,  and  where  a  rupture  would  probably  occur  in  case  of 
such  an  event. 

Simmons  Grist  Mill  Privilege, 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  twenty-five  acres. 
It  is  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  eight  feet  high,  composed  of 
a  good  material  of  earth  in  ample  quantity  and  presenting  a  secure 
structure. 

TIVERTON. 

Churches  Ice-House  Pond. 

A  cotton  mill  that  was  formerly  operated  by  this  privilege  is  now 
destroyed,  and  the  pond  is  only  used  for  its  supply  of  ice. 

The  dam  appears  to  be  in  good  condition.  It  is  an  embankment  of 
earth  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity.  It  is  one  hundred 
feet  in  length  and  sixteen  feet  high,  lined,  on  the  lower  side  with  a  re- 
taining wall  of  rough  stone-work,  but  which  has  apparently  remained 
in  its  present  condition  for  a  long  time.  It  is  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the 
top,  and  flows  an  area  of  about  three  acres.  The  roll  way  is  twelve 
feet  long,  and  appears  to  have  been  sufficient  at  all  times  heretofore 
for  the  discharge  of  surplus  water. 

The  water  at  this  date  (November  8th,  1883,)  stands  at  full  pond, 
and  no  material  leakage  is  apparent. 

6'.  H.  Wliite^s  Grist  Mill  Privilege,  at  Tiverton  Four  Corners. 

The  pond  at  this  privilege  covers  an  area  of  about  seven  acres,  and 
is  retained  by  a  dam  three  hundred  feet  in  length  and  thirteen  feet 
high. 
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The  flume  and  roUway  are  composed  of  stone,  and  the  dam  is  an 
embankment  of  earth  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  quantity. 
The  structure  appears  to  be  in  good  and  safe  condition. 

Saw  Mill  and  Orist  Mill  Privilege,   William  P.  Wilbur,  Proprietor. 

The  privilege  here  consists  of  a  pond  flowing  about  six  acres,  and 
retained  by  an  embankment  of  earth  three  hundred  feet  in  length, 
(including  two  roll  ways,  each  ten  feet  long)  and  twelye  feet  high. 
The  lower  side  is  lined  with  a  slight  and  roughly  constructed  retain- 
ing wall,  and  the  upper  side  is  slightly  protected  by  rip-rap. 

The  structure  is  old  and  considerably  out  of  repair,  and  a  leak  of 
considerable  magnitude  is  running  through  the  dam  at  the  easterly 
roUway,  which,  with  other  indications  of  wear,  are  receiying  the  atten- 
tion of  the  proprietor. 

MIDDLETOWN. 
Distributing  Reservoir,  Newport  Water  Works. 

This  reservoir  is  located  on  the  height  of  Easton's  Point  Promon- 
tory. The  surface  of  water  in  reservoir  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-two 
feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  an  embankment  of  earth,  forming  a 
rectangle,  with  opposite  sides  two  hundred  feet  and  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  from  centres,  and  flows  about  one  acre. 

The  embankment  is  composed  of  the  very  best  quality  of  clay  and 
gravel.  It  is  sixteen  feet  high,  fourteen  feet  wide  on  the  top  and 
sixty-two  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  with  slopes  both  inside  and  out- 
side, one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular. 

The  reservoir  was  excavated  eight  feet  in  depth,  and  the  material 
excavated  was  used  in  the  embankment. 

The  top  of  the  embankment  is  three  feet  above  the  surface  of  wa- 
ter in  the  reservoir. 

The  inside  slope  is  paved  with  stone  to  within  one  foot  of  the  top. 

The  top,  and  outside  slope  are  covered  with  soil  one  foot  deep  and 
then  sodded. 

The  work  was  constructed  in  1877,  under  the  direction  of  G.  Nor- 
man Weaver,  Chief  Engineer  for  the  Newport  Water  Works  Company. 
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Newport  Water  Works  Company^  Dam  at  Second  Beach. 

The  dam  for  the  reseryoir  at  this  place  was  constructed  in  1882-3, 
under  the  direction  of  G.  Norman  Weayer,  Chief  Engineer  for  the 
Newport  Water  Works  Ooinpany. 

It  is  thirteen  hundred  and  thirty-fiye  feet  in  length,  twenty  feet 
high,  fifteen  feet  wide  on  the  top  and  eighty-fiye  feet  wide  on  the 
bottom. 

The  inside  slope  is  two  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular, 
and  the  outside  one  and  a  half  feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpen- 
dicular. 

The  inside  slope  is  protected  by  rip-rap  to  within  one  foot  of  the 
top.     The  outside  slope  and  top  are  coyered  with  sod. 

The  material  of  which  the  dam  is  composed  is  a  yery  good  quality 
of  gravelly  clay. 

The  structure  rests  on  salt  marsh  such  as  is  found  about:  the  coast 
of  New  England. 

There  is  from  four  to  five  feet  of  peat  in  this  marsh,  and  the  whole 
is  underlaid  by  very  fine  sand  in  a  very  solid  condition.  Throughout 
the  entire  length  of  the  dam,  sheet  piling  of  spruce  plank  from  three 
to  four  inches  in  thickness  has  been  driven  through  the  peat,  and 
from  three  to  four  feet  into  the  sand. 

At  each  end  of  the  dam,  chambers  have  been  excavated  in  the  solid 
rock,  in  which  a  wall  of  solid  stone  masonry  has  been  built,  project- 
ing three  feet  from  the  surface  of  the  rock. 

A  puddle  wall  of  gravelly  clay  is  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  dam, 
extending  throughout  its  entire  length. 

Below  the  dam  there  is  only  a  narrow  sandy  beach  separating  it 
from  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

NEWPORT. 

Newport  Water  Works  Company^  Dam  at  Easton^s  Beach, 

During  the  year  1877  the  Newport  Water  Works  Company  con- 
strnct^d  ft  dam  at  Easton's  Beach  for  the  purpose  of  converting  a 
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portion  of  Easton's  Pond  into  a  retaining  reservoir  for  a  supply  of 
water  for  the  City  of  Newport.  The  stmcture  was  an  embankment 
composed  of  a  good  material  of  earth,  twenty-six  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  in  length,  fifty-four  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  tweWe  feet  wide  on 
the  top  and  twelve  feet  high.  The  inside  slope  was  two  feet  horizon- 
tal to  one  foot  perpendicular,  and  outside  one  and  a  half  feet  horizon- 
tal to  one  foot  perpendicular. 

In  proof  that  the  dam  was  well  constructed  it  is  reported  that  since 
its  construction  to  the  present  time  (six  years)  '^  it  has  required  no 
repairs  worthy  of  mention. '' 

The  consumption  of  water  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it 
is  necessary  to  increase  the  storage  capacity  of  the  reservoir;  and  for 
that  purpose  the  work  on  the  dam  is  now  (November  16th,  1883,) 
being  prosecuted  with  vigor. 

The  Chief  Engineer,  (Mr.  O.  Norman  Weaver,)  reports  the  plan  of 
the  work  as  follows: 

*^  We  have  decided  to  raise  the  height  of  this  dam  to  sixteen  (16) 
feet,  keeping  the  width  on  top  and  the  slopes  the  same.  This  we 
propose  to  do  by  building  out  over  the  outer  slope.  The  principal 
change  that  we  shall  make  in  the  construction  of  the  dam,  will  be  the 
driving  of  two  inch  spruce  plank  (groove  and  tongue,)  to  the  bot- 
tom of  the  dam,  and  leaving  the  top  of  them  one  foot  above  the  high 
water  mark.  This  is  done  to  guard  against  any  possible  accident  re- 
sulting from  the  burrowing  of  musk-rats. 

Our  water  weir  is  forty-five  (45)  feet  wide,  built  of  stone  masonry 
and  located  upon  solid  material.  Besides  this  weir  we  have  two  six- 
teen (16)  inch  pipes  running  through  the  bottom  of  the  dam,  that  can 
be  used,  if  thought  best,  at  any  time. 

When  the  water  is  raised  as  it  is  proposed,  it  will  flow  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty  acres,  with  an  average  depth  of  nine  (9)  feet  of 
water. 

The  company  own  all  the  pro})erty  below  the  dam  to  the  city  road, 
which  is  located  immediately  back  of  what  is  known  as  the  first 
beach," 
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EAST   PROVIDENCE. 
Richmond  Paper  Company's  Privilege,  on  Ten  Mile  River. 

« 

Daring  the  past  year  a  new  dam  has  been  constructed  by  the  Rich- 
mond Paper  Company,  at  the  month  of  Ten  Mile  River,  in  East 
Providence.  It  is  located  between  the  abutments  of  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  Railroad,  and  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  in  length 
and  fourteen  feet  high,  composed  of  wooden  frame- work  of  cribs 
fiUed  with  stone. 

The  structure  rests  on  a  foundation  of  piles. 

It  is  forty  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  with  slopes  of  one  and  a  half 
feet  horizontal  to  one  foot  perpendicular,  meeting  at  the  cap-log  which 
forms  the  crest  of  the  dam. 

The  structure  is  protected  by  sheet  piling,  and  backed  with  an  em- 
bankment of  gravel,  with  suitable  paving  of  stone. 

The  entire  work  is  well  planned  and  executed.  Its  destruction 
would  probably  affect  no  one  except  the  proprietors,  as  the  reservoir 
is  discharged  at  once  upon  tide-water. 
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PUBLIC   LAWS. 


CHAPTBR   271. 

AN  ACT  m  ADDITION  TO  CHAPTER  104  OF  THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES,  "  OF  WATER 

MILLS." 

It  w  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  as  foUows: 

Section  1.  The  governor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  an  officer,  who  shall  be  a  competent  civil 
engineer,  to  be  denominated  * 'Commissioner  of  dams  and  reservoirs/'  who  shall 
receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  hold 
the  office  for  three  years.  In  the  event  of  his  death,  resignation,  absence  from 
the  state,  or  of  his  inability  from  any  cause  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office, 
the  governor  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to  act  in  his  place  until  the  disability 
shall  be  removed,  or  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  disqualified 
or  disabled  commissioner. 

Sico.  2.  The  commissioner  of  dams  and  reservoirs  shall  make  a  thorough 
inspection  of  every  dam  and  reservoir  in  the  state  as  often  as  may  be  necessary 
to  keep  himself  informed  of  the  condition  thereof,  and  shall  make  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  result  of  such  inspection,  with  whatever  knowledge  he  shall  obtain 
ID  reference  to  each  dam  or  reservoir,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  his 
doings  in  his  said  office  in  the  month  of  January  to  the  governor. 
.  StBC.  8.  Every  person  owning,  maintaining  or  having  control  of  any  dam  or 
veservoir  shall,  upon  written  request  therefor,  furnish  to  the  commissioner  of 
dams  and  reservoirs  as  full,  true  and  particular  description  of  such  dam  or  reser- 
Toir  as  may  be  practicable;  and  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  said  request,  cause 
to  be  made  all  such  necessary  surveys,  plans  and  drawings  thereof  as  may  be 
required  by  the  commissioner. 

Sec.  4.  No  dam  or  reservoir  shall  be  constructed  or  substantially  altered  until 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  proposed  work  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
commissioner. 

Sec.  5.  The  commissioner,  on  application  made  to  him  in  writing,  by  any 
person  owning  or  representing  property  liable  to  injury  or  destruction  by  the 
breaking  of  any  dam  or  reservoir,  or  on  such  application  made  by  any  mayor  or 
board  of  aldermen  of  any  city,  or  by  the  town  council  of  any  town,  on  account 
of  danger  of  loss  of  life,  or  of  injury  to  any  highway  or  bridge  therein,  from  the 
breaking  of  any  dam  or  reservoir,  or  without  such  complaint,  whenever  he  shall 
have  cause  to  apprehend  that  any  dam  or  reservoir  is  unsafe,  shall  forthwith 
view  and  thoroughly  examine  such  dam  or  reservoir.    And  if  in  the  judgment 
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of  the  commissioner  such  dam  or  reservoir  be  not  suf&ciently  strong  to  resist  the 
pressure  of  water  upon  it,  or  if  from  any  other  cause  the  commissioner  shall 
determine  such  dam  or  reservoir  to  be  unsafe,  or  if  in  his  judgment  there  is 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  danger  to  life  or  property  may  be  apprehended 
from  such  unsafe  dam  or  reservoir,  the  commissioner  shall  determine  whether 
the  water  in  such  reservoir  shall  be  drawn  off  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  what 
alterations,  additions  and  repairs  are  necessary  to  be  made  to  such  dam  or  reser- 
voir to  make  the  same  safe,  and  shall  forthwith  in  writing  under  his  hand  notify 
the  owner  or  person  having  control  of  such  dam  or  reservoir  to  cause  such  addi- 
tions, alterations  and  repairs  in  said  dam  or  reservoir  to  be  made  within  a  Ume 
to  be  limited  in  such  notice,  and  may  order  the  water  in  said  reservoir  to  be 
drawn  off  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  said  commissioner  may  determine* 

8kc  6.    If  the  owner  or  person  having  the  control  of  any  dam  or  reservoir, 
who  shall  be  required  to  draw  off  the  water  or  a  portion  of  the  water  in  any 
reservoir,  or  to  make  alterations  in  any  reservoir,  or  repairs  thereon,  or  additions 
thereto,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  not  forthwith 
proceed  to  comply  with  such  requirement,  or  shall  not  prosecute  the  work  when 
commenced  with  reasonable  expedition,  the  commissioner  of  dams  and  reser- 
voirs shall  make  out  a  complaint  in  which  he  shall  set  forth  the  condition  of  the 
said  dam  or  reservoir,  and  the  steps  he  has  taken  to  cause  the  water  to  be  drawn 
off  therefrom  and  for  the  alteration  or  repair  thereof,  or  to  have  additions  made 
thereto  to  secure  the  safety  of  such  dam  or  reservoir,  and  the  default  of  the 
owner  or  person  having  control  thereof  in  drawing  off  the  water,  repairing, 
altering  or  in  making  addition  to.such  dam  or  reservoir,  and  that  the  safely  of 
life  and  property  is  endangered  by  such  default,  and  shall  subscribe  the  same, 
and  deliver  such  complaint  to  the  attorney -general  or  to  the  assistant  attorney- 
general,  who  shall  present  the  same  to  the  supreme  court,  with  a  petition  in  the 
nature  of  an  information  ex-ojp^sio^  praying  that  the  person  owning  or  controlling 
such  dam  or  reservoir  may  be  required  and  ordered  forthwith  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  commissioner  of  dams  and  reservoirs  theretofore  made 
in  the  premises,  or  with  such  other  orders  as  may  be  made  by  the  court,  to  secure 
all  persons  having  reasonable  cause  to  apprehend  injury  to  life  or  property  from 
the  unsafe  condition  of  such  dam  or  reservoir.     Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition, 
a  citation  shall  issue  to  the  person  controlling  or  owning  such  dam,  commanding 
him  to  appear  at  a  time  and  place  therein  named,  to  show  cause,  if  any  exists, 
why  the  relief  prayed  for  shall  not  be  granted,  and  the  court  shall  summarily 
proceed  to  hear  the  said  cause,  and  upon  hearing  the  parties,  or  by  proceeding 
ex-parte^  if  the  respondent  fail  to  appear,  the  court  may  pass  such  order  and 
decree  in  the  premises  as  will  effectually  secure  the  persons  interested  from 
danger  or  loss  from  the  breaking  of  the  dam  or  reservoir  complained  of,  and  the 
court  may  enforce  such  orders  and  decress  by  injanction,  process  for  contempt, 
by  sequestration,  or  by  such  other  process  as  may  be  applicable  in  such  cases. 

8rc.  7.  The  commissioner  to  be  appointed  under  the  first  section  of  this  act 
may  employ  a  consulting  engineer  in  acy  specific  case  in  which  the  exigencies 
of  the  case  may  require  it.  The  compensation  of  such  consulting  engineer  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  governor,  and  be  paid  upon  the  order  of  the  state  auditor  out 
of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
Sbc.  8.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.^ 
at  its  January  Session,  1884. 

The  Women's  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional  In- 
stitutions of  the  State  respectfally  submit  their  Thirteenth  Annual 
Eeport. 

"Again  the  circling  wheels  of  Time  their  annual  rounds  haye  driven,'^ 
and  another  record  of  the  history  of  our  work  is  to  be  added  to  its 
past.  From  the  annals  of  previous  years,  the  statistics  show  a  gradual 
and  healthy  growth  in  the  several  departments  of  our  labor,  thus  ful- 
filling our  hopes,  and  also  answering  in  a  measure  the  expectations  of 
the  State.  From  an  intimate  and  extensive  experience  for  many  years 
among  criminals,  we  recognize  the  sad  fact  that  a  great  amount  of 
crime  is  due  to  hereditary  taint.  In  view  of  this  truth,  we  think  that 
the  best  thought  of  to-day  as  to  theory  and  method  in  connection 
with  reformatory  efforts  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  the  reforma- 
tion of  the  criminal,  should  be  to  care  for  those  who,  by  their  social 
condition,  bad  surroundings,  or  inherited  taint,  are  likely  to  be  led 
into  crime.  "He  that  runs  may  read''  that  one  of  the  most  prolific 
sources  of  crime  is  poverty  and  early  neglect  and  privation.  If  wisely 
organized  and  properly  conducted  institutions  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  very  young  criminals  and  those  committed  for  the  first 
offence  could  be  established,  youthful  transgressors  could  be  kept 
separate  from  older  offenders.  It  is  clear  that  the  reformation  of 
young  criminals  is  both  possible  and  practical.  In  reading  statistics 
of  various  institutions,  we  are  surprised  and  pained  to  learn  that  so 
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large  a  proportion  of  the  number  committed  to  them  are  orphans  or 
half  orphans,  and  a  large  number  are  those  that  have  been  deserted 
by  parents,  or  were  children  of  criminals.  Institutions,  purely  pre- 
ventive in  their  nature,  will  in  our  judgment  save  the  young,  and 
also  the  State  from  a  heritage  of  woe.  From  one  of  the  reports  of 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  we  learn  that  ''at  least 
80  per  cent,  of  the  crime  of  New  England  is  committed  by  those  who 
have  no  education,  or  none  sufficient  to  serve  them  a  valuable  purpose 
in  life."  It  also  states  that  in  1868,  28  per  cent,  of  all  the  prisoners 
in  the  country  were  unable  to  read  or  write.  In  the  face  of  the  fact 
that  ignorance  breeds  crime,  and  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  offenders  in 
our  juvenile  reformatories  come  from  idle,  ignorant  and  vicious  homes, 
and  that  a  very  large  proportion  were  truant  from  school  at  the  time 
of  their  committal,  we  therefore  consider  primary  education  a  matter 
of  importance  in  reformatories  and  all  preventive  institutions.  Pre- 
ventive institutions,  truant  homes,  industrial  schools,  etc.,  constitute 
the  true  field  of  promise.  Statistics  are  called  the  absolutism  of  our 
day,  and  in  view  of  the  educational  statistics  alluded  to  above,  the 
children  of  the  pauper  class  should  be  educated.  It  is  a  matter  in 
which  every  true  reformer  should  take  a  deep  interest,  and  use  strenu- 
ous measures  for  this  necessity,  not  only  for  their  future  good,  but 
from  motives  of  political  economy.  If  by  a  natural  law  God  visits 
the  iniquities  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  so  by  a  similar  law, 
identical  in  principle,  He  visits  the  iniquities  of  families  upon  society, 
and  through  both  these  laws  He  is  constantly  uttering  to  men  the 
broader  law,  "Make  the  tree  good,  and  the  fruit  will  be  good." 
Childhood  is  the  formative,  the  flexible,  the  impressive  period,  and 
if  the  mind  of  a  child  can  learn  a  language  before  it  is  four  years  old, 
it  must  be  possible  to  implant  in  it  guiding  principles  that  shall  go 
with  it  through  life.  The  basis  of  a  true  education  for  rich  and  poor 
alike  should  be  Temperance,  and  all  educational  interests  should  be 
guarded,  that  no  demoralizing  or  paralyzing  influences  should  in  any 
way  affect  them.  At  the  present  time  the  whole  world  is  agitated, 
and  speculating  on  the  causes  and  remedy  for  the  evils  that  enslave 
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society.  There  seems  to  be  bat  one  remedy,  and  that  is,  to  educate 
the  dependent  classes  by  common  schooling  and  industrial  training, 
and  prepare  them  to  be  self-supporting  and  law-abiding  citizens  when 
they  shall  have  arrived  at  mature  age.  The  laws  of  Temperance 
should  be  inculcated  in  their  education^  and  the  curse-serpent  rum 
that  enslaves  and  degrades  so  many  families^  and  goads  their  march 
in  life,  should  be  slain.  The  most  indifferent  and  the  most  conserva- 
tive must  look  into  the  face  of  this  agitation  and  evil  of  the  day,  and 
wrestle  to  banish  Intemperance  from  the  land.  The  present  hour 
portends  that,  unless  something  is  done  in  this  direction,  that  our 
State  Almshouses  will  have  to  have  more  capacity  for  paupers. 

THE    HOUSE  OF   CORRECTION. 

This  department  has  had  few  if  any  important  changes  during  the 
last  year.  Both  economy  and  humanity  demand  that  some  policy 
should  be  adopted  by  which  there  can  be,  as  there  should  be,  some 
wiser  and  more  efficient  provision  than  now  exists  for  the  cure  of 
drunkenness.  In  consequence  of  the  ignorance  of  many  of  the  in- 
temperate class,  they  unwittingly  prepare  themselves  for  entrance  to 
the  Insane  Department.  In  the  practice  of  medicine  the  question  is 
constantly  raised  how  to  prevent  as  well  as  how  to  cure  disease,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  great  advancement  in  the  knowledge  of  hygienic 
and  sanitary  laws,  many  diseases  are  now  prevented.  We  think  that 
the  study  of  the  prevention  of  drunkenness  is  infinitely  more  impor- 
tant than  even  the  study  of  its  cure.  Our  Board  has  had  an  unceas- 
ing labor  through  many  long  years  in  giving  these  unfortunates 
correct  views  of  living  and  a  more  rigid  observance  of  the  laws  of 
health ;  but  their  uneasy  organization  seizes  upon  alcoholics  as  soon 
as  they  leave  the  institution,  and  thus  they  return  again  and  again. 
As  a  matter  of  economy  to  the  State,  some  human  agency  should  be 
brought  into  requisition  to  prevent  this  class  from  being  a  life-long 
expense  in  the  Almshouse  or  Insane  Department.  One  of  the  by- 
laws of  the  Prison  Association  of  New  York  reads  as  follows  :  "  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  discharged  convicts  to  procure 
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saitable  boarding  places  for  discharged  prisoners,  where  they  will  not 
be  exposed  to  corrupting  influences."  In  the  discharge  of  the  females 
from  the  House  of  Correction,  the  '^ Sophia  Little  Home''  meets  this 
exigency.  Although  many  return  to  their  old  ways,  it  is  cheering  to 
learn  from  the  statistics  presented  in  the  annual  reports  that  a  large 
amount  of  good  is  being  done  by  this  Institution.  The  Managers 
have  never  asked  or  received  aid  from  the  Legislature  of  our  State, 
as  similar  organizations  have  done  in  other  States,  yet,  in  view  Of  the 
fact  that  ^'vegetarian  diet  tends  to  render  individuals  peaceful  and 
virtuous,"  the  force  of  the  argument  must  in  all  fairness  be  admitted 
that  a  fair  share  of  vegetables  would  in  reality  be  a  great  help  in  the 
cure  of  intemperance.  If  this  view  is  justified  by  the  Legislature, 
it  would  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  Managers  of  the  Institu- 
tion to  receive  vegetables  and  such  other  aid  as  might  be  given  from 
the  State  Farm,  for  the  sustenance  of  the  women  during  their  term 
of  probation  at  this  reformatory.  In  alluding  to  the  females  confined 
at  the  House  of  Correction,  our  Board  would  again  suggest  that  a 
system  of  classification  is  desirable  whereby  young  women  committed 
for  the  first  offence  should  be  kept  from  mingling  with  those  more 
experienced  in  vice,  as  their  influence  would  tend  to  encourage  them 
to  evil-doing  in  the  future.  We  would  also  suggest  that  some  sys- 
tematic arrangement  or  plan  be  adopted  for  some  of  the  inmates  to 
read  aloud  by  turn,  while  the  others  are  at  work  in  the  sewing-room, 
believing  the  influence  will  be  healthful  and  salutary.  There  are  56 
women  at  the  institution. 

THE   OAKLAWN   SCHOOL  FOH  GIRLS. 

This  institution  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  It  has  all  the 
essentials  for  industrial  training,  and  also  every  facility  for  a  good 
education.  There  are  37  girls  at  the  Oaklawn  School.  The  cry  of 
these  girls  in  their  earlier  days  was,  Give  us  light  and  opportunity  to 
do  our  duty.  With  no  homes,  and  no  home  influences,  with  no  sym- 
pathy and  protection,  how  could  they  be  otherwise  than  weak  and 
helpless  ?    The  Legislature  has  met  its  responsibilities  and  fulfilled 
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ite  duties  in  providing  this  'Home  School/  and  with  its  competent 
matron  and  teachers  the  girls  are  daily  learning  lessons  in  self-respect 
and  the  importance  of  industry  as  a  means  of  happiness  and  virtue. 
With  few  exceptions  they  are  united  as  a  hand  in  well-doing.  As  a 
Board  we  do  not  overlook  the  influence  that  is  exerted  hy  them  upon 
new  girls  that  are  added  to  their  number  from  time  to  time.  This 
institution  is  an  honor  to  the  State^  and  meets  a  need  that  will  bring 
about  rational  results.  Its  influences  will  be  manifested  in  succeeding 
generations.  The  significance  of  the  name  given  to  this  school,  as  the 
Oaklawn  School,  has  been  a  source  of  inspiration  and  pride  to  the 
girls,  and  incites  them  to  well-doing. 

THE    INSANE    DEPAKTMENT. 

Of  all  the  diseases  that  afSict  humanity  none  is  so  dreadful  as  in- 
sanity. The  disease  can  be  traced  back  to  the  early  days.  '*The 
Israelites  were  threatened  with  madness  if  they  disobeyed  the  Divine 
command.''  One  fact,  we  think,  may  be  considered  as  pretty  well 
established,  namely,  that  insanity  in  a  great  degree  is  a  preventable 
malady,  and  that  the  dissemination  of  more  correct  views  of  the  true 
way  of  living  and  a  strict  observance  of  the  laws  of  health  and  nature 
would  greatly  diminish  its  frequency.  The  exciting  causes  from 
whence  much  of  it  springs  at  the  present  time  are  both  physical  and 
moral.  The  unfortunate  class  at  the  Insane  Department  are  as  well 
as  their  circumstances  will  permit.  Although  the  institution  in  its 
appointments  and  treatment  of  the  insane  is  in  advance  of  many 
others  of  the  kind,  yet  it  has  need  of  more  extensive  accommodations. 
Dr.  L.  C.  Vinal,  and  Mrs.  Vinal  as  matron,  by  their  sagacity  and  deli- 
cacy of  treatment  are  enabled  to  successfully  control  the  patients. 
The  undertaking  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  dangerous  in  the 
world,  and  requires  great  skill.  There  are  299  patients  in  the  Insti* 
tution,  152  males  and  147  females* 
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THE   STATE   ALMSHOUSE. 

The  need  for  better  accommodations  at  the  Almshoase  is  becoming 
more  apparent  each  sncceeding  year.  In  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  and  Corrections  for  the  year  1881,  they  "express  their 
regret  that  the  buildings  of  this  institution  are  so  ill  adapted  for  pro- 
viding the  degree  of  comfort  and  well-being  which  they  desire  for  the 
pitiable  persons  who  come  here  for  support  or  treatment,"  and  they 
furthermore  hope  "that  before  many  years  the  finances  of  the  State  will 
allow  of  the  construction  of  a  building  for  this  class  of  dependents, 
which  will  afford  them  as  large  a  measure  of  healthfulness,  comfort  and 
convenience  as  is  provided  in  the  other  institutions."  Our  Board  are 
in  full  accord  with  the  views  expressed  in  the  aforesaid  report,  and  in 
consideration  of  the  necessity  of  a  new  Almshouse,  and  it  not  being 
feasible  or  practicable  to  project  any  plans  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  poor  and  sick  at  the  present  time,  we  would  most  respectfully 
suggest  that  some  of  the  rules  that  govern  the  paupers  be  modified  by 
a  generous  discipline,  and  that  they  have  more  amusements,  and  thus 
have  a  pleasanter  ending  off  of  their  lives,  many  of  which  have  been  hard 
and  unlovely,  and  often  not  owing  to  their  own  misdeeds.  We  think 
for  the  most  part  the  institution  has  been  well  managed,  yet  we  can 
see  that  some  changes  can  be  made  for  the  better  each  succeeding 
year.  There  are  now  at  the  State  Almshouse  34  children  under  nine 
years  of  age.  This  number  does  not  include  the  boys  that  are  at  the 
Chaplain's  residence.  From  our  own  observations  and  from  statistics 
furnished  us  in  reply  to  inquiries  made  to  Superintendent  Hunt, 
we  are  assured  that  the  limited  amount  of  rooms  and  the  overcrowded 
nursery  render  it  impossible  to  give  the  children  the  care  and  attention 
they  should  have.  Mrs.  E.  B.  Chace,  in  her  able  memorial  to  the 
Legislature,  Feb.  22d,  1880,  presented  the  facts  and  needs  of  this 
department  understandingly,  and  implored  as  an  urgent  necessity 
that  some  action  should  be  taken  for  "these  children  in  our  alms- 
houses and  the  neglected  children  in  our  streets."  Three  years  have 
passed  since  the  appeal  was  made,  and  the  need  is  more  imperative 
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than  ever  before.  The  duty  of  providing  means  for  primary  education 
for  these  dependent  wards  of  the  State  is  becoming  a  pressing  require- 
ment, and  the  ground  of  this  duty  is  the  simple  fact  that  they  should 
be  started  right,  as  education  is  the  pillar  and  support  of  the  republic. 
It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  our  Board  to  learn  that  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  they  voted  to  repair  a  build- 
ing on  the  premises,  which  will  afford  a  comfortable  place  temporarily 
for  the  children  that  are  now  huddled  in  with  sick  infants,  breathing 
in  the  same  air,  and  at  the  same  time  hearing  the  vile  conversation  of 
vicious  nurses,  thus  being  contaminated  and  educated  to  take  the 
place  of  those  they  so  unconsciously  imitate.  We  are  grateful  for 
this  progressive  movement,  as  it  will  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  adults 
at  the  Almshouse,  as  it  will  relieve  them  of  the  noise  and  confusion 
occasioned  by  the  overcrowded  condition  of  this  department.  It  is 
cheering  to  know  that  the  children  when  they  are  rempved  to  their 
new  quarters  will  be  under  the  special  care  of  a  matron,  who  Avill 
teach  them  a  few  hours  each  day.  The  boys  tliat  are  at  the  house  of 
the  Chaplain  are  sent  to  the  District  School,  which  is  already  over- 
crowded. In  view  of  the  imperative  need  of  facilities  for  educational 
advantages  for  the  dependent  children  throughout  the  State,  we  would 
respectfully  appeal  to  the  Legislature  to  take  measures  for  some  future 
action,  that  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  may  have  its  State  School 
similar  to  the  one  in  Michigan,  that  gathers  in  from  its  counties  all 
neglected  children  throughout  the  State.  The  law  provides  that  in 
every  county  there  shall  be  an  agent  who  shall  visit  the  Almshouse 
and  take  thence  any  child  under  twelve  years  old.  The  late  Gov. 
Bagley  is  considered  the  father  of  this  institution.  Drorim  De 
Shuys,  in  his  address  before  the  French  Institute,  says  :  "The  State 
of  Michigan,  U.  S.  A.,  which  has  existed  only  about  forty  years,  has 
the  merit  of  preceding  ancient  Europe,  in  the  inauguration  of  a  new 
era  for  dependent  children."  From  an  economical  point  of  view,  our 
Board  in  unison  with  others  think  it  infinitely  important  that  the 
children  of  the  pauper  class  should  have  a  State  School  by  legislation, 
and  that  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  to  prevent  them  from  drifting  into 
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the  vices  of  the  age, — and  the  best  means  to  be  used,  is  the  removal 
of  ignorance  through  a  sonnder  education.  If  children  can  be  edu- 
cated nuder  favorable  circumstances  by  change  of  condition,  it  is  safe 
to  conclude  that  the  tendency  to  profligate  lives  may  be  overcome. 
We  have  just  learned  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Chari- 
ties and  Corrections  presented  to  the  Legislature  a  few  days  ago, 
refers  to  this  subject  and  the  Board  ask  for  a  special  appropriation 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building 
for  the  children  we  so  earnestly  plead  for.  Truly  this  is  a  progressive 
move,  and  we  heartily  '*  second  the  motion,"  and  implore  the  Legis- 
lature to  endorse  the  plan  of  the  State  Board,  and  give  the  measure 
cordial  support  by  a  grant  of  the  sum  asked  for.  In  conclusion  we 
would  allude  to  the  commendable  progress  that  the  boys  at  the  Reform 
School  are  making  under  the  faithful  ministrations  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Frank  M.  Howe.  The  new  system  established  by  him 
in  his  plan  of  government  is  carried  on  successfully,  and  the  boys 
seem  to  enjoy  their  elevating  privileges.  Wo  are  glad  to  know  that 
they  are  to  have  a  new  gospel  in  the  way  of  industrial  training  at  their 
institution.  Manual  employments  are  necessary  to  prepare  them  for 
after  life,  and  a  choice  in  trade  would  inspire  ambition.  There  is 
need  of  industrial  training  for  those  out  of  reformatories  and  an  In- 
dustrial School  in  our  State  is  a  necessity  for  indigent  boys  and  girls 
to  prepare  them  for  industrious  and  useful  lives.  When  influences 
are  of  a  wise  quality,  they  are  mental  medicines  of  specific  value  to 
the  many  who  need  them,  and  ought  to  have  them.

Greeting  : 

The  andersignedy  joint  commissioners  on  the  part  of  Massachusetts 
and  Bhode  Island  to  ascertain,  establish  and  definitely  mark  by  suit- 
able monuments  the  boundary  line  between  the  States  of  Massachusetts 
and  Bhode  Island,  from  the  northwest  comer  of  Bhode  Island  on  the 
Connecticut  line  to  Burnt  Swamp  comer,  pursuant  to  an  act  entitled 
''An  act  establishing  a  portion  of  the  boundary  line  between  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  State  of  Bhode  Island," 
approved  April  30,  A.  D.,  1883,  and  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  establish- 
ing the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Bhode  Island  between 
Bhode  Island  and  Massachusetts,"  passed  March  22nd,  A.  D.  1883, 
haying  performed  the  services  assigned  them,  respectfully  present  the 
accompanying  detailed  report  of  the  line  as  ascertained  and  estab- 
lished by  said  acts,  and  entitled  "  Engineers'  Beport." 

The  expense  attending  the  establishing  of  said  line  and  setting  up 
the  monuments  thereon  is  as  follows,  viz  : 

Expense  of  surveying,  platting  and  erecting  monuments  on  said  line, 

including  land  damages $6,908  88 

Services  of  Commissioners 8,200  00

!  Duplicate  copies  of  the  vouchers  of  all  expenditures  are  to  be  filed 

■ 

!        in  the  State  department  of  each  State. 
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The  said  expenditares  are  to  be  shared  equally  by  each  State,  and 
the  sam  required  from  each  State  for  that  purpose  will  be  four  thou- 
sand six  hundred  thirty-three  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  ($4,633.92), 
and  the  commissioners  respectfully  ask  for  ihe  passage  of  an  act  or 
resolye  appropriating  said  sum  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  said 
expense. 

The  commissioners  congratulate  the  several  States  upon  the  final 
termination  of  a  long  and  important  controversy.  The  northern 
boundary  of  Bhode  Island  bordering  on  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
has  been  the  subject  of  dispute  during  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  the 
history  of  the  two  States.  It  has  been  the  subject  of  many  mutual 
commissions,  and  has  repeatedly  engaged  the  attention  of  the  legis- 
latures of  the  two  States.  It  has  also  been  the  subject  of  a  protracted 
lawsuit  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  The  principles 
which  were  to  govern  in  determining  the  line  between  the  two  States 
were  fixed  by  the  decree  of  the  court  in  that  case  which  was  entered 
at  the  December  term  of  that  court  in  the  year  A.  D.  1845. 

It  remained  to  the  two  States  to  determine  where  the  line,  indicated 
as  the  true  line  and  to  be  ascertained  on  the  principles  determined  by 
that  court,  was  to  be  found  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  to  fix 
durable  and  permanent  monuments  on  said  line.  After  nearly  forty 
years  of  repeated  efforts  in  this  direction  this  has  been  successfully 
accomplished.  The  commissioners  found  a  wide  variety  of  claims  on 
each  side.  After  much  patient  and  careful  consideration,  and  after 
many  meetings  at  Boston  and  Providence,  and  on  the  line  in 
their  conclusions  were  reached. 

The  legislatures  of  the  two  States,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1883,  by  con- 
current acts,  ratified  the  doings  of  the  joint  commissioners,  and  directed 
the  commissioners  to  set  up  and  establish  jMonanent  monuments. 
This  work  has  been  completed,  and  it  was  d^^^pdvisable  to  invite 
the  governors  of  the  two  States,  with  the  heaVof  departments,  to 
inspect  the  work,  and  on  the  7th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1883,  the 
same  was  duly  inspected  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Benjamin  F. 
Butler  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  by  His  Excel- 
lency Governor  Augustus  0.  Bourn  of  the  State  of  Bhode  Island, 
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with  their  several  heads  of  departments^  and  pronounced  satisfactory. 
The  commissioners  desire  to  leave  on  the  record  testimony  of  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  of  their  late  associate,  the  Hon.  George 
Marston,  whose  ability  and  courtesy  contributed  largely  to  the  suc- 
cessful issue  of  the  joint  commission,  and  who  died  in  August,  A.  D. 
1883.

ENGINEERS'  REPORT. 


7b  the  Comtni88ioMr»  appointed  for  the  purpote  of  eauHng  to  be  r&mowd  the  Hone 
monuments  erected  to  mark  the  oonwnUonal  Une  between  the  States  of  Maseachus- 
ettsand  Ehode  Island  from  the  easterly  Une  of  the  State  of  ConneeOout  to  Burnt 
Swamp  Corner^  and  to  procure  and  set  up  stone  monuments  at  such  points,  of 
such  siste,  (md  with  such  marks  as  may  by  ihem  be  deemed  expedient  upon  the  true 
boundary  Une  established  by  the  two  States  in  1883. 

GbntIiBMBN:— The  underdgned,  who  were  appointed  by  you  to  perform  the 
work  above  referred  to,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  survey  of  the  boundary  line  established  by  the  Acts  of  the  respective 
States  in  1883,  has  been  carefully  made  and  has  been  marked  by  substantial 
monuments  of  granite  and  by  copper  bolts  inserted  in  large  boulders  or  solid 
rock,  as  hereinafter  described  in  detail. 

In  making  the  survey  of  the  line  we  have  followed  the  same  order  as  is  desig- 
nated in  the  Acts  of  the  two  States,  beginning  at  the  easterly  line  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  and  continuing  easterly  to  *^  Burnt  Swamp  Comer." 

The  granite  monuments  which  have  been  set  up  at  difTerent  points  on  the  line 
are  of  three  different  kinds,  as  follows: 

The  first  class  comprises  the  large  monuments  14  inches  square  with  a  pyramidal 
top  6  inches  high ;  these  monuments  are  about  9  feet  long  and  are  set  in  the  ground 
5  feet;  they  are  dressed  on  the  four  sides  4  feet  from  the  top,  and  are  marked 
"  MASS.  1888,"  on  the  north  side,  and  *'  R  I.  1888,"  on  the  south  side.  Monu- 
ments of  this  class  have  been  put  at  the  western  end  and  at  the  four  angles  of 
the  line. 

The  second  class  comprises  monuments  6  .by  8  inches  in  size  and  from  6  feet 
2  inches  to  8  feet  5  inches  long,  dressed  3  feet  6  inches  from  the  top  on  the  north 
and  south  sides,  and  marked  "  MASS."  on  the  north  side,  and  "  R  I."  on  the 
south  side.  They  are  set  about  6  feet  in  the  ground  at  the  Intersection  of  the 
line  with  every  highway. 
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The  third  clan  comprises  monaments  5  by  8  inches  in  size  and  from  4  feet  6 
inches  to  5  feet  long,  dressed  2  feet  6  inches  from  the  top  on  the  north  and  soath 
sides  and  marked  "  MASS."  on  the  north  side,  and  "  R  L"  on  the  south  side. 
These  are  the  old  monuments  formerly  osed  to  mark  the  *' conyentional  line,** 
surveyed  in  1847,  but  never  ratified,  all  of  which  have  been  removed  by  us  and 
a  portion  of  them  reset  at  intermediate  points.  They  are  set  in  the  ground  about 
4  feet  6  inches,  on  the  summits  over  which  the  line  passes,  so  that  it  is  possible 
in  every  case  to  see  from  one  monument  to  the  next  one,  thus  making  it  easy  for 
a  surveyor  at  any  time  hereafter  to  define  the  line  quickly  and  with  accuracy. 

In  several  places  bolts  of  yellow  metal,  with  a  cross  cut  on  the  t<^,  have  been 
inserted  in  large  boulders  or  ledges  to  mark  the  line. 

The  location  and  description  of  every  monument  will  be  found  in  the  table 
hereto  annexed,  and  a  few  which  need  special  mention  will  be  more  particularly 
alluded  to  in  the  following  description  of  the  line. 

The  "  monument  of  dressed  granite  marked  '  MASS.*  on  the  north,  '  R  L*  on 
the  south,  and  '  CON.'  on  the  west  sides,  standing  at  the  northwest  comer  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  lat  42°  0'  29.45',  Ion.  71"  48'  ia07'  west  of  Green- 
wich," mentioned  in  the  Acts  as  the  western  extremity  of  the  line,  was  found 
to  be  only  3  feet  6  inches  long,  set  up  on  a  small  flat  rock,  with  nothing  to  pre- 
vent its  being  easily  moved  from  its  position.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  re- 
move this  and  place  a  substantial  monument  of  the  first  class  in  the  same  loca- 
tion. The  new  monument  is  14  inches  square,  9  feet  long  (5  feet  in  the  ground) 
and  marked  "Jf  ASS.  1883,"  on  the  north  side,  "  R  L  1888,"  on  the  south  side, 
and  "  CONN."  on  the  west  side. 

From  this  monument  the  line  runs  with  a  deflection  of  86°  02'  24.80'  east  of 
north,  seven  thousand,  five  hundred  fifty-six  and  forty-eight  hundredths  (7,- 
556.48)  feet,  or  one  and  forty-three  hundredths  (1.43)  miles,  to  a  monument  of 
the  first-class,  placed  in  the  centre  of  "a  pile  of  stones  on  the  westerly  bank  of 
Wallum  Pond,  at  high  water  mark,*'  designated  in  the  Acts  and  referred  to  in 
deeds  of  the  adjacent  property  as  being  a  point  in  the  boundary  of  the  two 
States.  A  large  boulder  under  the  pile  of  stones  was  levelled  off  and  a  bolt  of 
yellow  metal,  one  inch  in  diameter  and  12  inches  long  was  set  in  lead  under  the 
point  where  the  centre  of  the  pile  of  stones  was  found  to  be.  The  monument 
was  cat  off  to  a  length  of  2  feet  6  inches,  set  over  this  bolt  and  dowelled  to  the 
boulder  with  three  }  inch  iron  dowels  leaded  into  the  monument,  and  wedged 
into  the  boulder.  The  top  of  this  monument  is  level  and  has  a  hole  drilled  in 
the  centre  of  it  two  inches  in  depth. 

From  this  monument  the  line  deflects  2°  11'  83'  to  the  south,  and  runs  twenty- 
four  thousand,  six  hundred  thirty-four  and  twenty-eight  hundredths  (24,684.28) 
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feet,  or  four  and  nxty-sefyen  hundredths  (4»6|7)  miles  to  the  point  where  the  stone 
monument  stood  at  the  **  southwest  comer  of  Uzbridge,  and  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Douglas,  marked  *'D.  Not.  9,  1809/'  on  the  northwest  face,  and  "  U." 
on  the  east  face,  and  "B."  on  the  south  face.  This  monument  was  found  to 
he  ill-shaped,  of  insufficient  size  to  mark  an  angle  between  the  two  States,  and 
was  set  in  the  ground  only  18  inches;  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  remote  it  and 
have  set  in  its  place  and  in  exactly  the  same  spot,  a  granite  monument  of  the 
first  class,  marked  "MASS.  1888,"  on  the  north  Me,  "U."  on  the  east  side, 
'*  R  I.,  B.  1888,"  on  the  south  side  and  '*  D.  Nov.  9,  1899,'*  on  the  west  side. 
This  monument  is  set  5  feet  in  the  ground  and  is  dressed  4  feet  from  the  top. 

From  this  monument  the  line  deflects  (T  07'  07'  to  the  north,  and  runs  forty- 
one  thousand,  six  hundred  seventy-six  and  eighty-three  hundredths  (41,076.88) 
feet,  or  seven  and  eighty-nine  hundredths  (7.89)  miles,  to  a  stone  monument  set 
at  the  "point  formed  by  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Harris  avenue, 
so  called,  with  the  southerly  line  of  Oaskill  street,  near  the  village  of  Water- 
ford,  and  about  fifteen  rods  easterly  of  the  easterly  bank  of  Bladutone  River. 
This  monument  is  14  inches  square,  6  feet  6  inches  long,  and  has  a  level  top, 
with  a  bolt  of  yellow  metal,  1  inch  in  diameter  and  6  hiches  long,  placed  in  the 
centre,  and  is  marked  '*  MASS.  1888,"  on  the  north  side,  and  "R  L  1888,"  on 
the  south  side.  An  old  highway  bound  was  found  at  this  point,  which  was  re- 
moved and  the  new  monument  put  in  its  place.  The  top  of  the  monument  was 
placed  about  18  inches  below  the  present  grade  of  the  road,  on  account  of  the 
probability  that  the  streets  will  be  cut  down  at  this  point  whenever  they  are 
regraded. 

From  this  monument  the  line  deflects  8**  59'  01'  to  the  north,  and  runs  seven 
thousand,  nine  hundred  ninety-one  and  ninety-one  hundredths  (7,991.91)  feet,  or 
one  and  fifty-one  hundredths  (1.51)  miles  to  the  point  where  the  split  granite 
monument  stood,  **  having  five  faces,  marked  on  the  west  face  *M.'  on  the  north- 
east face  'B.'  and  on  the  south  face  *0.'"  This  old  monument  had  nearly 
fallen  down,  being  only  0  feet  7  inches  long,  and  extending  into  the  ground  only 
20  inches.  The  monument  was  deemed  by  us  unfit  for  an  angle  in  the  line  on 
account  of  its  poor  shape  and  size,  and  we  removed  it  and  set  in  its  place  a 
monument  of  the  first  class,  substantially  set,  marked  '*  B."  on  the  east  side, 
"B."  on  the  west  side,  "MASS.  1888,"  on  the  north  side,  and  "  R  I.  1898,"  on 
the  south  side. 

From  this  monument  the  line  deflects  4°  82'  89'  to  the  south,  and  runs  thirty- 
one  thousand,  seven  hundred  eighty-eight  and  seventy-three  hundredths  (81,- 
788.73)  feet,  or  six  and  two  hundredths  (6.02)  miles,  to  the  "stone  monument 
standing  on  Wrentham  Plain,  at  Burnt  Swamp  Comer,  in  lat.  42'  01'  8.60',  Ion. 

71'  28'  18.26'  west  of  Greenwich,  marked  on  two  sides    *  MASS."  and  on  the 
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Other  two  sides  "  R  I.'^  This  monument  was  found  to  be  in  poor  condition, 
being  considerably  out  of  a  vertical  position,  and  set  among  a  heap  of  stones 
thrown  into  the  swamp,  the  bottom  being  only  twenty  inches  below  the  sur- 
race  of  the  swamp..  We  deemed  it  advisable  to  reset  it,  being  careful,  how- 
ever, that  it  should  retain  its  original  location.  We  reset  it  by  having  it  firmly 
imbedded  in  cement  masonry.  This  stone  is  9  Inches  square  and  6  feet  3  inches 
long,  and  the  top  is  about  2  feet  6  inches  above  the  level  of  the  swamp.  The 
letters  "MASS.*'  are  cut  vertically  on  the  north  and  east  sides,  and  the  letters 
"  R.  I."  are  cut  vertically  on  the  south  and  west  sides;  the  figures  "  1861,"  are 
cut  across  the  top  of  the  stone  in  an  east  and  west  direction.  These  letters  and 
figures  are  the  same  that  we  found  marked  on  this  monument,  and  we  have 
added  the  figures  "  1883  "  cut  across  the  top  in  a  north  and  south  direction.  We 
should  have  preferred  to  replace  this  monument  with  one  of  the  first  class,  but 
did  not  consider  it  expedient  to  do  so,  as  it  is  situated  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  and  is  described  in  the  report  of  the  adoption  of  the 
compromise  line  between  the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  in  1861, 
fixing  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  letters  "MASS."  and  "R.  I.,"  on  all  monuments,  are  capital  letters,  5 
inches  in  height,  cut  vertically  en  the  sides  of  the  stones,  and  the  figures  "  1888  " 
are  cut  horizontally  on  the  sides  and  are  4  inches  in  height. 

The  total  distance,  as  measured  on  the  line  above  described,  from  the  north- 
west corner  of  Rhode  Island  to  the  monument  at  Burnt  Swamp  Comer  at  the 
northeast  comer  of  Rhode  Island,  is  one  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand,  six 
hundred  forty-eight  and  twenty-three  hundredths  (118,048.38)  feet,  or  twenty- 
one  and  fifty-two  hundredths  (21.63)  miles. 

Information  lately  received  from  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  indicates  that 
the  most  recent  telegraphic  determinations  of  longitude  and  the  latest  computa- 
tions of  latitude  give  the  following  results: — 

Northwest  corner  of  Rhode  Island lat  42°  00'  38.14%  long.  7V  47'  59.07' 

Burnt  Swamp  Comer lat  42"  01'  07.36',  long.  71"  22'  54.36' 

In  order  to  make  a  full  explanation  of  our  survey,  we  present  as  a  part  of  our 
report,  a  plan  showing  the  line  as  run  by  us;  giving  the  town  lines  and  names  of 
the  towns;  showing  the  crossing  of  all  highways  and  streams;  all  important 
buildings  that  are  situated  near  the  line;  the  property  lines  and  names  of  the 
owners  of  land  through  which  the  line  runs;  the  stations  on  the  line  and  the 
position  of  the  monuments  as  set  by  us.  This  plan  is  entitled:-—"  Plan  of  the 
Boundary  Line  between  the  States  of  Massachussetts  and  Rhode  Island,"  &c., 
dated  Febmary  16,  1884,  and  is  verified  by  our  signatures. 

We  present  also  a  certified  copy  of  the  field  notes  of  our  survey,  which  we 
recommend  to  be  filed  with  the  plan. 
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We  have  been  faithfully  served  by  our  assistants  in  this  survey,  to  whom  we 
render  our  thanks  for  their  efficient  service.  Among  them  we  desire  to  mention 
especially  Mr.  F.  H.  Mills,  of  Woonsocket,  R.  L,  and  Mr.  Frank  A.  May,  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  who  was  lost  on  the  ill-fated  steamer  "City  of  Columbus/'  Jan. 
18,  1884.

HARBOR  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
etc.: 

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  their 
Eighth  Annual  Report. 

APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  BOARD. 

At  the  May  Session  of  this  General  Assembly,  His  Excellency  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  -consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed 
Henry  C.  Bradford,  of  Providence,  to  be  Harbor  Commissioner  for 
three  years.  Mr.  Bradford  assumed  his  duties  on  the  first  of  July, 
that  date  being  regarded  as  the  beginning  of  the  Commissioners'  year. 

HARBOR    LINES. 

After  hearing  all  parties  interested,  as  required  by  law,  a  harbor 
line  was  reported  to  the  Governor  and  Senate  for  the  west  side  of 
Pawtucket  river  from  Bensley's  Point  to  Red  Bridge,  and  it  was  es- 
tablished on  the  seventh  of  March. 

On  the  twelfth  of  April  a  harbor  line,  to  be  a  substitute  for  that 
formerly  existing,  was  established  on  the  west  side  of  Providence 
river  from  Point  street  to  Henderson  street.  In  all  cases  where  har- 
bor lines  are  reported  for  territory  on  which  harbor  lines  had  previ- 
ously existed,  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  is  passed  for  their 
establishment. 
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In  response  to  an  order  of  the  previous  General  Assembly,  surveys 
have  been  made,  and  the  Commissioners  are  engaged  in  designing  a 
harbor  line  in  Wickford  Harbor  from  Quonset  Point  to  Bissell's  Cove. 
A  report  upon  this  matter  may  be  expected  during  the  pi'esent  session. 

Some  doubt  exists  as  to  the  exact  location  of  the  harbor  line  between 
Fox  Point  and  India  Point  in  Providence,  owing  to  an  apparent  error 
in  the  plan  referred  to  in  the  Act  establishing  the  line,  and  surveys 
looking  to  a  proposed  re-establishment  of  the  line  have  been  ordered. 
A  report  upon  this  matter  may  be  expected. 

EKCROACHMEKTS   AKD    DUMPING. 

The  usual  care  has  been  required  during  the  year  to  prevent  en- 
croachments, obstructions,  and  unauthorized  dumping.  The  general 
dumping  ground  continues  to  be  in  deep  water  near  Half-way  Bock, 
east  of  Conanicut  Island.  Permission  to  dump  a  small  amount,  under 
restrictions,  on  the  west  side  of  Providence  harbor,  has  been  given. 
Orders  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  have  been  given  as  required. 

Under  a  contract  approved  by  the  Attorney-General,  the  city  of 
Providence  is  bound  to  do  certain  dredging  as  required  by  the  Com- 
missioners in  compensation  for  obstructions  caused  by  filling  near 
Bird  street  on  the  Brook  street  district.  No  action  has  yet  been 
taken  to  require  this  dredging,  for  the  reason  that  the  work  can  be 
much  more  satisfactorily  defined  after  the  replacing  of  Washington 
Bridge. 

The  Richmond  Paper  Company  are  building  a  dam  across  the  mouth 
of  Omega  Cove,  under  the  Railroad  bridge  in  East  Providence,  cutting 
off  a  considerable  volume  of  tide  water.  The  work  was  well  under 
way  before  coming  to  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners.  The  pro- 
ceeding is  unauthorized,  but  large  interests  are  involved,  and  the 
work  appears  to  have  been  innocently  undertaken  by  the  company. 
After  several  hearings  and  a  view  of  the  premises,  the  Commissioners 
decided,  with  the  approval  of  the  Attorney-General,  to  take  an  agree- 
ment, in  the  nature  of  a  bond,  from  responsible  persons,  that,  failing 
action  on  the  matter  by  the  General  Assembly,  the  tidal  flow  shall  be 
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completely  restored  before  the  first  of  September  next,  and  in  con- 
sideration thereof  to  delay  action  against  the  company  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly. 

LICENSES,   ETC. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  as  follows  : 

1.  January  6,  to  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company 
for  the  reconstruction,  under  conditions,  of  the  draw  in  their  bridge 
at  India  Point. 

2.  January  16,  to  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company 
for  the  construction  of  a  pier  in  East  Providence. 

3.  February  7,  to  James  C.  Qoff  for  the  erection  of  a  wharf  on  the 
estate  of  the  late  George  W.  Hall  on  the  east  side  of  Providence  river. 

4.  April  26,  to  the  Providence  Gas  Company  to  rebuild  their 
bridge  wharf  near  the  foot  of  Langley  street  in  Providence. 

5.  May  9,  to  R.  B.  Little  &  Co.  for  extension  of  their  wharf  near 
Point  street  in  Providence.

6.  May  9,  to  C.  B.  Manchester  and  A.  H.  Manchester  to  repair 
their  wharf  near  the  foot  of  Manchester  street  in  Providence. 

7.  June  12,  to  the  Narragansett  Boat  Club  for  the  erection  of 
boat  house  and  guards  in  Pawtucket  river  near  the  foot  of  Angell 
street. 

8.  June  12,  to  David  Atwood  to  build  a  wharf  in  Barrington. 

9.  July  5,  to  Moncrieff  &  McLay  for  the  construction  of  a  wharf 
near  Division  street  bridge  in  Pawtucket. 

Assent  has  been  given  as  follows: 

1.  May  23,  to  tlje  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad  Com- 
pany for  repairing  their  wharf  at  Bristol. 

2.  June  12,  to  the  National  Rubber  Company  at  Bristol  for  the 
extension  of  their  wharf. 

3.  July  25,  to  the  Bay  Mill  Company  for  rebuilding  their  wharf 
at  East  Greenwich. 

4.  October  24,  to  Wm.  M.  Bailey  for  filling  a  lot  of  land  near  Gano 
and  Preston  streets  in  Providence. 
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5.  December  5,  to  Bi^bert  Pettis  for  the  extension  of  his  wharf  Rt 
Starregrttt  Island. 

HEARINGS,  ETC. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  hearings  at  the  r^nlar  meetings  of  the 
board,  public  bearings  have  been  held  as  follows  :  Jannarr  6,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  bridge  of  the  Boston  and  ProTidence  Railroad  Company 
at  India  Point.  Febmaiy  28,  in  relation  to  a  harbor  line  from  Point 
street  to  Henderson  street  in  Proridenoe.  June  12,  at  Wickford,  in 
relation  to  a  harbor  line  for  Wickford  harY)or.  June  21,  in  relation 
to  projx)sed  action  bv  the  city  of  Providence  in  reference  to  the  re- 
construction of  Washington  bridge,  the  Harbor  Commissioners  de- 
clining to  approve  the  action. 

JIRISDICTIOX. 

The  waters  immediately  bordering  upon  the  towns  in  Newport  and 
Washington  coanties  and  the  harbors  of  those  counties  are  not  within 
the  jnrisdiction  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners.  Complaints  have, 
however,  been  made  bv  citizens  of  Westerly  relative  to  encroachments 
on  the  river,  and  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  has  been  invited 
to  the  subject  by  officers  of  the  U.  S.  Engineering  Dejiartment.  No 
action  can  be  taken  bv  the  Commissioners  unless  the  General  Assembly 
extends  their  powers  over  those  waters- 
Application  by  numerous  citizens  of  Wickford  for  the  establishment 
of  a  harbor  line  in  Wickford  harbor  was  necessarily  refused  for  want 
of  jurisdiction.  In  this  case,  however,  the  Commissioners  are  design- 
ing a  harlK)r  line  under  a  siKH-ial  Act  of  the  General  Assembly. 

DRAW  bri[h;es. 

The  Commissioners  renew  their  siii::iestiiui  that  further  lesrislation 
is  needed  to  regulate  the  times  for  oi)eni ng  draw-liridges,  and  as  to 
blocking  the  approaches  to  draws, 

BOrXDARY   LINE. 

It  seems  desirable  that  the  l)oundary  line  of  tide  water  between  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island  should  be  defined  by  lav. 
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Action  iu  this  matter  has  been  taken  in  Massachusetts,  and  an  Act 
was  passed  by  the  Senate  of  the  last  General  Assembly^  bat  no  action 
has  yet  been  taken  by  the  House. 

WORK  UKDBR  LIGHTHOUSE  BOARD. 

A  new  lighthouse  to  be  known  as  Sakonnet  Light-Station  is  estab- 
lished on  Little  Cormorant  Sock  about  nine  hundred  feet  north-west 
of  West  Island,  near  Sakonnet  Point,  on  the  east  side  of  the  mouth 
of  Sakonnet  river,  where  a  lighthouse  is  now  building  by  the  General 
Government.  This  will  make  the  number  of  lights  in  Rhode  Island 
waters  and  Narragansett  Bay  twenty-six. 

WORK   UNDER   U.  8.  ENGINEER. 

The  work  under  the  Engineer  Department  of  the  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment in  Rhode  Island  waters  has  been  prosecuted  by  Col.  George  H. 
Elliot,  who  divides  the  deep  channel  work  into  reaches,  of  which  the 
upper  three,  viz.  the  Fox  Point,  the  Sassafras  Point,  and  the  Field's 
Point,  have  been  excavated  26  feet  deep  to  the  full  proposed  width  of 
300  feet ;  and  the  lower  three  reaches,  viz.  the  Poiuham,  the  Pawtuxet,- 
and  the  Gaspee,  have  not  less  than  200  feet  of  the  proposed  width  of 
300  feet  and  depth  of  25  feet. 

The  survey  of  Pawtucket  river  has  been  executed.  The  jetty  on 
the  south-east  shore  of  Block  Island  and  the  harbor  wall  in  the  Inner 
Harbor  of  Refuge  have  been  completed. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Col.  Elliot  we  have  been  furnished  with  a  report 
of  the  work  done  in  Rhode  Island  waters  since  June  30,  1883,  which 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix,  together  with  extracts  from  reports  of 
Col.  Elliot  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U;  S.  A.,  in  relation  to  a  sur- 
vey of  Pawtucket  river  and  in  relation  to  the  ordinary  work  under  his 
charge  previous  to  July,  1883.

Sir  :  I  take  pleasure  in  complyiug  with  your  request  of  yesterday  for  a  resume 
of  my  works  in  Rhode  Island  since  the  date  of  my  last  annual  report  to  the  Chief 
of  Engineers,  U.  8.  Army. 

These  works  are  as  follow :

Providence  River  and  Narragansett  Bay. 
Pawtucket  River. 
Newport  Harhor. 
Block  Island  Harhor. 
Little  Narragansett  Bay. 

1st.    Protfidenee  River  and  Narraganeeit  Bay, 

The  report  just  mentioned  brought  the  work  down  to  the  Ist  of  July  last,  and 
we  were  then  at  work  on  the  Pawtuzet  reach  of  our  26  foot  channel.  A  width 
of  200  feet  having  been  gained  in  this  reach,  the  Fox  Point  reach  was  enlarged 
from  180  feet  to  the  full  width  of  800  feet;  the  Sassafras  Point  reach  from  280 
feet  to  800  feet;  the  Field's  Point  reach  from  200  feet  to  800  feet;  and  the  work 
of  widening  and  straightening  the  26  foot  channel  in  the  Pomham  reach  had  been 
commenced  when  the  contract  under  the  last  appropriation  by  Congress,  for  the 
improvement  of  Providence  River,  was  completed  on  the  21st  of  November  last. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  removed  between  the  eastern  liniit  of  the 
26  foot  channel  in  the  Field's  Point  reach  and  a  line  160  feet  eastward  of  this 
channel  48,016  cubic  yards  of  material. 

Everything  in  this  area  that  was  found  dredgable,  above  a  depth  of  20  feet 
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below  mean  low  water,  was  removed;  but  on  a  part  of  "Long  Bed**  which  pro- 
jects into  it  from  the  eastward,  the  bottom  was  foand  extremely  hard  and  could 
not  be  dredged  to  the  full  depth  of  20  feet  My  assistant,  Mr.  Eayrs,  who  sabse- 
qaently  made  a  careful  surrey  of  the  areas  dredged  during  the  last  season,  re- 
ported that  he  found  ledge  rock  underlying  this  shoal  and  projecting  slightly 
into  the  25  foot  channel,  but  so  close  to  the  eastern  side  and  so  deep  that  it  will 
not  interfere  with  its  full  use. 

From  the  above,  and  from  the  report  above  referred  to,  of  which  I  had  the 
honor  to  send  you  a  printed  copy,  you  will  observe  that  the  upper  three  of  the 
straight  reaches  into  which  I  have  divided  the  new  25  foot  channel,  viz. :  the 
Fox  Point  reach,  the  Sassafras  Point  reach  and  the  Field's  Point  reach,  have  been 
excavated  to  the  full  width  of  SOO  feet;  and  that  in  the  lower  three  reaches  of 
this  channel,  viz. :  the  Pomham  reach,  the  Pawtuxet  reach  and  the  Oaspee  reach, 
we  have  now  not  less  than  200  feet  of  the  projected  width  of  300  feet 

2d.     Pawtueket  Bntr, 

The  survey  of  this  river,  directed  in  the  River  and  Harbor  Act  of  August  3, 
1882,  has  been  executed,  and  aa  soon  as  I  receive  copies  of  my  printed  report 
I  will  send  you  one. 

8d.    Newport  Harbor, 

No  work  has  been  done  in  this  harbor  since  the  completion  of  the  last  contract, 
on  June  20,  1888,  for  want  of  funds. 

4th.    Block  Idand  Harbor. 

The  jetty  on  the  south-east  shore  of  the  Island,  and  the  harbor  wall  in  the 
Inner  Harbor  of  Refuge,  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report  to  the  Chief  of 
Engineers,  have  been  completed. 

5th.     Little  Narraganeett  Bay, 

No  work  has  been  done  in  this  bay  since  the  completion  of  the  last  dontract 
and  of  the  project  for  improvement,  on  May  26,  1883,  except  the  removal  of  all 
of  the  bowlders  left  in  the  dredged  channel,  and  of  a  large  number  from  the 
Watch  Hill  channel,  leaving  the  latter  channel  in  a  greatly  improved  condition.

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EXTRACT  FROM  REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OP  PAWTUCKET 

RIVER. 

Prdminary  Examination  qf  Fatotttcket  Biver,  Rhode  Itiand, 

New  London,  Conn., 

November  8,  1882. 

TMb  river  was  surveyed  in  1870  and  1873,  besides  which  partial  examinations 
were  made  in  1872  in  connection  with  improvements  then  in  progress,  and  in 
1870  very  complete  tidal  observations  were  made,  chiefly  with  the  object  of  de- 
termining  the  influence  of  three  bridges  on  the  currents  of  the  river.  With  the 
information  obtainable  from  the  maps  and  reports  of  these  surveys  and  improve- 
ments a  preliminary  examination  of  the  locality  seems  unnecessary. 

Since  1867,  $52,000  has  been  appropriated  for  this  improvement,  making  the 
depth  of  channel  7  feet  at  mean  low  water,  where  the  available  depth  had  been 
4i  feet.  The  dredged  channel  is  76  feet  wide.  The  mean  rise  of  tide  is  about  5 
feet. 

The  last  appropriation  made  for  the  Pawtucket  River  was  in  1873.  Since  its 
expenditure  the  business  of  Pawtucket  has  greatly  increased,  and  there  is  a  de- 
mand for  a  channel  of  greater  depth  and  width. 

It  is  to  obtain  a  project  with  estimates  for  an  enlarged  channel  that  this  survey 
is  desired. 

Pawtucket  is  a  manufacturing  place  of  about  30,000  population;  the  improve- 
ment desired  would  be  of  general  benefit  to  the  community,  and  is  undoubtedly 
one  worthy  to  be  made,  and  the  work  a  public  necessity,  if  the  cost  be  not  unduly 
great.    This  latter  can  be  satisfactorily  determined  only  by  survey. 

In  my  judgment,  the  survey  ought  to  be  made,  and  I  recommend  an  allotment 
of  $500  from  the  general  appropriation  for  surveys  for  this  purpose.  If  the  field- 
work  is  to  be  done  this  fall,  the  allotment  should  be  made  by  telegraph.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  plat  of  the  survey  of  Paw- 
tucket  River,  Rhode  Island,  and  estimates  of  cost  of  its  improvement  which  were 
authorized  by  the  river  and  harbor  act  of  Congress  of  August  2, 1882,  and  placed 
in  my  charge  by  your  instructions  of  April  24,  1888. 

description  of  the  rtver. 

Pawtucket  (or  Seekonk)  River,  an  arm  of  Providence  River,  extends  from 
Providence  to  Pawtucket,  a  distance  of  about  4i  miles,  and  forms  a  tidal  basin 
of  about  li  square  miles.  The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about  5  feet 
The  continuation  of  the  river  above  Pawtucket  is  called  the  Blackstone  River, 
and  is  not  navigable.  At  the  mouth  of  the  Pawtucket  it  is  spanned  by  two 
bridges,  parallel  and  about  250  feet  apart.  The  upper,  the  old  Washington 
Bridge,  is  a  highway  bridge,  and  the  other  is  a  railroad  bridge  belonging  to  the 
Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company.  The  draw  of  the  Washington  Bridge 
is  close  to  the  eastern  shore,  and  is  so  narrow  and  illy  located  and  constructed  as 
to  render  navigation  through  it  difQcult  and  dangerous.  By  reason  of  this  ob- 
struction to  the  navigation  of  Pawtucket  River,  my  predecessor,  the  late  Qeneral 
Warren,  declined  for  several  years  before  his  death,  in  August  of  last  year,  to 
estimate  for  further  appropriations  for  its  improvement;  but  the  legislature  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  at  its  January  session  of  this  year,  enacted  a  law  by 
which  a  new  drawbridge  is  to  be  built  on  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  bridge. 
This  law  requires  that  the  bridge  shall  be  completed  within  two  years  from  the 
appointment  of  a  board  of  commissioners;  that  it  shall  have  a  swing  draw  with 
two  openings  of  not  less  than  80  feet  wide  each,  and  that  the  channel  of  the  river 
under  and  around  the  present  bridge  shall  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  to  the 
tidal  flow  to  a  depth  of  15  feet  below  mean  low  water. 

The  railroad  bridge  does  not  seriously  obstruct  the  tidal  flow  on  which  the 
maintenance  of  the  channel  of  the  Pawtucket  depends,  but  the  draw  of  this 
bridge  is  also  badly  located,  and  is  too  narrow.  The  draw  openings  are  only 
60  feet  wide,  and  fender  piles  reduce  the  available  width  to  about  47  feet  It  is 
probable  that  when  Washington  Bridge  is  rebuilt  the  navigation  interests  and 
the  town  of  Pawtucket  will  demand  and  effect  an  amelioration  of  the  draw  of 
the  railroad  bridge. 

About  four-flfths  of  a  mile  above  Washington  Bridge  is  Red  Bridge,  with  two 
draw  openings  of  80  feet  wide  each.  These  openings  were  dredged  in  1875  to  a 
depth  of  12  feet  at  mean  low  water. 


«:? 
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The  natural  channel  of  the  Pawtucket  before  improvement  had  a  ruling  depth 
of  about  6  feet  at  mean  low  water.  From  1868  to  1876  this  channel  was  dredged 
to  a  width  of  75  feet,  and  to  a  ruling  depth  of  7  feet  at  mean  low  water,  under 
several  small  appropriations,  amounting  in  all  to  $52,000. 

SURVEY  OP  1888. 

The  recent  survey  was  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of  August  last  by  Mr.  W. 
H.  Lawton,  jr.,  assistant  engineer,  and  a  party  in  the  United  States  schooner 
Surveyor.  The  entire  river  from  Red  Bridge  to  Pawtucket  Bridge  was  first 
covered  by  a  system  of  triangulation.  In  the  subsequent  sounding  operations, 
the  location  of  each  sounding  was  determined  by  two  angles  turned  from  the 
sides  of  the  triangles  which  were  used  as  bases. 

After  the  completion  of  the  soundings  the  Surveyor  was  again  sent  to  the  river 
with  a  boring  party  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  John  S.  Engs,  jr.  Mr.  Engs,  with 
the  assistance  of  Captain  Case  and  the  crew  of  the  schooner,  made  a  large  num- 
ber of  borings  in  the  bed  of  the  river,  the  results  of  which  will  be  found  in 
tabular  form  on  the  plat  of  the  survey.  Each  boring  was  located  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  soundings,  and  was  driven  to  a  depth  of  12  feet  below  mean  low 
water  except  when  stopped  by  ledge  rock.  In  such  cases,  a  few  of  which  oc- 
curred in  the  upper  part  of  the  survey,  the  table  of  borings  shows  the  depth  to 
the  ledge.  In  connection  with  the  soundings  the  borings  enable  us  to  form  a 
very  close  estimate  of  the  quantities  of  materials  of  various  kinds  necessary  to  be 
removed  in  the  improvement  of  the  river,  and  in  case  of  further  appropriations 
for  the  work  they  will  be  of  service  to  ourselves  and  to  bidders  in  estimating  the 
cost  of  dredging  the  sections  into  which  the  channel  may  be  divided  for  contract. 

The  river  having  been  carefully  surveyed  in  1873  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Bentley,  assis- 
tant engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the  late  General  Warren,  I  deemed  it  un- 
necessary to  run  the  shore  lines  again,  or  to  sound  out  the  broad  areas  of  shallow 
water  which  occupy  a  large  portion  of  the  river  between  Pawtucket  and  its 
mouth.  The  shore  lines  on  the  plat  herewith,  except  above  the  gas  company's 
wharf,  have,  therefore,  been  taken  from  the  plat  of  the  former  survey. 

CHANGES  SmCE  THE  BURYET  OF  1873. 

At  Red  Bridge  the  eastern  passage  of  the  draw,  which  was  dredged  to  12  feet 
at  mean  low  water  in  1873,  has  more  than  kept  its  depth.  The  least  depth  now 
existing  in  that  passage  is  18.7  feet  at  mean  low  water.  In  the  western  passage 
the  depth  remains  practically  the  same  as  in  1878. 

From  Red  Bridge  northward  to  opposite  the  north  end  of  Sand  Point  the 
channel  remains  practically  in  its  position  of  1873,  and  carries  the  same  depth 
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except  at  the  red  buoy  southwest  of  Narragansett  Boat  Club  house,  where  a  slight 
shoaling  of  about  five-tenths  of  a  foot  has  taken  place  for  about  400  feet. 

Opposite  the  north  end  of  Sand  Point  the  9-foot  contour  in  the  channel  haa 
moved  down  stream  about  800  feet  The  6-foot  contours  remain  about  the  same 
as  in  1873. 

Between  Sand  Point  and  Swan  Point  wharf  the  channel  remains  the  same  as 
in  1873,  except  that  the  6-foot  contours  have  moved  slightly  towards  the  rij^t  or 
west  bank  of  the  river,  and  a  shoaling  of  from  1  to  2  feet  for  about  800  feet  has 
occurred  just  north  of  Butler  Asylum  wharf. 

Shoaling  has  occurred  in  the  channel  off  Swan  Point  wharf.  The  portion  of 
the  channel  southwest  of  Swan  Point  wharf,  which  was  dredged  to  9  feet  at  mean 
low  water  in  1878,  has  now  a  maximum  depth  of  7  feet  at  mean  low  water.  Off 
the  northwest  comer  of  Swan  Point  wharf  the  channel,  dredged  to  9  feet  at  mean 
low  water  in  1873,  has  filled  about  2  feet  on  the  average. 

From  Bucklin's  Island  to  the  wharf  of  the  Pawtucket  Gas  Company  there  has 
been  a  general  shoaling  of  the  channel  from  1  to  2  feet.  The  most  marked 
change  in  this  part  of  the  channel  is  shown  between  Bishop's  Point  and  DunnelFs 
wharf,  where  the  depths  of  water  in  the  portions  dredged  in  1873  to  9  feet  at  mean 
low  water  now  run  from  a  least  depth  of  4i  feet  to  a  greatest  depth  of  7i  feet  at 
mean  low  water,  although  between  6  and  7  feet  can  still  be  carried  through  this 
part  of  the  channel. 

The  most  marked  filling  has  taken  place,  for  a  short  distance,  opposite  the 
north  side  of  the  Pawtucket  Gas  Company's  wharf.  Here  the  channel  has  been 
crowded  over  close  to  the  western  bank  by  the  shoal  formed  by  deposits  brought 
down  by  a  sewer  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river.  In  1873  a  cut  was  dredged  to  7 
feet  at  mean  low  water;  this  has  been  filled  from  2  to  3  feet 

Dredging  has  been  done  from  time  to  time,  by  private  individuals,  between  the 
gas  company's  wharf  and  Pawtucket  Bridge,  and  no  useful  comparison  can  be 
made  in  this  part  of  the  river  between  the  surveys  of  1873  and  1883. 

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  THE  CHANNEU 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  and  from  an  inspection  of  the  plat  of  the 
recent  survey,  that  the  deposits  in  the  channel  since  1873,  or  during  an  interval 
of  ten  years,  are  not  excessive;  that  the  channel  which  had  been  dredged  from  a 
ruling  depth  of  5  feet  to  one  of  7  feet  at  mean  low  water  has  held  its  own  as  well 
as  could  be  expected,  and  that  a  draught  of  from  6  to  7  feet  can  still  be  carried 
at  mean  low  water  from  Pawtucket  to  the  mouth  of  the  river,  although  the 
channel  is  narrow  and  in  some  places  tortuous. 
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MATERIAL   OF    THE    BSD    OF    THE    CHANNEL    TO   A   DEPTH   OF   12   FEET    BELOW 

MEAN    LOW   WATER. 

The  tabular  statement  found  on  the  plat  of  the  results  of  the  borings  in  the 
bed  of  the  channel  shows  that  in  going  up  river  from  the  deep  water  near  Red 
Bridge  to  Swan  Point,  a  distance  of  about  6,500  feet,  the  material  is  almost  en- 
tirely mud;  from  Swan  Point  to  a  point  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf,  at  Paw- 
tucket,  a  distance  of  about  9,000  feet,  the  material  is  mainly  gravel  and  sand, 
interspersed  in  the  upper  part  of  this  distance  with  stones;  thence  to  Pawtucket 
Bridge,  a  distance  of  750  feet  (from  boring  82),  we  find  ledge  rock  appearing  at 
depths  less  than  12  feet  at  mean  low  water.  Seal  Rock,  a  part  of  this  ledge, 
projects  into  the  channel  in  front  of  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf.  The  top  of  this  rock 
is  2i  feet  above  mean  low  water,  and  a  large  part  of  it  must  be  removed  in  carry- 
ing out  any  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  upper  part  of  the  river. 

THE  REASONS  FOR  THE  DEMAND  FOR  FURTHER  IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  RIYEB 

AND  THE  AMOUNT  OF  COMMERCE  INTERESTED. 

The  reasons  for  the  demand  for  an  increased  width  and  depth  of  channel  and 
the  amount  of  commerce  interested  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  letters  from  the 
Business  Men's  Association  of  Pawtucket,  which  will  be  found  appended  to  this 
report. 

The  statements  contained  in  these  letters  are  believed  to  be  substantially  cor- 
rect. 

ESTIMATES  OF  THE  COST  OF  IMPROVEMENT. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  business  men  of  Pawtucket  desire  a  channel  with 
a  minimum  width  of  150  feet  and  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  and  I  have 
prepared  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  a  channel  extending  from  the  deep  water 
just  above  Red  Bridge  to  a  point  in  the  natural  channel  where  the  ledge  rock  ap- 
pears at  depths  less  than  12  feet  below  mean  low  water.  This,  as  before  stated, 
is  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf,  and  about  750  feet  below  the  bridge  at  Paw- 
tucket. From  this  point  to  the  bridge  I  have  estimated  for  a  channel  in  rock 
cutting  40  feet  wide  and  to  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  mean  low  water. 

The  excavation,  at  the  expense  of  General  Government,  of  a  wide  chann^ 

through  the  rock  which  lies  between  the  wharves  on  either  side  of  the  river  is 

probably  out  of  the  question  on  account  of  the  expense,  and,  in  my  judgment, 

is  not  necessary,  since  the  river  here  is  very  narrow.    The  proposed  rock  cutting 

f  is  short,  and  there  are  on  the  east  side,  as  will  be  observed  on  the  plat,  two  natural 
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side  pockets  or  basins  of  12  feet  depth  and  more,  one  at  the  mouth  of  the  proposed 
narrow  channel  and  the  other  about  midway  to  the  bridge,  where  vessels  can  He 
when  waiting  to  pass  or  to  get  to  their  berths  at  the  whanre&  These  waiting 
basins  would,  I  think,  be  found  quite  sufficient  in  size,  since  vessels  destined  for 
Pawtucket,  as  a  general  rule,  remain  In  Providence  River  until  their  berths  at 
Pawtucket  are  ready  for  them. 

The  channel  through  the  rock,  of  the  dimensions  above  stated,  being  furnished 
at  the  expense  of  Gkneral  Qovernment,  the  remainder  of  the  expense  necessaiy 
for  providing  means  to  get  deep-draught  vessels  to  the  wharves,  namely,  the  berths 
at  the  wharves  and  communications  from  them  to  the  channel  would  doubtless 
be  provided  for  by  the  wharf-owners. 

The  following  is  the  estimate  above  referred  to:

A  depth  of  12  feet  at  mean  low  water  (17  feet  at  mean  high  water)  is  doubtless 
required  for  the  commerce  of  Pawtucket,  and  if  we  make  a  channel  of  this  depth 
it  would  probably  be  sufficient  for  many  years  to  come.  I  am  inclined  to  doubt, 
however,  the  necessity  for  making  the  width  of  channel  as  great  as  160  feet,  since 
the  freights  between  the  port  of  Providence  and  Pawtucket  are  almost  exclusively 
propelled  by  steam.  If  the  width  in  the  first  instance  be  made  100  feet;  if  we  cut 
off  the  angles  so  as  to  widen  the  channel  at  these  points,  and  place  good  range 
beacons  on  the  shores  of  the  river  for  marking  the  axes  of  the  different  reaches 
of  the  channel,  I  think  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present. 

My  judgment  is,  therefore,  that  the  "improvement  proper  to  be  made"  in  this 
case  is  a  channel  12  feet  deep  at  mean  low  water,  100  feet  wide  from  Red  Bridge 
to  the  ledge  opposite  Grant  &  Co.'s  wharf,  thence  40  feet  wide  to  Pawtucket 
Bridge. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this  improvement  is  |882,478. 

In  view  of  the  serious  obstruction  to  the  navigation  of  Pawtucket  River  by  the 
present  Washington  Bridge,  and  of  the  delay  in  the  appointment  of  two  of  the 
commissioners,  under  the  recent  act  of  the  legislature  of  Rhode  Island,  which 
provides  for  the  rebuilding  of  this  bridge  with  proper  draw  openings  and  the  re- 
moval of  stone  and  other  materials  which  have  been  deposited  under  and  above 
it,  it  is  recommended  that  the  first  appropriation  for  the  work  be  accompanied 
by  the  following  proviso: 

Provided  that  this  appropriation  shall  not  become  available  until  the  officer  in 
charge  shall  have  reported  that  the  rebuilding  of  Washington  Bridge  with  good 
and  sufficient  draw  openings  has  been  commenced. 

It  should  be  remarked,  in  conclusion,  that  in  estimating  the  cost  of  the  work 

allowance  has  been  made  for  the  difficulty  of  getting  tows  of  scows  containing 

the  excavated  material  through  the  bridges  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  for 

the  long  distance  which  they  must  be  taken  for  dumping.     The  soft  material 

should  not  in  any  case  be  dumped  where  it  will  be  carried  back  into  the  channels 

to  be  excavated  in  this  river  and  now  excavated  in  Providence  River.     Possibly 

it  may  be  safe  to  dump  the  gravel  in  tlie  shoal  places  of  Pawtucket  River,  but 

probably  the  whole  of  the  excavated  material  will  have  to  be  towed  to  the  dump- 
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ing  groood  below  Pradence  Island  in  Nurragiinaett  Bay,  in  the  Yicinity  of  Half 
Way  Rock,  which  is  now  used  in  the  improTement  of  Proyidence  River,  an  aver- 
age distance  of  about  22  miles.

EXTRACT  PROM  COL.  ELLIOT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  CHIEF  OP 

ENGINEERS,  U.  8.  A.,  FOR  1888. 

Improvement  of  Patotueket  (Seekonk)  Riter,  Bhode  Idand. 

The  project  as  far  as  adopted  and  approved  was  completed  some  years  since. 

The  mouth  of  the  river  is  obstructed  by  two  bridges  with  badly  arranged 
draws;  but  Washington  Bridge,  which  interferes  with  navigation  more  than  the 
other  (the  railroad  bridge),  is  to  be  rebuilt  under  an  act  passed  by  the  legislature 
of  Rhode  Island  at  the  January  session  of  1883,  and  the  obstruction  caused  by 
this  bridge,  which  has  heretofore  been  a  bar  to  recommendations  by  the  engineer 
officer  in  charge  of  the  district  for  further  appropriations  for  the  improvement 
of  the  river,  will  now  be  removed. 

The  following  Is  an  extract  from  the  act  referred  to: 

An  Act  providing  for  clearing  the  channel  of  the  Seekonk  River,  at  India  Point, 
in  Providence,  of  obstructions;  and  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  near  the 
site  of  the  Providence  Washington  Bridge. 

It  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  foUotes: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Providence  may  elect,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1883,  to  remove  forthwith  the  stone  and  other  materials  deposited  in 
the  Seekonk  River  under  and  near  Washington  Bridge,  so  called,  at  India  Point, 
in  said  city,  from  said  river,  and  cause  the  channel  thereof  under  and  around  said 
bridge  to  be  dredged  and  cleared  of  all  obstructions  to  the  flow  of  the  tides  into 
and  out  of  said  river,  to  a  depth  of  15  feet  at  low-water,  and  reconstruct  said 
bridge  with  a  swing-draw  in  the  main  channel  of  said  river,  with  an  opening  on 
each  side  of  said  draw,  not  less  than  80  feet  wide,  for  the  safe  and  convenient 
passage  of  vessels  navigating  said  river,  through  the  same,  in  such  manner  as  the 
harbor  commissioners  shall  approve. 
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Bbc.  2.  If  the  said  city  council  shall  elect  within  the  time  limited  in  the  pre- 
ceeding  section,  to  dredge  and  clear  the  channel  of  said  river  and  reconstruct 
said  Washington  Bridge  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said  section,  the  city  shall 
.  cause  said  work  to  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  harbor  commissioners 
within  one  year  from  the  time  such  election  shall  be  made  by  said  city  council, 
and  the  obligations  of  said  city  under  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 
Providence  Washington  Bridge  and  the  draws  in  the  bridges  of  the  Seekonk 
River/*  passed  at  the  January  session,  1859,  and  accepted  by  said  city  April  12, 
1859,  to  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  said  Washington  Bridge  and  draw,  shall 
remain  in  full  force  in  respect  to  said  reconstructed  bridge  and  draw. 

Sec.  8.  If  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Providence  shall  not  elect  within  the 
time  limited  in  section  1,  to  reconstruct  said  Washington  Bridge  in  the  manner 
aforesaid,  a  new  bridge  over  said  river,  on  or  near  the  site  of  said  Washington 
Bridge,  shall  be  built  with  a  swing-draw  therein  with  an  opening  on  each  side  of 
said  draw  not  less  than  80  feet  wide,  so  located  with  reference  to  the  channel  and 
currents  of  the  river  as  to  be  most  safe  and  convenient  for  the  passage  of  vessels 
navigating  said  river,  through  the  same,  in  such  place  and  manner  as  shall  be  de- 
termined by  Ave  bridge  commissioners,  of  whom  two  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
city  council  of  said  city,  two  by  the  governor,  and  one  by  the  town  council  of  the 
town  of  East  Providence.  And  if  said  new  bridge  shall  be  constructed  upon  the 
site  of  the  present  Washington  Bridge,  the  said  commissioners  shall  first  remove 
said  Washington  Bridge  and  dredge  and  clear  the  channel  under  and  near  the 
same,  of  all  obstructions  to  the  flow  of  the  tides  and  to  navigation,  to  a  depth  of 
not  less  than  15  feet  at  low  water. 

Sbo.  4.  The  bridge  commissioners  so  appointed  shall  cause  within  two  years 
from  the  time  of  their  appointment  said  new  bridge  to  be  constructed  and  com- 
pleted according  to  plans  and  specifications  by  them  approved,  and  when  the 
same  shall  be  completed  and  opened  for  public  travel,  the  said  commissioners,  in 
case  said  bridge  shall  be  on  a  site  other  than  that  of  the  present  Washington 
Bridge,  shall  cause  the  present  Washington  Bridge  to  be  removed  from  said 
river,  together  with  the  piers  and  piling  thereof  and  connected  therewith,  and 
shall  also  cause  the  channel  of  said  river  to  be  dredged  under  and  about  said 
Washington  Bridge  and  said  new  bridge,  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  15  feet  at 
low-water,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  harbor  commissioners  may  direct,  and 
deliver  to  daid  city  the  materials  composing  said  bridge,  piers  and  piling  for  the 
use  of  said  city. 

An  allotment  has  been  made  from  the  appropriation  for  the  examination  and 
survey  of  rivers  and  harbors,  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882, 
for  the  survey  of  this  river.  The  survey  and  report  thereon  will  be  made  in  time 
for  action  at  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

After  the  death  of  General  Warren  (August  8,  1882)  this  work  was  in  tempor- 
ary charge  of  Maj.  J.  W.  Barlow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  until  the  24th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1882,  when,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  was  transferred  to  Lieut. 
Col.  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  Engineers. 
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Pawtocket  is  largely  engaged  in  commcroe  and  mannfactaies,  and  the  ImiE^r 
size  and  draught  of  sailing  Tessels  of  late  years  makes  it  desirable  that  the  naTig- 
able  depth  of  the  rirer  should  be  increased. 

Pawtucket  River  is  in  the  Providence  collection  district,  and  that  port  is  the 
nearest  port  of  entry.  The  amount  of  revenue  collected  at  Providence  in  the  last 
fiscal  year  was  $256,448.50.  The  nearest  light-house  is  Sassafras  Point  light. 
The  nearest  fortifications  are  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R  L,  and  the  fort  at  Dutch 
Island,  R  I.

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  comYnerce  upon  the  river  is  steadily 
increasing;  also  that  extensive  manufacturing  establishments  are  now  being  erec- 
ted upon  the  banks  of  the  river,  which  will  greatly  increase  the  commerce  upon 
the  same,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  transportation  in  large  barges  and 
sailing  vessels  increased  facilities  to  navigate  the  Pawtucket  River  should  be  made 
by  widening  and  deepening  the  channel  and  removing  the  obstructions. 

We  wish  especially  to  call  attention  to  an  obstruction  known  as  Seal  Rock, 
lying  nearly  in  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  the  river  at  the  head  of  navigation, 
and  we  hope  that  such  recommendation  will  be  made  as  will  cause  its  removal.

Dear  Sir:  We,  the  undersigned  committee,  .beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
supplemental  report  in  accordance  with  your  request  to  furnish  additional  infor- 
mation respecting  the  commerce  and  manufactures  that  would  be  benefited  by 
further  improvement  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

Pawtucket,  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation,  4  miles  above  Providence,  be- 
comes a  distributing  point  for  merchandise  to  supply  an  extensive  inland  trade. 
Among  the  towns  Which  draw  more  or  less  of  their  supplies  from  Pawtucket  may 
be  mentioned  East  Providence,  Seekonk,  Rehoboth,  Attleboro,  Mansfield,  Wren- 
tham,  Franklin,  Cumberland,  Lincoln,  Smithfield,  and  North  Providence. 
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Pawtucket  naturallj  comnuuids  the  trade  of  the  territory  for  half  the  diatanoe 
to  Boston  and  entire  ▼alley  of  the  Blackstone  River.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
trains  over  Boston  and  Providence,  the  Providence  and  Worcester,  and  the  New 
York  and  New  England  railroads  pass  through  this  place  daily.  Its  convenience 
for  transportation  by  rail,  the  facility  with  which  its  citizens  can  reach  all  the 
large  centers  of  business,  together  with  its  manufacturing  and  mechanical  indus- 
tries, have  attracted  people  from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  settle  here. 

The  growth  of  Pawtucket  has  been  rapidly  increasing.  In  1865  there  were 
6,000  inhabitants;  at  the  present  time,  1888.  there  are  betwren  38,000  and  25,000. 
If  we  include  the  immediate  villages  of  Central  Falls,  Valley  Falls,  Lonsdale  and 
Saylesville,  we  may  safely  say  we  have  a  population  upwards  of  85,000. 

Within  these  limits  there  is  a  great  variety  and  a  vast  amount  of  manufacturing 
and  mechanical  industries  carried  on,  and  from  which  the  General  Government 
has  in  years  past  received  large  revenues.  They  paid  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1866,  $686,691.98  into  the  office  of  the  assessors  for  internal  revenue 
for  the  tlrst  district  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  revenue  from  the  Pawtucket  post-office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 81,  1882,  was  $12,298.28,  which  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  business  which 
is  transacted  here  at  the  present  time. 

Pawtucket  is  largely  a  manufacturing  community,  and  in  the  extent  and  variety 
of  its  manufactures  is  not  surpassed  by  any  place  of  equal  size  in  the  United 
States.  It  contains  some  of  the  largest  establishments  of  their  kind  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  country,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  Conant  Thread  Com- 
pany, manufacturers  of  the  J.  &  P.  Coats  spool  cotton,  with  a  capital  of  $3,000,- 
000,  and  employing  over  2,000  operatives,  and  consuming  in  the  single  item  of 
coal  20,000  tons  annually. 

The  W.  F.  &  F.  C.  Sayles  bleacheries,  with  their  manufacturing  establishments, 
employ  over  1,500  hands,  and  their  consumption  of  coal  per  annum  is  15,000 
tons. 

The  Rhode  Island  Horse  Shoe  Company,  situated  in  Valley  Falls,  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  this  place,  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  calls  for 
a  transportation  of  150  tons  per  day,  with  a  consumption  of  12,000  tons  of  coal 
per  annum. 

Without  entering  further  into  detail,  would  add  that  not  less  than  $25,000,000 
are  invested  in  the  different  manufacturing  industries,  all  of  which  could  not  fail 
of  being  benefited  by  the  removal  of  the  obstructions  and  the  improvement  of  the 
channel  of  the  Pawtucket  River. 

The  specific  improvements  needed  to  put  the  river  in  proper  condition  are  the 
removal  of  the  obstructions  at  the  Railroad  and  Washington  Bridges,  the  straight- 
ening, widening,  and  deepening  of  the  channel,  so  that  when  completed  it  shall 
have  a  width  of  150  to  200  feet,  and  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  low-water;  also  the  re- 
moval of  Seal  Rock,  near  the  head  of  navigation. 

Provision  has  been  made  by  the  State  government  for  the  removal  of  the  present 
Washington  Bridge  and  the  obstructions  under  the  same,  making  a  depth  of  water 
of  not  less  than  15  feet  at  low- water;  also,  providing  for  five  commissionere,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  State,  the  town  of  East  Providence,  and  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence, to  execute  the  foregoing  provision,  build  a  bridge  in  place  of  the  present 
Washington  Bridge  with  a  draw  having  two  openings  of  80  feet  in  width,  and 
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two  years'  time  has  been  allowed  the  commissioners  for  the  completion  of  the 
work.  Commissioners  have  already  been  appointed  by  the  State  and  the  town 
of  East  Providence.

Improvement  of  Providence  Rvoer  and  Narrag^neeU  Bay,  Rhode  Island, 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  no  work  was  in  progress,  the  previous 
appropriation  having  become  exhausted  April  26, 1882. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  $125,000  was  appropriated  for  this 
work;  and  Maj.  J.  W.  Barlow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  in  temporary  charge  after 
the  death  of  General  Warren  (August  8,  1882),  submitted  a  project  for  its  expen- 
diture. This  project,  which  was  in  accord  with  a  project  previously  submitted 
by  General  Warren,  contemplated  the  dredging  of  a  channel  800  feet  wide  and  25 
feet  deep  at  mean  low  water  from  Fox  Point,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  to  the 
deep  water  of  Narragansett  Bay,  and  it  was  recommended  that  the  whole  sum  of 
$125,000  be  devoted  to  securing  as  much  of  this  width  of  800  feet  as  the  money 
would  pay  for.  The  project  was  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and  Major 
Barlow  divided  the  proposed  work  into  two  sections — the  first  section  being  the 
portion  of  the  river  below  Field's  Point,  and  the  second  section  being  the  portion 
of  the  river  between  Field's  Point  and  Fox  Point — with  the  design  of  making 
one  contract  for  the  whole  work  or  separate  contracts  for  the  two  sections,  as  the 
Interests  of  the  United  States  might  require.  Proposals  for  the  work  were  invited 
by  advertisement  September  16,  1882,  and  the  following  were  received  and  were 
opened  October  10.  1882:

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The  contract,  with  the  approTal  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  was  awarded  to  the 
Atlantic  Dredging  Company,  the  lowest  bidder  for  both  sections;  date  of  contract 
October  80,  1883. 

On  the  24th  of  NoTember,  1882,  the  work,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  was  transferred  to  Lieut  CoL  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  Engineers. 

Dredging  under  the  above  contract  had  been  commenced  October  20, 1882,  mnd 
it  was  carried  on,  with  a  few  interruptions  from  ice,  in  dredging  the  Fox  Point 
Channel,  the  Sassafras  Point  Channel,  and  that  part  of  the  Field's  Point  Channel 
which  lies  aboTe  Field's  Point,  until  March  22,  1888.  During  this  time  312,604 
cubic  yards  were  remoTed,  making  the  following  widths,  viz:  180  feet  in  the  Fox 
Point  Channel;  280  feet  in  the  Sassafras  Point  Channel;  and  200  feet  in  the 
Field's  Point  ChanneL 

Work  was  then  commenced  at  the  Gaspee  Channel  It  continued  until  May 
26,  1888.  and  117,264  cubic  yards  were  removed  in  making  a  width  of  200  feet. 
The  dredging  machine  was  then  removed  to  the  Pawtuxet  Channel,  and  work  on 
it  has  continued  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  width  gained  in  this  channel 
on  the  80th  of  June,  1888,  was  120  feet,  and  the  quantity  of  material  removed 
from  It  was  72,486  cubic  yards. 

Before  determining  the  lines  of  the  deep  channels  to  be  dredged  below  Field's 
Point,  a  survey  of  the  river  from  that  point  to  Conimicut  Point  was  made,  and 
these  channels,  as  well  as  the  25-foot  channels  above  Field's  Point,  have  been  laid 
out  in  the  straight  reaches  before  mentioned  (with  proper  enlargement  at  the 
angles),  with  a  view  both  to  economy  of  excavation  and  facility  of  lighting  them 
by  a  system  of  range  or  leading  lights,  such  as  have  been  found  necessary  in  the 
navigation  of  the  dredged  channels  in  the  Delaware  River,  Chesapeake  Bay,  and 
other  localities.  The  Providence  Board  of  Trade,  adopting  the  suggestion,  passed 
the  following  resolutions  at  its  monthly  meeting  on  the  1st  of  May  last:

Whereas  the  expenditures  of  the  United  States  (Government  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Karragansett  Bay  and  the  approaches  to  Providence  Harbor  have  resulted 
in  securing  channels  25  feet  deep  at  mean  low-water,  and  with  a  least  width  of 
200  feet;  and 

Whereas  the  present  location  of  buoys  in  Narragansett  Bay  do  not  sufficiently 
mark  these  recently -completed  channels:  Therefore  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Providence  Board  uf  Trade  hereby  urgently  petitions  the 
honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  have  said  new  channels 
properly  buoyed  to  enable  mariners  to  readily  distinguish  them  during  the  day. 
and  also  to  cause  said  channels  to  be  marked  by  a  suitable  series  of  range  lights 
that  they  may  be  safely  run  during  the  night.    And  be  it  further 
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BesolMd,  That  this  Board  of  Trade  particularly  request  the  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  from  this  State  to  make  every  effort  to  secure  for  said 
channels  these  additional  guards  against  the  dangers  of  navigation.

It  is  expected  that  the  present  appropriation  will  be  sufficient  to  secure  some- 
thing in  excess  of  the  200  of  the  800  feet  of  width  projected  for  the  25-foot  chaoinel 
from  Fox  Point  to  the  deep  water  of  Narragansett  Bay.  The  remaining  width 
of  this  deep-water  channel,  the  unexecuted  portion  of  the  approved  project  for 
an  anchorage  basin  above  Field's  Point,  and  the  proper  enlargement  of  the  channel 
below  Field's  Point  to  accommodate  the  wants  of  coasting  and  local  traffic,  should 
be  provided  for  by  early  additional  appropriations.

The  estimated  cost  of  this  channel,  excluding  the  cost  of  the  85-foot  channel 
now  in  progress,  is  $116,000,  making  an  estimated  total  cost  for  the  entire  riTer 
$790,000.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been  appropriated  $866,000,  leaving  $435,000 
as  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  the  improvement 

Since  the  improvement  of  Providence  River  was  commenced  bj  Lieutenant 
Rosecrans,  United  States  Engineers,  in  1863,  the  navigable  depth  has  been  in- 
creased from  4i  to  26  feet  at  mean  low-water. 

During  the  fiscal  year  until  the  6th  of  June  this  work  was  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  Assistant  Engineer  H.  A.  Bentley,  and  since  that  date  of  Assistant 
Engineer  J.  P.  Cotton.

Sib:  With  this  I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  some  statistics  of  the  port  of 
Providence  for  the  year  1888;  also,  copy  of  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
Salisbury  (the  keeper  of  Pomham  lights)  of  the  number  and  character  of  vessels 
passing  his  lighthouse  for  several  years.  I  send  the  report  entire,  as  it  will  serve 
to  illustrate  the  important  fact  that  the  increasing  numbers  of  heavy-draught 
vessels,  such  as  steamships  and  barges,  has  caused  a  decrease  in  the  aggregate 
number  of  vessels  entering  the  port.  This  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  coal- 
ing business,  which  you  will  note  by  statistics  attached  is  of  great  importance, 
and  which  formerly  employed  large  numbers  of  small  schooners  and  sloops, 
which  are  now  being  driven  from  the  business  by  heavy-draught  barges  and 
three-masted  schooners.  This  coaling  business  bids  fair  to  increase  largely  in 
the  near  future,  contracts  having  already  been  given  out  for  better  facilities  for 
handling  cargoes  at  our  wharves. 

It  is  difficult  to  give  any  statistics  of  the  exports  of  this  city.  They  are  of 
great  value,  but  consist  largely  of  manufactures  of  iron,  steel,  cotton,  wool,  Ac, 
and  are  shipped  mainly  by  the  steamship  lines  between  this  port  and  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  Norfolk,  which  lines  also  transport  large  quantities 
of  freight  from  the  interior  cities  of  New  England  such  as  Worcester,  Nashua, 
Lowell,  and  Lawrence.  There  are  no  means  of  getting  at  the  actual  value  of 
these  exports,  but  they  undoubtedly  would  aggregate  several  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  annually. 

In  pursuing  a  liberal  policy  of  improvement  in  our  bay  and  harbor  the  General 
Government  is  not  merely  fostering  a  local  interest.  The  merchants  of  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country  have  an  interest  in  the  matter,  for  merchandise  from  every 
State  in  the  Union  here  finds  a  market  or  an  outlet. 

If  I  can  be  of  any  further  service  to  you  I  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  your

Dear  Sir:  With  this  I  send  you  the  commercial  statistics  of  Providence  for 
the  year  ending  December  81, 1882,  showing  the  imports  of  general  merchandise,

Improvement  of  Newport  Harbor,  Rhode  Island. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  dredging  under  the  appropriation  of 
$25,000  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1881,  was  in  progres3.  Mr.  Edgar 
M.  Payn,  the  contractor,  completed  his  contract  October  24,  1882,  having  re- 
moved 56,860  cubic  yards  in  addition  to  the  quantity  reported  in  the  last  annual 
report  as  removed  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  entire  improvement  under 
the  Payn  contract  was  in  that  part  of  the  harbor  which  lies  between  Long  Wharf 
and  Commercial  Wharf. 

By  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  $20,000  was  appropriated  for  this  har- 
bor, and  Maj.  J.  W.  Barlow,  in  temporary  charge  after  the  death  of  General 
Warren  (August  8, 1882),  advertised  on  the  26th  of  September,  1882,  for  proposals 
for  dredging  to  18  feet  at  mean  low  water;  two* thirds  of  the  total  quantity  to  be 
removed  from  the  area  between  the  harbor  line,  the  curve  of  18  feet  depth.  Long 
Wharf  and  Lime  Rock,  and  the  remaining  one-third  to  be  taken  from  tlie  spit  at 
the  south  end  of  Goat  Island.  The  following  proposals  were  received,  and  were 
opened  October  20,  1882:

The  lowest  price  (24|  cents)  being  named  by  two  of  the  bidders,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Fenner  and  James  Caler  ft  Son,  the  contract,  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of 
Engineers,  was  awarded  to  the  former,  who  proposed  to  commence  and  finish 
the  work  sooner  than  the  latter;  date  of  contract  October  80,  1882. 

On  the  24th  of  November,  1882,  the  work,  by  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers, was  transferred  to  Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  Engineers. 
Mr.  Fenner  had  commenced  work  under  the  above  contract  November  13,  1882, 
and  the  work  of  dredging  in  the  inner  harbor,  as  limited  by  the  contract,  was 
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completed  April  24,  1888.  The  dredging  machine  was  then  removed  to  the  spit 
south  of  Goat  Island,  and  work  there  was  continued  until  June  20,  1888,  when 
the  contract  was  completed.  The  total  quantity  of  material  excavated  during 
the  last  fiscal  year  under  this  contract  was  78,585  yards. 

The  anchorage  capacity  of  the  inner  harbor  has  been  incieased  during  the  year 
about  ten  acres;  and  the  entrance  way  between  Lime  Rock  and  Goat  Island, 
with  a  minimum  depth  of  18  feet  at  mean  low-water,  has  been  increased  250  feat 
in  width,  which  required  dredging  over  an  area  4.6  acres. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  under  which  the  improvement  of  Newport 
Harbor  is  carried  on  was  $182,000.  This  should  be  increased  by  the  amount  of 
$6,000  required  for  additional  jetties  on  the  west  side  of  Goat  Island,  to  arrest 
the  drift  of  gravel  and  sand  into  the  south  entrance  to  the  harbor. 

There  has  been  appropriated  $46,000,  leaving  to  be  provided  $98,000.  This 
harbor  is  sheltered  from  every  wind.  It  is  much  used  by  coasters  and  fishing 
vessels  as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  and  in  summer  it  is  a  favorite  rendezvous  for 
yachts.  In  the  fishing  season  it  is  not  unusual  to  see  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
to  two  hundred  sail  at  anchor  here  in  the  approach  of  a  storm.  It  is  also  pros- 
pectively of  great  importance  as  a  military  and  naval  station  in  the  event  of 
foreign  war. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  until  the  6ih  of  June,  1888,  this  work  was  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  Assistant  Engineer  H.  A.  Bentley,  and  since  that  date, 
of  Assistant  Engineer  J.  P.  Cotton. 

Newport  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Newport,  and  is  a  port  of  entry.  The 
amount  of  revenue  collected  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $8,188.71.  The  nearest 
light-houses  are  Lime  Rock  and  Newport  (Goat  Island)  lights. 

The  nearest  fortification  is  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R.  I.

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letters  of  May  22  and  July 
19,  1888.  I  am  unable  to  furnish  you  statements  in  detail  of  the  staple  articles 
referred  to  that  have  been  received  in  this  district,  as  only  vessels  from  a  foreign 
port  or  those  having  dutiable  cargoes  make  any  report  at  this  ofiSce. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1888,  some  five  thousand  vessels  of  all  classes 
have  come  into  this  port  either  for  a  harbor  or  to  discharge  their  cargoes.  This 
includes  steam  and  sail  vessels,  and  those  engaged  in  the  coasting  trade  or  fish- 
eries, and  yachts.  The  average  draught  of  water  of  the  coasting  vessels  is  9 
feet. 

During  the  year  ending  June  80,  1888,  seven  vessels  entered  this  port  from 
foreign  ports,  and  discharged  their  cargoes  here.  Nine  vessels  cleared  from  this 
port  for  foreign  ports,  two  of  them  carrying  full  cargoes. 

The  cargoes  from  foreign  ports  consisted  of  168,415  feet  spruce  board,  dutia- 
ble; 384,185  feet  spruce  board,  produce  of  State  of  Maine;  189,000  feet  hemlock 
board,  produce  of  State  of  Maine;  650,700  feet  spruce  laths,  produce  of  Slate  of 
Maine. 

The  cargoes  shipped  from  this  port  for  foreign  ports  consisted  of  585  tons  fish 
guano,  valued  at  $15,515;  1,121  bundles  wood  hoops^  valued  at  $819.35. 

During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1868,  there  has  been  say,  35,000  tons  of  coal 
discharged  at  the  wharves  of  this  port.  There  has  also  been  received  at  this

rels lime,  8,000  barrels  cement,  and  2.500,000  brick.

There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  vessels  licensed  and  enrolled  in  this 
district,  twelve  steam  and  one  hundred  and  eleven  sail,  the  gross  tonnage  of 
which  is  4,677.96  tons.  The  tonnage  of  the  largest  vessel  is  867.08.  The  ton- 
nage of  the  smallest  vessel  is  5.09.  The  largest  vessel  draws  18  feet  of  water 
when  loaded. 

These  are  all  the  statistics  that  occur  to  me.  Should  you  require  others,  will 
try  and  obtain  them.

Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  lelter  of  the  14th  July,  1883,  citing  certain  re- 
quirements of  the  Secretary  of  War  relative  to  commerce  and  navigation,  and 
asking  me  to  furnish  you  with  the  aggregate  amount  of  freight  and  passengers 
to,  from,  and  through  this  harbor  (Newport)  by  the  steamers  of  the  Old  Colony 
Steamboat  Company  during  the  year  1882,  and  also  such  information  as  I  may 
have  respecting  present  condition  of  the  harbor. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  amount  of  freight  carried  by  the  steamers  of  this  line 
to,  from,  and  through  this  harbor  during  the  year  to  be  241,760  tons,  and  the 
number  of  passengers  to  be  261,287. 

I  would  respectfully  represent  that,  inasmuch  as  the  steamers  of  this  line  have 
been  frequently  detained  in  the  channel  between  Lime  Rock  and  Goat  Island  at 
low  tide,  drawing  18  feet  of  water,  that  an  additional  2  feet  or  a  total  depth  of 
15  feet  is  necessary  at  all  times  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  draught  of  water 
of  the  steamers  of  this  line. 

The  depth  of  water  in  channel,  as  indicated  on  chart  at  mean  low-water,  is  18 
feet.  But  inasmuch  as  there  are  times,  particularly  in  stormy  weather,  that 
there  would  be,  instead  of  18  feet  as  marked  on  the  chart,  but  12  feet  of  water, 
scant,  in  midchannel,  I  would  suggest  dredging  the  channel  until  a  depth  of  15 
feet  is  obtained  below  your  present  low* water  mark.  This  would  insure  plenty 
of  water  at  all  times  of  tides  for  vessels  drawing  18  feet  to  pass  through.  Any 
of  the  steamers  of  this  line  with  an  ordinary  load  will  ground  in  present  channel 
at  extreme  low-water.

Improvement  of  Block  Idand  Harbor ,  Bhode  Island, 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  no  work  was  in  progress. 

By  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  there  was  appropriated  |19,000  for  this 
work. 

After  the  death  of  General  Warren  (August  8,  1882)  the  work  was  temporarily 
in  charge  of  Maj.  J.  W.  Barlow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  until  the  24th  of  Novem- 
ber, 1882,  when,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  it  was  transferred  to 
Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  Engineers. 

A  project  for  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriation,  was  submitted  January 
16,  1888.  This  project  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  harbor  wall  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Inner  Harbor,  to  serve  in  lieu  of  the  crib-work  filled  with  stone 
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which  has  heretofore  protected  the  Inner  Harbor  on  that  side,  but  which  was 
intended  only  as  a  temporary  structure,  and  the  building  of  a  jetty  to  protect 
the  harbor  from  the  material  which  was  washed  through  the  breakwater  from 
the  undermining  of  the  cliffs  to  the  southward  and  eastward.  This  was  proposed 
to  be  done  by  the  alternative  plans  of  building  a  long  jetty  of  riprap  out  to  Lan- 
tern Rock  and  a  shorter  jetty  of  the  same  material  running  out  from  the  shore 
under  the  cliffs.  The  latter  plan  was  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and 
on  the  14th  of  February,  1883,  advertisements  were  issued  inviting  proposals. 
The  following  bids  were  received  and  were  opened  on  the  17th  of  March,  1888:

The  building  of  the  jetty,  by  authority  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  has  been 
done  by  hired  labor.  The  granite  riprap  was  furnished  by  the  contractor  by 
means  of  splitting  up  the  large  bowlders  which  are  found  on  Block  Island. 

The  jetty,  which  is  to  be  about  150  feet  in  length,  with  a  head  or  T  100  feet  in 
length,  is  still  in  progress. 

The  harbor  wall  is  of  granite  in  courses.  It  is  287  feet  long,  8  feet  wide  at  the 
bottom,  for  about  187  feet  from  the  outer  end,  and  6  feet  wide  at  the  bottom  for 
the  remainder.    It  is  8)  feet  high  and  6  feet  wide  at  the  top  throughout.    It  is 

6 
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partly  founded  on  piles,  sawed  off  below  low  water,  and  partly  on  a  Tipnp 
foundation.  The  progress  made  by  the  contractor  for  the  harbor  wall  is  not 
altogether  satisfactory,  but  it  is  hoped  the  contract  will  be  completed  in  the  time 
agreed  on.  Borne  minor  repairs  to  the  Government  wharf  on  the  soath  side 
of  the  inner  habor  have  been  made,  and  the  wharf  on  the  west  side,  which  had 
become  so  much  decayed  as  to  be  dangerous,  has  been  torn  down. 

The  timber  crib- work  which  protects  the  inner  harbor  on  the  west  and  north  sides 
should  also  be  replaced  by  walls  of  stone,  as  they  are  much  decayed  and  liable 
to  destruction  in  heavy  storms.  The  south  wharf  (of  wood),  at  which  the  freight 
shipped  to  and  from  the  island,  the  United  States  muls,  and  the  supplies  for  the 
light-houses  on  the  island  are  landed,  should  be  replaced  by  a  retaining  wall 
with  earthern  filling  behind  it.    The  estimated  cost  of  these  works  is  $30»000. 

The  further  sum  of  185,000  could  be  advantageously  expended  In  the  next 
fiscal  year  in  the  extension  of  the  breakwater  to  secure  additional  shelter,  and  in 
that  way  relieve  the  inner  harbor,  which  at  times  is  too  small  to  hold  the  vessels 
which  seek  it  for  refuge. 

During  the  fiscal  year  this  improvement  has  been  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  Assistant  Engineer  J.  P.  Cotton. 

Block  Island  is  in  the  Newport  collection  district,  and  Newport  is  the  nearest 
port  of  entry.  There  is  no  duty  collected  at  the  island.  The  value  of  the  har- 
bor is  mainly  as  a  harbor  of  refuge  for  coasting  vessels.  There  are  three  ligh^ 
houses  on  the  island,  the  North  and  South  lights  and  the  Breakwater  light.  The 
nearest  fortification  is  Fort  Adams,  Newport,  R.  I.

Improvement  of  LitUe  Narraganeett  Bapi  Ehode  Idand  and  Connecticut. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  no  work  was  in  progress. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  2,  1882,  $6,000  was  appropriated  for  this 
improvement,  and  Maj.  J.  W.  Barlow,  Corps  of  Engineers,  in  temporary  charge 
after  the  death  of  General  Warren  (August  8,  1882),  advertised  on  the  16th  of 
September,  1882,  for  proposals  for  widening  the  channel  made  by  former  appro- 
priations, from  Pawcatuck  Point  to  the  deep  water,  to  the  west,  making  a  depth 
of  1\  feet  at  mean  low-water. 

The  following  proposals  were  received  and  were  opened  October  10,  1882:

The  contract  with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  was  awarded  to  the 
Hartford  Dredging  Company,  the  lowest  bidder;  date  of  contract  October  30, 
1882. 

On  the  24th  of  November,  1882,  the  work,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
War,  was  transferred  to  Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Elliot,  Corps  of  Engineers. 

Dredging  under  the  above  contract  had  been  commenced  November  17,  1882, 
and  it  was  continued  until  December,  1,  1882,  when  the  tug-boat  was  frozen  in 
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and  the  work  was  suspended  for  the  winter.  It  was  resumed  April  7,  1883,  and 
was  prosecuted  to  May  26, 1888,  20,867  cubic  yards  having  been  removed,  com- 
pleting the  original  project  for  a  channel  through  the  bay  200  feet  wide,  except 
for  a  short  distance  opposite  Pawcatuck  Point,  where  some  rocky  material,  not 
included  in  the  contract  was  encountered.  This  was  subsequently  removed  by 
days'  work. 

There  is  remaining  a  considerable  number  of  bowlders  of  various  sizes  in  the 
bottom  and  on  the  sides  of  the  dredged  channel,  and  also  in  the  channel  at 
Watch  Hill  Landing,  which  will  be  removed  later  in  the  season,  as  soon  as  it  can 
be  done  without  interf erring  with  the  summer  use  of  the  channel  by  steamers. 
This  work  will  be  executed  with  the  remainder  of  the  appropriation,  and  will 
complete  the  improvement  of  Little  Narragansett  Bay  as  far  as  projected.  The 
completed  channel,  for  which  good  ranges  on  shore  should  be  provided,  will 
enable  steamboats  and  vessels  drawing  from  9  to  10  feet,  bound  for  Pawcatuck 
River  and  Westerly  and  also  to  Watch  Hill,  to  cross  the  bay  at  any  stage  of  the 
tide,  and  they  can  now  take  advantage  of  the  improvement  made  by  the  general 
government  in  the  Pawcatuck  River. 

Up  to  the  6th  of  June,  1888,  this  work  was  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
Assistant  Engineer  H.  A.  Bentley. 

Little  Narragansett  Bay  is  in  the  collection  district  of  Providence  and  Stoning- 
ton,  the  dividing  line  passing  through  the  bay.  Providence  and  Stonington  are 
the  nearest  ports  of  entry.  The  revenue  collected  in  the  last  tiscal  year  was: 
Providence,  {^6,448.00;  Stonington  (2,328.81.  The  nearest  light-houses  are 
the  Stonington  and  Watch  Hill  lights.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  May  22,  we  beg  to  state  that  we  have 
given  the  matter  contained  therein  as  much  attention  and  thorough  investigation 
as  our  limited  time  would  allow,  as  we  are  very  busy  indeed  just  at  this  season. 
We  have  been  informed  from  other  sources  that  Messrs.  Randolph.  Bentley  &  Co. 
and  G.  B.  &  J.  H.  Utter  were  also  looking  up  the  same  thing,  but  not  wishing 
to  interfere  in  any  way  with  what  you  may  have  received  from  them,  we  take 
pleasure  in  remitting  such  facts  as  we  have  been  able  to  collect.  We  have  visited 
some  of  the  mills,  quarries,  grain  and  coal  dealers,  foundries,  &c.,  for  facts. 
We  present  some  facts  given  by  the  captain  of  our  tug-boat  (Capt.  William 
Greenman),  which  facts  we  presume  also  Messrs.  Randolph,  Bentley  &  Co.  have 
or  will  give  you,  viz:  There  have  been  received  in  1882  up  our  river  15,619  tons 
of  coal  by  sailing  vessels,  2,210  tons  by  steam  vessels;  total,  17,829  tons;  4,872,720 
feet  of  lumber,  oU  discharged  at  Stonington  and  lightered  up  our  river;  415,000 
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bricks;  28,900  bags  (2  bushels  each)  of  grain;  890  tons  iron;  about  400  tons  sand; 
(5,010  tons  stone  sent  out  of  river. 

There  have  been  towed  up  and  down  our  river  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
loaded  vessels,  besides  numerous  lighters  and  smaller  craft  which  sailed.  There 
have  been  discharged  in  Stonington  thirty-five  vessels,  being  unable  to  get  up 
here  on  account  of  insufiScient  depth  of  water.    The  above  all  came  by  water. 

We  append  below  a  very  few  facts  in  relation  to  what  came  by  cars  which 
would  have  come  by  water  had  we  9  or  10  feet  of  water,  viz:  About  1,200  tons 
of  cotton,  2,000  tons  of  coal,  and  3,000  tons  of  wool,  lime,  lumber,  cement, 
grain,  &c. 

We  tried  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  business  done  by  the  principal  business 
firms  here,  but  find  them  mostly  unwilling  to  give  statistics  in  relation  thereto^ 
but  we  can  figure  it  up  easily  to  quite  a  number  of  millions  dollars. 

Many  mills,  quarries,  4&c.,  ship  by  railroad,  because  they  cannot  do  otherwise. 
Several  years  ago  the  business  men  of  Westerly  met  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing a  freight  line  between  Westerly  and  New  York,  if  it  seemed  practicable, 
which  project  was  finally  discarded,  because  of  insufllcient  depth  of  water.  We 
are  laboring  under  a  great  disadvantage  here  by  reason  of  having  no  competing 
line.  The  Stonington  Steamship  Company  and  our  railroad  charge  us  just  what 
they  please  and  we  cannot  help  ourselves.  We  have  to  pay  more  by  30  to  50  per 
cent,  from  New  York  to  Westerly  than  the  rate  from  New  York  to  Boston. 
Boston  rate,  18  cents;  Westerly,  25  cents.  The  receipts  at  our  depot  are  about 
$1,000  per  week. 

All  lumber  for  Westerly  has  to  be  handled  over  in  Stonington,  thus  injuring 
it  very  much,  nside  from  the  extra  expense  of  transportation  or  lightering. 
The  same  to  some  extent  with  coal,  but  not  so  much.  We  find  it  extremely 
difficult— almost  impossible — to  charter  light-draught  vessels  for  lumber  to  come 
over  the  shoals,  hence  our  great  expense  in  lightering  lumber. 

We  wish  you  could  make  it  convenient  to  come  here  and  look  the  ground 
over,  as  we  believe  you  would  find  it  a  fiela  worthy  of  an  outlay.  The  ques- 
tion of  deeper  water  here  is  one  of  vital  importance  to  the  business  interests  of 
Westerly,  and  could  you  make  it  convenient  to  come  here  we  should  take  pleas- 
ure in  showing  you  over  the  ground.

N.  B.-*We  failed  to  mention  the  fact  that  between  40,000  and  60,000  passen- 
gers were  carried  on  our  short  river  last  year.  Much  of  the  commerce  credited 
to  Stonington  really  belongs  to  Westerly,  as  we  cannot  get  nearer  with  large 
vessels.

The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  beg  leave  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  1883. 

Mr.  Newton  Dexter  and  Mr.  Alfred  A.  Eeed  having  resigned  ss 
Oommissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  in  Aprils  1883^  Gov.  Littlefield  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Henry  T,  Boot^  of  Providence,  and  Mr.  Amos  Sherman, 
of  Woonsocket,  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

At  the  January,  1881,  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  was 
enacted  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  865. 

"  An  Act  in  Amendment  of  Chapter  751,  qf  the  Publie  Lav>s,  entitled  'An  Act  in 
Amendment  of  Chapter  1S4  of  the  General  Statutes/  of  Certain  Fisheries.*' 

Sbction  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  761  of  the  Public  I^ws  is  hereby  amended 
80  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Sbction  1.  There  shall  be  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  a  weekly  close-time,  extending  from  Saturday  morning  at 
sunrise  to  Monday  morning  at  sunrise,  during  which  time  no  fish  of  any  descrip- 
tion shall  be  taken  by  weirs,  traps  or  similar  contriyances,  from  any  of  the 
waters  of  the  coast  line  of  the  State  and  Narragansett  Bay.  If  there  be  any  weir, 
trap,  or  other  stationary  contrivances  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching,  or  ob- 
structing the  passage  of  fish,  in  that  part  thereof  where  the  fish  are  usually  taken, 
the  netting  at  the  mouth  of  the  same  shall  be  floated  to  the  surface  of  the  water, 
so  as  to  effectually  close  the  mouth  thereof  during  the  weekly  close  time,  so  that 
during  said  time  the  fish  may  have  a  free,  unobstructed  passage  ;  and  no  device 
shall  be  placed  in  any  part  of  said  limits  which  shall  tend  to  hinder  such  fish 
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from  running  up  the  waters  of  such  river.  In  case  the  enclosure  where  the  fish 
are  taken  is  furnished  with  a  board  floor,  an  opening  three  feet  wide  shall  be 
made  extending  from  the  floor  to  the  top  of  the  weir,  trap  or  other  contrivance  : 
Provided,  tiowever,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the 
shad  and  herring  fisheries  in  the  tributaries  of  Narragansett  6aj." 

By  the  end  of  April  upwards  of  ninety  traps  *'  or  similar  contri- 
yances"  were  located  and  in  operation^  covering  almost  the  entire 
coast  line  of  the  State,  commencing  on  the  Pawcatuck  below  Wester- 
ly^ following  the  shore  through  Little  Narragansett  Bay  around 
Sandy  Point  by  Watch  Hill,  and  with  more  or  less  frequency  the 
whole  southern  ocean  boundary  of  the  State,  and  both  shores  of  the 
East,  West  and  Middle  passages,  as  far  north  as  Coweset  Bay,  and  to 
and  above  Stone  Bridge. 

During  the  first  week  in  May  scup  were  taken  in  small  quantities 
from  Watch  Hill  to  Seaconnet  Point.  The  second  week  in  May  large 
numbers  were  taken,  and  by  the  10th  of  June  about  (5000)  five  thous- 
and barrels  of  fish  had  been  shipped  by  steamer  from  Newport  to 
New  York  From  the  middle  of  June  to  July  1st  the  catch  was  com- 
paratively small,  and  the  scup  that  were  taken,  of  small  size,  not  suit- 
able for  shipping.  In  July  several  hundred  barrels  of  scup  and  other 
fish  were  caught. 

Taking  the  season  through  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  catch 
from  last  year.  From  our  own  observation  and  the  best  information 
we  can  obtain,  the  trapping  in  the  rivers  has  not  been  profitable  to 
those  engaged  in  it. 

The  increase  of  Oill  nets  has  been  alarming,  and  they  have  been 
anchored  in  nearly  every  place  practicable — out  of  the  course  of  steam- 
ers and  large  vessels.  The  commissioners  have  not  heretofore  applied 
the  close-time  law  to  Gill  nets,  but  the  Oill  nets  are  a  **  stationary 
contrivance  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching,  or  obstructing  the  pas- 
sage of  fish,"  and  as  such  come  clearly  within  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  and  will  be  dealt  with  accordingly  in  the  future. 

Hand  line  fishing  for  tautog  was  fair  in  the  Spring.  The  hook  and 
line  fishing  for  scup  has  been  poor,  the  fish  caught  being  of  small 
size,  and  few  in  number. 
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The  price  of  fish  has  been  high  all  the  season^  and  this  nndoabt- 
edly  has  been  the  cause  in  a  large  measure  of  the  increased  attempts 
to  ayoid  the  law. 

There  is  eyidently  a  feeling  among  the  parties  to  whom  the  ^'close- 
time"  applies,  that  the  law  cannot  be  sustained  in  the  courts,  and  that 
if  it  were  not  for  the  inconyenience  and  expense  attending  a  trial, 
there  would  be  little  heed  paid  to  the  close  time. 

The  Grand  Juiy  at  the  last  June  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
in  Proyidence,  indicted  for  yiolation  of  the  law  two  influential  par- 
ties, who  persisted  in  the  yiolation  of  the  law  after  repeated  warn- 
ings.    The  cases  haye  not  yet  been  tried. 

The  Commissioners  recommjand  that  if  trap  fishing  is  to  be  al- 
lowed to  continue,  that  all  parties  engaging  therein  should  be  licensed 
and  under  bonds  to  comply  with  the  proyisions  of  the  law. 

At  the  January  Session  of  the  1881  General  Assembly  an  act  in 
amendment  of  Chapter  751  of  the  General  Statutes,  was  submitted  by 
the  Commissioners  with  an  earnest  appeal  for  its  passage.  The  General 
Assembly  so  far  acceded  to  the  wishes  of  the  Commissioners,  as  to 
amend  Section  1,  of  Chapter  751,  thereby  extending  the  close-time 
law  to  all  the  waters  of  the  State.  The  other  amendments  proposed, 
and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  were  nearly  yital  for  a 
proper  obseryance  and  enforcement  of  the  law  did  not  receiye  the  ap- 
proyal  of  the  General  Assembly. 

We  belieye  the  proposed  amendments,  which  are  fully  embodied  in 
the  10th  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioners,  should  with  few  mod- 
ifications be  adopted. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  Lobster  Fishing. 

At  the  recent  Conyention  of  the  Fish  Commissioners  of  New  Eng- 
land, held  in  Boston,  as  also  at  a  subsequent  Conyention  of  the  New 
England  Fish  Commissioners  and  the  Massachusetts  Fish  and  Game 
Protectiye  Association,  held  con-jointly,  the  lobster  received  a  merit- 
edly  large  share  of  attention.  Our  law  prohibits  the  sale  of  lobstei's 
less  than  ten  (10)  inches  in  length,  other  States  ten  and  one  half 
(lOJ)  inches.      The  desirability  of  a  uniform   law,  in  all  the  New 
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England  States  at  least,  was  heartily  endorsed  at  the  Gonyention 
named.  Dealers  and  others  are  becoming  seriously  alarmed  at  the 
scarcity  of  this  fish  of  suitable  size.  In  Massachusetts  and  Maine  the 
feeling  is  strongly  in  favor  of  making  the  marketable  lobster  not  less 
than  twelve  (12)  inches  in  length.  In  our  opinion  it  wiU  be  wise  for 
your  honorable  body  to  protect  this  large  Bhode  Island  interest,  by 
amending  our  present  standard  of  length  from  ten  (10)  to  twelve  (12) 
inches. 

The  question  of  the  Pollution  of  the  Rivers  and  Streams  is  a  serious 
one,  and  is  being  agitated  in  all  the  New  England  States.  There  is 
no  doubt  of  the  deleterious  effect  upon  fish  in  our  streams  and  the 
upper  waters  of  our  bay,  by  pollution  of  the  water  from  various  sources, 
not  necessary  to  be  enumerated  by  us.  We  shall  look  with  decided 
approval  upon  any  legislation  in  this  direction  that  the  General  As- 
sembly may  in  their  wisdom  enact. 

INLAND  FISHERIES. 

We  have  been  unable  to  procure  any  shad  spawn.  The  five  hun- 
dred thousand  that  were  deposited  in  the  Warren  river  should  return 
this  Spring  (1884),  and  we  are  looking  for  the  result  with  anticipa- 
tions of  success. 

We  received  November  last  from  Prof.  Baird  one  thousand  carp, 
these  have  been  distributed  in  small  lots  to  all  applicants  havingsuitable 
waters.  The  following  towns  and  places :  Providence,  Newport, 
North  Smithfield,  Warwick,  Kingston  three  different  localities,  Petta- 
consett,  Wickford,  Exeter  and  Nayatt. 

While  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  our  waters  are  too  cold  for  a  rapid 
increase  of  the  [carp,  we  believe  that  in  time  we  shall  obtain  quite 
favorable  results. 

Black  bass  in  nearly  all  the  stocked  ponds  are  doing  remarkably 
well,  none  of  the  outlets  being  screened  the  streams  flowing  from  the 
ponds  are  rapidly  becoming  self -stocked,  and  we  hear  of  good  results 
in  all  the  streams  of  any  prominence.  The  fear  held  by  many  that 
the  pickerel  would  be  exterminated  in  the  stocked  bass  ponds  has 
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been  remarkably  disproved  the  present  winter.  The  catch  of  picker- 
el has  been  very  large  in  many  of  the  stocked  ponds.  No  new  ponds 
have  been  stocked  this  season.  We  have  no  State  Hatchery,  and  do 
not  recommend  the  expense  attending  one,  our  small  area  can  be 
supplied  from  other  sources  with  less  outlay,  and  quite  as  satisfactory 
results.  The  Bhode  Island  streams  are  the  natural  home  of  the 
brook  trout,  and  we  are  endeavoring  in  a  small  way  to  restock  some  of 
the  available  streams  with  trout. 

In  this  connection  we  take  great  pleasure  in  noticing  the  private 
enterprise  shown  by  Mr.  0.  A.  Hoxie  and  Messrs.  Hoxie  &  Hazard, 
on  White  Brook,  in  the  town  of  Carolina,  in  this  state.  At  this  writ- 
ing over  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  brook  trout  are  disporting 
in  their  ponds.  The  water  of  White  Brook  is  the  perfection  of  spring 
water,  the  apparatus  and  all  appurtenances  employed  are  of  the  best, 
some  of  the  most  satisfactory  being  the  invention  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Hox- 
ie. The  trout  shipped  from  these  establishments  are  not  excelled  for 
color  and  flavor  by  any  other  artificially  propagated  trout  in  the 
country.  This  enterprise  cannot  but  be  largely  remunerative  in 
time. 

In  concluding  this  brief  report  your  Commissioners  wish  to  impress 
upon  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  the  value  of  the  reports 
heretofore  presented.  Mr.  Dexter  and  Mr.  Read,  who  resigned  from 
the  Commission  last  Spring,  devoted  a  vast  amount  of  time  to  the 
fisheries  of  Rhode  Island,  and  their  annual  reports  were  the  result  of 
much  intelligent  thought  and  research.  One  of  the  two  gentlemen 
named  being  an  acknowledged  expert.  We  believe  the  time  not  far 
distant  when  the  legislation  of  Rhode  Island,  in  regard  to  her  fisher- 
ies, will  largely  follow  the  line  laid  out  and  asked  for  in  the  previous 
annual  reports  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries. 

Our  financial  statement  is  hereto  appended.

The  following  letter  was  received  from  Professor  Ghaoe  and  read 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  October  5th: 

To  the  Board  of  8UUe  CkarUiee  and  CorreeWoru  : 

My  dear  associates,  with  whom  I  have  spent  so  many  pleasant  hours,  I  cannot 
leave  you  without  a  parting  word. 

It  was  slowly  and  with  much  regret  that  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I  ought 
not  longer  to  remain  in  a  position  of  so  grave  responsibility ;  and  after  I  had 
reached  this  conviction,  I  refrained  from  disclosing  my  purpose  of  resignation, 
lest  your  kind  words  might,  perchance,  induce  me  to  defer  it.  Tou  have  my 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  which,  during  a  period  of  over 
nine  years,  I  have  invariably  received  from  you. 

Rarely  has  so  large  a  Board  worked  together  with  such  entire  harmony.  No  per- 
sonal interests  have  ever  divided  us.  Although  questions  of  great  moment  and 
beset  with  many  difficulties  have  come  before  us,  a  calm  and  patient  examination 
of  them,  in  their  different  bearings,  has  led  to  substantially  the  same  conclusions.

Resolutions  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities 
and  Corrections^  held  October  5,  1883: 

l^herecLS,  We  have  learned  that  Professor  George  I.  Chace  has  resigned  the 
position  of  member  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  of  which 
he  has  been  chairman  since  first  appointed,  in  June,  1874,  therefore 

Resolved^  That  we,  until  recently  his  associates  of  the  Board,  desire  to  convey 
to  him,  and  to  place  upon  record,  an  expression  of  out  deep  regret  that  the 
connection  so  long  and  pleasantly  maintained  between  himself  and  ourselves 
must  now  be  severed,  and  of  our  belief  that  in  his  retirement  the  State  loses  an 
officer,  and  the  Board  and  all  associated  with  them  in  their  work  an  adviser  and 
friend,  whose  ability  in  the  management  of  affairs,  faculty  of  harmonizing  many 
diverse  elements,  and  constant  and  effectual  efforts  to  elevate  moral  character, 
will  rarely,  if  ever,  be  equalled  in  the  administration  of  the  State  Institutions. 

Hesolved,  That  we  tender  to  him  our  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  able  and  im- 
partial manner  in  which  he  has  performed  the  many  and  arduous  duties  of  the 
office  of  chairman,  and  for  the  great  courtesy  and  kindness  he  has  shown  us  in 
every  relation,  whether  official  or  personal. 

Betohed,  That  we  thank  him  for  the  letter  received  and  read  to-day.  in  which 
he  announces  his  withdrawal  from  the  Board  in  kind  words  of  parting,  with 
pleasant  references  to  the  past  and  hopes  and  good  wishes  for  the  future. 

Betolvedf  That  he  will  ever  be  heartily  welcome  at  the  institutions  and  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Board,  and  that  we  trust  his  interest  in  the  great  work  with 
which  he  is  so  closely  identified,  will  continue  unabated,  and  that  he  will,  as 
heretofore,  give  us  largely  of  his  invaluable  aid  in  carrying  it  on. 

Hon.  James  M.  Pendleton  was  chosen  chairman  of  the  Board  De- 
cember 7th. 

Hon.  William  S.  Hayward,  of  Providence,  has  been  appointed  by 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Bourn,  member  of  the  Board  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  unexpired  term  of  Professor  Chace. 

The  higher  officers  of  the  institutions  remain  the  same  as  a  year 
ago,  with  the  exception  of  the  Physician.     On  the  first  of  March, 
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Dr.  George  F.  Eeene»  of  Providence,  succeeded  Dr.  George  T.  Perry, 
of  Natick,  resigned,  as  Physician  of  the  institations. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

Sockanosset  School  for  Boys, 

During  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $4,663.70  has  been  expended  upon 
the  buildings  and  grounds,  and  $337.65  for  furnishing,  making  the 
total  cost  of  the  Sockanosset  School  to  Deo.  31,  1883,  $104,913.15. 
When  the  school  was  removed  from  the  city  of  Providence,  Dec.  28th,* 
1882,  the  new  buildings  were  scarcely  ready  for  occupancy  and  much 
work  remained  to  be  done,  especially  upon  the  grounds.  The  princi- 
pal item  of  construction,  in  1883,  was  a  stone  piggery,  costing  $715. 15. 
It  is  forty  feet  long  by  twenty-five  feet  wide,  and  is  planned  to  con- 
tain also  a  tool  room  and  hen-house.  Other  items  are:  Material  for 
an  ice-house,  built  by  Workhouse  inmates,  $266.10;  shed  near  the 
stable,  $141.43;  temporary  wooden-walks,  $92.32;  completing  heat- 
ing apparatus,  etc.,  $228.26;  labor  on  wall  and  sharpening  drills,  etc., 
for  stone  work,  $1,097.36;  labor  of  carpenter  on  miscellaneous  work, 
$367.00;  steel,  powder  and  fuse  for  stone  work  and  grading,  $216.53; 
manure  and  seeds  for  lawns,  $222.03;  surveyors'  work,  $138.02;  the 
balance  having  been  for  plastering  boiler-house,  paints,  lumber  and 
other  material,  etc.,  etc. 

A  considerable  amount  of  labor  has  been  expended  upon  the 
grounds,  during  the  year,  by  the  Workhouse  men  and  teams,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  the 
greater  part  of  the  area  around  the  buildings  having  been  brought  to 
the  established  grade,  a  difficult  undertaking  on  account  of  the  very 
stony  character  of  the  land.  A  road,  underlaid  with  stone,  has  also 
been  built  by  the  same  men  and  teams,  leading  from  the  highway  to 
the  boiler-house  and  to  and  beyond  the  stable.  They  also  cleared  of 
stones,  except  those  so  large  as  to  require  blasting,  and  laid  down  to 
grass  a  field  within  the  area  set  apart  for  the  school. 

The  building  of  the  wall  enclosing  the  grounds  has  been  continued 
by  the  Workhouse  men,  aided  by  hired  masons.     A  considerable  por- 
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tion  remains,  however,  unfinished,  though  much  of  the  foundation 
has  been  laid. 

During  the  present  winter,  a  number  of  the  Workhouse  inmates 
are  employed  within  the  yard  of  that  institution,  preparing  stone  for 
the  wall,  to  be  used  as  soon  as  the  season  opens  for  out-door  work. 
The  amount  of  labor  performed  by  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  at 
the  Sockanosset  School,  during  the  year,  has  been  reported  to  the 
Board  as  follows:  Building  wall,  blasting  stone,  splitting  stone  with 
wedges,  driying  teams,  shovelling,  etc.,  6,725  days;  carpenters,  build- 
ing  ice-house,  etc.,  95  days.  The  teams  (each  team  a  yoke  of  oxen 
or  pair  of  horses)  were  employed  here  830  days. 

The  boys  of  the  school  have  also  done  considerable  work  at  clearing 
land  and  removing  stone,  considering  the  number  sufficiently  mature 
to  be  so  employed. 

Oaklawn  School  for  Oirls. 

The  sum  of  $71.03,  charged  to  the  construction  account,  was  for 
manure  and  seeds  for  the  lawn,  and  for  surveyors'  work,  staking  the 
road  from  the  school  to  the  New  London  turnpike.  The  sum  charged 
to  furnishing,  $153.84,  was  for  furniture  made  necessary  by  the  in- 
creased number  of  girls.  The  total  of  the  cost  of  the  school,  for 
construction  and  furnishing,  to  Dec.  31,  1883,  is  $24,962.32,  and  the 
total  of  both  schools  to  the  same  date,  $129,875.47,  which  sum  in- 
cludes all  indebtedness  so  far  as  known.  The  appropriations  for  the 
schools  have  been,  in  all,  $130,000.00. 

The  Workhouse  labor  has  been  employed  here  also,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  in  building  the  road 
above  mentioned,  and  in  improving  somewhat  the  grounds.  The  men 
worked  596  days  and  the  teams  74  days. 

Railroad  Turn-out  and  Coal-dump. 

The  object  of  this  undertaking  was  explained  in  the  report  of  last 
year.  It  is,  in  brief,  a  side-track,  from  which  coal,  manure  and  mer- 
chandise may  be  delivered  by  the  railroad  to  the  institutions,  and  is 
situated  west  of  the  pond,  near  the  Prison.     During  the  past  season^ 
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the  retaining  wall  has  been  extended  aboat  two  hundred  and  thirty 
feet)  making  a  total  length  completed  of  three  hundred  and  forty- 
three  feet,  with  about  two  hundred  and  thirty  feet  to  be  built.  The 
wall  is  a  heavy  piece  of  work,  varying  in  height  from  three  and  one* 
half  feet  at  one  end,  to  about  fifteen  and  one-half  at  the  other,  in- 
cluding the  foundation.  This  is  from  two  and  one-half  to  about 
eight  and  one-half  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  the  section  of  the  wall 
tapering,  for  most  of  its  length,  to  a  width  of  four  feet  at  the  top. 
As  only  a  portion  of  the  short-term  men  of  the  jail  are  employed 
here,  the  progress  made  is  slow.  One  mason  is  hired  to  instruct  and 
assist  the  inmates.  The  line  of  the  wall  lies  partly  through  a  ledge, 
which  retards  the  work,  but  the  Warden  has  reason  to  believe  that 
the  wall  will  be  ready  for  the  track  by  the  close  of  the  coming  season. 

WATER, 

In  1878,  the  Prison  Commissioners  laid  an  eight  inch  pipe  from  the 
State  water  works  to  the  force-mains  of  the  city  of  Providence,  con- 
necting with  the  latter  at  a  point  within  forty  feet  of  the  main  build- 
ing of  the  Pettaconset  pumping  station,  and  an  agreement  was  made 
between  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  and  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  of  Providence,  that  water  would  be  fur- 
nished to  the  institutions  through  this  pipe,  whenever  needed,  at  the 
schedule  prices  paid  by  consumers  in  the  city. 

The  first  demand  for  water,  under  this  agreement,  was  made  by  the 
State  in  October,  1881,  and  water  was  supplied  for  a  brief  period,  at 
a  cost  of  1218.74.  The  following  year,  1882,  it  was  again  supplied 
for  a  longer  period,  at  a  cost  of  $306.70.  In  the  past  year,  1883,  the 
water  at  the  State  pond  was  exhausted  in  July  and  remained  so  for 
three  months,  during  which  time  the  supply  for  the  institutions  came 
from  the  city  works,  at  a  cost  of  $1,100.84.  In  each  of  these  years, 
the  State  deferred  calling  for  water  until  it  was  absolutely  necessary 
to  do  so,  reducing  the  consumption  to  a  minimum  as  the  supply  les- 
sened, and  possibly  using  water  for  a  time  which  the  almost  empty 
condition  of  the  pond  rendered  not  quite  wholesome. 
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As  it  had  become  evident  that  the  supply  of  water  to  be  obtained 
within  the  territory  of  the  State  Institutions  is  inadequate  for  their 
needs  during  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  as  the  existing  agreement 
with  the  city  was  deemed  too  expensiye  for  the  State,  the  Board  re- 
newed negotiations  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  Providence, 
successors  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  in  the  management 
of  the  water  works,  for  a  continuous  supply  at  a  stipulated  price  per 
annum,  the  State  not  to  be  limited  as  to  the  quantity  used. 

At  about  the  same  time  the  Board,  through  one  of  its  committees, 
caused  a  plan  to  be  prepared  and  estimates  of  cost  to  be  made  of  a 
pumping  station  for  the  institutions,  on  the  bank  of  the  Pawtnxet 
river,  upon  the  farm  purchased  in  1882. 

P.  S.— February  6,  1884. — It  is  learned  that  a  committee  of  the 
Board  has  to-day  concluded  an  agreement  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  Providence,  to  supply  all  the  water  for  the  State  Institu- 
tions for  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

FABH. 

The  yield  of  farm  products  was  satisfactory,  notwithstanding  the 
drought  which  prevailed  during  a  portion  of  the  growing  season.  A 
generous  amount  of  manure  has  been  applied  for  several  years,  and 
with  a  season  of  favorable  weather  large  returns  are.  to  be  looked  for. 
The  potato  crop  heads  the  list  in  1883  for  abundance  and  excellence, 
the  Superintendent  reporting  six  thousand  bushels  from  thirty  acres. 
Turnips,  too,  yielded  largely, — nearly  four  thousand  bushels.  These 
are  important  crops,  as  they  furnish  the  inmates  with  a  large  portion 
of  their  food.  Enough  is  raised  for  all  the  institutions,  but  from  a 
lack  of  proper  places  for  storing  them,  it  has  been  necessary,  at  times, 
to  sell  a  portion  and  replace  it  by  purchase  in  the  spring  and  early 
summer.  A  house  or  vault  for  storing  vegetables  is  greatly  needed, 
and  a  sum  for  building  one  will  be  included  in  the  estimate  of  ex- 
penditures for  the  coming  year.  The  cellars  of  most  of  the  buildings 
have  steam  pipes  which  make  them  too  warm  for  this  purpose. 

TSo  hay  was  purchased  during  the  year,  the  crop  of  hay  and  fodder, 
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with  roots  and  the  ensilage  successfully  packed  the  year  before,  baT- 
ing  been  sufficient  to  carry  the  stock  through  the  season.  The  en- 
silage has  proved,  the  Superintendent  believes,  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  crops,  and  the  silos  appear  to  have  been  pn>perly  and  conveniently 
built. 

One  of  the  most  profitable  operations  of  the  farm,  the  Superin- 
tendent thinks,  is  the  raising  of  pigs.  Four  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  were  sold  for  $1,712.00,  during  the  year,  and  enough  were 
slaughtered  to  make  six  thousand  pounds  of  pork  for  the  institu- 
tions. There  were  on  hand,  on  the  first  of  January,  about  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five,  of  all  ages,  most  of  them  for  the  early  spring 
demand.  It  requires  but  little  cash  outlay  to  raise  them,  as  they  are 
fed  mostly  with  the  refuse  from  the  institutions  and  with  roots. 

There  are  a  considerable  number  of  heifers,  raised  upon  the  place 
and  mostly  grade  Ayrshires,  coming  into  milk  this  season,  not  only 
to  take  the  place  of  cows  grown  old,  but  to  enable  the  Superintendent 
to  satisfy  the  large  demand  for  milk  from  the  several  institutions. 
One  hundred  thousand  quarts  were  made  last  year,  about  one-fifth  of 
a  quart  per  day  for  each  one  of  the  entire  population. 

An  experiment  was  tried  by  the  Superintendent  on  a  portion  of  an 
acre  of  ground,  having  for  its  object  to  test  a  variety  of  com  and 
ascertain  the  largest  possible  yield.  The  variety  was  one  producing 
more  than  the  usual  number  of  fair-sized  ears  on  each  stalk.  The 
result  was  a  crop  reported  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  twelve 
bushels  of  shelled  corn  to  the  acre,  with  a  maximum  number  of  six 
ears  to  the  stalk  and  few  stalks  having  less  than  two. 

The  area  of  tillage  land  has  been  enlarged  considerably  the  past 
year.  A  portion  of  the  side-hill  lying  west  of  the  railroad  and  in  the 
rear  of  the  Workhouse  and  barn,  about  ten  acres,  has  been  broken 
up  and  partly  cultivated,  the  stones  having  been  removed  and  the  soil 
drained.  It  was  from  here  that  much  of  the  stone  for  building  the 
Prison  was  obtained,  and  the  land  was  left  in  a  rough  and  unsightly 
condition.  When  the  entire  hill-sido  is  laid  down  to  grass,  the  aspect 
of  the  institutions,  to  one  approaching  them  from  the  city,  will  be 
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much  improved.  A  piece  of  bog  land,  about  five  acres  west  of  the 
Asylum,  has  also  been  reclaimed  by  laying  stone  drains  through  it 
and  put  under  cultivation.  The  foundation  of  a  stone  wall  between 
the  State  land  and  that  of  the  adjoining  farm,  upon  a  recently  ad- 
justed line,  was  also  laid  at  the  same  time.  About  five  acres  of  the 
^^  thirty  acre  lot,"  so  called,  had  never  been  thoroughly  cleared;  the 
stones  and  stumps  have  been  removed  and  the  entire  piece  is  in  con- 
dition for  any  kind  of  cultivation.  Many  of  the  boulders  from  this 
lot,  some  of  them  of  good  granite,  were  carted  into  the  Workhouse 
yard,  where  the  inmates  are  splitting  and  preparing  them  for  the  wall 
at  the  Sockanosset  School,  as  before  mentioned.

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A  farm  shed^  forty  by  seventy  feet,  in  the  rear  of  the  bam,  was 
burned  on  September  7th,  caused,  it  was  thought,  by  a  spark  from  the 
engine  used  in  cutting  com  for  the  silo.  The  structure  was  of  little 
value,  having  been  the  roof  of  the  old  basket  shop  built  in  1870  and 
moved  from  its  original  location  a  few  years  ago,  with  an  enclosure  of 
stone  on  two  sides  built  by  inmates,  the  third  side  being  a  bank  wall. 
Water  was  at  once  thrown  upon  the  burning  roof  from  a  hydrant 
near  the  barn,  and  the  fire  prevented  from  spreading  to  the  main 
building  and  to  a  corn-crib  close  by.  About  twenty  shoats  were  so 
badly  scorched  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  kill  them. 

This  is  the  third  fire  that  has  occurred  at  the  State  Institutions. 
The  only  one  doing  serious  damage  was  that  of  April  6th,  1872,  when 
a  building  erected  in  1869  and  1870  for  a  kitchen,  bake-house,  laun- 
dry and  chapel,  was  entirely  consumed.  The  second  building  burned 
was  one  of  little  value  and  quite  small,  used  as  a  paint  shop. 

When  the  kitchen,  bake-house,  etc.  was  burned,  the  State  insured 
its  property  at  the  institutions,  and  the  sum  of  97,333.47  was  collec- 
ted by  the  Board.  At  the  January  Session,  1876,  the  General  Assem- 
bly passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  it  was  considered  inexpedient 
to  insure  the  State  property,  and  since  January  20,  1877,  there  has 
been  no  insurance  upon  the  buildings  at  the  institutions.  The  amount 
which  had  been  paid  by  the  State  for  insurance  exceeded  the  sum  col- 
lected by  $2,418.67. 

WORKHOUSE  AND    HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hunt,  Superintendent  of 
State  Institutions,  Mr.  Bichmond  J.  Stone  continues  to  occupy  the 
position  of  Deputy  Superintendent,  and  Miss  E.  A.  Oile,  that  of 
Matron  of  this  institution. 

The  number  of  commitments  during  the  year  was  465,  sixty-six 
less  than  in  1882,  two  less  than  in  1881,  twenty-five  more  than  in 
1880  and  sixty-five  more  than  in  1879.  Of  those  committed,  269,  or 
fifty-eight  per  cent.,  were  common  drunkards.  In  1882  the  per- 
centage was  fifty-seven;  in  1881,  fifty-eight;  in  1880,  sixty-one;  and 
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in  1879,  forty-eight  for  that  offence.  In  1880  twenty-seven  were 
committed  under  the  tramp  law;  in  1881>  fifteen;  in  1882,  twenty- 
eight;  and  in  1883,  twenty-two.  The  number  committed  for  prosti- 
tution in  1883  was  unusually  small,  only  thirteen,  which  is  less  than 
one-half  of,  the  number  in  1882,  and  about  two-fifths  of  the  ayerage 
number  in  previous  years  since  the  institution  was  established  in 
1869.  But  these  figures,  unfortunately,  xnay  indicate  variations  in 
police  administration  rather  than  a  diminution  of  transgressions  of 
the  law. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  four,  although  small  when 
the  number  and  condition  of  those  committed  is  considered,  is  yet 
relatively  large  compared  ^ith  that  of  previous  years,  the  average  of 
which  is  a  trifle  less  than  two. 

If  the  suggestions  in  the  Message  of  His  Excellency,  Governor 
Bourn,  regarding  the  substitution  in  the  towns  of  a  different  kind  of 
tribunal  for  the  present  justice  courts,  should  be  adopted,  the  State 
Workhouse  would,  doubtless,  be  benefited  thereby.  Sometimes  in- 
sane persons  and  paupers  are  sent,  with  the  expenses  of  trial  and  com- 
mitment, to  the  Workhouse,  indiscriminately  with  those  offenders 
for  whom  the  institution  was  intended. 

The  employment  of  a  large  number  of  the  men  of  the  Workhouse 
at  the  new  schools,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  State  Institutions,  has  been  referred  to  under  the  head  of 
^'Construction."  No  change  has  been  made  in  the  kinds  of  labor 
adopted.  Farm  work,  clearing  land,  ditching  for  and  building  drains, 
and  driving  teams,  have  given  employment  to  the  laborers,  while  the 
mechanics  have  been  engaged  in  repairing  buildings,  wagons,  etc., 
and  the  untrustworthy  have  added  91,365.82  to  the  income  of  the  in- 
stitution by  caning  chair  seats. 

The  women  have  been  employed,  as  usual,  in  the  laundry,  cook- 
house and  sewing-room,  and  as  house  servants  at  the  several  institu- 
tions, except  the  schools.  They  make  all  the  clothing  of  the  institu- 
tion and  a  portion  of  that  of  the  Asylum  and  Almshouse.  It  is  many 
years  since  the  btate  has  bought  clothing  made  elsewhere,  for  these 
institutions. 
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The  Workhouse  is  much  in  need  of  a  new  blacksmith's  and  wheel- 
wright's shop  in  the  yard.  The  present  blacksmith's  shop  was  put  np 
nearly  ten  years  ago  for  temporary  use  of  rough  boards  with  tar  roof, 
and  now  leaks  badly.  A  great  deal  of  work,  such  as  ironing  new  carts 
and  repairing  old  ones,  shoeing  horses  and  oxen  and  mending  tools,  is 
done  here.  It  would  be  convenient  to  have  a  shop  adjoining  the 
blacksmith's  shop,  for  wheelwrights'  work,  which  is  now  carried  on 
in  the  second  story  of  the  workshop.  A  sum  for  this  purpose  will  be 
included  in  the  estimate  of  appropriation  needed  for  the  coming  year.

STATE  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  IKOUEABLB  IN8AKE. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Vinal  remain  in  charge  of  the  Asylum,  as  Dep- 
uty Superintendent  and  Matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  State  Institutions. 
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For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  statistics  of  the  institution  show 
a  less  number  of  inmates  at  the  close  of  the  year  than  at  the  begin- 
ning. The  decrease  is  small,  from  305  to  300,  but  is  sufficient  to 
break  the  monotony  of  a  continuous  increase  from  118,  January  1, 
1871,  two  months  after  the  opening,  to  the  maximum  a  year  ago. 
The  ayerage  for  the  year,  however,  shows  a  slight  increase^  two,  over 
that  of  1882.

The  number  supported  by  the  State,  January  1,  1884,  was  one 
hundred  and  seventy-six,  eleven  more  than  a  year  ago.  The  board  of 
the  others  is  paid  for  by  cities,  towns  and  relatives  and  friends. 

At  the  last  January  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  law  mak- 
ing provision  for  the  indigent  insane,  (Chap.  75,  Public  Statutes,) 
was  repealed  and  a  new  law  (Chap.  348,  Public  Laws,)  substituted 
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therefor.  The  latter  was  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
1883,  but  by  a  sabseqaent  act  (Chap.  362,  Public  Laws,)  the  time  was 
postponed  to  July  1,  1884.  There  is  but  a  slight  change  in  the  new 
law  from  the  language  of  the  old,  but  there  is  a  radical  difference  in 
the  effects  of  the  two. 

Under  the  law  which  is  still  in  force  the  pauper  insane,  when  they 
are  ''recent  and  presumably  curable  cases,"  are  first  sent  to  the 
Butler  Hospital,  (the  law  permits  them  to  be  sent  to  other  cnratire 
hospitals,)  the  State  aiding  in  their  support  while  there,  whether  they 
hare  or  haye  not  settlements  in  the  cities  and  towns,  to  the  extent  of 
1 120. 00  per  annum*  The  provision  for  paying  $208.00  per  annum 
for  persons  without  settlements  (Section  7,)  has  been  inoperative. 

Under  the  new  law,  through  the  omission  of  the  word  ''  incurably," 
aU  insane  paupers  will  be  sent  at  once  to  the  State  Asylum, ''  recent  and 
presumably  curable  cases,"  as  well  as  chronic,  or  incurable  ones.  As 
to  the  State  cases  the  law  is  mandatory,  (Section  1).  As  to  the  town 
and  city  cases  the  law  says  that  the  Board  **  may  receive  "  them  (Sec- 
tion 2);  but  the  omission  of  the  provision  in  the  old  law  whereby  the 
towns  are  aided  in  the  support  of  their  insane  in  curative  hospitals, 
renders  it  evident  that  the  intention  of  the  law  is  that  the  town  and 
city  cases,  too,  shall  go  immediately  to  the  State  Asylum. 

It  has  been  said  in  support  of  this  change,  that  the  insane,  although 
recent  cases,  will  be  a3  well  off  at  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Incurable 
Insane  as  at  a  curative  hospital  But  whether  this  is  actually  so  or 
not — and  it  is  certainly  flattering  to  the  management  of  the  State 
Asylum  to  have  this  view  taken — there  is  a  grave  doubt  whether  such 
is  the  general  belief.  The  opposite  view  seems  to  have  been  held  by 
the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  from  the  beginning  of 
their  work,  for  we  find  in  the  report  of  1870  their  opinion  thus  ex- 
pressed by  the  Secretary,  Dr.  E.  H.  Snow:  **  Our  Asylum  is  for  the 
incurable  pauper  insane,  and  no  insane  person  should  ever  be  received 
into  it,  until  he  has  had  an  opportunity  of  receiving  the  benefits  of 
treatment  in  a  good  hospital.  I  think  we  can  safely  adopt  this  rule 
and  this  only:  not  to  receive  any  insane  into  the  State  Asylum  until 
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they  are  pronounced  incurable  by  competent  authority.  Common 
humanity  as  well  as  the  highest  public  interest  requires  this  of  us." 
In  other  States  proTision  is  made  for  curative  treatment  of  the  pau- 
per insane,  and  so  it  has  been  hitherto  in  Bhode  Island. 

No  appropriation  was  made  either  at  the  last  January  Session,  or  at 
the  following  one  in  May,  for  carrying  out  the  change  of  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  insane,  and  the  Board  asked  for  none  as  they  had  not 
had  time  to  consider  what  would  be  needed. 

The  first  effect  of  the  change  will  be,  doubtless,  to  bring  at  once  to 
the  State  Asylum  between  thirty  and  forty  insane  persons,  mostly  of 
the  acute  and  excited  class  of  cases,  to  be  added  to  the  three  hundred 
insane  already  there,  for  whom  there  is  now  but  barely  sufficient  ac- 
commodation. Whateyer  may  be  done  for  these  new-comers  here- 
after, it  is  eyident  that  pro  vision  must  at  once  be  made  for  their 
present  care. 

A  committee  of  the  Board  to  whom  this  matter  was  given  for  in- 
quiry, have  reported  recommending  the  construction  of  two  build- 
ings, one  for  each  sex,  to  be  located  at  the  ends  of  the  Cottage 
for  Excited  Patients,  at  a  right  angle  to  the  Cottage,  and  connected 
therewith  by  covered  passages,  these  buildings,  or  wings,  to  be  for 
thirty-five  persons  each.  The  larger  part  of  each  building  will  be 
divided  into  separate  rooms,  as  required  for  the  class  expected.  This 
is,  evidently,  a  greater  provision  to  make  than  the  additional  number 
to  be  received  calls  for;  but  there  is  already  a  lack  of  separate  rooms 
for  excited  cases — as  many  as  fifteen  of  these  having  been  occupied  at 
times  by  two  patients  each — and  the  proposed  buildings  are  planned 
to  supply  this  want.  Again,  the  committee  believe  it  wise  to  make 
further  provision,  when  building,  for  a  possible  future  increase  of  ten 
of  each  sex.  There  will  be  a  dining-room  and  bath-room  in  each 
building,  with  the  necessary  number  of  attendants'  rooms,  clothes' 
rooms,  water-closets,  etc.  It  is  also  proposed  to  remove  the  boilers 
from  the  Cottage  for  Excited  Patients,  where  their  location  in  the 
cellar  at  the  centre  of  the  building  causes  anxiety  on  account  of  the 
danger  of  firC;  to  a  boiler-house  a  short  distance  away,  and  to  heat 
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the  Cottage,  as  well  as  the  new  wings,  by  steam  brought  to  them  in 
underground  pipes.  The  plan  embraces,  too,  a  small  wash-house  con- 
nected with  the  boiler-house.  The  committee  estimate  that  to  carry 
out  this  project  will  require  an  outlay  of  forty  thousand  dollars. 

The  plan  is  based  upon  the  inference  that  the  new  law  does  not 
contemplate  curative  treatment  at  the  State  Asylum,  a  matter  upon 
which,  however,  it  is  silent.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  what 
amount  of  additional  cost  would  be  incurred  should  curative  treat- 
ment be  introduced  there,  a  course  the  Board  believe  the  State  will 
not  fail  to  adopt,  sooner  or  later,  if  persons  who  might  be  benefited 
by  curative  treatment  are  sent  to  ''the  State  Asylum  for  the  Incurable 
Insane."    This  would  be  done,  probably,  in  one  of  two  ways. 

A  separate  institution,  apart  from  the  present  Asylum,  might  be 
established,  with  a  competent  physician  skilled  in  the  treatment  of 
the  curable  insane  in  charge.  The  committee  of  the  Board  made  in- 
quiry as  to  the  cost  of  such  an  institution  and  reported  that,  should 
this  course  be  adopted,  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  provision  for 
one  hundred  patients  at  an  expense  of  about  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  An  institution  of  this  kind  would,  of  necessity,  be  inde- 
pendent of  all  others. 

The  other  way  would  be  to  place  a  physician  of  the  character  above 
described  in  charge  of  the  present  Asylum,  enlarging  the  institution 
and  providing  such  means  of  treatment  as  he  might  require,  at  a 
much  larger  cost,  probably,  than  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
before  named.  In  this  case,  too,  it  might  be  necessary  to  withdraw 
the  institution  from  the  group  with  which  it  is  now  associated  and  to 
make  it  independent  of  the  others  as  to  management. 

It  will  be  almost  impossible  for  the  Board  to  construct  the  wings  of 
the  Cottage  before  the  first  of  July  next,  should  your  Honorable  Body 
approve  the  plan  and  provide  the  means  of  so  doing,  and  a  postpone- 
ment of  the  time  at  which  the  law  is  to  go  into  effect  is  respectfully 
asked  for. 

STATE  ALMSHOUSE. 

The  Almshouse  has  been,  during  the  year,  in  charge  of  Mr.  and 
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Mrs.  John  Liyingstoiiy  Deputy  Saperintendent  and  Matron,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions.  Mr.  Liv- 
ingston has  also  assisted  the  Superintendent,  a  portion  of  the  time, 
upon  the  fai*m  and  other  outside  work. 

The  buildings  have  been  kept  in  good  repair  and  some  small 
changes  made  in  the  arrangement  of  rooms,  by  removing  partitions, 
etc.  Some  new  floors  have  been  laid  and  the  institution  is  believed 
to  be  in  as  good  condition  as  its  defects  of  construction  and  inade- 
quate accommodations  will  allow.

It  is  with  great  reluctance  that  the  Board  ventures  to  press  upon 
the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  the  urgent  need  of  provision 
for  a  portion  of  the  dependents  upon  the  State,  whose  condition  has 
long  been  a  source  of  anxiety  and  pain  to  many  of  our  citizens: — the 
children  in  the  Almshouse.     For  five  years  past,  a  number  of  the

older  boys  have  been  quartered  upon  the  Chaplain,  at  the  Brajton 
House,  much  to  the  annoyance  and  discomfort  of  Mr.  Ames  and  his 
family,  who  ought  to  be  relieyed  from  the  burden  thus  imposed. 

The  condition  of  the  children  who  cannot  be  so  disposed  of,  of 
whom  there  are  always  a  considerable  number  at  the  Almshouse,  is 
what  calls  most  loudly  for  action.  It  is  terribly  wrong  to  place  these 
little  waifs  among  such  companions  as  they  hare  been  compelled  to 
associate  with, — the  girls  in  the  room  with  women,  many  of  them 
dissolute;  the  boys  separated  from  their  mothers,  and  turned  in 
amongst  the  male  inmates,  where  they  soon  come  to  know  what  they 
had  not  already  learned  of  filthiness  and  wickedness.  What  worse 
can  the  State  do,  for  a  portion  of  its  future  citizens,  than  subject 
them  to  such  influences,  keep  from  them  all  opportunities  of  obtain- 
ing education — except  in  eyil — and  train  them  up  to  a  life  of  pauper- 
ism, if  not  of  crime?  If  the  General  Assembly  will  make  an  appro- 
priation of,  say,  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  erect  a  suitable  building, 
the  Board  will  promptly  make  provision  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  class  referred  to. 

STATE  PRISON  AND   PROVIDENCE  COUNTY  JAIL. 

Mr.  William  H.  Sherman,  who  succeeded  General  itfelson  Viall, 
January  1,  1883,  has  been  in  charge  of  these  institutions  as  Warden 
and  Jailer,  during  the  past  year,  with  Mr.  Alonzo  M.  Rowe  as  Dep- 
uty Warden. 

The  Waring  Hat  Company,  whose  contract  for  fifty  men  would  not 
have  expired  until  May,  1884,  ceased  work  in  March,  but  have  con- 
tinued to  pay  the  State  according  to  the  terms  of  their  conti*act,  the 
Warden  employing  their  men  at  caning  chairs  for  account  of  the 
company.  The  withdrawal  was  made  that  their  business  might  be 
consolidated  in  one  place  and  not  from  any  lack  of  satisfaction  with 
the  character  of  the  work  done  by  the  prisoners,  the  discipline  of  the 
Prison  or  the  conveniences  afforded  them.  The  State  has  reason  to 
be  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Messrs.  Waring  have  ful- 
filled the  terms  of  their  contract. 
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In  August^  Messrs.  F.  D.  Bigelow  &  Co.^  shoe  manufacturers,  em- 
ploying fifty  men,  terminated  their  business  at  the  Prison,  their  con- 
tract haying  expired.  The  firm,  with  some  changes  of  partners,  had 
held  contracts  since  May,  1877,  and,  as  the  Warden  believes,  to  their 
entire  satisfaction,  so  far  as  regards  the  labor  and  discipline  of  the 
convicts.  The  necessity  of  providing  work  continuously  for  the  men 
hired,  at  times  when  there  was  but  little  demand  for  the  product  of 
their  labor,  was  a  burden  from  which  they  deemed  it  wise  to  be  re- 
lieved. This  is  one  of  the  causes  which  deter  manufacturers  from 
employing  convict  labor  and  make  its  price  so  small. 

Prior  to  the  termination  of  the  P.  D.  Bigelow  &  Co.  contract,  the 
labor  of  the  men  of  the  Waring  Hat  Go.  had  been  advertised  at  the 
latter's  expense,  but  without  receiving  satisfactory  proposals.  Sub- 
sequently the  labor  of  one  hundred  men  was  advertised  in  several 
newspapers  within  and  without  the  State,  but  without  success  until 
December,  when  a  contract  was  made  with  Messrs.  Rice  and  Hutchins, 
of  Boston,  Mass.,  for  one  hundred  men  for  three  years  from  January 
1,  1884.  The  labor  is  to  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  ot  shoes, 
at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  day  for  Prison  men  and  twenty  cents 
per  day  for  Jail  men.  They  are  to  be  set  at  work  as  fast  as  the  con- 
tractors can  prepare  for  them,  the  whole  number  to  be  under  con- 
tract by  March  first.  In  the  meantime  the  Waring  men  are  still 
under  their  contract  at  forty  and  twenty  cents  per  day,  and  the  Bige- 
low men  are  employed  caning  chairs  for  account  of  the  State. 
Messrs.  Rice  and  Hutchins  take  all  the  men  formerly  employed  by 
the  two  firms  above  named. 

Mr.  George  Campbell  has  employed  twelve  men  upon  wire  work 
during  the  year  at  the  rate  of  sixty  cents  per  day  for  Prison  and  fifty 
for  Jail  men,  an  advance  of  ten  cents  per  day  above  the  prices  of  the 
previous  year.  In  a  new  contract  made  January  1,  1884,  the  price 
was  reduced  to  fifty  and  forty  cents. 

The  employment  of  the  short-term  Jail  labor  upon  the  bank-wall 
of  the  railroad  turn-out  has  before  been  referred  to.  Gardening  has 
also  furnished  employment  to  some,  and  the  following  pieces  of  fur- 
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nitnre  have  been  made:  ten  bedsteads,  ten  bureaas  and  a  large  np- 
right  dispensary  case  for  the  Oaklawn  School;  ten  bedsteads  for  the 
Sockanosset  School;  two  book-cases  for  the  Adjutant  General's  office; 
a  wardrobe  for  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor;  a  roller  desk  for  Su- 
perintendent Hunt,  etc.,  etc. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  of  contracts  that  Mr. 
Sherman,  in  his  first  year  of  management  of  the  Prison,  has  had 
some  obstacles  to  financial  success  to  contend  with;  still  the  result 
has  been  that,  deducting  from  the  income  of  1882,  for  sake  of  mak- 
ing a  fair  comparison  of  the  two  years,  the  fines  and  costs  and  rent 
therein  included,  neither  of  which  items  were  properly  earnings,  the 
excess  of  expenditures  over  income  was  slightly  less  the  past  year 
than  the  year  before. 

One  State  prisoner  escaped — a  trusted  man  employed  in  the  boiler- 
room,  who  climbed  the  outer  wall  by  means  of  short  pieces  of  steam 
pipe  coupled  together.  No  Jail  men  escaped,  although  many  were 
taken  without  the  walls  to  work.

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The  number  of  commitments  to  the  Jail  the  past  year  was  two 
hundred  and  ninety-two  larger  than  the  year  before^  the  increase 
having  been  almost  entirely  in  city  of  Providence  commitments^  which 
were  in  1882^  one  hundred  and  eighty-three^  and  in  1883,  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine.

80CKAK08SET  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS. 

With  the  exception  of  a  period  of  two  months — June  and  July — 
the  Sockanosset  School  has  passed  its  first  year  with  the  degree  of 
success  that  was  anticipated  by  the  Board.  The  removal  from  the 
old  institution,  December  28,  1882,  was  effected  without  mishap,  as 
described  in  the  last  report,  and  all  went  well  until  the  health  of  Mr. 
Frank  M.  Howe,  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  gave  way  and  he 
was  obliged  to  leave,  early  in  June,  for  a  much  needed  rest.  This 
was  occasioned,  doubtless,  by  solicitude  and  overwork  during  the  try- 
ing period  of  the  removal  and  the  subsequent  establishment  of  the 
school  in  the  newly  erected  buildings  then  scarcely  finished,  with 
grounds,  roads  and  paths  in  incomplete  condition.  To  take  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  boys,  in  mid-winter,  from  a  Reform  School  in  a  city, 
with  strong  doors  which  in  an  emergency  could  be  shut,  to  buildings 
in  the  country  unprovided  with  means  of  restraint,  was,  certainly,  no 
easy  task. 
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Notwithstanding  their  promises  to  maintain  order  themselves  in 
the  school  until  Mr.  Howe  should  return  to  them  with  restored 
health;  the  boys  began  to  run  away  almost  as  soon  as  he  was  out  of 
sight.  During  the  two  months  of  his  absence,  a  considerable  num- 
ber escaped,  but  mostly  for  a  short  time,  some  returning  of  their  own 
accord  and  some  not  getting  off  the  State  land.  When  returned 
they  would  give  this  reason  for  running  away,  that  they  did  not  believe 
Mr.  Howe  was  coming  back  and  that  they  did  not  wish  to  remain  at 
the  school  without  him. 

Late  in  the  summer  Mr.  Howe  took  all  of  the  boys,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  who  remained  to  assist  in  watching  the  buildings,  to  the 
shore  where  they  had  a  clam  dinner.  The  dinner  and  transporta- 
tion were  at  private  expense. 

The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  has  increased  from  138,  a  year 
ago,  to  173  at  the  close  of  the  past  year,  due  to  the  large  number  of 
commitments,  one  hundred  and  sixty-five.  In  1882  the  number  of 
commitments  of  boys  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-one.  Looking 
back  through  the  statistics  since  1860  (Providence  Reform  School  to 
July  1,  1880, — State  Reform  School  since,)  the  largest  numbers  of 
actual  commitments  of  boys  are  found  to  be  122  in  1877,  and  125  in 
1881,  boarders  not  included.  To  show  how  the  numbers  of  commit- 
ments to  institutions  vary  at  different  times,  it  may  be  said  that  from 
the  record  of  the  period  named  it  appears  that  the  number  of  actual 
commitments  of  girls  to  the  Reform  School  has  varied  from  35  in 
1864,  to  four  in  1872,  and  five  in  1882.  It  is  extremely  difficult  for 
those  having  charge  of  institutions  to  know  for  what  number  they 
may  be  called  upon  to  provide. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  discharge  a  number 
of  boys  on  probation  before  it  was  thought  quite  wise  to  do  so,  on  ac- 
count of  the  constantly  increasing  number  and  consequent  lack  of 
accommodation  in  the  school. 

The  Board  regi*et  that  owing  to  the  present  insufficiency  of  room 
and  the  probability  of  future  increase  of  numbers,  it  feels  compelled 
to  ask  your  Honorable  Body  to  provide  means  for  the  construction  of 
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another  "Home,"  to  cost  tlSjOOO.OO.  A  plan  of  a  building  has  been 
prepared  which,  while  costing,  probably,  no  more  than  the  "homes" 
already  built,  will  have  a  capacity  fifty  per  cent,  greater. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  large  number  of  boys  received  at 
the  school,  the  past  three  years,  of  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  upwards. 
During  the  period  from  the  opening  of  the  Providence  school  in  1860, 
to  1880,  inclusive,  the  average  number  admitted  of  these  ages  was 
thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  whole;  in  1881,  it  was  forty-two  per 
cent.;  in  1882,  forty-six  per  cent.;  and  in  1883,  forty-six  per  cent. 
The  comparison  is  made,  of  necessity,  between  the  total  lists  of  ad- 
missions for  the  periods,  respectively,  which  include  boys  "returned 
from  places  for  cause,"  etc.  The  tables  do  not  give  the  ages  of  actual 
commitments  separately.  The  increase  of  the  average  age  does  not 
by  any  means  lessen  the  task  of  the  Superintendent. 

In  December,  several  members  of  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts  visited  the  Bhode  Island  State  Institu- 
tions. One  of  the  duties  assigned  to  this  committee  was  to  make 
inquiry  and  report  "  what  changes,  if  any,  shall  be  made  either  in  the 
inmates  or  buildings  of  the  State  Primary  and  Beform  Schools,  to  the 
end  that  they  may  most  fully  do  the  work  for  which  they  were  estab- 
lished *  *."  It  will  doubtless  be  gratifying  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  as  it  is  to  the  Board,  to  learn  that  this  committee  speak  in  their 
report  in  terms  of  coqimendation  of  the  system  of  Beform  School 
management  recently  adopted  in  our  State  and  recommend  that  the 
same  be  adopted  in  Massachusetts. 

The  expenditures  the  past  year  have  been  929,831.41,  and  the  in- 
come, 15,205.12,  making  the  net  expenses  of  the  boys'  school  $24,- 
626.29;  adding  the  net  expenses  of  the  girls'  school — 94,171.12— 
makes  a  total  net  expense  of  $28,797.41  for  the  entire  institution. 
In  1882,  the  net  expense  of  the  two  schools,  the  boys  having  been  in 
the  old  institution  during  that  year  to  December  28,  and  the  girls  to 
July  13,  was:  boys' school,  $22,705.94;  girls' school,  $2,153.97;  total, 
$24,859.91;  increase  in  1883,  $3,937.50.  The  figure  given  for  1882 
does  not  include  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  paid  for  rent  to  the  city  of 
Providence. 
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The  net  cost  per  week  for  each  boy  in  1883  was  A3.09;  or,  deducting 
the  items  of  a  pair  of  horses,  material  for  a  wagon  and  pair  of  har- 
nesses made  at  the  Workhouse,  a  tip-cart  and  harness,  etc.,  as  extra- 
ordinary expenses  made  necessary  by  the  remoyal  to  the  country,  the 
net  cost  per  week  would  be  $2.99.  The  past  year  was  the  first  of  tlie 
school  in  its  new  quarters  and  the  expenses  the  coming  year  will 
doubtless  be  less.

In  the  report  of  last  year  mention  was  made  of  a  fund  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  subscribed  to  in  equal  shares  by  twenty  friends  of  the 
school,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman.  Professor  Ghace,  to  be 
used  in  the  purchase  of  brass  musical  instruments  for  a  band.  Dar- 
ing the  spring  and  summer  Mr.  Howe's  health,  did  not  permit  him  to 
give  attention  to  this;  but  towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  instru- 
ments were  obtained,  and  some  progress  has  since  been  made  in  in- 
structing the  boys  in  their  use,  the  Superintendent  and  one  of  the 
ofiScers  acting  as  teachers. 

The  money  as  soon  as  collected  was  dex>osited  with  the  B.  I.  Hos- 
pital Trust  Co.  in  the  name  of  the  '^  Reform  School  Musical  Fund," 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Trustee.  The  instruments  by  the  condi- 
tions of  the  subscription  are  the  property  of  the  State.

OAKLAWK  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS. 

The  school  continues  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  R.  S.  Butter- 
worth,  who  took  charge  of  it  at  the  time  the  girls,  twenty  in  number, 
were  removed  from  the  city,  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago.

Ten  of  those  committed  were  from  Providence,  and  one  each  from 
Newport,  Pawtucket,  Bristol  and  East  Providence. 

Eight  were  sentenced  for  being  idle  persons;  one  for  being  an  idle 
person  with  doubtful  reputation;  four  for  theft,  and  one  for  being 
lewd,  wanton,  etc. 

*  Previously  discharged  on  probation  February  25, 1882. 
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The  ages  were:  one,  ten  years;  one,  twelve;  two,  thirteen;  one, 
fourteen;  three,  fifteen;  two,  sixteen;  and  four  seventeen.  Average, 
fourteen  and  eight- tenths  years. 

No  girl  has  escaped,  or  even  attempted  to  do  so. 

The  Superintendent  reports  that  the  girls  have  made  1,140  gar- 
ments and  other  articles,  have  repaired  5,963,  and  have  washed  and 
ironed  25,132.  They  received  four  premiums  for  needle  work  at  the 
fair  of  the  Rhode  Island  Society  in  September.  As  the  material  had 
been  mostly  furnished  by  the  officers  of  the  school  and  friends  of  the 
girls,  and  the  work  had  been  done  in  recreation  hours,  the  money — 
four  dollars — was  handed  to  the  Superintendent  for  the  benefit  of 
the  girls.

The  sum  of  sixty-four  dollars  has  been  collected  for  the  board  of 
one  girl  admitted  in  June. 

As  was  anticipated,  with  a  larger  number  of  girls  in  the  school 
there  hiis  been  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  per  capita  expenses,  the 
rate  per  week  having  fallen  from  $4.00  during  the  half  year  the 
school  was  open  in  1882,  with  an  average  number  of  twenty-two  girls, 
to  $2.63  in  1883,  with  an  average  of  thirty-one. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  Mrs.  Butterworth's  monthly  re- 
ports to  the  Board: 
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"  Girls  attended  concert  in  Baptist  Cliurch,  Oaklawn,  on  the  evening  of  Jan- 
uary fourth." 

"Girls  are  well  and  contented,  loving  their  home  and  school." 

'*  We  have  taken  many  walks,  enjoying  the  trees,  grass  and  flowers.  I  have 
taken  six  of  the  girls  to  visit  their  parents  in  the  city."    (May ) 

**  The  girls  are  doing  well,  enjoying  their  delightful  home."    (June.) 

'*The  girls  are  well,  ambitious  and  happy."    (July.) 

"Through  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  Charles  H.  George,  Esq.,  the  girls 
partook  of  and  enjoyed  a  very  nice  shore  dinner  at  'Nausauket  Farm/  near  Ap- 
ponaug,  on  Tuesday,  August  28th.  On  their  return  they  were  surprised  in 
receiving  an  invitation  to  lunch  at  Superintendent  Hunt's  house,  which  was  ex- 
ceedingly pleasant  for  them.  The  day  from  early  morning  till  evening  was  filled 
with  comfort  and  enjoyment  for  the  Oaklawn  School  girls." 

"  We  passed  a  very  pleasant  Christmas.  The  girls  enjoyed  the  evening  very 
much,  knowing  they  had  been  improving  their  minds  by  preparing  themselves 
for  such  an  entertainment"    (Dialogues,  recitations,  etc.) 

The  appropriation  of  twenty-five  dollars^  for  singing  birds  and 
cages  for  the  school^  has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  four  cana- 
ries and  the  same  number  of  brass  cages  with  the  necessary  cage  fur- 
niture, hooks,  etc. 

OOUKTY  JAILS. 

The  following  reports  have  been  received  from  members  of  the 
Board,  appointed  "to  inspect  the  jail  in  each  county,  except  the 
county  of  Providence,  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  to  inquire  into 
the  state  thereof,  as  respects  security,  treatment  and  condition  of 
prisoners  therein,"  as  required  by  Statute. 

NEWPORT  COUKTY   JAIL. 

To  the  Board  of  State  ChariUee  and  Correctione : 

1  have  performed  the  duty  of  inspecting  the  Jail  in  Newport  at  different  times 
during  1888.  It  is  a  model  in  cleanliness  and  orderly  care  of  prisoners.  Relig- 
ious services  are  regularly  conducted  by  Mrs.  Sophia  L.  Little.  The  commit- 
ments to  it — 178 — have  been  unusually  large  during  the  year.  If  employment  was 
required  of  the  prisoners,  it  would  yield  a  small  revenue  to  the  State.  Many 
light  industries  could  be  followed.  The  almost  complete  idleness  is  a  positive 
injury  to  the  prisoners.  I  recommend  particular  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly to  the  matter.    Idleness  is  not  permitted  in  the  Providence  County  Jail.

It  is  due  to  the  Warden  of  the  Prison,  Mr.  William  H.  Sherman, 
who  has  just  now  completed  his  first  year  of  management  of  the  in- 
stitution, to  say  that,  could  the  Prison  and  Jail  income  account  have 
had  the  benefit  of  the  fines  and  costs  collected  at  the  Jail,  to  the  same 
extent  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  financial  showing  would  have  been 
somewhat  better  in  1883  than  in  1882. 

Following  the  methods  of  calculation  of  previous  years, 
we  find  the  gross  expenditures  of  the  Workhouse,

The  net  cost  of  each  of  the  1,138  inmates,  which  was  the  average 
number  in  all  the  institutions  during  the  year,  having  deducted  from 
the  gross  expenditures  the  income  from  labor  and  sales  only,  was 
$105.15.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  $2.02  per  week,  two  cents  more  than 
in  1882. 

ESTIMATE   OP   EXPEKDITURES. 

The  Board  estimate  that  they  will  require  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  institutions  and  for  some  small  items  of  construction  before 
mentioned,  the  sum  of  $100,000.00.  Should  the  prices  of  supplies 
continue  as  at  present  and  no  considerable  increase  of  inmates  occur, 
there  may  be  a  larger  balance  remaining  undrawn  December  31,  1884, 
than  at  the  close  of  the  past  year.  The  Board  believe  it  better  to 
over  estimate  than  to  repeat  the  experience  of  1882,  at  the  end  of 
which,  it  will  be  remembered,  there  was  a  considerable  deficiency.

Gentlbmkh  : — ^In  the  seTenl  institatioiiB.  for  the  year  ending  December  ZlA, 
1883,  one  noticeable  feature  is,  a  certain  amount  of  malaria,  especially  at  the 
State  Prison  and  at  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction.  Althoa^  there 
have  been  only  six  cases  of  true  intermittent  fever  and  twenty  of  other  malarial 
aifections,  yet  I  doubt  not  that  a  great  many  of  the  diarrhoeas,  neuralgias  and 
kindred  affections,  which  have  been  prevalent,  owe  more  or  lees  of  their  origin 
to  an  endemic  malarial  influence  which  has  been  felt  the  past  year  throughout 
the  town  of  Cranston. 

There  has  been  a  slight  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  at  the  Sockanoaeet  School, 
due,  in  our  opinion,  to  the  turning  over  of  the  deeper  layers  of  the  soil  neces- 
sitated by  the  work  which  is  there  in  prugress.

REMOVAL  OP  PAUPERS. 


The  number  of  paupers  removed  from  the  State  during  the  year  was  224,  of

This  includes  twenty  insane  persons — ^two  from  the  State  Asylum,  two 
from  the  Workhouse,  seven  from  the  Butler  Hospital,  and  nine  who  were  not 
inmates  of  any  institution.

My  usual  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  this  excellent  inatituticMi, 
in  pursuance  of  the  requiiements  of  the  statute.  It  is  always  found  in  com- 
mendable condition,  and  every  facility  is  freely  extended  for  inquiry  concerning 
the  patients,  all  of  whom  desiring  to  converse  with  me  have  perfect  liberty  to 
do  so. 

The  Hospital  is  doing  such  good  work  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  add  to  the 
present  accommodations  and  thus  extend  its  sphere  of  usefulness.

•  CHAPTER   348. 

AN  ACT  MAKING  PROYISldN  FOB  THE  INDIGENT  INSANE. 

(PasMd  March  27, 1888.) 

It  is  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assemhly  (isfoUovis: 

Section  1.  Every  lunatic  having  no  legal  settlement  in  this  State  who  is  sup- 
ported as  a  pauper  by  the  State,  or  by  any  town  in  the  State,  and  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  is  insane,  shall  be  sent 
by  said  Board  to  the  State  Almshouse,  or  to  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
there  to  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Board  may  receive  into  said  asylum,  from  any  town,  any 
person  having  a  legal  settlement  in  such  town,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  said 
Board,  is  insane,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  such  town  and  said 
Board. 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  may  draw  upon  the  General  Treasurer  annually,  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  by  him  appropriated  to  the  main- 
tenance in  whole  or  in  part  of  such  indigent  insane  persons  being  inhabitants  of 
this  State,  as  he  may  select  as  State  beneficiaries,  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  to  be  by  him  appropriated  annually  for  the  support  of  any  one  person. 

Sec.  4.  The  agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  shall  visit  all  town  asy- 
lums, and  all  places  in  the  State  where  any  insane  person, is  kept,  as  often  as  may 
be  necessary,  to  see  that  no  insane  person  is  improperly  confined,  or  not  properly 
cured  for,  and  he  may  discharge  at  any  time  from  any  institution  any  insane  per- 
son who  has  been  committed  thereto  upon  his  order. 
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Sec.  5.  No  insane  pauper  shall  hereafter  be  detained  in  any  town  asylum, 
poor  house,  lockup  or  bridewell,  for  a  longer  period  than  five  days,  unless  in  the 
opinion  of  the  agent  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  he  is  properly  cared  for, 
and  the  Town  Council  of  every  town  shall  cause  all  insane  paupers  so  detained 
in  a  town  asylum,  poorhouse,  lockup  or  bridewell,  to  be  removed  within  five 
days  from  the  date  of  their  commitment,  to  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  any  Town  Council  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cause  such  insane 
paupers  to  be  removed  within  said  five  days,  the  agent  of  State  Charities  and 
Corrections  shall  cause  them  to  be  removed  to  the  State  Asylum,  and  the  expense 
of  such  removal  may  be  recovered  from  the  town  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  by 
said  agent,  in  an  action  of  the  case  in  the  name  of  the  General  Treasurer,  for 
the  use  of  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  are  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  for  treatment  and  care  any  person  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this 
State,  who  in  their  opinion  is  insane,  upon  such  terms  for  treatment  and  care  as 
may  be  agreed  between  said  Board  and  some  responsible  person,  upon  the  writ- 
ten certificate  of  two  practicing  physicians,  that  in  their  opinion  Ach  person  is 
insane:  Pramded,  that  the  sum  charged  for  the  board,  care  and  treatment  of  said 
insane  person,  shall  in  no  case  be  fixed  at  a  less  sum  than  the  entire  cost  to  the 
State  of  the  board,  care  and  treatment  of  such  insane  person. 

Sec.  8.  Chapter  75  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  9.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1688. 


CHAPTER   362. 

AN   ACT  IN   AMENDMENT  OF  CHAPTER  848  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LAWS,  PASSED  MARCH 
27,    1883,    ENTITLED    "AN  ACT  MAKING  PROVISION  FOR

Section  1.  Section  9  of  Chapter  348  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  March  27, 
1883,  entitled  ''An  Act  making  Provision  for  the  Indigent  Insane,"  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec  9.    This  act  shall  lake  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1884." 

Sec  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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CHAPTER  370. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  AND  IN  ADDITION  TO  CHAFTEB  258  OF  THE  PUBLIC 

STATUTES,    *'0F  THE  STATE  BBFORM  SCHOOL." 

(PaMMd  April  13,  1883.) 

It  18  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  may.  in  its  dis- 
cretion, and  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  deem  proper  to  impose,  admit 
into  the  State  Reform  School  any  child  above  the  age  of  eight  years,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  any  such  child,  and  accept  of  such  parent  or 
guardian  a  surrender  in  writing  of  any  such  child,  to  the  care  and  direction  of 
the  Board. 


Resolution  of  instruction  to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions. 

(In  Senate.    Pawsed  February  28,  1888.) 

Besohedf  That  the  committee  on  Charities  and  Corrections  be,  and  hereby  is 
instructed  to  make  necessary  inquiry  and  report,  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the 
Senate,  all  the  facts  relating  to  the  cost  of  the  State  Farm  at  Cranston  with  the 
improvements  thereon,  and  the  expense  of  maintenance  in  comparison  with 
similar  institutions  in  other  States,  together  with  such  other  information  as  they 
may  deem  important.  Furthermore,  the  committee  is  requested  to  report  upon 
the  advantages,  or  otherwise,  of  acting  upon  the  suggestion  in  the  Governor's 
Message  to  build  an  asylum  for  the  treatment  of  such  insane  patients  as  may  not 
be  deemed  incurable. 


Resolution  making  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  State  Reform 
School  buildings  and  grounds. 

Beeo^/eed,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any  indebtedness  already  incurred  by 
the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  in  constructing  and  furnishing  the 
Reform  School  buildings  on  the  State  Farm  in  Cranston,  and  for  completing  the 
same,  and  for  fencing  and  grading  the  grounds;  and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby 
directed  to  draw  his  orders  on  the  General  Treasurer  for  such  portion  thereof  as 
may  be  required  from  time  to  time  upon  the  receipt  of  properly  authenticated 
vouchers. 
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Rbsolution  for  the  purchase  of  bird  cages  and  birds  for  the  Oaklawn  School 
for  Girls. 

(PMMd  March  80,  188S.) 

Besolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-flTe  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  bird  cages  and  birds  for  the  Oaklawn  School  for  Girls; 
said  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  General  Treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  State  Auditor 
to  the  Board  of  State  Chanties  and  Corrections,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
ury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

REPORT. 


To  the  HonwahU  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations^  at  its  January  Session^  A.  D,y  188 If, 

The  undersigned,  Commissioners  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  In- 
dians, directed  at  the  last  January  Session  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
to  superintend  the  erection  of  a  suitable  memorial  at  Fort  Neck,  in 
the  town  of  Charlestown,  respectfully  present  their  report : 

Your  commissioners,  in  the  absence  of  special  instructions  from 
your  Honorable  Body,  have  been  obliged  to  determine  in  their  best 
judgment,  the  form  and  character  of  such  memorial.  Considering 
the  action  of  your  Honorable  Body  herein,  and  the  historic  associa- 
tions which  have  bound  the  State  and  the  tribe  together,  they  have 
decided  that  the  memorial  erected  to  commemorate  such  events,  to  be 
appropriate,  should  be  simple,  natural  and  enduring ;  and  believing 
no  granite  column,  shaped  by  the  hand  of  man,  would  be  a  suitable 
monument  to  the  Narragansett  Indians,  your  commissioners  deter- 
mined to  procure  a  boulder,  sufficiently  imposing  in  size,  and  so 
shaped  by  nature,  as  to  readily  receive  an  inscription  to  denote  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  placed.  On  account  of  the  level  character 
of  the  country  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Old  Fort,  it  was  ne- 
cessary to  go  some  little  distance  to  the  neighboring  hills,  where, 
with  considerable  care  a  suitable  boulder,  weighing  about  five  tons, 
was  selected  and  with  much  difficultv  was  removed  to  the  centre  of 
the  reservation  at  Fort  Neck,  where  a  proper  foundation  had  already 
been  prepared.  About  the  boulder  thus  placed,  an  iron  fence  was 
erected,  as  more  ornamental  and  permanent  than  any  other  suggested, 
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and  it  was  deemed  best  in  erecting  this,  to  place  it  upon  the  outlines 
of  the  fortification  to  mark  its  form  and  protect  it  from  encroach- 
ment. This  extended  fence  being  nearly  eight  hundred  feet  in 
lengthy  slightly  increased  the  expense  over  what  had  been  previously 
estimated  for  an  appropriation,  as  had  also  the  difficulty  of  removing 
tlie  boulder.  Your  commissioners,  to  relieve  the  treeless  plain  in 
which  the  fort  is  immediately  situated,  had  some  evergreen  trees 
planted  at  the  several  corners  of  the  fortification,  and  in  the  contract 
for  the  planting  of  the  trees  it  was  agi-eed  that  trees  thus  transplanted 
should  be  replaced  in  case  of  their  failure  to  grow.  A  small  sum  was 
also  expended  in  removing  loose  stones  and  slightly  grading  the  reser- 
vation about  the  fort.  These  and  other  expenditures  somewhat  ex- 
ceeded the  sum  appropriated  by  your  Honorable  Body.  An  account 
of  said  expenditures  is  hereto  annexed  {Appendix  A.).  The  balance 
of  said  sum  was  paid  out  of  an  unexpended  balance  heretofore  appro- 
priated by  your  Honorable  Body,  to  be  paid  on  the  order  of  your  com- 
missioners, which  appropriation  of  said  fund  it  is  hoped  will  meet 
the  approval  of  your  Honorable  Body. 

While  your  commissioners  were  engaged  in  these  labors,  they  were 
made  mindful  that  their  work  was  creating  an  interest  in  the  com- 
munity, not  only  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  but  throughout  the 
State.  The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  and  students  of  our 
local  history  taking  special  interest  therein.  It  was  deemed  proper 
to  give  an  opportunity  for  this  sentiment  to  express  itself.  The 
original  inhabitants  of  this  State  have  been  really  and  nominally 
assimilated  with  the  civilized  white  men  who  emigi*ated  to  them,  and, 
after  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  friendly  relations,  first  as 
host  to  the  outcast  wanderers,  then  of  equally  allied  nations,  and 
finally  of  a  State  extending  its  protection  to  its  dependent  wards, 
your  Honorable  Body  had  determined  at  its  termination  to  erect 
some  monument  of  that  relation  upon  those  lands  which  had  longest 
remained  in  the  possession  of  the  Indians  and  their  descendants.  A 
memorial  stone  had  been  erected  by  your  commissioners  upon  a  spot 
of  ground  by  nature  picturesque,  jutting  prominently  out  into  the 
Great  pond,  and  which  held  the  outline  of  a  former  fortification.

This  fort  too,  from  its  distance  from  the  Pawcatuck  river,  was  probably 
the  Indian  Fort  at  which  Gapt.  John  Mason  stopped  on  his  way  to 
the  Pequot  War,  before  it  had  been  remodelled  by  the  hands  of  the 
white  man  ;  an  outpost,  possibly,  in  those  wars  between  the  Niantics 
and  Pequots,  which  were  so  constantly  waged  for  the  possession  of 
the  country  between  it  and  the  Pawcatuck  river,  and  which  were  af- 
terwards revived  in  the  boundary  disputes  of  the  colonies  of  Rhode 
Island  and  Connecticut  for  the  jurisdiction  of  the  controverted  terri- 
tory, and  it  is  interesting  to  believe  that,  because  those  Niantics  held 
their  own  and  followed  the  Pequots,  pursuing  them  towards  the 
Thames,  the  disputed  territory  was  finally  awarded  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island,  succeeding  to  the  inheritance  of  its 
great  Indian  Tribe  of  the  ISTarragansetts. 

Considering  these  things  your  commissioners  determined  upon  the 
completion  of  the  memorial,  to  hold  a  public  dedication,  at  which  all 
who  chose  could  be  present.  Accordingly,  Thursday,  August  30th, 
A.  D.,  1883,  was  selected.  The  Rev.  Frederic  Denison,  who  had 
always  taken  a  great  interest  in  and  been  a  frequent  writer  about  the 
Indians  of  our  State,  was  invited  to  deliver  an  oration  appropriate  to 
the  occasion,  and  Mr.  Millen  S.  Greene  was  invited  to  read  a  poem. 
The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  appointed  a  committee  of  its 
members,  consisting  of  Ex-Governor  Elisha  Dyer,  and  Messrs.  Isaac 
H.  Southwick,  Charles  Gorton  and  B.  B.  Hammond  to  represent  it 
at  the  exercises.  The  following  inscription  has  been  cut  upon  the 
sloping  side  of  the  boulder,  which  is  set  facing  the  south. 

"FORT  NINIGRET, 

Mehoriat^  of  the  Narraoanbbtt  and  Niantig  Indians,  the  Unwaverino 

Friends  and  Allies  of  Our  Fathers. 

Erected  by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.

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Tlie  day  selectod  proved  to  be  aiispieions  for  the  occasion.     The 
gathering  of  citizens  was  large,  nearly  all  parts  of  the  State  lye'mg 
represented   {Appendix   B.),      Commissioner  Carmichael   presided, 
making  the  opening  address  {Appendix  C).     He  was  followed  by 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Bourn,  after  which,  in  good  time,  came 
the  oration ;  a  ]>oem  was  read  and  addresses  made  by  several  distin- 
guished citizens  of  the  State.     Burnside  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  No.  2,  fif- 
teen members,  Charles  Cornell,  commander,  tendered  an  escort  to 
the  Governor  and  other  officials,  and  a  select  choir,  organized  by  Dr. 
A.  A.  Sanders,  rendered  national  songs,  appropriate  for  the  day.     A 
report  of  the  proceedings  is  herewith  presented  to  your  Honorable 
Body.     With  these  interesting  exercises  the  tAsk  of  your  commission- 
ei*s  was  terminated.     Too  much  importance  can  hardly  be  placed  upon 
the  influence- of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians,  in  fostering  the 
early  inhabitants  of  this  State,  in  making  possible  the  independent 
existence  of  the  Colony  which  preceded  the  State,  and  in  extending 
and   determining  the  present   jurisdiction  of  this  commonwealth. 
Rhode  Island  has  never  sought  to  ignore,  but  rather  to  pay,  this  debt 
of  gratitude,  in  guarding  the  memory  of  the  Indians  who  lived  within 
her  borders.    It  is  acting  in  view  of  these  feelings  that  your  commiss- 
ioners have  hoped  to  meet  the  approval  of  your  Honorable  Body.

APPENDIX  C. 


ADDRESSES  AT  THE   DEDICATION   OF   THE  MEMORIAL 
BOULDER,  AT  FORT  NINIGRET,  AUG.  30,  1883. 


COMMISSIONER  CARMIGHAEL'S   ADDRESS. 

May  it  Please  Your  Excellency : 

The  proceedings  of  to-day  mark  an  epoch  in  the.  history  of  our 
State.  For  many  centuries,  tribal  government,  in  some  form  has 
existed  on  this  continent.  Rhode  Island  is,  I  understand,  the  first 
State  to  absolutely  abolish  it.  We  are  standing  on  historic  ground. 
This  is  the  oldest  military  post  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  More  than  two 
centuries  ago.  Major  John  Mason,  when  on  his  expedition  against  the 
Pequots,  halted  under  yonder  bluff,  just  in  the  shades  of  evening. 
He  remained  without  the  enclosure  over  night.  The  next  morning 
he  was  hospitably  received  by  the  Narragansetts,  who  were  within 
this  fort.  Material  assistance  was  rendered  him  by  many  Indian 
warriors,  who  cooperated  in  reducing  the  warlike  Pequots  to  submis- 
sion. 

When  Ninigret,  in  1709,  ceded  to  the  colony  of  Rhode  Island  his 
vacant  lands,  and  in  return  they  guaranteed  protection  to  him  and 
his  posterity,  he  reserved  an  area  of  sixty-four  square  miles,  of  which 
this  was  a  part.  Of  all  his  possessions  this  region  was  to  them  the 
most  dear,  and  although  the  princely  domain  of  that  time  had  be- 
come reduced  to  a  paltry  few  thousand  acres  in  our  day,  Ihis  spot  has 
been  retained  by  the  Narragansetts  until  ceded  to  the  State  in  1880. 

I  leave  to  my  associate  Commissioner  the  duty  of  relating  the  work 
performed  by  us  in  settling  the  affairs  of  this  people,  transactions 
covering  a  period  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  years.     I  may  say,  how- 
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eyer,  that  grave  questions  met  us  in  the  outset;  that  we  were  without 
law  or  precedent  to  guide  us  in  their  solution,  that  in  the  earliest 
part  of  our  investigations  it  Was  learned  that  on  and  about  the  Indian 
reservation  there  were  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons;  that,  scattered 
over  many  States,  there  were  nearly  two  hundred  more;  that  there 
were,  perhaps,  five  thousand  acres  of  land  in  Charlestown  belonging 
to  the  Indians,  four  thousand  acres  of  which,  many  years  ago,  had 
been  set  apart  to  the  heads  of  families  by  the  chiefs  of  the  tribe;  that 
the  remaining  one  thousand  acres,  consisting  mostly  of  swamp  land, 
belonged  to  the  tribe  in  common;  that  the  land  held  in^severalty,  we 
caused  to  be  surveyed  and  confirmed  to  the  heirs  of  those  to  whom  it 
was  set  off,  giving  them  a  title  to  such  estates.  The  balance  of  the 
lands  were  sold,  by  order  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  reserving  this  place 
and  the  Boyal  Indian  Burying  Oround.  We  also  learned,  that  the 
Indian  government  of  this  territory,  in  theory,  supported  their  own 
poor :  that  an  annual  election  for  Indian  Council  occurred  in  March 
of  each  year  ;  that,  the  income  of  the  Indians  from  their  estate 
from  all  sources,  did  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  annum  ;  that  a 
separate  school  was  maintained  among  them,  supported  wholly  by 
the  State.  This  school  had  practically  been  a  failure  for  years. 
Under  these  circumstances,  your  commissioners  commenced  their 
labors.  They  concluded  a  treaty,  or  bargain,  whereby  the  Indians 
ceded  their  lands  to  the  State.  Your  commissioners  divided  the 
purchase  money  in  equal  parts,  and  paid  the  same  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  tribe.  The  poor  of  the  tribe  were  to  be  cared  for  by 
the  State  ;  their  children  were  to  be  allowed  to  attend  the  public 
schools  in  the  districts  where  they  resided.  The  tribal  relation  was 
to  be  abandoned,  and  the  privileges  and  responsible  duties  of  citizen- 
ship assumed. 

The  General  Assembly,  at  its  last  session,  made  an  appropriation 
for  the  enclosure  of  this  spot.  A  boulder  taken  from  their  own  lands, 
unhewn,  in  consonance  with  the  character  of  tlie  people  whose  memory 
it  was  designed  to  perpetuate,  has  been  set  up,  and  we  are  here  to  pay 
homage  to  the  ancestors  of  these  Narragansetts  before  us,  for  the 
kindness  shown  the  founders  of  the  Colony  of  Rlio'lo  Island.  I  will 
not  longer  detain  you  than  to  say,  that  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  entrusted  to  them,  it  was  the  aim  of  the  commissioners  to  pro- 
tect tlie  interests  of  the  people  whose  affairs  they  were  instructed  to 
settle,  and  at  the  same  time  to  maintain  the  honor  and  dignity  of  our 
commonwealth. 
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Mr.  Carmichael  introduced  His  Excellency  Governor  Bourn,  who 
said  : 

GOV.  bourn's  speech. 

In  behalf  of  the  State,  it  is  my  duty  to  accept  the  surrender  of  the 
trust  committed  to  you  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  and  I 
must  congratulate  you  upon  the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which 
you  have  discharged  the  trust  committed  to  you.  The  act  of  to-day 
terminates  the  history  of  a  nation  most  hospitable,  brave  and  gener- 
ous ;  the  nation  which  gave  a  refuge  to  Roger  Williams  when  expelled 
from  Massachusetts  for  preaching  the  doctrine  of  soul  liberty,  and 
which  remained  a  faithful  friend  to  the  infant  colony  until  its  power 
was  broken  by  a  merciless  war,  carried  on  by  Massachusetts  against 
the  will  and  without  the  consent  of  Rhode  Island.  Looking  back  to 
the  condition  of  this  ancient  seat  before  the  advent  of  Roger  Williams, 
an  interesting  picture  rises  before  the  mind,  a  picture  of  hills  and 
valleys,  covered  with  the  primeval  forest  and  abundant  with  game  ;  of 
villages,  sheltering  the  Indian,  yet  undisturbed  by  white  intrusion ; 
of  lakes  and  streams,  stocked  with  fish,  meandering  in  their  original 
purity,  not  yet  turned  to  the  busy  uses  of  civilized  man  ;  of  the  ocean, 
yet  unshadowed  by  the  sails  and  undimmed  by  the  smoke  of  the  ships 
and  steamers  sailing  to  distant  ports.  The  Narragansett  nation  could 
at  one  time  send  five  thousand  warriors  into  the  field,  but  now  they 
have  melted  away  like  hoar  frost  before  the  summer  sun,  and  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State,  which  has  so  long  been  their  guar- 
dian, has  seen  fit  to  dissolve  the  tribal  relation,  and  place  the  remnant 
on  the  same  footing  as  other  citizens  of  Rhode  Island.  It  is  fitting 
that  the  last  act  of  a  duty  well  performed  should  take  place  at  this 
ancient  fort,  and  that  a  boulder  from  their  own  former  lands  should 
be  a  monumemt  in  memory  of  the  relations  which  have  existed  be- 
tween these  Indians  and  the  people  of  this  State,  and  I  trust  that  as 
enduring  as  this  granite  mayjbe  the  recollection  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  of  Rhode  Island  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  which  they  owe  to 
the  Narragansett  and  Niantic  Indians. 

COMMISSIONER  ADAMS 

spoke  as  follows  :  —  Perhaps  it  will  not  be  amiss,  at  this  time,  to  give 
a  brief  account  of  our  stewardship  : 

Upon  a  petition  numerously  signed  by  members  of  the  Narragansett 
tribe  of  Indians,  living  in  the  town  of  Gharlestown,  presented  to  the 
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House  of  Representatives  at  the  January  session  of  1879,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  (Feb.  18th): 

"  Revived,  That  a  select  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
justice,  expediency  and  practicability  of  abolishing  the  tribal  relations  of  the 
Narraganfiett  Indians  ;  of  conferring  the  rights  of  citizenship  upon  the  members 
thereof ;  of  the  most  equitable  manner  of  disposing  of  the  land  belonging  to  said 
tribe,  etc.,  and  report  at  the  next  January  session  of  the  (General  Assembly,  or 
sooner,  if  possible.'* 

Subsequently,  Messrs.  D wight  R.  Adams,  George  Carmichael,  Jr., 
of  Richmond,  and  George  B.  Carpenter,  of  Hopkinton,  were  ap- 
pointed as  said  committee.  On  the  30th  day  of  July,  1879,  a  little 
more  than  four  years  ago,  the  committee  held  the  first  public  meet- 
ing, in  the  Indian  meeting-house  in  Charlestown,  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  various  questions  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  Nar- 
ragansett  Indians.  Another  meeting  was  held  at  Gross'  Mills,  August 
13th,  and  again  in  the  Indian  meeting-house  October  31st,  1879.  The 
subject  and  questions  involved  were  thoroughly  discussed,  and  con- 
sidered in  all  their  bearings,  by  members  of  the  tribe,  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Charlestown  and  vicinity.  The  conclusion  of  the  whole 
matter  was,  that  the  tribal  relations  ought  to  be  abolished,  and  all 
natural  and  legal  rights  be  given  to  the  Indians.  On  December  26th, 
1879,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Indian  council  with  the  committee,  an 
agreement  was  made  by  said  council  in  behalf  of  the  tribe  to  quit- 
claim to  the  State  the  interest  held  by  said  tribe  in  the  tribal  or  va- 
cant lands,  and  all  other  tribal  rights  and  claims,  real  and  imaginary, 
for  the  sum  of  five  tliousand  dollars. 

The  committee  made  a  report  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  Jan- 
uary session,  1880,  and  an  act  was  also  submitted,  which  embodied  in 
its  terms  and  provisions  a  final  solution  of  the  entire  question. 

Subsequently,  March  31st,  1880,  "an  act  to  abolish  the  tribal 
authority  and  tribal  relations  of  the  Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians/' 
was  passed,  creating  a  board  of  three  commissioners  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  said  act.  The  board,  as  appointed,  consisted  of  Messrs. 
Adams,  Carmichael,  Jr.,  and  William  P.  Sheffield,  Jr.,  of  !N'ewport, 
and  was  organized  April  29th,  1880. 

On  Saturday,  the  8th  day  of  May  following,  the  commission  met 
the  Indian  council  in  conference,  and  had  a  free  and  full  discussion 
on  the  giving  of  the  deed,  and  the  resulting  dissolution  of  the  tribe; 
and  on  Saturday,  the  16th  day  of  May,  the  commission  met  the  mem- 
bers of  the  council  in  the  State  House  in  Providence,  and  in  the 
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presence  of  Gov.  Littlefield^  Secretary  of  State  Addeman,  and  State 
Auditor  Spencer,  executed  a  deed  which  had  been  prepared  by  Hon. 
William  P.  Sheffield,  and  approved  by  Attorney-General  Sayles,  quit- 
claiming to  the  State  of  Ehode  Island  all  the  tribal  lands  and  rights 
of  the  tribe,  reserving  only  the  use  of  the  Indian  meeting-house  and 
lot,  while  being  occupied  by  the  present  religious  society. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Kenyon,  of  Bichmond,  was  engaged  by  the  commission 
to  take  charge  of  the  surveying  of  the  newly  purchased  territory, 
preparatory  to  the  sale  thereof. 

Three  public  meetings  were  held  by  the  commission  —  June  26th, 
July  14th  and  29th,  1880  —  at  which  all  persons  interested  in  the 
proceeds  of  the  lands  sold  were  notified  to  appear,  and  prove  heirship 
thereto.  Nearly  five  hundred  applicants  for  membership  were  con- 
sidered, and  the  total  number  entitled  to  a  share  of  the  '^  wampum," 
($5,000),  to  be  divided,  as  finally  determined  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
(Aug.  19,  1881),  was  three  hundred  and  twenty-four,  and  the  in- 
dividual share  paid  to  each  was  fifteen  dollars  and  forty-three  cents. 

As  soon  as  the  plats  of  the  surveyor  were  completed  and  given  to 
the  commission,  three  public  meetings  were  held  —  January  5th,  7th 
and  12th,  1881  —  when  all  persons  were  given  a  hearing  upon  ques- 
tions relating  to  boundary  lines  of  the  tribal  lands  conveyed  to  the 
State,  and  conflicting  claims  and  opinions  were  satisfactorily  harmon- 
ized, in  consonance  with  the  feelings  of  all.  Of  the  land  acquired  by 
the  purchase,  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  acres  were  sold  at  auc- 
tion, on  July  11th  and  12th,  1882,  in  forty-six  parcels.  Port  Nini- 
gret,  and  a  drive-way  around  it,  the  three  ponds,  to  wit :  Watchaug, 
Cockampaug,  and  Deep,  were  reserved  from  the  sale,  and  the  titles 
to  these  remain  in  the  State. 

The  late  Indian  council  have  rendered  the  Commissioners  valuable 
and  almost  indispensable  aid,  and  have  been  in  practical  harmony 
with  us  through  every  stage  of  our  labors.  Many  questions  have 
arisen  in  our  new  field  of  inquiry,  such  as,  Could  a  member  of  the 
tribe  abandon  his  tribal  relations  ?  Gould  the  tribe  adopt  persons 
into  the  tribe  who  were  not  birth-right  members  thereof  ?  Should  the 
purchase  money  be  divided  among  the  members  of  the  tribe  accord- 
ing to  the  statute  of  distribution,  or  should  every  member  thereof, 
without  regard  to  age,  receive  a  share  ?  These  and  kindred  questions 
were  all  settled  without  litigation,  and  with  scarcely  an  appearance  of 
friction. 

The  relation  between  State  and  tribe  which  existed  nearly  two 
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hundred  and  fifty  years,  ceased  at  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March 
31st,  1880,  and  from  and  after  that  date  the  membera  of  the  tiibe 
were  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  citizenship.  The  Indians  have  assimilated  tfaemselv^ 
with  their  surroundings  with  no  ill-effect,  and  the  anomaly  of  a  king- 
dom within  a  state,  and  yet  not  a  vital  part  thereof,  is  happily  among 
the  things  that  were  ;  and  at  the  termination  of  to-day's  proceedings 
here  upon  "Fort  Ninigret,"  the  word  "finis"  can  be  honorably  writ- 
ten in  the  history  of  the  Narragansett  tribe  of  Indians. 

"  It  can  never  be  said,  with  truth,  that  the  Nari*agansetts,  as  a  tribe, 
have  been  illy  treated  by  the  whites.  Both  under  English  and  Ameri- 
can rule,  as  wards  of  the  colony  and  of  the  State,  they  have  been  pro- 
tected, nourished  and  aided,  with  a  generous  and  Christian  care.*' 

Your  Commissioners  have  ever  endeavored  to  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  assigned  them  in  such  a  manner  that  Rhode  Island  may  al- 
ways refer,  with  just  pride,  to  the  honorable  termination  of  our  deal- 
ings with  the  now  extinct  tribe  of  Narragansett  Indians. 

THE  ORATION  OF  THE   DAY. 

Mr.  Carmichael  next  introduced  the  orator  of  thedav,  the  Rev.  F. 
Denison,  who  spoke  as  follows  : 

Your  Excellency y  Members  of  the  Indian  Commission  and  Felhw- 
Citizens  :  We  are  now  called  to  compose  the  last  formal  chapter  of 
a  remarkable  and  deeply  significant  history.  We  stand  on  memorial, 
tragic  and  historically  picturesque  ground  ;  on  the  one  hand  glancing 
back  through  Pagan  shades  into  unmeasured  centuries ;  on  the  other 
hand  peering  trustfully  into  the  mysterious  future.  We  are  deeply 
conscious  of  having  a  duty  to  perform  to  the  venerable  past,  from 
which  we  have  received  a  precious  legacy,  and  also  of  an  obligation 
to  the  great  future,  which  will  inevitably  receive  some  color  and  di- 
rection from  our  thoughts  and  deeds.  Our  historic  meeting  is  freighted 
with  large  reflections.  The  services  of  this  hour  are  both  commemora- 
tive and  dedicatory;  altogether  unique,  unlike  anything  ever  before 
observed  in  our  country,  or  elsewhere  ;  and  to  the  thoroughly  thought- 
ful, the  occasion  is  too  broad  and  suggestive  in  its  ideas. and  connec- 
tions to  admit  of  being  fully  formulated  in  words.  We  can  only 
touch  a  few  points  of  the  story. 

From  the  imperfect  and  only  data  remaining  to  us,  namely,  the 
stone  implemeuDs  of  the  aborigines,  their  ancient  shell  heaps,  and  the 
indications  of  certain  of  their  burial  places,  we  venture  to  think  that 
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there  were  people  of  original  Mongolian  origin  in  this  region  near 
eight  hundred  years  before  the  coast  was  visited  by  Europeans  and 
made  known  to  the  civilized  world.  Only  into  the  last  two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  of  that  period  arc  we  able  to  look  with  certainty  as  to 
events  and  characters.  Beyond  that  we  grope  by  the  aid  of  faint  tra- 
ditions and  faltering  conjectures;  Alas!  without  written  language, 
without  institutions,  without  a  code  of  laws,  without  arts,  and  with- 
out real  estate,  except  a  communistic  ownership  of  the  wilderness  as 
hunting  grounds  and  corn  patches,  the  natives  sat  in  darkness,  prov- 
ing the  weakness  of  nature's  light,  and  transmitted  no  lessons  of 
knowledge  to  the  centuries  following  them.  Here  was  shown  the  im- 
potency  of  unaided  Paganism  ;  its  strength  was  insufficient  for  man's 
elevation. 

Traditionally,  we  are  told,  that  the  ancient  Niantics,  neighbors  of 
the  equally  old  Narragansetts,  held  this  coast  from  a  line  east  of  this 
fort  on  to  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut  river  and  reached  back  about 
thirty  miles  into  the  forests.  Devoted  chiefly  to  fishing,  they  were  a 
mild  and  usually  inoffensive  tribe.  In  process  of  time  the  hardy  and 
belligerent  Pequots  from  the  interior  desiring  for  fish  and  wampum, 
possessions  on  the  coast,  made  a  descent,  like  hungry  wolves,  upon  the 
quiet  old  Niantics  and  nearly  destroyed  them,  taking  possession  of 
the  coast  from  Pawcatuck  to  a  point  west  of  New  London,  including 
the  four  rivers,  Pawcatuck,  Mystic,  Poquonoc  and  Pequot  (Thames), 
with  the  adjacent  islands,  and  reaching  back  twenty  or  more  miles 
into  the  wilderness,  leaviug  only  two  remnants  of  the  Niantics,  one 
in  Lyme,  Gunn.,  known  as  the  West  Niantics,  and  one  in  this  region 
known  as  the  East  Niantics,  near  the  centre  of  whose  territory  is  this 
old  memorable  fort. 

These  East  Niantics,  for  security  against  the  grasping,  irascible 
Pequots,  were  obliged  to  form  an  alliance  with  the  old  Narragansetts, 
the  powerful  tribe  on  their  east  reaching  to  the  eastern  shore  of  Nar- 
ragansett  Bay,  and  northward  more  than  thirty  miles,  and  thought  to 
have  once  numbered  in  their  palmy  days  near  thirty  thousand  souls. 
The  league  of  these  Indian  monarchies,  finally  cemented  by  the  in- 
termarriage of  the  royal  families,  appears  to  have  remained  harmoni- 
ous and  unchanged  till  the  dark  day  of  King  Philip's  war.  Fre- 
quently the  Narragansetts  had  occasion  to  assist  the  Niantics  in  re- 
pelling the  assaults  of  the  Pequots.  In  withstanding  those  savage 
onsets  this  fort  was  of  great  service  as  a  barrier  against  the  invaders. 
It  safely  sheltered  the  Niantic  braves,  meanwhile  it  protected  the  war 
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canoes  that  took  refuge  in  these  serene  waters.  The  foes  of  the 
Niantics,  whether  from  Connecticut  or  Long  Island,  dreaded  this 
stronghold  and  were  never  able  to  capture  it.  But  for  this  fortifica- 
tion and  the  heroism  displayed  in  it,  the  western  boundary  of  Khode 
Island  would  never  have  extended  to  the  Pawcatuck.  Herein  we  owe 
a  debt  to  the  patriotism  and  bravery  of  the  Niantics. 

The  most  ancient  known  dynasty  of  the  Niantic  Kings  was  that  of 
the  Ninigrets.  How  far  into  the  unrecorded  centuries  that  family  of 
rulers  extended  is  unknown.  So  far  as  we  know,  the  law  of  blood- 
roval  was  never  broken  ;  an  order  which  reminds  us  of  ancient  Asiatic 
usage.  Dutch  and  French  traders  on  the  coast,  Roger  Williams,  and 
the  first  white  settlers  of  Rhode  Island  found  here  the  Ninigret,  whose 
portrait  is  seen  in  ''Westerly  and  Its  Witnesses. '^  It  was  this  Ninigret 
who  gave  hospitable  entertainment  in  this  fort  to  the  heroic  Major 
John  Mason  and  his  bold  band  in  May,  1637,  on  their  march  through 
the  wilderness  to  the  famous  attack  upon  the  Pequot  Fort  on  Pequot 
Hill,  in  Groton,  Conn.  He  also  lent  Mason  a  detachment  of  his 
braves  to  aid  in  the  fiery  and  bloody  stroke  that  laid  the  Pequots  low 
and  virtually  ended  that  savage  monarchy. 

How  must  this  old  stronghold  have  then  appeared,  manned  by 
plumed   and   painted   warriors,    armed    with    their   rude    barbaric 
weapons  ?    How  looked  among  these  the  quaintly-dressed  Puritan 
army  ?    How  wild  the  exterior  view  of  the  fort  !     Since  it  was  thfen 
a  widely-known  fortification,  it  is  probable  that  it  had  been  laid  out 
and  regularly  maintained  for  perhaps  centuries.     Its  boundary  lines 
more  than  four  hundred  feet  on  each  of  its  four  sides,  with  its  bold 
bastions  on  three  angles  after  the  style  of  the  forts  of  other  tribes, 
pai'ticularly  those  of  the  Pequots,  bristled  with  rough  logs,  stakes, 
branches  of  trees,  and  brush,  the  stakes  answering  as  palisades,  among 
which  branches  and  brush  were  woven,  after   the  style  of  basket 
work.      Within    the   enclosure    were    certain    large    wigwams   and 
stores  of  corn.     Would  that  our  expert  artist  here  to-day  could  call 
up  the  old  fort,  its  exterior  and  interior,  its  defences,  its  occupants, 
the  war  canoes  in  the  little  bay  by  its  side,  and  the  royal  commander 
of  its  forces  with  his  bodyguard  of  bowmen,  and  also  the  wild  con- 
dition of  the  surrounding  country,  with  the  old  war  trail  now  known 
as  Queen  Anne's  road.    Such  a  picture  would  be  a  volume  of  history. 
It  can  be  drawn,  however,  only  by  the  imagination. 

We  stand  on  ground  that  was  once  royal,  though  the  royalty  was 
diminutive  and  darkly  shaded.     To  the  people  who  shared  it,  it  had 
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a  grandeur  fchat  was  real,  though  to  us  it  would  present  an  air  of 
puerility ;  yet  human  greatness  after  all  is  a  comparative  thing.  This 
was  the  civil  and  military  capital  of  a  people  whose  story  should  never 
be  lost.  Here  between  1620  and  1790,  one  hundred  and  seventy  years^ 
reigned  nine  members  of  the  Ninigret  dynasty.  1.  The  Ninigret  of 
whom  we  have  spoken.  2.  His  daughter,  a  queen.  3.  Her  son,  who 
died  near  1722.  4.  Charles  Augustus  Ninigret.  5.  His  son,  Charles. 
6.  Oeorge  Ninigret.  *  7.  Thomas  Ninigret,  crowned  in  1746,  and  so 
well  and  favorably  known  as  King  Tom.  8.  Queen  Esther,  who  had 
a  famous  coronation  on  the  ancient  granite  throne,  Coronation  Rock. 
9.  George  Ninigret,  who,  soon  after  our  Eevolution,  was  killed  by  the 
falling  of  a  tree.  He  was  the  last  occupant  of  the  Indian  throne. 
After  his  death,  on  account  of  the  advance  of  ideas  and  the  greatly 
changed  conditions  of  life,  the  tribe  laid  aside  the  old  royal  belt  of 
peage,  and  in  imitation  of  republican  notions,  was  ruled  by  an  an- 
nually-chosen Council,  consisting  of  a  president  and  four  members, 
an  order  of  government  that,  with  the  addition  of  a  few  laws,  con- 
tinued with  success  till  the  tribe,  diminished  and  faded,  was  dis- 
banded by  their  own  action  and  the  labors  of  our  Commissioners. 

Christianity  was  first  brought  to  the  Niantics,  as  it  was  to  the  Nar- 
ragansetts,  by  Eoger  Williams,  who  doubtless  preached  as  best  he 
could,  in  this  fort,  and  here  illustrated  the  great  passion  of  his  life, 
that  which  he  felt  long  before  his  exile,  and  which  he  gave  us  in  his 
own  words  when  he  wrote  :  "  My  sole  desire  was  to  do  the  natives 
good."  He  began  his  ministry  among  the  Indians  while  at  Plymouth, 
and  twelve  years  before  the  missionary  labors  of  John  Eliot.  Indeed, 
Eliot  caught  his  spirit  from  Williams.  In  all  truth  it  may  be  said 
that  the  colony  of  Rhode  Island  was  the  providential  product  of 
William's  missionary  labors  among  the  aborigines. 

Until  King  Philip's  War,  1675-6,  the  Niantics  remained  confeder- 
ated with  their  superiors,  the  Narragansetts.  In  that  great  and  bloody 
uprising  of  the  natives  of  New  England  against  the  Colonists,  this 
tribe  refused  to  join,  and  continued  friendly  to  our  fathers.  Conse- 
quently, as  a  tribe,  they  survived  the  terrible  shock  that  virtually  de- 
stroyed the  Wampanogas,  Nipmucks  and  Narragansetts.  The  Nian- 
tics, in  all  their  career,  never  lifted  the  tomahawk  against  the  whites, 
but  always  preferred  and  honored  the  calumet. 

When  the  Narragansetts  were  overpowered  and  crushed  in  the  great 
swamp  fight,  in  South  Kingstown,  in  December,  1675,  and  their  last 
king  Canonchet,  was  killed  in  1676,  the  remnant  of  the  tribe  took 
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refnge  with  the  nnharmed  Niantio8»  and  came  nnder  the  preserred 
sceptre  of  the  Ninigrets. 

By  mistake  of  annalists,  the  consolidated  and  blended  tribes  wtrc 
spoken  of  as  the  Narragansetts,  and  the  reseryation  of  Indian  lands 
was  in  some  instances  called  the  Narragansett  oonntry.  Bnt,  in  fiMt, 
the  reservation,  like  all  this  region,  from  time  immemorial  belonged 
to  the  Niantics,  and  the  royal  house  of  this  tribe  surviyed  that  of  the 
Narragansetts  more  than  a  hundred  years.  The  sc^re  of  the  Na^ 
ragansetts  perished  in  war;  that  of  the  Niantics  was  finally  trans- 
formed to  republicanism  by  the  power  of  Christian  civilization. 
Justly  do  we  find  it  inscribed  on  this  memorial  rock  —  and  let  iti 
name  henceforth  and  forever  be  Mbmobial  Sock  —  the  Niantid 
were  ^'  always  the  unwavering  friends  and  allies  of  our  fathers/'  Not 
but  what  there  were  pleasing  and  touching  instances  of  generosityi 
kindness,  fidelity,  brotherliness  and  manhood  among  the  Narragan* 
setts,  as  there  certainly  was  to  a  conspicuous  degree  in  old  King 
Canonicus. 

Ah  I  and  when  will  Bhode  Island  raise,  as  she  certainly  ought,  some 
memorial  stone,  similar  to  this  memorial  rock,  to  the  memory  of  Ca- 
nonicus, without  whose  hospitality  and  benevolence  to  the  founder  of 
our  State,  Bhode  Island  would  never  have  existed.  Here  I  cannot  re- 
frain from  uttering  my  thought,  a  kind  of  lament  and  plea  touching 

THE  grave  of  CAHONICUS. 

Ib  there  no  humblest  stone  to  spell  the  spot 

Where  sleeps  the  monarch  of  his  race  ? 
Shall  we,  inheriting  his  kingdon,  not 

Respect  his  royal  resting  place  ? 
Bhall  princely  life  and  honors  be  forgot  ? 

Is  this  deserved  historic  grace  ? 

To  exiled  Williams,  what  a  faithful  friend  ? 

As  to  our  fathers,  what  a  stay  ? 
And  shall  their  favored  children  not  forefend 

His  worthy  name  from  dark  decay  ? 
Is  there  no  heart  of  gratitude  to  lend 

Remembrance  where  low  rests  his  clay  ? 

Serene  Conanicut,  sea-laved  and  fair, 

May  boast  the  record  of  his  throne  ; 
Its  shores  and  heights  blessed  with  the  healthful  air 

That  gives  to  thought  a  broadening  tone  ; 
Yet  no  memorial  acre  bid  to  bear 

His  fame  who  called  it  all  his  own. 
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Once  proudly  lit  he  there  his  council-blaze. 

And  mandates  gave  to  painted  braves  ; 
Once  listened  to  his  people*8  ardent  praise 

As  to  the  anthem  of  the  waves. 
And  'mid  deep  mourning,  when  were  closed  his  days, 

Was  laid  beside  his  fathers*  graves. 

What  though  to  us  that  kingly  life  was  rude  ? 

Recall  we  not  our  ancient  sires  ? 
Our  vaunted  culture  has  been  varihued  ; 

Imperfect  still  our  altar  fires; 
Mayhap  our  children's  children  will  conclude 

That  we  had  some  ill-shaped  desires. 

Then  let  us  choose  some  massive,  rugged  rock. 

That  near  his  royal  home  we  find. 
Whereon,  in  lines  that  time  may  vainly  mock. 

With  generous,  native  ivy  twined, 
To  hold  his  name  until  earth's  final  shock 

Shall  close  the  drama  of  mankind. 

The  father  of  Ganonicus  was  the  famed  Tashtassuck,  distingaished 
alike  for  his  wisdom  and  his  valor.  Canonicas  was  the  oldest  of  his 
four  sons,  and,  judged  by  the  moral  atmosphere  he  necessarily  breathed 
and  all  his  Pagan  environments,  was  a  mild  and  generous  prince.  He 
died  June  4,  1647,  at  the  age  of  about  85  years.  When  shall  he 
have  his  suitable  memorial  that  may  be  pointed  out  to  all  the  gen- 
erations that  shall  traverse  the  beautiful  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay? 

Greatly,  too,  is  it  t6  be  desired  that  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of 
our  Commissioners  in  erecting  this  significant  and  enduring  boulder- 
monument  on  this  old  stronghold,  might  be  imitated  by  the  State,  or 
by  the  public  spirit  of  the  citizens  of  our  favored  commonwealth,  in 
erecting  a  like  native  monument  on  the  never-to-be-forgotten  site  of 
the  great  swamp  fight  in  South  Kingstown,  the  most  important  battle- 
field of  the  State,  the  spot  wet  with  the  blood  of  so  many  Indians  and 
Colonists,  and  where  the  fate  of  the  Narragansett  nation  was  decided 
by  the  sword.  When  shall  such  a  deserved  record-stone  be  set  up? 
Whatever  place  holds  the  associations  of  remarkable  deeds  and  char- 
acters, thereby  becomes  worthy  of  respectful  and  enduring  remem- 
brance. 

And  when  shall  our  picturesque,  opulent,  fashionable  ''city  by  the 
sea,''  Newport,  so  rich  in  historical  material,  manifest  a  just  historic 
spirit  in  erecting  a  boulder-monumeDt — not  a  figure  of  art,  but  a 
work  of  nature —  to  King  Miantonomi,  at  his  royal  seat,  old  Tonomy 
Hill,  the  commanding  height  made  memorable  not  only  by  the  royal 
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wigwam  of  that  cruelly-mardered  prince,  but  also  by  being  the  resi- 
dence of  the  last  sachem  of  the  ancient  Aqnidnecks.  Indeed,  this 
last  consideration  should  be  enough  to  secure  the  memoriaL 

Still  further  in  this  line  of  thought.  Certainly  Bristol  connty  can 
never  be  just  to  itself  till  it  has  set  up  some  visible  memorial  —  and 
let  it  be  a  boulder-monument,  a  symbol  of  rude  grandeur  —  to  King 
Massasoit  in  the  village  of  Warren,  the  spot  where  he  generously  en- 
tertained Roger  Williams  and  cordially  welcomed  the  Pilgrims.  Such 
memorials  would  bring  a  thousand-fold  recompense,  in  reflecting  in- 
telligence, character  and  dignity  upon  the  State. 

The  consolidated  Narragan  setts  and  Niantics,  on  the  reserved  lands, 
after  selling  some  of  their  domain  and  finding  themselves  closely 
pressed  by  English  society  and  customs,  and  thus  limited  in  their 
hunting  grounds,  became  somewhat  dissatisfied  with  their  situation, 
and  at  last,  under  the  reign  of  King  Tom,  quite  a  number  of  them 
voluntarily  emigrated  and  identified  themselves  with  the  red  men  in 
the  interior  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Indeed,  the  tribe  underwent 
its  greatest  modification  of  life  and  manners  under  King  Tom,  who 
lived  very  much  like  the  whites,  as  the  house  he  built  will  testify, 
and  strongly  favored  forms  and  means  of  English  education.  In  1750, 
under  his  reign,  was  formed  the  Indian  church  that  still  exists.  In 
1765,  in  a  letter  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel, 
petitioning  for  the  establishment  of  free  schools  among  his  people,  he 
closed  by  thus  expressing  his  desire  :  **That  when  time  with  us  shall 
be  no  more  ;  that  when  we  and  the  children  over  whom  you  have  been 
such  benefactors  shall  leave  the  sun  and  stars,  we  shall  rejoice  in  afar 
superior  light."  Wonder  not,  then,  if  here,  in  this  address,  some  ten- 
der thoughts  crowd  on  the  mind  respecting  gentle  and  once  greatly 
beloved 

KING  TOSC. 

Thou  best  of  kings  of  the  Niantic  blood. 

Erst  honored  here  with  sway  ; 
Regardful  where  thy  kingly  feet  once  trod, 

We  fain  would  tribute  pay. 

To  rulers  ever  be  the  honor  paid 

That  rank  and  wealth  demand, 
And  whosoe'er  has  goodly  record  made, 

Shall  reverence  command. 

Thy  form  rests  mantled  in  the  royal  ground. 

But  with  us  lives  thy  name. 
To  stand  in  grateful  history's  volume  bound. 

Enfolded  in  its  fame. 
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The  royal  blood  coursed  proudly  through  thy  veins, 

As  back  thy  eyes  were  cast, 
Upon  thy  sires  who  ruled  these  hills  and  plains, 

In  the  unmeasured  past. 

Heir  to  a  Pagan  throne,  thou  didst  behold 

The  fading  of  the  night ; 
But  brightly  rising  o'er  the  gloomy  old. 

The  guiding  Bethlehem  light. 

The  while  thy  father's  hunting  grounds  grew  less, 

And  manners  new  arose  ; 
With  all  thy  hopes  and  fears  of  changef ulness, 

Departed  to  thy  foes. 

And  when  at  last  thy  westering  sun  went  down 

And  oped  the  gates  ajar : 
'Twas  thine  we  trust  to  leave  thy  earthly  crown, 

To  wear  one  brighter  far. 

Peace  to  thy  ashes,  as  to  all  thy  sires  ; 

And  to  thy  people's  graves  ; 
Long  live  the  story  of  thy  council  fires» 

And  memory  of  thy  braves. 

In  their  political  relations  to  the  colony  and  State^  the  natives,  from 
the  days  of  Williams  to  1709,  were  regarded  as  under  a  sort  of  pro- 
tectorate of  the  whites  and  the  British  crown,  and  from  1709  to  the 
recent  close  of  their  government  on  the  reservation,  it  was  understood 
both  by  themselves  and  by  the  colony,  and  afterwards  the  State,  that 
they  were  related  by  treaty,  or  alliance,  wherein  both  parties  retained 
certain  rights,  modified  until  the  revolution  by  a  relation  to  the  crown 
of  England.  Roger  Williams's  cardinal  doctrines  of  the  brotherhood 
of  men  and  the  right  of  the  aborigines  to  the  soil  of  the  country, 
were  conscientiously  and  faithfully  carried  out  by  the  authorities  of 
the  State  in  all  their  dealings  with  the  natives.  Lands  were  pur- 
chased always  at  the  price  named  by  the  owners.  All  stipulations 
were  cai'efully  observed.  As  agreed  upon  by  both  parties  in  1709, 
lands  were  definitely  set  off  and  reserved  in  perpetuum  for  the  blended 
remnants  of  the  two  tribes.  That  compact  was  never  violated.  In 
the  revolution  the  Indians  joined  the  colony  in  throwing  off  the  gall- 
ing English  yoke,  and  lent  their  power  to  the  patriot  cause.  Some 
of  them  served  in  the  patriot  army. 

Finally,  with  the  decline  of  their  numbers,  their  change  of  man- 
ners, their  removals  to  various  localities,  and  their  intermarriage  with 
other  bloods,  there  came  the  great  question  of  their  tribal  disband- 
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ment,  the  division  of  the  reserfed  lands  and  their  absorption  into  the 
citizenship  of  the  State.     The  solution  of  this  intrioate  problem  is 
found  in  the  admirable  doings  of  our  Indian  GommissionerB  daring 
the  past  four  years.     Their  difficult,  delicate  labor  is  successfnlly 
closed  to-day.     It  is  more  than  fitting;  it  is  an  imperative  dnty  to 
make  honorable  mention  of  their  tasks.     They  had  no  precedents  by 
which  to  be  guided.     Their's  was  an  untrodden  path.     There  existed 
no  definite  law  governing  the  transactions  to  which  they  were  called. 
Ehode  Island  and  the  tribe  were  united  simply  by  treaty,  and  neither 
party  had  the  expressed  right  to  control  the  other.     It  was  a  case  of 
imperium  in  imperio,  a  State  within  a  State,  where  both  parties  bad 
to  be  equally  consulted  and  some  new  plan  agreed  upon  whereby  one 
party  should  be  retired  by  becoming  a  part  of  the  other.     Only  the 
general  laws  of  equity  were  available  in  the  case,  and  even  here  the 
blazed  trees  in  the  forest  to  be  traversed  were  few  and  far  between. 
Moreover,  such  was  the  scattered,  indefinite  condition  of  the  tribe 
that  the  idea  of  doing  justice  to  each  member  seemed  almost  impos- 
sible.    But  the  whole  problem  was  thoroughly  studied,  all  parts  of  it 
were  carefully  taken  in  hand,  patiently  analyzed,  and  the  whole  com- 
plicated matter  was  finally  settled  on  principles  of  equity  to  the  com- 
plete satisfaction  of  the  parties.     For  this  labor  and  success,  special 
thauks  should  be  publicly  expressed  to  the  Commissioners.   Their  do- 
ings have  reflected  honor  upon  themselves  and  upon  the  State.    Some 
niche  in  Rhode  Island  history  should  be  given  to  their  names — Adams, 
Carmichael,  Sheffield.     We  would  also  preserve  and  honor  the  names 
of  the  members  of  the  last  Indian  Council — Ammons,  Thomas,  Noka, 
Michel,  Sekater. 

And  here  it  is  but  right  that  I  should  add  the  testimony  of  the 
Commissioner  in  this  town,  upon  whom  much  of  the  details  of  the 
work  of  adjusting  affairs  devolved.  In  a  letter  to  me,  speaking  of  the 
Indian  Council,  he  says  :  '*  They  were  as  intelligent  and  shrewd  a 
body  of  men  as  can  be  found  in  any  town  council  in  the  State.  Their 
patience  and  unwearied  attention  to  details,  and  their  assistance  in 
all  matters  in  settling  the  tribal  affairs,  deserves  a  cordial  recognition. 
Oive  the  Indian  Council  their  meed  of  praise;  it  is  well  deserved. '^ 

Your  Excellency :  How  appropriate  it  is  that  these  ancient,  beau- 
tiful acres  should  be  held,  for  all  coming  time,  by  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  as  ground  consecrated  to  the  memories  of  a  people  upon  whom 
she  was  once  dependent  —  a  spot  devoted  to  those  sentiments  of  hu- 
manity and  fraternity  that  ennoble  mankind.     It  has  been  dedicated

by  Indian  empire  through  untold  centaries.  We  wisely  reconsecrate 
it  for  onrselves  and  for  oar  children.  Forever  may  posterity  count  it 
as  hallowed  to  story,  as  it  will  also  count  Ooronation  Bock,  the  stone 
church  and  the  reserved  Indian  burial  places.  How  justly,  as  toward 
the  Indian  kings,  their  armies  and  their  people,  have  our  Gommis- 
Bioners  enclosed  this  venerable  fortification  with  this  granite  and  iron 
fence,  planted  these  clusters  of  evergreen  trees  around  it  for  perpetual 
beauty  and  native  associations,  and  lifted  from  the  soil  this  kingly 
boulder  —  itself  a  type  of  the  rude  native  life  once  reigning  here  — 
cutting  upon  it  a  brief  record  and  tribute  that  may  endure  through 
all  future  ages.  This  work  may  properly  be  termed  a  deed  of  historic 
piety,  and  for  it  coming  generations  will  be  thankful. 

Yes,  this  hour  is  historic.  The  statements  just  made  by  the  Indian 
Oommissioner,  the  felicitous  address  of  Oov.  Bourn,  the  works  of  the 
painter  and  the  photographer,  now  sketching  this  scene,  and  the  ad- 
dresses to  which  we  are  still  to  listen,  will  make  this  occasion  indeed 
richly  memorial.  And  all  of  us  who  have  come  pilgrim-like  to  this 
old  historic  ground  as  to  a  shrine,  have  the  strong  advantage  of  varied 
and  inspiring  associations  to  aid  us  in  our  just  service.  Here  the 
imagination  summons  up  near  eight  hundred  years  of  unwritten  Pa- 
gan experience.  Here  rise  before  us  the  bewildering  ghosts  of  Indian 
superstitions.  Here  are  propounded  anew,  and  with  peculiar  force, 
the  deep  questions  of  hereditary  tendencies,  the  power  of  old  associa- 
tions, the  strength  of  long  usage,  but,  withal,  the  inevitable  degener- 
ations of  false  faiths  and  the  final  overthrow  of  unrealities  before  the 
march  of  truth.  Evidently,  true  civilization  follows  alone  the  light 
that  Cometh  down  from  Heaven. 

Here,  by  the  help  of  annals,  we  see  Dutch  and  French  traders  sell- 
ing metals,  beads  and  bottles  of  '' fire-water ''  to  the  natives  for  bea- 
ver skins  and  fur  mantles.  Here  we  seem  to  behold  members  of 
distinguished  Indian  councils,  possibly  Massasoit,  Oanonicus,  Miau- 
tonomi,  Ganonchet,  Pomham,  Sosoa,  and  the  chiefs  of  the  Nipmucks, 
Manisses  and  Metoacs,  but  not  Sassacus,  of  the  Pequots,  or  IJucas, 
of  the  Mohegans.  Here,  doubtless,  in  his  prime,  of  strength  and 
hope,  stood  Boger  Williams,  "the  apostle  of  religious  liberty,"  and 
preached  the  Oospel  to  proud  Ninigret  and  to  his  wondering  bowmen, 
and  gathered  up  some  of  the  gutteral  words  and  phrases  for  his  ''Key 
to  the  Indian  Tongue*' — that  remarkable  and  only  lingual  monament 
of  the  Narragansetts  and  Niantics.  Here  slept  in  security  Mason, 
Underbill,  Stone  and  the  heroes  of  Pequot  Hill.     Here,  armed  or 
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unarmed,  white  men  were  invariably  treated  with  kindness.  Here 
compacts  were  always  fulfilled  with  fidelity.  Aye,  what  yarioos  scenes 
and  pageants  of  war  and  peace  haye  here  passed  in  the  by-gone  cen- 
turies. Kings  and  queens,  in  their  barbaric  pride,  here  wore  their 
royal  belts  of  peage  and  were  surrounded  by  their  bodyguards  of  stal- 
wart men  with  feathery  plumes,  leather  regalia,  painted  faces  and 
armed  with  clubs,  bows,  stone  scalping  knives  and  stone  tipped  spears. 
Here  braves  went  out  to  savage  battle  and  returned  with  bloody  spoils. 
Here  royal  mandates  were  given,  and  scalps  were  displayed  as  the 
proofs  of  valor  and  of  victory.  This  ground  is  freighted  with  mem- 
ories of  checkered  deeds  and  experiences;  and  not  least  so  as  bringing 
into  comparison  and  contrast  the  darkness  and  feebleness  of  paganism 
with  the  quick,  animating  ideas  and  forms  of  Christian  civilivation 
which  gave  life  to  our  republic  and  have  now  transformed  our  conti- 
nent. Here  have  been  wrought  out  problems  that  may  well  be  studied 
by  statesmen,  moralists  and  divines. 

On  this  coast  met  two  types  and  tides  of  human  life.  They  failed 
to  mingle,  because  they  were  so  diverse.  Roger  Williams's  hope  of 
the  natives  was  not  realized.  The  weaker  slowly  gave  way  to  the 
stronger.  Except  in  the  ill-timed  and  disastrous  stroke  of  Philip's 
war,  there  was  no  conflict  of  races.  There  was  an  innate  deteriora- 
tion in  the  Indian  blood,  and  the  tribes  were  evidently  losing  both 
numbers  and  constitutional  vigor  when  the  whites  first  reached  these 
shores.  And  gradually,  despite  the  presentation  of  the  Gospel,  the 
helps  of  schools,  the  incentives  of  arts,  and  the  proffered  advantages 
of  commerce,  the  old  life  faded,  fainted  and  expired.  Such  as  remain 
of  the  old  tribes,  having  undergone  modifications  of  blood  and  man- 
ners, are  now  full  and  regular  citizens  of  the  State.  Politically  speak- 
ing, there  are  no  more  Indians  in  Rhode  Island.  The  alliance  between 
the  natives  and  our  fathers,  that  really  began  in  1636,  has  now  ter- 
minated, as  it  began,  in  peace  and  brotherly  love. 

It  may  be  said,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that,  considered  in 
the  nature,  power,  spread  and  triumph  of  her  peculiar  principles,  no 
province  of  the  earth,  save  Palestine,  has  contributed  more  to  the 
progress  of  human  liberty  than  Rhode  Island.  One  of  the  cardinal 
ideas  of  her  founder,  the  one  which  first  provoked  the  opposition  of 
Massachusetts  and  prepared  the  way  for  his  exile,  that  the  natives 
were  the  rightful  owners  of  the  country,  deemed  a  heresy  elsewhere, 
has  always  here  been  sacredly  held  and  continuously  illustrated.  How- 
ever the  Indians  may  have  been  treated  by  other  States  and  nations, 
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here  haft  been  sh  own  to  them  the  Christian  law  of  the  brotherhood 
of  all  men.  Now  that  the  natiyes  as  a  separate  and  organized  people 
have  ceased  to  be^  Bhode  Island  has  nothing  to  regret  or  to  conceal^  as 
to  her  treatment  of  them  or  their  fathers.  In  this  respect  her  escut- 
cheon is  unstained^  and  to-day  she  affirms,  both  by  her  words  and  her 
deeds,  she  is  neither  forgetful  nor  ungrateful  toward  those  who,  under 
Ood,  were  the  original  proprietors  of  this  soil.  Happy  would  it  have 
been  if  her  Indian  policy  had  been  followed  by  the  other  colonies, 
and  by  our  nation. 

But  time  admonishes  us  to  close  these  condensed  and  hurried 
thoughts.  These  are  just  and  creditable  seryices.  Honor  to  the  State 
of  Bhode  Island  for  reserying  for  all  coming  time  this  and  other  por- 
tions of  the  old  Indian  empire,  as  sacred  historical  memorials.  Honor 
to  our  far-seeing  Commissioners  for  the  proper  protections  and  adorn- 
ments they  have  added  to  this  ancient  stronghold,  the  oldest  and  most 
impressive  Indian  memorial  to  be  found  on  the  coa^t  of  New  England. 
Let  the  gifted  painter  now  at  work  before  us  (Mr.  Elijah  Baxter)  truth- 
fully sketch  this  historical  scene,  including  in  the  picture  Oovernor 
Bourn,  the  Commissioners,  the  Indian  Council,  and  the  group  that  rep- 
resents the  departed  tribe.  Let  our  Bhode  Island  Historical  Society,  so 
well  represented  by  ex-Govenior  Dyer  and  delegates,  make  full  note 
and  record  of  these  last  scenes  and  doings  in  the  Indian  history  of  our 
State. 

Memorials  like  this  gives  sanctity  to  a  land.  They  broaden  and 
deepen  the  historic  love  of  a  people,  teaching  them  due  reverence  for 
the  past,  quickening  the  spirit  of  enquiry  into  human  relations,  stimu- 
lating a  worthy  ambition  to  live  as  in  the  sight  of  all  mankind;  thus 
laying  an  enduring  foundation  for  love  of  country  and  for  the  culture 
of  exalting  ideas.  Bightly  viewed,  such  memorials  are  investments 
that  make  the  largest  and  happiest  returns  both  of  intelligence  and 
of  public  virtue.  Our  State  should  have  more  of  them,  and  all  the 
relics  of  Indian  life  should  be  preserved. 

Had  we  power  to  address  those  who  are  to  come  after  us,  we  would 
say  with  emphasis  :  Ponder  the  hoary  past,  the  darkness  and  the 
light,  the  story  of  the  aborigines  and  of  our  fathers;  consider  what 
religious  and  political  problems  in  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  have 
been  wrought  out  on  these  shores;  cherish  the  traditions  and  memories 
of  Canonicus,  Miantonomi,  Canonchet,  and  the  Ningrets;  under  all 
changes  of  time  and  society  hold  sacred  and  inviolate  this  ancient 
fortification;  guard  ever  yonder  tombs  of  the  Indian  Kings  and  the 
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graves  of  all  the  brave  Niantics;  shield  from  all  injury  in  all  coming 
time^  as  a  memento  of  barbaric  royalty,  yonder  ragged  yet  eloquent 
Coronation  Bock;  and  here  let  no  vandal  hands  ever  be  laid  on  what 
we  now  sacredly  dedicate  Memorial  Bock,  tenderly  set  up  and  in- 
scribed with  the  gratitude  of  Rhode  Island  to  tho  people  who  onoe 
for  centuries  commanded  this  coast,  and  who  in  their  noble,  native 
generosity,  gave  hospitable  shelter  to  our  exiled  fathers. 

Rhode  Island  holds  the  Indian  name 

As  sacred  with  her  own. 
And  here  to  vindicate  the  claim, 

Presents  her  bond  in  stone. 

EX-GOYEBNOfi   DTEB 

spoke  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Chairman :  My  colleagues,  of  the  committee  from  the  Rhode 
Island  Historical  Society,  with  that  courtesy  so  characteristic  of  each, 
have  requested  me  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledgements  of  the 
kind  attention  to  us,  and  to  the  Society  we  represent  on  this  most  in- 
teresting and  laudable  historic  occasion.  We  do  not  come  as  ''mes- 
sengers of  mercy  "  to  the  descendants  of  those  whose  memories  we 
are  here  to  recall  and  honor  and  who,  I  trust,  have  long  since  had  the 
fullest  fruition  of  more  perfected  blessings  in  the  "realms  above" 
thau  any  we  could  hope  for  them  here  below.  Our  mission  is  to  honor 
those  who,  in  the  days  of  our  State's  infancy  and  weakness,  stood 
firmly  and  bravely  by  the  side  of  our  Colonial  Fathers  in  maintain- 
ing the  rights  and  bounds  of  this  loved  land  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  so  that  it  now  takes  rank  with  all  others  for  intelligence,  in- 
dustry and  prosperity;  to  those  who  prevented  the  incursive  Pequots 
from  making  our  beautiful  Narragansett  Bay  the  eastern  boundary  of 
Connecticut;  to  do  homage  to  the  memories  of  nature's  sovereigns  and 
their  people  in  whose  hands  the  "calumet  of  peace"  was  far  more 
dearly  cherished  than  the  bloody  tomahawk.  As  long  as  this  me- 
morial, we  dedicate  to-day,  shall  continue,  so  long  will  our  children's 
children  be  reminded  of  the  Ninigrets  and  the  Niantics;  their  virtues 
and  deeds  of  noble  daring  of  such  an  honored  record.  I  must  not 
forget  that  we  are  favored  with  the  most  acceptable  presenoe  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  this  State,  and  others  of  her  distinguished 
citizens,  and  once  more  repeating  the  assurances  of  our  grateful  ap- 
preciation of  the  courtesies  extended  to  us  and  to  our  Society,  with 
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you,  we  eagerly  await  the  literary  feast  of  the  day  from  the  accom- 
plished historian  and  poet  of  the  occasion.

SEKATOB  ALDBICH, 

Qpon  being  introduced,  said  that  coming  down  on  the  cars  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Historical  Society  had  shown  him  a  pamphlet  which  had 
rather  unsettled  his  convictions  as  to  Bhode  Island  history.  This 
pamphlet  was  written  by  Dr.  Parsons^  and  proved  conclusively  to  his 
own  mind  that  this  fort  was  built  by  the  Dutch.  The  Senator  added: 
''  I  am  still  further  satisfied  that  this  fort  was  built  by  the  Dutch  be- 
cause of  the  appearance  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Chaco,  as  a  speaker  on 
this  occasion,  a  circumstance  which  compels  me  to  believe  that,  if 
there  ever  has  been  any  armament  in  this  fort,  it  must  have  been 
Quaker  guns.  [Laughter  and  applause.]  But,  aside  from  all  this, 
the  occasion  is  most  significant  and  memorable.  The  ofiScial  repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  are  very  properly  here  to  bid  Godspeed  at  the 
outset  of  their  new  career  to  the  inheritors  of  a  great  name,  and  to 
show  that  the  people  of  Bhode  Island  recognize  the  obligations  they 
are  under  to  the  Narragansettlndians,  but  for  whose  friendly  alliance 
and  support  the  experiment  of  our  ancestors  in  endeavoring  to  estab- 
lish a  new  colony  on  the  broad  principle  of  freedom  of  conscience, 
would  certainly  have  perished.  Through  the  infiuence  of  Boger  Wil- 
liams with  the  great  chieftains  of  the  Narragansett  tribe,  the  colony 
was  not  only  saved  from  destruction,  but  recognition,  denied  for  a 
long  time,  was  wrung  from  the  other  colonies  of  New  England.  These 
are  services  which  a  grateful  and  generous  people  never  can  and  never 
will  forget,  and  I  trust  that  this  unpretentious  stone  may  for  cen- 
turies remain  in  this  beautiful  spot,  a  proper  memorial  to  the  manly 
qualities  of  the  ancient  possessors  of  the  soil. 

B£PBES£NTATiy£  OHAGE, 

after  a  pleasant  allusion  to  the  Commission,  said : 

*'  I  was  reminded  of  an  interesting  point,  while  the  orator  of  the 
day  was  speaking,  and  that  was  the  claim  of  Connecticut  to  jurisdic- 
tion over  this  territory.  The  other  day,  in  conversation  with  a  friend 
upon  that  subject,  he  called  my  attention  to  '  Bowen's  Boundary  Dis- 
putes of  the  State  of  Connecticut'    Bowen  said  that  when  Governor 
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Winthrop,  of  Connecticut^  went  to  London  in  1662  to  obtain  a  char- 
ter for  the  colony  of  Connecticut,  the  scrivener  who  drew  up  the  char- 
ter made  a  clerical  error,  including  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  colony 
all  the  lands  as  far  as  the  ' Xarragansett  River/  when  the  intention 
was  to  have  placed  the  boundary  line  west  of  the  Pawcatuck.  For 
eighty  years  the  question  of  jurisdiction  over  this  land  was  contested 
in  the  courts  between  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  although  when 
the  Crown  granted  the  charter  of  Rhode  Island  in  1663  special  atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Connecticut  boundary  was  to  end 
at  the  Pawcatuck  river.  Some  of  my  friends  may  doubtless  be  aware 
that  Wickford,  then  called  Narragansett,  was  at  one  time  held  by  a 
Connecticut  constable,  and  even  now,  if  the  owners  of  the  soil  on 
which  we  stand  were  to  undertake  to  search  their  title,  they  would  be 
obliged  to  go  to  Hartford  to  find  it.  Another  idea.  A  good  name  is 
a  most  precious  legacy  to  transmit  to  our  posterity,  and  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  may  well  entertain  with  just  pride  the  memory  of  her 
treatment  of  the  Indians.  She  may  well  regard  with  gratification  the 
fact  that  no  perfidy  or  treachery  stains  the  record  of  this  colony  in 
dealing  with  the  red  men.  Only  two  colonies,  Rhode  Island  and 
Pennsylvania,  are  entitled  to  the  proud  distinction.  Your  orator  has 
said  that  Roger  Williams  paid  for  the  soil.  He  not  only  paid  for  it 
once,  but  for  large  tracts  he  paid  thrice,  in  the  current  coin  of  the 
realm,  and  paid  fairly  each  time. 

What  is  the  lesson  of  the  hour?  We,  as  citizens  of  Rhode  Island, 
felicitate  ourselves  on  the  fact  that  our  hands  are  unstained  in  this 
matter,  but  it  is  our  duty  to  remember  that  as  members  of  this  great 
confederation  of  States,  we,  as  citizens  of  the  Union,  are  liable  and 
responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  in  the  western  territories. 
I  wish  that  I  possessed  the  force  and  eloquence  of  an  orator  to  enforce 
the  gravity  of  the  responsibility  imposed  on  us  by  the  condition  of  the 
Indian  tribes,  who  are  the  wards  of  the  nation,  and  for  the  treatment 
those  tribes  have  received.  When  we  remember,  in  the  words  of  Jef- 
ferson, *Godisjust,  and  His  justice  will  not  always  slumber,*  and 
that  every  drop  of  blood  that  trickled  down  the  back  of  a  slave  was 
atoned  for  by  blood  shed  upon  the  field  of  battle,  that  every  dol- 
lar wrung  from  the  unrequitted  toil  of  the  slave  was  paid  in  the  loss 
and  suffering  and  waste  of  war.  I  ask  whether  it  is  not  imperative 
on  us,  as  a  duty  to  ourselves  and  to  our  posterity,  to  treat  the  Indians 
as  they  ouglit  to  be  treated,  in  order  that  if  again  the  judgments  of 
God  shall  be  visited  upon  the  land,  our  doorposts  may  be  sprinkled.

BEPBESEKTATIYE  SPOOKER 

was  next  introduced^  and  said  that  the  work  completed  to-day  had 
from  its  inception  had  his  most  hearty  support,  and  as  far  as  he  was 
able,  his  hearty  codperation.  The  treatment  of  the  ancient  proprietors 
of  the  soil  by  the  people  of  Rhode  Island  had  been  an  example  for  the 
country.  By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Narragansett  Indians 
had  been  absorbed  into  the  body  of  the  State^  and  to-day  it  could  be 
justly  said  there  were  no  Indians  in  Rhode  Island.  The  Indian  stood 
to-day  a  fellow-citizen  of  the  common  State.  Col.  Spooner  congratu- 
lated the  Commission  on  the  close  of  their  well-performed  labors,  and 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island  upon  the  consummation  of  those  labors. 
Rhode  Island  was  a  little  State,  but  she  had  justly  yiudicated  her  title 
to  be  called  the  pioneer  in  the  assertion  of  freedom  of  conscience  and 
of  fair  dealing  between  man  and  man. 

SPEAKER  JILLSON 

alluded  to  the  fact  that  but  for  inscriptions  on  monuments  and  tombs 
of  stone,  nations  long  passed  away  might  have  been  utterly  forgotten, 
and  it  was  fitting  that  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  should  in  some  form 
place  an  inscription  on  enduring  rock  in  memory  of  the  early  people 
of  Rhode  Island.  He  spoke  of  the  bravery  of  the  Niantics  in  keeping 
intact  their  boundary,  and  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Narragansetts  to 
Roger  Williams,  and  traced  the  decay  of  the  tribe  from  their  prime 
until  to-day,  adding  that  it  was  fitting  that  the  relation  should  now 
cease,  and  that  he  trusted  that  the  Indians  would  prove  faithful  citi- 
zens of  the  commonwealth. 

GIDEON   L.    AMMONS 

spoke  as  follows: 

Your  Excellency,  Governor  Bourn,  Honorable  Senators,  Gentlemen 
and  Ladies : 

This  fort  was  held  by  my  ancestors  when  they  had  prepared  to  meet 
their  foes  and  repel  attacks.  They  had  a  navy,  and  so  they  needed  a 
fort.  And  they  kept  back  their  enemies  from  Long  Island  and  from 
King  Philip's  trail.     Finally  they  all  met  on  Bonnet  Point  to  bury 
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their  battle-bows  and  arrows  and  all  implements  of  war,  or  to  throw 
them  into  the  Bay.  The  war  canoes  were  broken  and  bnmt  up,  and 
they  stopped  teaching  their  children  war.  They  stopped  teaching  their 
children  the  Indian  tongne,  and  the  fort  was  left  unmanned,  and  has 
been  so  for  two  hundred  years. 

Here,  for  myself,  I  wish  to  give  honor  to  all  the  Govemora  of  the 
State  from  1847  to  1883,  and  also  to  the  Legislatares  that  hare  labored 
for  me  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  tribe.  They  have  always  given  the 
tribe  the  victory.  Many  of  the  names  of  these  persons  I  have  forgot- 
ten. I  feel  very  grateful  to  your  Honorable  Body  for  all  that  has 
been  done  in  the  past, 

I  here  speak  also  of  our  Honorable  Commissioners,  who  have  been 
honorable  both  to  the  State  and  to  us.  In  all  matters  we  met  with 
joy  and  parted  in  love.  There  was  not  a  moment  of  time  loat  while 
we  were  together,  and  the  work  they  have  done  is  an  honor  to  the 
State  and  to  the  world.  Here,  now  the  people  of  the  Eastern  Conti- 
nent with  the  aborigines  of  the  Western  Continent  are  set  upon  equal 
footing  in  the  eyes  of  the  law,  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

The  Hon.  George  Carmichael  Jr.,  it  appears  to  me,  has  been  over- 
tasked with  calls  from  our  tribe  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  be- 
tween the  meetings  of  the  Commissioners.  I  hope  the  State  will  look 
at  the  work  done  by  the  Commissioners,  and  bestow  on  them  proper 
laurels,  that  they  may  ever  be  mentioned  as  true  friends  of  the  tribe 
during  the  last  years  of  its  existence. 

And  I  am  so  glad  that  the  Lord  put  it  into  your  hearts  to  preserve 
the  old  fort. 

T  have  been  highly  gratified  with  the  historical  account  just  given 
to  us  by  the  Rev.  Frederick  Denison.  It  could  not  help  pleasing 
everybody.  Sixty-five  years  ago,  there  were  but  a  few  of  the  Niantics 
left  in  the  Narragansett  country.  Our  tribe  now  has  no  legal  exist- 
ence, and  no  person  can  be  found  to  represent  the  Indian  race.  The 
change  is  so  great,  I  feel  sorry  to  think  of  it.     I  am  done. 

JOSHUA   H.    NOKA 

spoke  lastly,  to  wit : 

I  need  say  but  a  few  words.  I  need  not  go  into  the  history  of  my 
forefathers,  or  seek  to  garnish  their  sepulchreiB.  We  know  that  they 
were  friends  to  the  white  men.  They  fed  them;  they  set  before  them 
the  best  they  had;  and  they  furnished  a  shelter  for  them.    We  have 
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opened  our  homes  to  them,  and  in  our  places  of  worship  we  have 
worshipped  the  Great  God  of  heaven  together. 

But  what  have  we  heard  and  seen  from  some?  Still  the  scorn  and 
sneer  and  eye  of  contempt  were  cast  on  us.  While  we  were  trying  to 
preserve  and  quietly  maintain  our  government,  some  of  our  white 
neighbors  were  running  to  the  General  Assembly  asking  for  the 
abolishment  of  our  tribal  authority.  However,  I  will  not  speak  of 
wrongs. 

Allow  me  to  say,  I  am  the  vice-president  of  the  last  Indian  Council, 
and  my  right  hand  signed  the  deed  conveying  all  our  public  lands  to 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  except  the  spot  where  our  church  is  lo- 
cated. We  are  thankful  that  we  were  favored  with  such  excellent  men 
as  State  Commissioners.  We  have  tried  to  act  right  on  our  part,  and 
I  believe  they  did  on  their  part. 

One  thing  we  desire.  Once  a  promise  was  made  us  that  a  road 
should  be  laid  out  to  our  church.  It  was  laid  out,  but  it  was  not 
right;  it  crossed  the  land  of  A,  B,  and  C,  and  if  we  cross  we  commit 
trespass.  We  ask  that  the  road  be  laid  out  lawfully  and  permanently. 
There  are  also  some  bounds  that  ought  to  be  set  up.  And  let  me  say 
that  we  hope  the  State,  or  the  people  in  the  State,  will  help  us  finish 
up  our  church  edifice,  and  see  that  it  is  done  while  the  present  gener- 
ation is  alive.  I  travelled  and  begged  money  to  build  the  house,  but 
did  not  get  enough  to  finish  it.  If  the  State  wishes  to  do  us  good, 
now  is  the  time.  We  have  the  same  blood  running  through  our  veins 
that  we  had  before  we  sold  our  lands.  Now  let  the  same  sun  shine 
on  us  that  shines  on  others.     That  is  all  we  ask.

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island y 
at  its  January  Session,  A.  D,  188 4:*

As  required  by  law,  the  following  report  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  State  goyernment,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1883,  is  respectfully  submitted,  together  with  the  exhibition  of 
condition  at  its  close,  as  found  upon  examination  of  the  books  and 
vouchers  of  the  general  treasurer. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1883,  was 
9324,919.44 ;  the  receipts  were  9930,433.43,  making  the  whole  amount 
of  resources  91,255,352.87. 

The  expenditures  were  9889,920.06,  which  amount  includes  9229,- 
981.11  paid  commissioners  of  sinking  funds,  and  9100,339.61  paid 
interest  on  State  bonds,  leaving  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  31st 
day  of  December,  1883,  of  9365,432.81,  an  increase  of  940,513.37 
over  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1882. 

Deducting  the  following  payments,  9229,981.11  on  account  of  the 
bonded  debt  of  the  State,  9100,339.61  on  account  of  interest  on  State 
bonds,  920,000.00  on  account  of  the  purchase  of  Coasters'  Harbor 
Island,  the  last  two  of  which  are  unusual  and  extraordinary  payments, 
and  the  expenditures  were  9529,599.34,  being  912,690.56  less  than  in 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1882. 
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The  9229,981. 11  which  was  paid  the  commissioners  of  sinking 
funds  includes  the  judgment,  and  interest  thereon,  amounting  to 
$129,981.11,  paid  the  State  by  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  case  of 
George  M.  Barnard  and  others  against  Samuel  Clark,  General  Treaa- 
urer,  and  others,  and  paid  to  said  commissioners  in  accordance  with  a 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  at  its  May  session,  A.  D. 
1883. 

The  express,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  doing  business 
within  the  State,  and  organized  or  chartered  without  the  State,  haTe 
made  the  returns  required  by  law. 

So  much  time  and  labor  were  required  by  the  Adams  Express  Com- 
pany to  complete  its  return,  made  it  impossible  for  said  company  to 
pay  its  tax,  amounting  to  $1,096.18,  in  season  to  include  it  in  the 
receipts  of  the  year. 

This  tax  has  been  paid  since  January  1,  1884.  Now  that  the  law 
is  understood,  returns  will  be  made  and  the  taxes  paid  at  the  pre- 
scribed times. 

The  necessity  for  important  changes  in  the  organization  and  juris- 
diction of,  and  in  the  manner  of  the  taxation  of  fees  to  officers  and 
witnesses  in  justice  courts  still  exists. 

Some  method  should  be  devised,  which,  however,  would  be  difficult, 
under  the  present  system,  for  the  proper  taxation  of  fees  and  costs  in 
justice  courts,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  same  as  promptly  as  fees 
and  costs  are  paid  which  are  taxed  in  the  higher  courts  of  the  State. 

The  statute  ''Of  Fees  and  Costs  in  Certain  Cases,''  is  construed  in 
about  as  many  ways  as  there  are  different  trial  justices. 

Justice  courts  do  not  seem  to  be  for  the  public  good  when  a  justice 
can  issue  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  a  person,  and  act  as  aid  in  the 
arrest  of,  and  be  a  witness  for  or  against  the  same  person,  and  receive 
fees  as  justice,  officer  and  witness ;  or  when  an  officer  can  swear  out, 
from  one  of  these  courts,  fifteen  complaints  at  one  time,  against  the 
same  person,  serve  them  all  at  once,  take  an  aid  on  each  complaint^ 
have  the  respondent  pay  the  costs  in  one  case,  and  the  remaining 
fourteen  cases  be  discontinued  by  the  officer  before  the  day  of  trial, 
leaving  the  costs  in  these  cases  to  be  paid  by  the  State. 
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To  give  character  and  efficiency  to  these  courts,  and  inspire  confi- 
dence in  them,  it  is  necessary  that  the  State  be  districted ;  that  their 
jurisdiction  be  enlarged  and  defined ;  that  a  suitable  salary  be  attached 
to  the  office  of  trial  justice,  and  that  only  such  persons  as  are  qualified 
be  appointed  to  that  position.  If  this  were  done  at  increased  cost  to 
the  State,  the  benefits  derived  over  the  present  system  would  be  far 
in  excess  of  the  increase  in  expense. 

It  would  be  well  if  some  action  could  be  taken  in  regard  to  the 
checks  of  the  general  treasurer,  many  of  which  are  now,  and  for  a 
long  time  have  been,  in  the  possession  of  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  and 
trial  justices,  and  will  probably  never  be  called  for  by  the  persons  to 
whom  they  belong.  The  law  authorizes  the  delivery  of  checks  in 
certain  cases,  to  the  clerks  of  the  courts,  and  to  the  trial  justices,  but 
nothing  is  said  in  regard  to  the  return  of  these  checks  to  the  State,  if 
they  are  not  called  for  by  the  parties  to  whose  order  they  are  drawn. 

Some  provision  should  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  half  fines 
to  which  complainants  are  entitled,  under  the  statute,  upon  the  con- 
viction of  persons  who  have  committed  certain  crimes. 

As  the  law  now  is,  unless  the  fines  in  these  cases  are  paid  into  court 
at  the  time  of  the  sentence  of  the  criminal,  the  complainant  must 
wait  for  the  payment  of  the  half  fine  due  him  until  the  General 
Assembly  is  in  session,  there  being  no  appropriation,  as  there  should 
be,  out  of  which  they  can  be  paid.

2V>  the  Honorable  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  January  Session,  A.  D,,  188 J^. 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  act  for  regu- 
lating the  sales  of  medicines  and  poisons,  respectfully  present  this, 
their  fourteenth  annual  report  "  on  the  condition  of  pharmacy,  to- 
gether with  a  list  of  all  persons  registered  as  pharmacists  and  assistant 
pharmacists." 

A  report  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  can  be  but  little  else  than 
a  repetition  of  former  reports,  as  there  has  been  but  little  change  to 
note,  except  in  the  renewed  life  and  activity  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  This  association  has  largely  increased 
its  membership  and  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  progress  of  phar- 
macy, and  in  the  business  interests  of  the  profession. 

It  has  established,  upon  a  permanent  basis,  the  chiss  for  the  in- 
struction of  the  assistant  pharmacists  and  others  in  pharmaceutical 
chemistry.  The  class  for  the  past  year  has  been  well  attended  by  a 
large  number  of  interested,  earnest  students,  who  have  shown  great 
proficiency  in  their  studies  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Calder,  late 
of  Brown  University,  and  the  thanks  of  the  registered  pharmacists 
and  of  the  community  are  due  the  Rhode  Island  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, for  their  generosity  in  taxing  their  not  overburdened  treas- 
ury, in  supplying  this  much  needed  opportunity  for  the  education  of 
the  young  pharmacists. 

The  pharmacists  have  cause  of  congratulation  in  the  action  of  Con- 
gress, in  repealing  that  portion  of  the  internal  revenue  laws,  which 
imposed  a  very  onerous  stamp  tax  upon  medicines,  perfumery,  etc.. 
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and  subjected  them  to  much  labor  and  inconvenience,  as  w^elL  as 
pense  in  complying  with  its  requisitions.     Further  action  by  the 
body,  in  removing  the  tax  on  alcohol  nsed  in  medicines  and    the 
is  much  to  be  desired. 

The  Board  have  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings  at  their 
in  Providence,  for  the  transaction  of  business  and  the  examination 
applicants  for  registration. 

Only  two  persons  presented  themselves  for  registration  as  re^istei 
pharmacists,  both  of  whom  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  qualificatioi 
and  were  duly  registered. 

Fifteen  persons  applied  for  registration  as  registered  assist^ant  ph 
macists,  thirteen  of  whom  were  found,  upon  examination,  to  be  qn 
ified  and  were  duly  registered,  the  remaining  two  were  remanded 
their  studies.    Three  of  the  above  were  graduates  of  Colleges  of  Ph 
macy. 

Five  registered  assistants  were  advanced  to  registered  pharmacists,] 
and  became  proprietors,  in  some  cases,  of  new  stores,  and  others  to| 
f  11  vacancies  caused  bv  death  or  retirement  from  business. 

Several  of  those  applying  for  registration  were  from  other  Ststtes, 
having  no  pharmacy  law,  and  came  here  to  get  the  certificate  of  the 
Board,  to  advertise  their  proficiency  in  their  profession. 

One  person  was  licensed  to  sell  medicines  under  the  provisions  of 
section  7th  of  the  law.

OF  THE  OLD  TOWN  OF  NORTH 

PROVIDENCE, 


To  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island : 

The  andersigned,  commissioners  appointed  by  the  General  Assem- 
!>ly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  by  Chapter  365  of  the  acts  passed 
^t  the  January  Session,  A.  D.,  1874,  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning 
the  debt  of  the  town  of  North  Providence,  and  determining  how 
mach  thereof  should  be  paid  by  the  town  of  Pawtucket,  how  much 
by  the  city  of  Providence,  and  how  much  should  remain  a  charge 
upon  said  town  of  North  Providence,  and  for  other  purposes,  respect- 
lully  report  that  since  the  time  of  making  our  last  report,  on  the 
20th  day  of  August,  A.  D.,  1875.  claims  have  been  presented  to  us

OF  THE 


COMMISSIONERS   TO    SELL  THE  OLD    STATE 

PRISON  AND  JAIL   PROPERTY  IN   THE 

CITY   OF   PROVIDENCE. 


Providence,  February  12,  1884. 
To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island: 

The  commissioners  appointed  to  sell  the  ^'Old  State  Prison  and 
Jail  Property  in  the  city  of  Providence,"  pursuant  to  Chapter  367  of 
the  Public  Laws,  make  this  their  first  report : 

That  immediately  upon  their  appointment  as  such  commissioners, 
they  assumed  the  charge  and  care  of  the  property. 

In  view  of  the  pending  suit  in  the  Supreme  Court,  which  inYolves 
the  validity  of  the  title  in  the  State  to  a  portion  of  this  property, 
they  have  not  deemed  it  advisable,  while  this  question  is  undeter- 
mined,  to  offer  the  estate  for  sale. 

In  the  care  of  this  property  they  have  found  it  necessary  to  expend 
a  larger  sum  than  that  placed  at  their  disposal  in  the  act  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly. 

There  has  been  paid  by  the  commissioners  the  following  sums,  viz :

leaving  tlie  exjienditures  greater  than  the  appro2)riation  in 

the  sum  of 1126  59 

In  explanation  for  this  expenditure  the  commissioners  would  state, 
that  a  portion  of  the  fence  surrounding  the  grounds  was  blown  down 
daring  the  gale  in  October;  an  examination  showed  all  the  posts  to  be 
rotten,  with  the  liability  that  the  entire  fence  might  fall  at  any  time, 
and  it  was  deemed  wise  to  make  it  secure.  The  roof  of  the  Warden's 
house  was  in  such  condition  as  to  rendei  the  house  almost  uninhabit- 
able.    This  has  been  newly  shingled. 

At  the  time  the  property  came  under  their  charge  the  house  was 
occupied  by  a  tenant  having  an  oversight  of  the  property,  free  from 
rent;  this  tenant  having  vacated,  the  house  has  been  rented  from 
November  15,  1883,  at  the  rate  of  t200  per  annum. 

The  commissioners  have  received  and  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer 
the  following  sums,  viz. :

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The  city  of  Prpvidence  having  brought  an  action  at  law  against  S 
C.  Badlong  ft  Co.,  to  recover  rent  for  that  portion  of  this  property 
occupied  by  them,  they  have  declined  making  any  farther  paymenu 
for  rent  to  the  State  while  this  suit  is  pending.  The  amount  dn« 
from  them  to  February  1,  1884,  was  1250. 

The  commissioners  respectfully  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  on« 
hundred  twenty-six  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents  (1126.59)  may  be 
made  to  repay  them  for  the  amount  advanced  beyond  the  sum  appro- 
priated, and  also  that  the  further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
be  placed  at  their  disposal  to  meet  such  necessary  expenses  as  maj 
occur  in  the  future.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS. 


Statb  of  Rhode  Island^  etc. 

House  of  Eepeesentatives, 

January  Session,  A.  D.,  1884 

The  Standing  Committee  of  Elections  present  the  following  report: 
At  the  May  Session  of  the  General  Assembly^  held  at  Newport, 

1883,  Mr.  L.  F.  0.  Garvin,  a  member  of  this  House  from  Onmber- 

land,  introduced  a  resolution  as  follows: 

"  Eesohed,  That  a  select  committee  be  and  hereby  is  created  to  take  into  con- 
sideration and  report  whether  any  person  who  has  taken  his  engagement  as  a 
member  of  this  House  is  disqualified  from  acting  as  such  by  Article  IX,  Section 
6,  of  the  State  Constitution." 

This  resolution,  was,  by  the  House,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Elections,  who  the  ensuing  day,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  a  substitute  resolution,  as  follows: 

'*  Besolted,  That  a  select  committee  of  five  members  of  this  House  be  appoint* 
ed,  who  shall  inquire  into  and  report  whether  any.  person  who  has  taken  his 
engagement  as  a  member  of  this  House  is  disqualified  from  acting  as  such  by 
Article  IX,  Section  6,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State.  Said  committee  is  here- 
by authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  and  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the 
General  Assembly." 

This  resolution  was  amended  by  the  House  by  striking  out  all  re- 
lating to  ''  a  select  committee,'^  and  inserting  in  ptace  thereof,  the 
Committee  on  Elections,  and  as  amended  was  adopted. 
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Accompanying  the  resolution  was  a  paper  which  is  appended  hereto, 
marked  A.,  a  copy  of  which  is  as  follows: 

District  of  Rhode  Island,  s& 

Clbrk^s  Office,  Circuit  Court, 

At  Providence,  May  80,  1883. 

I,  Henry  Pitman,  Clerk  of  said  Court  for  said  District,  do  hereby  certify,  that 
W.  W.  Douglass,  Henry  Marsh,  Jr.,  Lorin  M.  Cook,  all  of  Providence,  and 
William  Gilpin  and  William  P.  Sheffield,  both  of  Newport,  are  now  holding  the 
office  of  United  States  Commissioners  in  this  District. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  the  seal  of  said  Court 
[l.  8.]  and  my  hand  on  the  day  and  year  above  written. 

(Signed,)  Hbnrt  Pitman,  Clerk. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution,  the  Committee  on  Elections 
held  a  meeting  in  the  State  House  in  Provideuce,  on  the  25th  day  of 
January,  1884,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.  Mr.  Garvin,  the  author  of  the 
original  resolution,  was  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting, 
but  did  not  attend.  Hon.  Wm.  P.  Sheffield  of  Newport,  was  also 
notified  and  appeared  before  the  committee. 

Section  6  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution,  provides  that  "no per- 
son holding  any  office  under  the  government  of  the  United  States  or  of 
any  other  State  or  country,  shall  act  as  a  general  officer  or  as  a  mem* 
ber  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  unless  at  the  time  of  taking  his  en- 
gagement he  shall  have  resigned  his  office  under  such  government; 
and  if  any  general  officer,  senator,  representative  or  judge,  shall,  after 
his  election  and  engagement  accept  any  appointment  under  any  other 
government,  his  office  under  this  shall  be  immediately  vacated;  but 
this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  appointed  to  take  de- 
positions or  acknowledgments  of  deeds  or  other  legal  instruments, 
by  the  authority  of  any  other  State  or  country." 

Mr.  Sheffield,  while  claiming  that  the  certificate  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  United  States  Court  was  not  evidence,  stated  that  he  did  not  in- 
tend to  contest  that  point,  and  admitted  that  at  the  time  of  taking 
his  engagement  as  a  member  of  this  House  at  the  May  Session,  be 
was  a  Commissioner  of  the  United  States,  though  he  had  not  acted  as 
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sach  for  several  years,  and  had  not  supposed*  that  he  was  one.  He 
had  repeatedly  declined  to  act  in  that  capacity,  and  had  directed  ap- 
plicants to  Mr.  Wm.  Gilpin,  the  other  commissioner  at  Newport.  He 
ilso  contended  that  the  ofBce  of  commissioner  did  not  come  within 
the  intent  and  meaning  of  Section  6,  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution, 
as  the  duties  of  a  commissioner  were  principally  to  take  acknowledg- 
ments of  bail  and  affidarits  in  criminal  cases,  and  to  take  affidavits 
and  bail  and  depositions  in  civil  cases,  which  acts  he  claimed  were 
permissable  under  the  qualifying  clause  of  the  section  referred  to, 
which  is, ''  but  this  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  appoint- 
ed to  take  depositions  or  acknowledgments  of  deeds  or  other  legal  in- 
struments, by  the  authority  of  any  other  State  or  country." 

He  referred  the  committee  to  decisions  of  courts  in  several  States  in 
support  of  his  opinion.  He  further  stated,  however,  that  he  had  on 
the  20th  of  December,  1883,  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  United 
States  Court  for  the  District  of  Rhode  Island,  a  declaration  setting 
forth  that  he  had  vacated  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  the  United 
States.  A  copy  of  said  declaration,  with  the  certificate  of  the  Clerk 
f  said  Court,  is  herewith  submitted,  marked  (B.) 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  and  reference  to 
decisions  of  the  courts  in  several  States,  particularly  that  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  State,  in  the  case  of  George  H.  Corliss,  as  laid 
down  in  £.  I.  Beports,  vol.  XI,  page  638^  your  committee  have  ar- 
rived at.  the  following  conclusions: 

First,  That  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  the  United  States  is  an 
'^  office"  within  the  meaning  of  the  first  clause  of  Section  6,  Article 
IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Second,  That  at  the  time  of  taking  his  engagement  as  a  member  of 
this  House  at  the  May  session,  1883,  of  the  General  Assembly,  Mr. 
Sheffield  of  Newport,  was  a  Commissioner  of  the  United  States,  and 
was  thereby  disqualified  from  acting  as  a  member  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  this  State. 

Third,  That  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Sheffield,  having  on  the  20th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1883,  resigned  his  said  office  of  Commissioner  of  the  United 
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States,  can  by  taking  the  engagement  required  by  the  Constitutic 
this  State,  in  form  prescribed  by  law,  become  a  member  of  this  H 
of  Representatives,  and  fully  qualified  to  act  as  such. 
They  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolut 

Betolved,  That  Mr.  William  P.  Sheffield,  was  duly  elected  a  member  of 
House  from  the  city  of  Newport,  at  the  electioo  in  April,  1883,  and  that  u 
duly  taking  the  oath  of  office,  he  is  entitled  to  a  seat  as  a  memlier  of  this  Ho
